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PETER ALEXOWITZ. 


IT cannot be thought amiſs, before 
we enter upon this important LIFE, 
to give an Account of the Origi- 
nal of the Title of that celebrated 
PRINCE who is the Subject of it. 

Oux A and learned Antiquary 
Mr. Selden*, tells us, that the Dukes of Muſ⸗ 
ceny, which anciently uſed no other Title than 
Weliki Knefi (in Ruſtan Great Dukes) hens 
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* Gee Titles of Honour. Folio. 
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15 1 
had of latter Times this Title of Emperor, 
or Czar, which Baſilins, that was Duke about 
15 20, firſt took to himſelf; yet this Title 
de uſed not to all Princes. His Son Jobn 
Baſſliowitz, call'd himſelf Czar, which is Em- 
peror, or King, And the Word Czar itſelf, 
© can be certainly nothing more than an Ab- 
breviation of Cæſar. 

- THr1s IIluſtrious Mo ARCH was Son of the 
Czar Alexins Michaelowitz, who died the 8th 
of February, 1676, and to Natalia Nariskin, 
his Second Wife, who died the 4th of Febru- 
ary, 1694. He married to his Firſt Wife Mary 
Tlgeniſa, or Ottokeſa Federowna, Daughter of the 
Boyar Feder Abromowitz Lapuchin, from whom 
being divorced in the Year 1692, he married 
Catharina Alexiomna. This Marriage was not 
declared till 1711, tho' it had been celebrated 
ſeveral Years * He had by his Firſt Wife 
Prince Alexins Petrowitz, born the 18th of 
February, 1690, and died the 7th of Fuly, 1718. 
After having incurred his Father's Diſpleaſure 
by his firſt Flight into Foreign Countries, and 
his too ambitions Deſigns ; for which, by all 
the Orders of the Monarchy aſſembled, he was 
tried and condemned. This Prince had married 
at Torgaw, the Princeſs Charlotta Chriſtina Sophia, 
the 25th of Odfober, 1711, ſhe was Daughter to 
Duke Lewis Rodolphus de Brunſwick of Wolfem- 
buttel, and Siſter to the Empreſs : She died the 
firſt of November, 1715, nine Days after the 
Birth of Prince Peter Alexowitz, whoſe eldeſt 
Siſter, the Princeſs Natalia was born, the 23d 
of Jul), 1714. The late Czar's Children by his 
Second Wife, the preſent Empreſs, are, the 
Princeſs Mary, born the 2oth of March, 1713, 
and contracted to the Duke of Holſtein, the * 
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of December, 1724, Princeſs Auna Margnerita, 


born the 19th of September, 1714, Prince F- 
ter, born the 8th of November, 1715, he was 
declared Hereditary Prince, but died at Pe- 
tersbourg the 6th of May, 1719, Prince Panl, 
born at Veſel, the 13th of Fanuary, 1717, who 


died the ſame Day, and Princeſs Natalia, born 


the 31ſt of Auguſt, 1718. 


The late Czar ſucceeded his eldeſt Brother 


Theodore, who died the 27th of April, 1682, 
and who had appointed him his Succeſſor, pre- 
ferably to Prince John his eldeſt Brother, as 
thinking him too weak and fickly to under- 
go the Weight of the Government. By Vir- 
tue of this his Brother's Teſtament, Peter was 
proclaim'd Czar, a few Days after the De- 
ceaſe of his Brother Theodore, being then not 

twelve Years old. 8 
The Princeſs Sophia, his Siſter by the Fa- 
ther's ſide, diſcontented at having no Share 
in the Government, by the Exeluſion of her 
Brother Prince John, engag'd the Strelitzes in 
a Revolt, who then were a conſiderable Mi- 
litia in Muſcovy. Several Perſons of the Firſt 
Rank were maſlacred in this Sedition ; du- 
ring which, Prince Fohn was declar'd Czar, 
and aſſociated to the Government. The Czar 
Freter had like to have periſh'd in the Heat of 
this Revolt, had he not been taken out of 
his Apartment by Prince Boris- Alexowitz-Ga- 
liczin, who ſecretly conducted him to the 
Monaſtery of Troiski, a fortify'd Place, twelve 
Leagues from Mnſcow. The Princeſs Sophia, 
too aſpiring to be contented with this firſt 
Succeſs, perſuaded the Knes Convanski, Gene- 
ral of the Strelitzes, that he might aſcend the 
B 2 __- Throws 
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Throne by marrying her, and accordingly 
they both conſpir d againſt the Lives of the 
two Czars, John and Peter : But this Plot was 
diſcover'd by two of the Accomplices, who 
were leiz'd with Horror at it. The Mues Con- 
vanski was taken in an Ambuſh, carry'd to 
the Monaſtery of Troiski, and there behead- 
ed. The Princeſs Sophia was ſhut up in the 
Monaſtery of Dewitz, near Muſcow, where ſhe 
was ſtrictly watched till July, 1704, when 
The died there. The two Czars reign'd toge= 
ther till 1696, when Czar Fobn died; lea- - 


ving behind him three Princeſſes, by Proſco- 


therina, who was marry'd the 19th of April, 
1716, to Charles Leopold, Duke of Mec 
Bourg-Swerin; Anna, marry'd the 13th of N- 
vember, 1710, to Frederic William, Duke of 
Courland, of whom ſhe has been a Reli&t 
ever ſince the 21ſt of January, 1711; and 
Proſcovia, who is ſtill 4 Czar Pe- 
ter, being thus become ſole Poſſeſſor of his 
Father's Dominions, declar'd War againſt the 
Turks; and in the ſame Lear 1696, he took 
Aſopb, on the Black Sea. 

NE former Part of this Prince's Reign was 
taken up either in quieting the inteſtine Trou- 
bles of his Subjects, the Factions of his Cour- 
tiers, and the Rebellions and Conſpiracies of the 
Nobility and Soldiery, who were continually 
render*d uneaſy to him, by the inceſſant Conſpi- 
racies of his Siſter, the Princeſs Sophia, and her 
Creatures, as we have obſerv'd, or in reducing the 
encroaching Tartars,. on the fide of Afracan, and 
the Country of Circaſia, who ſeveral Times gave 


him great Diſturbance, ravag'd the Country, and 
car-

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carried off great Numbers of His People into Shs 


very z but in all his Enegunttis with theſe Peo- 
ple, he was follow'd with a Series of continua 
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Succeſs, his Rehels were every Where nat only! 
Conquer d, but entirely Subdu'd, and almoftmgy-3 
verſally fell into his Hands, and ſo were ᷑ither cut 
off by the Hand of the Executioner, in Whien:

things, makes it not to be cxpected that I ſhould: 
be able to give Journals of the ( Armies, 


and exact Accountsof the ſeveral Expedit ions of his 


Czariſh Majeſty to the Southern part of his Do- 
minions, either againſt his own Rebel lious Errcafſt< 
ans, the Calmuck 'Tartars,, or any other, except 
ſuch as thoſe, the Accounts of which we have from 
the Hiſtory of the other Countries he was engag'd. 
with, of which I ſhall give as full an Account as 
the beſt Intelligence of thoſe times will permit. 
TR x enterprizing Genius of the Cæar, and 
his early attempts to put his Empire in a poſture 
of Defence againſt the Potent Neighbours who 
ſurrounded it, was not at all agreeable to the com- 
mon Notions of the Muſcovites; Building Ships cf 
War, Entertaining Foreign Artiſts and Engineers, 
and laying Schemesaccording to the Manner of the 


other Nations of Europe, whoſe way of making 


War is fo eminently improv'd, were all things 
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[5] 
diſagreeable to them, who as they had no Know- 
ledge of Arts and Sciences, no atical un- 
| ndings, or Senſe of Improvement, ſo they Ha- 
ted and Diſpiſed all thoſe who knew more than 
themſelves. . N 
Nax, ſo eminently were they carryed out in 
the Eſteem of their own Ignorance, that they 
made it a Point of Religion, and thought it 3 
breach of the Laws of God to mingle their Cu- 
ſtoms with thoſe of other Nations, or to bring 
the Uſage of Foreigners among them; as if Wiſ⸗ 
dom and Knowledge were nof to be ſearch'd af- 
ter to the Ends of the Earth, and it were no 
loſs to them to be the moſt blind, and uninform'd 
Nation in the World. 1 
Bur the Czar ſaw with other Eyes; it was 
eaſy to him who had a Penetrating Judgement, 
and a Mathematical Head, tho* uninform'd by 
the Knowledge of Art, to be ſenſible of the want 
of it; and when he ſaw the readineſs of Foreign 
Artiſts, how they a&ed their Part by Scale and 
Rule, and had a whole Syſtem of things in their 
Heads, there needed no more for a Prince thus a- 
ble to ſee the Defect of his own People, and the 
Advantage which Neighbouring Nations had o- 
ver them on that account; I ſay there needed no 
more than a Senſe of this, to cauſe him to reſolve 
upon a general Application to the great Work of 
informing himſelf,and by degrees his People alſo in 
the uſeful Knowledge which flouriſh'd among the 
other Nations of Europe; and to bring them to 
receive ſuch Notions, and ſuch Cuſtoms as might in 
timerender them equal to their Neighbours: If any 
Man were to have a trne Account of the former 
obſtinate Ignorance of the Muſcovite Nation; 
how they Hlpis d and refus'd all OT 
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how they made it Criminal to ſuffer any of their 
People to travel Abroad, much leſs to pretent to 
bring Home any experimental Knowledge,” or a- 
ny Cuſtoms, however good in themſelves, from 
other Nations ; one wou'd firſt wonder how the 
Czar came. as it were alone, among his whole Na- 
tion, to reſolve upon being better inform'd; and 
much more how he has been able to Conguef the 
obſtinate Tgnorance of his People. ne”

Nor that he has Effectually done it yet, or per- 
haps ever will; and if his late Son, the Prince of 
Mu ſcovy had liv'd, *tis certain he had ſo little 
Taft of thoſe things, tho" he had been Abroad, 
that he would have unravell'd all that his Father 
had done, and brought the Nation back to their 
Native ſtupidity again. Frog 

Br that obſtacle is remov'd, and ſo are many 
other; the Czar lives till, and proceeds to 
bring all the European Cuſtoms and Uſages into 
Faſhion with his People; and in à few Years 
more it may happen, that there will be ſo many 
Men of Learning and Judgement found in Muſ- 
covy, that they will never return again to the bru- 

| Life, which they formerly led; eſpecially, if 
the Succeſſor to his Czariſh Majeſty ihould hap- 
pen to be ſome German Prince, who may Marry 
his Daughter, or that the preſent Heir apparent 
ſHould live to have a foreign and learn'd Education. 

Ir has been ſaid, that this inſight which the 
Czar had fo early receiv'd, into the Deficiency of 
his Congtrics Cuſtoms, and the Impreſſions 
of his own Ignorance, in thoſe things, which 
a Prince onght to know, were firſt formed by 
Converſing early with one Monſieur Le Fort a 
French Gentleman, of excellent Parts and Learn- 
ing, who he had Entertain'd in.his Court, while 
| * he 
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he (the Czar) was very young, and whoſe Con- 
verſation he was extremely Fond of: That 
this Gentleman firſt exited him to Great and He- 
roick Actions, fill'd his Mind with generous and 
gallant Principles, and at. laſt recommended to 
him to take that happy ſtep of Travelling in- 
cognito thro? all the polite Parts of Europe, that 
there he might ſee whether what he Le Fort had 
intimated to him of the exquiſite Management 
of things in other Countries were true or not; and 
that he might from thence return furniih*d with 
Knowledge of all things relating to Peace, War and 
Government, and make himſelf Maſter of what 
ever was Neceſlary to make him truly Great, and 
ſo be in time an equal Match for his (at preſent) 
more powerful Neighbours. 

I'T 1s the hardeſt thing in the Worlds for Man 
to be Convinc'd of his own Defects, and till he is 
ſo Convinc'd, *tis impoſſible to make him apply 
to Improvement; for who ſubmits to be taught 
what he believes himſelf to know enough of. 


IF Fools could their own Ignorance diſcern, 
They'd be no longer Fools, becauſe they'd Learn. 


Bur here was a Prince arriv'd to the Perfe- 
ction of Knowledge, (viz.) to know that he knew 
nothing; and from this original Senſe of his own, 
and of his Peoples Deficiency, he firſt reſolv'd to 
Travel, that he might Learn every thing, and 
then return to be the general Teacher of his own 
People. | 9 

Harey Humillity! he Travel'd in queſt of 
znowledge, that he might be qualified to be the 
Great School-Maſter of his Subjects; and we ſhall 
ſoon ſee the Succeſs in a Manner, ſuch as on 
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whole World can ſhow not One Example of the 
like, | vA 8 

Bur to return to his other Enterprizes, before the 
great Undertaking of all, which takes up ſo much 
Room in all the Hiſtories of the Age. The firſt 
of his Undertakings was the reduction of the 
Circaſſian Tartars, who in the infancy of this 
Reign had Revolted, or rather made War againſt 
the Muſcovites, had paſs'd the Volga, and ſeiz d upon 
Aſtracan, where they committed unheard of Cru- 
elties, and Barbarities upon the Inhabitants. 

Tat Muſcovite Army was not in this War Com- 
manded by the Czar in Perſon, but by his Fa- 
vourite Prince Gollofkin, and under him by ſome 
foreign Officers, who carried on the War at firſt 
with Succeſs, but made uo great Progreſs till the 
Czar coming in Perſon with ſome additional 
Troops, puſh'd the Tartars with ſuch Vigour, and 
uſed his Victory fo effectually, that he brought. 
the whole Country of Circaſta to his Obedience: 
And ſome of his Troops Ravaged the Crimmee, 
and {truck a Terror even into the ſeveral other 
Nations of '[artars, up to the Borders of the 
Bori ſthenes. | 

IAIS War brought on another of more 
Weight, and indeed of more Danger, and that 
was a War with the 1arks, which it muſt be con- 
feſs'd, the Czar thew'd his Pollicy in adven- 
turing upon at that Time, becauſe the Turks were 
juſt then Embarraſs'd in a War with the Emperor 
of Germany, the King of Poland, and the State, 
or Common-wealth of Venice all together; ſo that 
they were in no Condition to ſend any Number 
of Men to make their Arms formidable to the 


Czar, 
UN- 
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UNDEx theſe fair Proſpects, the Czar of 
* broke with the Turks in the Year, 1694, 
and then follow'd a Series of Succeſſes, which rais'd 
the Fame of the Muſcovite Arms above what they 
ever reach'd before; but eſpecially, gave the 
World a taſte of the perſonal Valour and Conduct 
of his Czariſþ Majeſty, of whom they had heard 
very little till now. | | | 

THe Tartars who had ſo long been the Terror 
of Muſcovy, were miſerably Defeated by the Muf. 
covite Army in Three very confiderale Actions; 
of which however, Intelligence coming very ſlow 
and uncertain from Places ſo Remote, and from 
Nations who held fo little Correſpondence with 
the reſt of the World; we had no particular Ac- 
count till ſome Years after, when we were be- 
holding to the Relations given of them from the 
Memory of ſome Scots Officers who ſerv'd in the 
Muſcovite Army. 

TB firſt thing done in this War, was to clear 
the eaſtern Banks of the Volga from the Tartars, 
and drive them effectually into their own Bounds. 

TH IS had in part been done before, when 
Prince Gollofkin the Elder, had recovered Aſtra- 
can from them. But they ſtill remain'd in great 
Numbers on the Calmuck fide, and frequently 
made Incurſions into the Countries poſleſs'd by 
the Muſcovites, and Ravag d far and near, accord- 
ing to their uſual Method, making an inexpreſſi- 
ble Deſolation wherever they came. | 

TRE firſt Troops the Czar ſent this way upon 
his new Scheme of this War, effectually drove the 
Calmuck Tartars over the Volga; at the ſame 
time the Coſſacłs, ſuch of them as were Subject to 
the Czar, had fallen upon a great Body of the 
Cin -· Iurtars, who had made an Attempt to fall 

| into 


En 
into the Czar's Dominions on the ſide of Circaffia, 
and gave them a great Defeat, killing 15000 of 


them upon the Spot. 


BESITIDES this, the Czar's General Gordon a 
Scots Gentleman, and an Officer of great Experi- 
ence entered into Circaſſa itſelf, and after giving 
the Tartars ſeveral Defeats, reduced that whole 
Country under the Obedience of the Muſcovite 
Government, as it remains to this Day. 

Ir ſhould have been obſerv'd here, that tho? 
the Muſcovite Militia were not yet brought to the 
happy Regulation and Diſcipline, they are ſince 
by the Czar's Application and Management 
arriv'd to; yet they had been much Improv'd, 
and were in a much better Condition than they 
had formerly been in; and this by the Manage- 
ment and Direction of the late Czar Alexis Mi- 
chaelowitz, the preſent Czar's Father, who indeed 
began to alter ſeveral things in the former un- 
poliſh'd Method of the Muſcovite Government; 
and particularly that of the Army; and remark- 
ably in this, that he reſolv'd to introduce the 
German Military Diſcipline among his Troops; 
and to have the Soldiers taught the Exerciſe for 
the handling their Arms, Marching, Counter- 
Marching, Wheeling, drawing up, Forming and 
Embattleing, &c. after the German Manner. And 
to this purpoſe, he Entertain'd a great Number of 
foreign Officers in his Army, who he Encourag'd 
to come out of the Service of all the Princes near 
him, by Promiſes of large Pay and good Uſage, 
with Preferments according to their Merit, and 
which Terms they found very punctually Com- 
ply'd with; and his Son the preſent Czar perſu- 
ed the ſame Method, | 
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Bx this means he had at the time of his Un- 
dertaking the War I am now ſpeaking of, two 
Generals (viz.) Monſieur le Fort, and Mr. Gordon, 
the firſt a French Man, the ſecond a Scots Man, 
and above $000 inferior Officers of ſeveral Na- 
tions in his Pay, beſides Engineers, Cannoniers, 
Bombardiers, and Firemen in abundance. 

AND this was the great Reaſon why his En- 
terprizes in this War were carry'd on with great 
Regularity ; his Sieges managed, and Trenches 
open'd according to Art; his Batteries, Mines, 
Attacks &c. well ſerv'd; and every thing done 
as it ought-to be done. Things which in former 
Times the Muſcovites knew little of. 

I am oblig'd to paſs over the firſt Actions of 
his Gzariſh Majeſty's Generals in this War, in a 
ſummary Method, not being able to come at the 


particular Days of the Month, or the particular 


Circumſtances of every Acticn, nor any Diary 
of the March of the Armies, ina time when as 
before, ſcarce any thing was done with that Re- 
gularity, which has been uſual in ſuch Caſes in 
other Countries, and which has ſince been better 
Manag'd there ; Beſides, this was a kind of a 
Tumultuary War, the Jartars being a People 
that made only a kind of Camp Volant in all their 
Marchings; and in every thing they did, it might 
be only ſaid, that it was by way of Excurſion, and 
Incurſion; Plundering and Burning, when they 
Advanced, and Runing or rather Flying, when 
theyReturn'd; ſo that they wereonly to be Fought, 
with by the way of Intercepting them, and by 
Surprize; and when at any time they were brought 
to Fight, it could never be call'd a pitch'd Battle, 
but rather a runing Fight, their whole Army be— 


ing 
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ing always on Horſeback, for as to an Infantry, 
they know nothing of them. 

How EVER, as the Cofſacks were likewiſe 
Horſe, tho* not ſo well Mounted, they often met 
with and routed the Tartars too; and that ra- 
ther, becauſe the moſt Soldiery part of the Tay- 
tars were at that time — againſt the Fo- 
landers, or in Huygary, againſt the Imperial Ar- 
mies, in Conjunction with the Turks. 7 

Bu r to come back to the Perſon and Conduct 
of the Czar, it was in perſuit of his Conqueſts on 
this ſide, that his Czar7ſþ Majeſty found how fair 
a way lay open to him to make himſelf Power 
fnl by Sea , a thing which had long lain upon his 
Thoughts, but which till now he never had fo 
much as room to find feazible, or indeed poſh- 
ble; having no Out-let into any Sea where his 
Power might exert itſelf: As to the Volga, 
tho* it be a very great River, and of a prodigious 
extended Courle, having run above 2500 Miles, 
including the Windings and Reaches of its Courſe, 
yet there is no depth of Water in the Channel at 
the Mouth or Influx of it into the Sea; but the 
Sands and Flats of the Shore in the Caſpian Sea on 
the Ruſtan ſide choking up the River, makes it un- 
capable to carry Ships of any Force, except at; 
the time of the Winter Floods ; and even then, 
the Caſpian Sea 1tfelf for ſome Leagues, has no 
depth of Water anſwerable for a Royal Navy of 
Men of War, fuch as the Czar had Projected to 
Build. 

ON the other hand, had the Caſpian Sea been 
deep and every where Navigable as wou'd be ſuf- 
ficient, yet this reſpected only the Shores of Per- 
fa, Armenia, Georgia, and thoſe Countries, which 
rendered the Czar no Proſpect of Glory, or Con- 

queſt ; 
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queſt But his Deſigns lay another way, that is 
to ſay, to open to himſelf a Navigation into the 


Black Sea, where he might either extend his Con- 


queſt or his Commerce, or perhaps both, into the 
Ieſſer Afia, and even to the Gates of Conflanti- 
*ople ; and either by Force or by Treaty, might 
obtain a Paſſage thro the Straits of Hellespont, 
and the Thracian Boſphorus into the Mediterrane- 
an Sea, and ſo might eſtabliſh an open Trade be- 
tween his Country and the Ports of Italy, France, 
and Spain, and conſequently with all the known 
Worlds 

TH1s open'd a Scene of Glory fit for a Prince, 
and fuired to the great Enterprizes which his 
Czarrſh Majeſty had formed in his Mind: In a 
word, here was a Field of Action large enough 
to gratifie the Ambition of a Sovereign, Born for 
great Tings, and who poſſeſſing an Empire Su- 
perior to any of his Neighbours, wanted nothing 


but an Entrance upon the Stage of Greatneſs, that 


he might Act like himſelf. 

He ſaw at once all the great Things which 
might be the Conſequence of this Conqueſten many 
Ages to come; and it was from this Judgment 
that he had made of Things, that he had purpoſed 
to Build a large Fleet of Men of War, even while 
the World ſtood Amaz d at the Myſtery of it; ſee- 
ing they were Built many Leagues up the Coun- 
try, on the bank of a River, (viz.) the Don or Ta- 
mis, whoſe Out-let into the Sea was not in his 
Poſſeſſion, but Block'd up by the Turbs with in- 
numerable Obſtacles; ſuch as ſtrong Fortreſſes, 
narrow Straits, great Batteries, Ships of War, and 
the like; particularly, the City and Forts at 
A ſopb, the Lines at the Mouth of the River Don, 
and Works at the Straits of Cafa, winch laſt 4. 
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the only Entrance into the Black Sea, out of tliat 
Sea call'd the Palus Meot is. | 

Bur his Czariſh Majeſty's deſigns were not to 
be Diverted with the Proſpect of thoſe Difficul- 
ties; and therefore even before he ſeem'd to aim 
at opening the Paſſage of thoſe Places, or Enga- 
ging in any War to bring it to paſs, he employ'd 
Agents into Holland, and into England, to furniſn 
him with experienc'd Ship-Wrights, and Builders, 
in order to build a Royal Navy of Men of War, 
even when no Body could foreſee in what Part of 
the World they ſhould be Employ'd; his Czariſp 
Majeſty having then not one Port in the Baltick 
Sea, the Euxine Sea, or any where elſe, except 
that of Arch-Angel opening to the North Seas, in 
the Latitude 72 degrees, where he could have no 
occaſion to uſe them. 

Br the Event ſoon diſcover d the Sagacity 
of the Deſign, for the ſame Year the Czar having 
before been long Solicited by the Confederates, 
came into the War with the Turks, which was 
ſolemnly proclaim'd the twentieth, of February, 
1694. 

IN purſuance of this War, and of the Mea- 
ſures concerted with the Allies, the Czar appear'd 
with two Armies in the Field, the beginning of 
the Year 1695, the one conſiſting of gocoo Foot, 
and 20000 Horſe and Dragoons, Commanded by 
his Czariſh Majeſty in Perſon, and with which he 
march'd into the Kuſtan Circaſſia, and entering the 
Turkiſh Dominions, ſat down before Aſoph, an im- 
portant Fortreſs upon the Banks of the Tanais, 
near the Mouth of that great River, where it em- 
pties itſelf into the great Lake, or Sea call'd the 
Talus Meotis; and the other Army conſiſting of 
24000 Foot and 36000 Horſe, the latter _ 
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all Coaſſacks, and was therefore call'd the Coſſack 
Army, Commanded by Lieutenant General Prince 
Gzeremetoff, of whom we ſhall often have occaſi- 
on to ſpeak hereafter in the Courſe of this Hi- 
ſtory. This Army march'd by the Way of the 
Ukraine, and keeping the Courſe of the great Ri- 
ver Boriſthenes, or the Neiper to the Mouth of the 
ſaid River, ſat down before the ſtrong Town of 
Kaſilkermeen,' a Tartarian City, Situated on the 
South Bank of the ſaid River Neiper, and within 
two Leagues or thereabouts of the Black-Sea. 
\ THESE Towns were equally conſiderable, as 
Situated at the two great Enterances into the Pontus 
Euxinus, neareſt to his Czariſh Majeſty's Domi- 
nions; and moſt conveniently Seated, both to fa- 
cilitate his Deſigns for the Commerce of his Sub- 
jects in thoſe Seas, and equally Advantageous to 
_— carrying on his farther Deſign againſt the 
Turks. | | 
Ir the Chriſtian World were agreeable ſur- 
pris'd at the Czar's breaking with the Turks in a 
Juncture fo very Momentous, and ſo Seaſonable 
to the Confederates, they were even amaz'd to 
find a Prince, of whoſe enterpriſing Genius they 
had yet form'd no Notions, begin a War with ſuch 
apparent Proofs, both of an exquiſite Fore- 
knowledge, and alſo of a perfect Underſtanding 
of the Weight and Conſequence of what he had 
Undertaken ; on the other Hand, the manner of 
his Entrance into this War, and the formidable 
Power with which he began 1t, gave the Turks a 
terrible Alarm, eſpecially conſidering how their 
Affairs were at that time Embaraſs'd in a heavy 
War with the Emperor the King of Poland, 
and the State of Venice, all at the ſame time, and 
in which they had ieceiv'd ſeveral terrible Over- 
throws 
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throws, and had already loſt almoſt all the 
of Hungaria, all the Morea, and ſeveral conſide- 
rable Fortreſſes in Dalmatta, and other Places, be- 
Tides having their Millitary Power, broken both 
at Sea and Land, by ihnumerable Defeats of their 
Armies and Fleets ; but we ſhall ſee them farthe 
Alarm'd in the procels of this War, by the Succe 
of his Czariſh Majeſty in the Profecution of 
it. . 1 
I x was now too late, that the Turks ſaw their 
Miſtake, in that having for many Years the City 
of Aſoph, in their Poſſeſſion, if they had conſi- 
der d it as one of the moſt important Frontiers 
of their whole Empire, they would have made it 
as impregnable, as the Conſequences of ſuch 4 
Place requir d, and as the Situation of it very 
well allow'd; for it was moſt advantageouſly Si- 
tuated on the North Bank of the River Don, with 
a low Marſhy Ground oppoſite to it, which was 
capable of being ſo Fortify'd, as yppear'd after- 
wards, and to be ſo ſurrounded with Water, as 
not to be any way attack'd, otherwiſe than by a 
Bombardment, or to be taken, but by a ſtrict 
Blockade. | t be 

ALL that the Turks could do, upon the ſudden - 
approach of the Czar's Army, was, to ſupply the 
Want, or Weakneſs of the Fortifications, Fiud a2 
bold reſolute Garriſon of ten thouſand I. der 
all old Soldiers; beſides Tartars, and under choſen 
Officers, well furniſh'd with all things for a vigo- 
rous Defence ; and this they plac'd the more Confi- 
dence in, by how much they had the Muſcovites 
ſtill in the utmoſt Contempt, as to their Military 
Capacity of attacking ſuch a Place; © 
_ Nox did che Garriſon difappoint their Maſters, 
or fail in doing their Duty, and in 1 
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that al tho the Czar attack*d the Place in Form, 
and that his Engineers made their Approaches 
with the utmoſt Skill, and Batter'd and Bombard- 
ed the Place with a 100 Pieces of Cannon, and 40 
Mortars; yet the Garriſon ſo Harraſs'd them with 
continu'd bold and deſperate Sallies, and ſo ply*d 
them with a numerous Artillery from the Walls, ſo 
often levell'd the Trenches of the Beſiegers, Nail'd 
their Cannon, and ruin'd their Works, that the 
Winter coming on, and Proviſions growing Scarce, 
the Czar tho* he was in Perſon at the Siege, was 
oblig'd to give it over, after having loſt as ſome 
have reported above 3coo00 Men before the Place, 
and half ruin'd his Calvalry for want of Fo- 
rage. 0 

5; UT Prince Czeremetoff had better luck be- 
fore Kaſikermeen, which tho' it was better Forti- 
fy'd, was not ſo well Defended ; and the Cofſacks 
puſhing on their Attacks with a deſperate Fury, 
they carried the Place Sword in Hand, the Gar- 
riſon having but juſt time to retreat into two large 
Forts, which cover'd the City on the ſide of the 


River, where beating a Parley, they had good 


Conditions granted by the Beſiegers, and ſo the 
whole City was taken. 

THERE was a complaint made agaiuſt the 
Au ſcovite General Prince Czeremetoff, for ſuffer- 
ing the Cofſacks to Plunder the Garriſon after the 


Capitulation was Sign'd; and that Princes Dif- 


grace happening ſoon after, was aſſigu'd to that 
Cauſe; but T do not take upon me to ſay, this 
was the Cauſe of it, and as that Prince has been 
receiv'd into his Maſters Favour ſince, that, with 
very great Reputation, tis generally ſuppos'd, 
that he acquitted himſelf of that Accuſation. ; 
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Ir the Turks committed an Over-ſight in their 
not fore. ſeeing the Importance, and Fortiſying it 
time the City of Aſoph, they were now guilty of 
the greateſt and moſt inexcuſable Neglect and O- 
miſſion, in not taking the opportunity of the Win- 
ter, when the-Czar's Troops were with-drawn, to 
ſend a powerful Succour to the Garriſon, that they 
might have Defended the Place another Lear, as 
they had done the Year before. | 
O the contrary, the Muſcovites left a Body 
of Forces in the Country, who as it were, effect- 
ually Block'd up the Place by Land; and the 
Turks neither ſupplyed the Magazines with Provi- 
ſions, or reinforced the Garriſon with freſh Troops; 
both which it was very eaſie to have done by Sea; 
the Muſcovites having then no Naval Strength at 
all: Of both-theſe there was an abſolute Neceſſi- 
ty, for the Magazines were not only Empty, the 
Ammunition being extremely leſſen'd in the fre- 
—. Sallies and continued Fireings during ſo 

ong a Defence, as that of the laſt Siege, but the 
Garriſon was reduced from ten Thouſand, to two 
Thouſand eight Hundred Men. 

IN this diſtreſs'd Condition, they were gblig'd 
to ſuſtain the ſecond Siege, having long ſollicited 
for Succours but in vain, till it was too late to re- 
ceive them, as will appear in the Sequel of the 
Story. | | | 

Dus ind the Winter, the Czar was not Idle; 
te prodigious Preparations made in all Parts of 
his vaſt Dominions, for Recruiting his Army, 
Remounting his Cavalry, and ſupplying the Ma- 
nt with all neceſſary Stores of Ammunition, 

c. Intinated plainly, that the Attempt upon 
Aſoph was not laid aſide; but that which was 
moſt conſiderable of all; was the Expedition 
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with which his Czariſþ Majeſty furniſh'd himſelf 
with a Fleet in one Winter; and that odd and 
extravagant Manner in which ſome of the Veſſels 
were Built, ſeveral of them 'having been Built 
in the River Occa, and carried over Land to the

Tn E Detachment of Troops which the Czar 
had left to Block up the Place during the Winter, 
had maintain'd their Poſts upon the Neighbouring 
Hills, and fo well ſcour'd the Country, that the 
CL Garriſon of Aſoph had no opportunity of receive- 
* ing any Relief or Supply by Land; and early in 
4 the Spring the Mu ſcovite Troops began to arrive, 
* ſo that they were actually Beſteg'd again, before 
they had received the leaſt Recruit. 1 
TRE Preparations for this ſecond Attack, were 

ſo much greater than thoſe of the firſt Siege, that 

the Garriſon had much more need to have been 
doubled than leſſen'd, the Violence they had to 
ſuſtaw, being ſo much the greater, for Lf Artil- 

lery the Czar had prepar'd for this Attack, were 

400 Pieces of Cannon, and 150 Mortars. 4 
TuT Expedition us'd in all thoſe Preparations ' 

was ſuch, that the Body of the Army arriv'd be-

Tuer Czar came in Perſon to his Army the be- 


ginning of May, and the Siege begun with the 


utmoſt Vigour; the Garriſon, tho' extreamly re- 


duc'd, and in want of many things, yet defended 


themſelves with a deſperate Valour, rejecting the 
Summons ſent them in his Czariſh Majeſty's Name, 


by General Gordon, with offers of an honourable 
Capitulation, and another Summons after that, 


threatening them that they ſhould have no Quar- 


ter, if they were taken by Storm. , 

THE Muſcovite General Gordon found that the 
Ground did not admit of Carrying on Trenches, 
ſo well as could be wiſh'd, and the Garriſon ha- 
ving near 300 Pieces of Cannon upon their Works, 
made ſuch a continual Fire, as ruin'd the Muſcovite 


Batteries; for the ſaid Batteries being made of a 


looſe Sandy Earth, which would not bear the Weight 


of the Artillery. When the Shot of the Town had 
but beaten them a little in the Front they fell down; 
ſo that the Guns were diſmounted by the Enemy, 
with the greateſt eaſe immaginable: Upon this, the 


fa1d General Gordon undertook to carry on a rol- 


ling Trench, or rather a rolling Parapet, which 
by the help of a multitude of Hands, and near 
ſix Weeks labour, he bronght to ſuch perfection, 


that it terrify'd the Beſieged more than all the 


Bombs and Cannon in the Army. 

THIS Work was begun at a good diſtance 
from the Place, and as there were above 30000 
Men continually employ'd in it, who reliev'd one 
another every four Hours, the Work came gra- 
dually rowling forward, the Men behind it ſtill 
throwing the Sandy Earth from the bottom, up 
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to one another upon Stages, till the uppermoſt 
threw it quite over the Top, ſo that at laſt they 
brought it within half a Muſquet Shot of the 
Town, and the height ſo great, that it overlook'd 
the higheſt part of the Wall, and all the Baſtions, 
to the great aſtoniſhment of the Beſieg d. 

DuR1NG all this time, the Batteries for Mor- 
tars, which were ſo effectually cover'd from the 
ſhot of the Ramparts, play'd fo inceſſantly upon 
the Town, throwing Bombs Night and Day 
that the waole Town was reduc'd to Aſhes, and 
the Garrifon continually Harraſs'd with the fury 
of the Bombs, no Place being ſecure for them; nor 
could they appear upon their Works, but they 
were immediately knock'd down with ſmall ſhot 
from the Top of the rowling Trench, which over- 
look'd them like a big Mountain, commanding 
the Town: While this was doing from the Land- 
ſide, the Czar, who tcok upon himſelf, the Di- 
rect ion of the naval Part in particular, brought 
his Gallies down by a different Channel of the 
River Don, which as it was out of the reach of the 
Cannon of the Town; fo there was ſo little depth 
of Water in that part of the River, that no Veſ- 
{c1 of bulk were ever known to paſs that Way 
before, except in Caſes of great Freſhes, or Land 
Floods, which were all now over and gone. 

Tnvs tic Czar appear'd with a Fleet of Gal- 
lies below the Town, to the aſtoniſhment of the 
Beſicged, who believ'd it impoiſible they ſhould 
paſs any way, but in the Mouth of their Guns, 
wich would have been altogether impracticable, 
there being above 150 Pieces of Cannon mounted 
to defend the Paſſage. 
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Bes IDEs this, his Czariſh Majeſty cauſed ſe- 
veral Batteries of Cannon to be Planted on the 
other ſide of the River Dom, on a ſmall Iſland, 
which is very properly Situated to prevent Suc- 
cours from coming to Relieve the Place; and 
behind this Iſland 3 placed all his Arm'd Sha- 
loups and Brigantines, as in an Ambuſcade, to be 
ready to ſhow themſelves as occaſion ſhou'd preſent, 

IN this poſture, both the Beſiegers and the Be- 
ſieged expected the Turkiſh Fleet, which at length 
appear'd, bringing Succours for the Garriſon 
the Fleet conſiſted of 12 large Gallies, 30 arm? 
Brigantines, and about 60 Tranſport Veſſels, ha- 
ving on Board 8000 Soldiers to Reinforce the 
Garriſon, a vaſt Quantity of Ammunition of all 
ſorts, Stores of Proviſon, and Cloths for the 
Garriſon, and 50000 Ducates in Money for the pay 
and Encouragement of the brave Fellows, who had 
ſo well behav'd themſelves as above. 

I T was about the 24th of Fuly, that they ap- 
pear'd in the Palus Meotis, ſtanding in among the 
Iſlands in the Mouth of the Donn, 5 to enter the 
Place; the firſt thing they had to Encounter, was 
the (xar's Gallies, who drawing leſs Water than 
the Great Gallies of the Turks lay farther up the 
River, where the other could not come. 

IN the mean time the Turkiſh Saicks and Bri- 
gantines to ſhun thoſe Gallies, kept among the 
ſaid Iſlands in ſheal Water, waich the Czar per- 
ceiving, he took a ſufficient Number of Troops 
into his Shalloups and Brigantines, and reſolv d 
to Attack them where they lay, which they did 
with ſuch Bravery and Succeſs, himſelf ap- 
pearing in Perſon in the hotteſt of the Action, 
that the Turks were entirely Defeated and Di- 
ipers'd, and the whole Conyoy of Proviſions, 
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Ammunition, Cc. taken even fight of the Gar- 
. not one Veſſel being able to reach the 
Town. 1 5 
IT x18 Overthrow of the Turkiſh Fleet, with the 

Succours was follow'd with the Surrender of the, 
Town; the Garriſon 2 28th of Fu- 
ly, the Czar granting them very honourable Con- 
Mind in Conſideration of that Bravery they had 
ſhewn in Defence of the Place: It was ſaid, - that 
when they Surrendred, there was not above 1300 
waole Men left of them, who were upwards of 
12000 at the beginning of the Siege. | 
Tu Is glorious Victory of the Czar's ſurpris'd all 
Europe, and fill'd every Bodies Mouth with the Per- 
ſanal Fame of hisCazriſh Majeſty's Valour and Con- 
duct, vhich was the more talk'd of, becauſe it had not 
been often, that tre World had heard of the Muſco- 

vites good Conduct, much leſs of a Warlike Emperor 
at their Head: On this Account and that I may be ſure 
to leave a full Account of this great Action, I ſhall 
give 1t in thevery Words, in which it was publiſh'd 
to the World in the ſeveral Countries, from whence 
we had then an Acccunt of it; For Example, one 
Account, and back'd with good Authority, which 
came by the way of France, is as follows. 

HIS Cxza7iþ Majeſty having before hand re- 
ceiv'd Intelligence of the approach of this Suc- 
cour, had caus d ſeven of his largeft Gallies of a 
hundred Foot in Length each, beſides ſeveral leſ- 
ſer, and a great Number of Brigantines to paſs into 
that ſinall Branch of the Don, which iſſues forth 
a little above the Town.

Tx 18 Obſtacle being happily ſurmounted, his 
Czariſh — judg'd it of very great Conſequence, 
for his purpoſe to plant good Store of Cannon up- 
on the little Iſland we have mention'd before, 
becauſe the Shoar being very Low, the Cannon- ball 
would ſtrike even with the Surface of the Water;

T x ſame favourable Diſpoſition of this Iſland, 
furniſh'd the AMuſcovites, with an opportunity bf 
putting ſome of their lighteſt Gallies and Brigan- 
tines for a Reſerve behind the Iſle unperceiv* 
the Enemy, whom they intended thns to attack 
both in the Front and Flank as they paſſed by that 
Way, which ſucceeded according to Expectati- 
on ; | 1 
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Fox all theſe Precautions having been made 


before, when the Enemies Fleet came in ſight, the 


biggeſt Muſcovite Gallies, with many Brigantines 
were {ent out to meet them, making a ſhow as if 
they intended to Engage the Turkiſh Fleet; but 
no ſooner were they come within Cannon-Shot of 
one another, but the Myſcovites feigning to dread 
the Ottoman Fleet, as ſuperiour to them in Num- 
ber, made a running Fight, making the beſt of 
their way towards the Shoar, and poſting them- 
{elves below the Iſland : The Turks perceiving the 
Enemy to fly before them, and not in the leaſt fore - 
warn'd of that Plot laid behind the Iſland, thought 
themſelves, by the ſmall Number of the Muſco- 
Ip vite 
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_ vigeiGallies that appear'd in Sight, aſſur'd of the 
FL. * H'D with theſe Hopes, they made all 
the Sail they could to fall in among the Muſco- 
tes, but no ſooner were they come within reach 
of the Cannon from the Iſle,but they receiv'd ſuch 
a warm falute from thence, that they ſaw their 
Gallies torn to pieces on all ſides, by the Enemies 
Caumon in an Inſtant, with a great Slaughter of 
many of their Men; but this was only the Fore- 
runner of what was to enſue. | — 
Fo R his Czariſh Majeſty, who had a watchfu 
Eye on all Sides, and who was ſometimes upon the 
Ifle, ſometimes on Board the Fleet of Reſerve 
that lay behind; having ſoon obſerved the Con- 
ſternation the Turks were put in by this unexpect- 
ed Salute, and willing to improve their Confuſi- 
on to his Advantage, got on Board in Perſon one 
of the hghteſt Gallies, Mann'd only with forty 
Men, giving the Signal for the reſt to follow him, 
with all the Oars they could, Thus the Enemy 
found themſelves ſurrounded on all Sides by the 
Muſcovites, who Attack d them with great Brave- 
ry ; the Czar himſelf Boarding the Jurkiſ) Admi- 
ral, and being ſucceſsfully Seconded by the reſt, 
the Victory was almoſt as ſoon compleated, ag be- 
gan, The Turks being Routed ſo entirely, that 
not one Galley eſcap'd, but what was either Sunk 
or taken; and it muſt be confeſs'd, that the Czar 
ihew'd ſo much Conduct during the whole Action, 
that no more could have been expected, from the 
Prudence and Valour of the greateſt Captain of 
our Time. - 
ANoTHzR Account of this Affair expreſſes 
it ſelt in theſe Words, |

Ar length it is agreed on all Hands, that the 
City of Aſoph, which the Turks and Tartars had in 
vain attempted to Relieve; both by Sea and Land 
was Surrender'd to the Muſcovites, upon Articles 
the 28th, of July; in purſuance of which, the Gar- 
riſon conſiſting of three Thouſand Men, beſides 
Turtars, March'd out with their Arms and Bag- 
gage; 300 pieces of Cannon were found in the 
Town, together with a great quantity of Ammu- 
nition: But want of Proviſion haſten'd the Sur- 
render of the Town , this Town was formerly 
call'd Tanais, as being Seated upon the River Ta- 
vais, now call'd Don, the ancient Bounds of Aſia 
and Europe to the North. Eaſt: It is a Town of great 
Trade, eſpecially in Furrs, lying not above 15 
Miles from the Mouth of the River, upon the 
confines of Muſcovy; but that which makes it 
more Conſiderable is, that it affords the Mu ſco- 
vites and Coſſacks a fair Opportunity to become 
Maſters of the Enxinus or Black-Sea, and gives an 
Entrance to the Victor, to penetrate. as far as 
Conſtantinople itſelf, for which Reaſon, it has been 
more than once Conteſted for by the Turks, and 
Mu ſcovites. | 
THE News of this Loſs was known at Conſtan- 
tinople, upon the 7th, of Auguſt, which put the 
City into a great Conſternation, for fear of loſing 
thoſe Supplies of Proviſtons that come to that Ci 
by the Black-S:a. They tell us alſo, of a Victory 
obtained over the Turks and Tartars, by the Muſ- 
covites near Precoop ; which Succeſſes as they re- 
vive the Reputation of the Muſcovite Arms, ang 
render formidable an Enemy; that for ſevera 
Years has hardly been thought worth taking No- 
tice of; fo the Conſequences of their Proſperity, 
| may 
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may chance to prove more Fatal, then was at firſt 
expected to the Ottomen Empire.  . © +. 
TEE Muſcovites have lain untalk'd of a great 
Time, and the Turk has-look'd upon them, asa de- 
ſpicable Enemy for many Years: But tis ſcarce to 
be imagin'd how ſoon the change of the Monarch's 
Genius, alters the Manners and Conditions of a 
Nation; the Warmth and Vigour of Martial 
Princes, infuſe the ſame warlike Motions into 
the Breaſts of the People, as the voluptuouſneſs 
of a diſpirited Sovereign effeminates them, and o- 
verwhelms them in Slaath and Cowardice. The 
Mu ſcovites are now another ſort of People; _ 
have a Valiant, and politick Leader, under whoſe 
Conduct they have wreſted one of the chief Barri- 
ers of the Ottoman Empire, from the Turks, who 
were Vanquiſh'd firſt by Sea, and then by Land: 
Encouraged thus by Proſperity, what may not the 
Mu ſcovites do? they want neither Numbers or 
Strength of Bodies; and there are few Princes 
that can reſiſt the Temptations of Succeſs, ſo 
that it is high time for the Sultan to call to his re · 
membrance, how often theſe Northern Deluges, 
have proved Fatal to the Empires of the South. . 
. THESE accounts ſhew the Sentiments of the 
reſt of Europe, concerning the Czar of Muſcovy, 
and his Affairs at that Time; and the Advantage 
which the Czar was repreſented with to the reſt of 
the Princes of that Age. The Turks in particular, 
were under a juſt Conſternation, and indeed, they 
had Reaſon, when they came to underſtand that 
the Czar had Built Men of War at Veranowitz, 
whach carried 70or 80 Guns each, and which would 
in Time, be able to Cope with the beſt Ships the 
Port was able to fit, out. This gave them a juſt 
Allarm, even at Conſtantinople itſelf, which oy 
wou 
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would be but ill able to Subſiſt, ſhould the Free- 
dom and Commerce of the Blacł · Sea be taken from 
them, or even Diſputed with them; and there- 
fore the Turks are not to be blam'd at all, for the 

eat Conditions which they Granted the Cæar of 
uſcovy afterwards, when they had him as it were 
in their Power, for the Recovery of this impor- 
tant Place out of his Hands. | 
WHEN the Czar had made this Conqueſt, he 
was far from contenting himſelf with letting it 
remain in the Condition he found it in; but know- 
ing of what Conſequence it was to the Turks, as 
well as now to himſelf, he immediately order'd it to 
be Strengthned with new Fortifications, and that 
of ſuch a Kind, as render'd it the moſt impreg- 
nable Place in thoſe Parts of the World; he not 
only repair'd the old Works, and added two new 
Baſtions to the Body of the Place, but he cauſed a 
new Counterſcarp, with a cover'd Way to be 
drawn round the whole, and the Ditch to be Se- 
car'd with half Moons, Lunettes, Tenailles, and 
all ſuch neceſſary Out-works, as might render it 
Inacceſſible; bringing the River Donne ſo into the 
Ditches, as that it might be ſaid, not that the Ri- 
ver — the Ditches with Water, but rather, 

that the River ran round the Town. | 
ON the other hand, in the low marſhy Grounds 
on the South-Side of the River, which the River u- 
ſually over-flow'd, and which was a meer Bog, his 
Crariſb Maj cauſed firſt, a firm ſohd Founda- 
tion to be made with Timber, Stones, Gravel, and 
the like Materials; and having rais'd the whole 
Surface to a conſiderable height, above the uſual 
Flux of the Water : He Built a Royal Fort upon 
it, containing ſix Baſtions, with their Cavaliers 
Courtins, and Counterguards, with _ 
orks 
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Works where it was needful; joyning the whole 
afterwards to the main Land, with a prodigious 
Stone- Bridge of thirty Arches, reaching over the 
whole 'Moraſs. . 13 54% 

Trvs he made the Place truely Impregnable, 
there being no Attacking the ſaid Fort by- any of 
the uſual Methods of Approach, the whole Ground 
round it being to be laid under Water by Sluices 
appointed for that purpoſe, when ever the Garri- 
fon fount it convenient. : : 2291 
- In this poſture the Czar left Aſopb, at the lat- 
ter end of the next Year viz.) 4699, and the Turks 
had as littles hopes of cver Recovering it again, 
as any Prince could deſire; he alſo left it well 
ſtor'd with all manner of military Proviſions, 
having above 400 pieces of Cannon mounted up- 
on the Works, and Ammunition in proportion; 
and left in it beſides, a Garriſon of 15c00-Men. 

AN D now it was, that his Czariſh Majeſty re- 
ſolv'd to furniſh himſelf with a Royal Navy, not 
of Gallics and Brigantines, Saiks and Armed 
Barks, ſuch as was the uſual Veſſels for thoſe Seas: 
But of capital Men of War, of 60 to 80 Guns 
each, the Magazine and Center of which, and of 
the Stores belonging to them, ſhould be always 
laid up at Aſoph, and the Ships themſelves be pre- 
ſerv'd in the River Dow! at proper Places, of 
which ſhall give a farther Account; waiting tall a 
ronvenient Port might be poſſeſs'd in the Black: 
Sea, where they might be laid up and Secar'd. 

WII R theſe vaſt Thoughts, the Czar left the 
Place, and ceaſed not after he was gone, to go 
immediately forward with the Execution of it; 
and here may be ſaid to be laid one of the firft 
Fonndations of that Reſolution this Prince took 


to go Abroad; not only to furniſh himſelf ond 
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Skill in all the mechanick Parts of Know- / 
ledge, neceſſary in carrying on ſuch Undertakings; 
but likewiſe to furniſh himſelf with able Inftru- 
ments, Men of Knowledge and Capacity for ſuch 
Things, that might not only do the Work for him 
as Occaſion requir'd, but Inſtruct alſo his. own 
People to do it after them. 

AT his Czariſh Majeſty's return from this Con- 
queſt, he took a Reſolution, to make a publick 
triumphal Entry into his capital City of Muſcow, 
and that with all the Pomp and Splendor that was 
poſſible to be Deviſed ; but it is worth obſerving, 
that this was not founded upon the Vanity of 
Temper, which Princes have often been ſubject to 
upon ſuch Occaſions, but from the true Roman 
Principle of provoking Emulation in Vertuous 
Actions among his Nobility, and for acquainting 
his People with the Value and Importance of the 
Victory he had obtained. | 
IN this triumphal Entry it was obſerv'd, that 
there was one of his Officers whoſe Name was Ja- 
cob, had in the firſt Siege of Aſoph, not only De- 
ſerted to the Enemy, but Nail'd up ſome of the 
Czar's Cannon, and thereby encourag'd the Gar- 
riſon to make a deſperate Sally on that Side, in 
which they ruin'd the Works, and ſo Diſcourag d 
the Muſcovite Soldiers, as was one great Reaſon of 
raiſing the Siege: This Facob was at the ſecond 
Siege ſurrender d by the Turks, the Czar having 
refuſed to Grant any Terms to the Garriſon, un- 
leſs he had this Traytor deliver'd up to him, 

TH1s Wretch made Part of the Triumph of 
the Czar; he was carried Naked and Chain'd on 
a Stage 3n an open Waggon, with a Gibbet over 
his Head; on which, after he had been three times 
Tortur'd, he was publickly Hang'd for the Terror 
of 


. n 
of Traytors; ſome ſaid he was broken firſt alive, 

. which 8 I do not affirm. | | 
Arx this Triumph of the Czar, there was an o- 
pen Court, and all the Boyars or Noblemen of 
Ruſia, were admitted to come and Kiſs the Czar's 
Hand, and pay their Complements on the Occa- 
ſion, which was a Favour they were not admitted 
to formerly; bit as the Czar reſolv'd to acquaint 
his People with the Cuſtoms and uſuage of other 
Countries, ſo he began already to make the open 
free Converſation of the French, and Britiſh Na- 
tions Familiar to them. 
AFTER this, the Czar call'd them all to an 
Aſſembly, where he open'd and explain'd to em, 
the Nature and Advantages of his Conqueſts on 
the Black-Sea ; and how he intended to improve 
it to the welfare of his own Dominions, in ſe- 
curing the Navigation of the ſaid Black Sea ts 
them, by a powerful Navy, and perhaps to obtain 
a Commerce even thro' the narrow Chanels, at 
Conſtantinople into the Levant. £2, 
To this purpoſe, it was eaſie to convince them 
of the Neceſſity of building a good Fleet of ca- 
pital Men of War, ſuch as ſhould be always 4 
Match for the Grand Seignior's Fleet, and ſhoull 
maintain the Commerce if need were by ſtran 
Hand: And at the end of this Diſcourſe, he ac 
quainted ſome of them, that he reſolv'd to Tre 
vel in Perſon to ſome of the Maritime Courts of 
Europe, to make himſelf compleat Maſter of tht 
Meaſures of thoſe Nations, who were ſo Superior 
to the reſt of the World by their naval Strength; 
and withal, to bring back with him the beſt Ar- 
tiſts that could be found; not only to undertake 
the Building part for his firſt Fleet, and for the 
preſent Occaſion, which admitted no delay; 11 
110 
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alſo to inſtruct his own People in all the neceſſa - 
ry Arts, Handicrafts, and Workmanſhip whic 
might be wanting; that ſo in time none but his 
own Subje&s might be employ'd, and they might 
be capable, in time to come, to make Muſcovy the 
Terror of all its Enemies. That they had the 
Materials for building and equipping the greateſt 
Ships in the World, and in ſuch Plenty, that all 
the Marine Powers of Europe were oblig'd to ſeek 
to them for their Naval Stores; and it was an un- 
accountable Indolence and Negle&, that they 
alone ſhould be ignorant of the building of Ships; 
and of the Sea Service of evety kind, who were 
furniſhed by Nature and Providence with the 
principal Funds of all Naval Proviſions : That 
they had Timber for the Hulls and Maſts of Ships 
enough to ſupply all the World ; Hemp and Flax 
for Cordage,Cables and Rigging; Iron for Anchors, 
Bolts, Spikes, Nails and Tools; Pitch and Tar for 
Caulking, Graving, Paying; and for working and 
preſerving the Cordage and Rigging; that all the 
Nations of Europe were ſupplyed with thoſe things 
from Mufcovy, and it was very hard that Muſcovy 
alone ſhould not know how to uſe and apply all 
theſe for themſelves, but that they ſhould buy and 
hire Ships of other Nations, and even of thoſe who 
firſt fetch d the materials from Mu ſcovy by which 
thoſe Ships were made. teas 

THis was a Diſcourſe too rational not to con- 
quer the Judgment of any reaſonable Creature; 
who was not before poſleſs'd with an invincible 
Prejudice. But how far it fail'd to anſwer his 
Expectation, as to the Impreſſions it made on the 


Minds of his People, we ſhall have frequent occa- 
ton to ſee, | 
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BuT Muſcovy is not the only Nation in the 
World that are to be made Great, -Rich, and 
Happy againſt their Wills; and in ſpight of the 
moſt obſtinate endeavours to ruin themſelves; 
there have been Nations infatuated before them, 
tho' I think ſcarce ever in ſo groſs a manner. 

FoR inſtead of receiving juſt Notions of the 
Wiſdom of ſuch Councils, of the Opportunity 
that preſented to raiſe the Glory and Reputation 
of their Country, and to lay a Foundation of Wealth 
and Opulence for their Poſterity, they made this 
very Diſcourſe a Foundation of Faction, and even 
of Rebellion and Treaſon ; forming a Conſpiracy 
againſt not the Government only of the Czar, but 
againſt his Life alſo, and giving thoſe very De- 
ſigns of his for the advantage of his Country, as 
Reaſons for their conſpiring his Deſtruction. - 


Ap that which was ſtranger ſtill than all 


this, was, that in forming theſe Factions, and fo» 
menting the Treaſon I ſpeak of, they brought in 
the Clergy to inſinuate to the People, that it was 
contrary to the Principles of the Greek Church to 
oblige the People to converſe with Foreigners, 
and much more to bring Foreigners in among 
them on any pretence whatever; pretending that 
they would poiſon the People with Erroneous 
Doctrines, and Heretical Opinions, and that it was 


Dangerous to their Religion; and the like, 


_ IT is to no purpoſe to exclaim here againſt the 
Abſurdity of theſe Things, it is ſufficient to iny 
Hiſtory to relate the Fact as it lies before us, 
which I ſhall do in its order as diſtinctly as 
poſſible. | 

TRE Triumph of the Day being over, and the 
Traytor Facob executed as above, the Czar apt 
plyed himſelf with his uſual Reſolutions and Vi- 
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Name of Hiftory, of theſe things, lay the main 
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gor, in perſuit of what he had propoſed to himſelf 
as above: Firſt, he ordered the building ſuch 
Men of War as he had immediate occaſion for, 
and to this purpoſe tax'd his principal Noblemen 
with ſuch proportions towards the Expence, as he 
thought fit, and as by the Cuſtom of that abſo- 
late Government he might legally do; allowing 
them however this alternative, that if any particu- 
lar Nobleman did not think fit to advance ſuch 
ſums of Money, and ſuch numbers of Workmen 
as he was Tax'd at, he might take upon himſelf 
the Work, and build ſuch Ship or Ships, or ſuch 
part of a Ship, or furniſh ſuch quantity of Mate- 
rials as were equivalent to the proportion of Mo- 
he was aſſeſſed at. | | | 
BESIDES this, his Czariſh Majeſty obliged ſuch 
E degrees of his Boyars and Gentlemen as 
e thought proper, to ſend abroad their Sons into 
Foreign Countries, to ſtudy and to improve them- 
ſelves in ſuch arts, as were neceſſary to qualify 
them for publick Employments; particularly Ma- 
thematicks, Navigation, Engineering, and the 
like; whoſe Expence however, the (zar ordered to 
be ſupplyed out of the publick Treaſury. ., + 
WHILE the (zar was thus buſied in- laying 
a Foundation of Glory and Greatneſs for his Sub- 
jets, Hard lot of Princes! his Subjects yoni 
their own Advantages, were Conſpiring again 
his Life, and in a word form'd the moſt horgd 
Treaſon againſt their Sovereign, and for the cut- 
ting off all that were faithful to him, and to the 


| Intereſt of their Country, that has been heard of. 


in any Age. , 19 
It is true the Hiſtory, if the few and looſe ac- 
counts that are to be found of this affair deſerve the 


part 
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part of this Treafon upon the Princeſs Sophia his 

xariſb Majeſty's Siſter : But as this turbulent La- 
dy was a cloſe Priſoner on account of former Con- 
ſpiracies, and that it was not eaſie for her to cor- 
reſpond or to carry on any Conſpiracy with Peo- 
ple without Doors, without giving ground of 
ſuſpicion; So tho"ihe might be made acquainted 
with the Plot, yet none of the Conſpirators, 
tho” put to the extremeſt Torture, ever charg'd 
that Princeſs with being the Author of it. 

THe firſt of this Plot as I find it either in the 
publick Acconnts, or from private Intelligence, 
was founded in the Diſcontents of the Nobility, 
| at being rated, or tax'd for the building of Ships 
of War for the Black Sea, after the manner as 
above: All the other Pretences were brought in 
as an accumulated Charge upon the Czar, for 1m- 
| poſing Novelties upon them, ſuch as the ſend- 

ing their Sons abroad to Travel, a thing always 
not only avoided, but even forhid in Muſcovy, 
1 and reckon'd or eſteem'd to be unlawful; nay, 
even the very building of Ships was counted Exo- 
tic and Abſurd, and was rendred as a wicked De- 
ſign to puſh at foreign Conqueſt, and bringing 
War upon the Conntry. 

THe better and more effectually to embark 
the Soldiery in the Quarrel, the Strelitzes, that 
is to ſay, the ftanding Forces of the Empire, ſuch 
as were the Mamalucks in Egypt, the Pretortan 
Bands in the Roman Empire, and the Janiza- 
Ties in Twurky, were put in mind how hardly they 
had been treated; how their number was cont1- 
nually leſſen'd by the Executions among them in 
the former Tumult at the Ca/'s coming to the Ad- 
miniſtration; how their number was not made up, 


or their Companys recruited, but as they were put 
upon 
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Companies being not fill'd up, it was apparent 
the Gzar had a mind to wear them out by De- 
grees ; that the preſent Czar had no Affection for 
them, and had vowed their Deſtru&ion; and that 
his Czariſh Majeſty had frequently declared he 
would ſuppreſs the very Name of them as a Body; 
all which, in fact, might be true; for the Czar 
not only had no occaſion for them, but reſolved, 
in time, to ſink the Name of them out of the 
Army. 

Now, mnch of this might be true (viz.) that 
the Czar having had terrible experience of the mu- 
tinous Temper of the Strelitz, and how they often 
took upon them to act in a bloody and furious 
manner; inſulting the Government, and even 
their Prince, pretending to ſet up or depoſe ho- 
ever they pleaſed, had ſecretly reſolv'd to let them 
wear gradually out, and by warm Service and hard 
Duty, to wear away as faſt as they could, without 
ſuffering them to be fill'd up or recruited, and he 
had abundant reaſon to reſolve to do ſb. | 

THese Men were therefore the more eaſie to 
be brought into any deſperate Meaſures, to pre- 
vent the annihilation of their Order, and to keep 
up the figure they had always made in the Go- 
vernment; and as their pretences of Diſguſt were 
very plauſible and popular, fo they were rhe more 
caly to be brought into the Deſign. But ftill I 
muſt leave the dead weight of this Conſpiracy up- 


pinch'd by the new Order for ſending their Chil- 
dren abroad, and upon the Boyars who were a- 
warded to build Ships of War at their own charge, 
they and their Vaſſals as above | 
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upon the hardeſt Services on all occaſions, ſo their 


on thoſe People, who, as J ſaid before, were 
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383 
TRESsE Men provok'd at the Severity of the 
Czay's uſage of them. as they call'd it, were be- 
ginners of the Treaſon, but they did not find it 
ſo hard as it might have been expected, to engage 
others in it for the Reaſons above-mentioned. 
Tre building of theſe Ships, which had not 
been done in Ruſia before, and at the ſame time 
_ obliging the Boyars and Gentlemen to ſend their 
Sons abroad to Travel, were both look'd upon as a 
great Grievance, the one being not only to entail 
a Charge upon them beyond the common Tax, Wl 
but of bringing in of Foreigners to build and ſail Wl 
their Ships; and the latter, (viz.) the ſending abroad 
their Children, was ſuch an innovation they could 
not well bear; Beſides this, it was inſinuated Wl 
by the Prieſts, that it would be a means of cor- 
rupting them in the Principles of their Religion, 
and which they held to be a thing that was direct- 
Iy contrary to the Law of God; adhering to thoſe Wi 
Texts of Scripture which forbid the Children of 
Tfrael to have any Communion with the Nations 
that were round about them, that they might not 
partake of their Idolatry; for which Reaſon even 
the Envoys which have been {ent heretofore to fo- 
reign Courts, have been denied to take their Sons 
with them; and upon pain of Death it was forbid 
that any Muſcovite ſhould go out of the Country 
without eſpecial leave from the Patriarch; but 
they now murmured that the Czar wholly adhered 
to Strangers, went himſelf daily to their Houſes, 
and freely admitted them to his Converſation, 
winch ſtirred up the diſcontents of the Party that 
were out of favour at Conrt, and who had been 
made uneaſy at their diſappointment ſince the 
Jait Rebellion; who were ſtill in the Intereſt of 
the Princeſs Sophia, and wanted to be themſelves 
al 
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at the head of the Government, they therefore 
take this opportunity in hopes to give a turn to 
Affairs, and that they might effectually bring 
about their Purpoſe. | 

Bur to come to the matter of fact, the Con- 
ſpiracy being laid deep as Hell, and cruel as Death, 
is deſcrib'd by one of the Writers of that time in 
the following words : oy 

« NOTWITHSTAN DING that the whole 
«© Empire ſeemed to take ſhare in the glorious 
* Conqueſts of their Prince, and that nothing but 
4 Feaſting and Rejoicing were to be ſeen in all 
“parts during the whole Winter, there remained 
* nevertheleſs a certain diſcontented Party among 
the Nobility, wiv being encouraged by the ſe- 
ce cret Cabals of the Princeſs Sophia, found means, 
«in ſpight of her confinement, to keep an under- 
* hand Correſpondence with her for the promo- 
* ting their deſigns againſt the Czar's Perſon , 
<« they were ſo well prepared for the undertaking 
of any Enterprize of this nature, that there 
* wanted but little Fuel to kindle the Flame, 
they could not brook the loſs of their beloved 
« Strelitzes, whom they had always looked upon 
* as the chief Supporters of their Authority, 
© which at laſt made them conceive fo implacable 
© a hatred againſt the Czar, that they entred in- 
to a Conſpiracy againſt his Life; to put their 
« Dcfign in execution, they had brought over to 
their Party four Captains of the firſt Regiment 
Hof Strclitzcrs z but the difficulty was, in what 
„manner the Attempt was to be made, for they 
* looked upon it as impracticable to declare open- 
ly againſt a Prince, who, beſides that he was 
** much beloved by the People, had at his Devo- 
tion a good number of the beſt Troops, com- 
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manded by foreign Officers, who were quarter- 
ed in and about the City of Muſcow, and ready 
upon all Occaſions to Sacrifice their Lives for 
his Majeſty ; it was propoſed among them, that 
the Czar was uſed to go ſometimes abroad with 
very ſlender Attendance, and to appear in the 
Streets of Myuſcow without any — Re- 
tinue; this was alſo look'd upon as too dange- 
rous, conſidering the general Love the People 
bore to the Perſon of the Czar. Sram 
«© AFTER many Debates it was at laſt reſolved, 
that conſidering the Czar, who takes ſhare in 
every thing that concerns his Subjects Welfare, 
was wont to appear in Perſon, in caſe of any 
accident of Fire, which frequently happens, 


and makes moſt terrible havock in the City of 


Muſcow, where moſt of the Houſes are of Wood , 
they looked upon this as the moſt proper op- 
portunity to encompaſs their Deſigu; where- 
fore it was concluded to ſet Fire to Nang Houſes 
in the night time, when they did not queſtion 
to draw the Czar thither, and during the con- 
fuſion, to find means to Aſſaſſinate him. The 
next thing to be done was, according to their 
own confeilion, to have joined the Donaick Coſ- 


ſacks with their Party, to have releaſed the 


Princeſs Sophia from hex Confinement, recalled 
Prince Vaſſily Galiclzin out of Siberia, and ſurren- 
dred the Adminiſtration of the Government in- 
to their hands, who were alſo to reſtore the Stre- 
litzes-to their antient Station, 

TH1s was the Subſtance of the Plot, and to car- 


ry it on more effectually, four Captains of the Stre- 


Ii:zes, or Troops of the Houſhold were brought 
into it, beſides ſeveral great Men as well in the 


Court as in the Army. 


THE 
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Tur Attempt was now ripe for Execution. 
and a great number of the Strelitzes were come pri- 
vately into the Town to aſſiſt at the horrid work 
of murthering their Sovereign, and perhaps at 
that of deſtroying the whole City; for any one 
that knows the City of Muſcow, how that not on- 
ly the Houſes, but even the Pavement, as we call 
it of the Streets, are all of Wood; and what ha- 
vock a Fire often makes among them, may eaſily 
ſuppoſe, that the City being wilfully fired in three 
places, and the People being put into ſuch a Fright 
and Confuſion, as would have been the caſe at the 
murther of their Emperor, and of ſuch bloody and 
cruel Executions, or rather Butcheries, as would 
neceſſarily have follow'dſuch a thing, the neceſſary 
care for extinguiſhing the Fire would be omitted 
in a great meaſure, and perhaps the greater part 
of the City had been deſtroy'd, which is horrible 
but to think of. 

Tur Day appointed for the Execution was the 
20th of Feb. 1697, when the Evening before two 
of the Captains of the Strelitzers, namely, Cap- 
tain Largou Gili ſaroski and Captain Greg Siteri, 
went and diſcovered the whole Plot to the Czar, 
who was then at Supper at Monſieur le Fort's, a 
French Gentleman, of whom mention is often 
made in this Relation. The account of the Diſ- 
coyery, with the Name and Fate of the Conſpi- 
rators, take in a few words from another Pen as 
follows. 1 8 

* It was on the firſt Day of February in the 
* Year 1697, when his Majeſty was informed 
concerning this Conſpiracy formed againſt his 
Life, at the Houſe of General le Fort, were he 
* happened to dine that Day; he appeared very 
little moved at fo ſurpriſing a piece of News; 
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but without any change in his Countenance, aroſe 
from the Table, and being followed only by a few 


Perſons in whom he confided moſt, he went di- 


rectly to the Houſe of one of the Conſpirators, 
whoſe Name was John Sickler, and elevated by 
the Czar to the chief Dignity of a Counſellor of 
State. When his Majeſty came to the Houſe of 


this wicked Wretch, he commanded the reft to 


remain without Doors, and he himſ{eIfentred,only 
with three Gentlemen more, and pretending he 
had occaſion to ask his advice in ſome matter 
of moment, ordered he ſhould follow him; but 


-no- ſooner was he come into the Street but he 
was ſeized and immediately carried to Priſon, 
as were likewiſe five more, to wit, the Boyar 


Alexis Sckounin, Feodore Puskin, Son of the Boyar, 
Matfefeoa Puskin, Ten Captains of the Strelitzes, 
and a Doxatck;Coffack, they all confeſſed their 
Crimes, and being condemned by all the Boyars, 
were executed on the fifth Day of March in the 


Year 1697, in the great Market-place before 


the Caſtle. Firſt their Arms and Legs were cut 
off, then they had their Heads ſevered from 
their Bodies; their Heads were fixed on the top 


* of a Stone Column erected for that purpoſe, 


and their Arms and Legs {tuck upon Iron Bars 
round abont it; the Trunks of their dead Car- 
caſies were left in the Market- place for eight 


Days after, till the ſcent became ſo nauſeous to 
the Inhabitants, that they were forced to be re- 
moved from thence. | 


+ IT having by confeſſion of ſome of the Con- 


* ſpirators been made apparent, that the Boyar 
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Ivan 0lo{aski was the chief Head of the Rebel- 
lion which happened in the Year 1682, imme- 


diately after his preſent Czariſh Majeſty's Ae- 
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te ceſſion to the Crown, his Body was diſinterred, 
te which being found very near entire, without 
« any conſiderable decay, tho” it had lain under 
« ground near twelve Years; ſeveral Gibbets 
e were erected, on which were hung the Quarters 
< of the Carcaſs, which were torn to pieces in an 
<« inſtance by the enraged Multitude. - - 

TRE Severity of the Executions in this Caſe 
are excuſed by their being at Muſcovy, where Ex- 
perience has taught them, that ſuch Executions 
are needful; and where if ſuch a ſevere courſe had 
not been taken, it might have been hard to per- 
ſwade the People to believe that the Conſpiracy 
had been real, or the Government in earneſt. 

WE EN his Czariſh Majeſty had maſter'd theſe 
Commotions, and all things were calm again, the 
Czar who was now ſo refolv'd upon his Deſign, as 
that nothing could divert him, I mean as to his 
Travelling Abroad, began to prepare publickly 
for his going, and to let the ſeditious Boyars 
know that he was not under the leaſt Apprehenſi- 
ons from any thing they were able to do in his 
abſence, he made it publick alſo,. in whoſe Hands 
he reſolved to entruſt the Government in his ab- 
ſence: He appointed a' good Army to Encamp 
within a League of the City of Muſcow, of whom 
a ſtrong Detatchment were to .do Duty daily at 
the Palace; and among all theſe Troops which 
amounted to 22000 Men, it was eſpecially pro- 
vided, that none of the Strelitzers were allow'd, 
intimating, that the Czar who had refolv'd to ſup- 
preſs effectually that body of Men, did not think 
them worthy to be entruſted with the protection 
of that Government which they had ſo often at- 
tempted to diſturb. 


WHILE 
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WH1lE this was doing, Expreſſes came fre- 
quently in from Aſoph, and from General Steen 
who commanded the Army there, with News of 
Advantages gain'd every Day over the Tartars 
and Rebel Coſſacks, of whom great numbers were 
often cut off; and that General, who is a vigilant 
Officer, daily extended his Quarters in the Crim Tar- 
tary, ravaging the Country and bringing in a great 
Booty: So that all things went on that ſide 
to his mind; and as the Turks had their Hands full 
in Hungary with the Imperialiſts, who had beaten 
them in ſeveral great Battels, and continued their 
Conqueſts till even Conflantinople it ſelf began to 
tremble at them, they were in no condition to do 
any thing towards the recovery of Aſoph; fo that 
the Czar's Affairs were in a moſt formidable Poſture 
on that fide, ho! _ 
Tux Preparations for the intended Progreſs 
of the Czar were now finiſhed ; and tho? I cannot 
ſay I have a full account of them, neither perhaps 
was any full account ever publiſhed , yet, as I 
believe, the following Particulars are rather ſhort 
of, than an over reckoning of the vaſt Treaſure and 
Expence furniſhed on this Occaſion,” I ſhall tranſ- 
mit it as I find it, leaving the Reader to judge of 
the Reaſonableneſs and Truth of the Relation by 
the Particulars they will meet with in the account 
of the Journey.

Ir was for ſome time unreſolv'd in what Ca- 
pacity+3s Czariſh Majeſty ſhould Travel, and ſe- 
veral Propoſitions were conſidered of, as part icu- 
larly firſt, that he ihould go as a private Gentle- 
man, and with a {mall Retinue, which was the 
firſt Propoſal.

Merchant, under which Diſguiſe ſeveral Perſians 
and Turks had travelled into Europe; for as to go- 
ing publickly, and owning himſelf to be what he 
ly was, Czar or Emperor of Muſcovy, that the 
Czar himſelf had reſolved againſt for many ſub- 
ſtantial Reaſonsz as, (1.) 'The — — of it,

Ja ſolemn Embaſſy ſhould be ſent from his Majeſty

eſted with full Plenipotentiary Powers to enter 
nto Treaties of Alliance and Treaties of Com- 
nerce with the ſaid Nations reſpectively ; and 
hat his Majeſty ſhould Travel Incognito in the 
Retinue of his ſaid Ambaſſadors, and under the 
protection of the Embaſly it ſelf, by which means 
would at the ſame time be known that he was 
derſonally preſent, and thereby his Embaſſy 
7ould be receiv'd with the greater Diſtinction; 
nd yet as he would be at liberty to receive all 
oſſible Ceremony and Honour where he thought 
t to accept it, ſo he would be at liberty to de- 
line it alſo, as he found occaſion.

Fort Captain of the Guards, and at that time Ad- 
miral of the Fleet, who, as he was a Frenchman 
born, had liv'd many Years at Amſterdam, and 


ſome time in Jtaly; ſo he in the firſt place was 


fully acquainted with all theCuſtoms and Man- 
nets of thoſe Countries, and capable of adviſing in 


the particular Meaſures to be obſerv'd in each 


Country; and of the Ceremonial ; as well what 
Reſpect was to be ſhewn, as what was to be ex- 
pected where-ever they came; and in the next 
place, as he knew the Language, ſo he ſerv'd the 
Czar as an Interpreter upon the moſt important 
Occaſions. The next was Theodore Alexiowvitz 
Golloff kin, a Grave Majeſtick Perion, and fully ac- 
quainted with the Intereſt and Trade, as well as 
the Laws and Cuſtoms of Muſcovy, and how to 
carry on any Treaty of Commerce, or receive 
Propoſals for the Advantage and Intereſt of Trade; 
having been Chancellor of the whole Empire, and 
the ſame who formerly made the Treaty of Peace 
between his Czariſh Majeſty and the Emperor of 
China, of which we ſhall ſpeak in its place, and 
who had been twice by Land at China in the Qua- 
lity of Ambaſſador and Plenipotentiary to the 
Emperor there..

ful Servants of the Crown, and ſteady in the Per- 
{onal Intereſt of the Czar; the firſt being the Czar's 
Mother's own Brother and prime Miniſter , the 
ſecond the Grand Receiver, or Lord Treaſurer, 
an ancient faithful Prince, always ſteady to the 
Czar and to his whole Family, and the third a 


particular Favourite, pofleiſing ſeveral high Truſts.

THe Military Truſt was committed to Gene- 
ral Skeen or Scherin, who was made Generaliſſimo 
for all that concern'd the War againſt the Turks 
and Tartars on the Borders of the Black-Sea, and 
on the ſide of Circaſia; and to General Gordon, a 
Scots Man, for what concern'd the Guard of the 
Palace and Capital City of Muſcow, and all the 
Northern Parts of the Czar's Dominions : The 
former had under his Command the whole Army 
at 
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at and in the Neighbourhood of Aſoph, or from 
Aſtracan to Kaiſerkameen on the Boriſtbenes; and 
the other had the Command of the reſt of the Troops, 
as well at Muſcow as aforeſaid, as on the Frontiers 
of Poland and of Sweden, Courland, Sc. and had 
in particular the Charge given him of Protecting 
the Adminiſtration in the hands of the three 
Princes above-mentioned. 4 | 

3. TR E third Article was to conſider what Na- 
tions or Courts this Embaſſy ſhould be directed 
to, and this was ſoon determined; the Rout or 
Cavalcade being ordered to paſs forward thus; 
Firſt to Pruſta and the Court of Berlin. II. To 
Holland. III. To England. IV. To Vienna to the 
Emperor. And Laſtly, to Venice: Theſe being 
the Capital places where Military and Naval 
Knowledge were now to be found in the greateſt 
Perfection; except in France, which for weighty 
Reaſons his Czariſh Majeſty reſolv'd not to go 
to France, at that time, being engaged in a heavy 
War againſt almoſt all the other Princes of Eu- 
rope, 

4. Tre next Head was the Funds for the Ex- 
pence of this Journey : This the Czar took up- 
on himſelf to direct; and I am aſſur'd that his 
Czariſh Majeſty ſet apart for this Work above two 
Millions of Rubles, which in Engliſh Money is near 
800000 Pounds Sterling; but I do not poſitively 
affirm that ſo great a Sum was taken; Moft of 
this Money, be the Sum what it will, was ex- 
pended in buying Ships, materials for forwarding 
leveral Sciences for the publick uſe in Mnſcovy, as 
alſo for buying Arms, Artillery and Ammuniti- 
on to be ſent to Muſcovy. 

5. THE Proviſion for Preſents to be made to 
ſuch Princes, and States where they were to appear 
Al 
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in Ceremony, and for Audiences, for which 


2 twenty large Bales of the richeſt Furt, 
ſuch as Sables, Ermins, &c. were provided, and 

ſeveral Bales of rich Cloth of Gold made in 
Perfia and Georgia; and ſeveral Parcels of very

6. THe determining who ſhould be appointed 
to Travel with the Czar; and this Article was ve- 
ry Significant, as it intimated that the (zar took 
with him about Forty Perfons of the Prime Rank 
in his Dominion, or their Sons; This was calPd 
an Honour done them, but was wifely determined 
to ſecure them from Plotting and Conſpiring a- 
gainſt him during his abſence : In the mean time 
ſuch other Noblemen as were Diſtruſted, or out of 
Favour, were commanded to retire to their own 
Seats, and not to come to the City of Muſcow, or 
to Court on pain of Death. | 

HAVING thus with an mimitable Condud 
aſſur'd things at home to his full Satisfaction, 
and having taken of the Foreign Merchants in his 
Dominions Bills of Exchange upon Merchants in 
Holland and England for a great part of the Trea- 
ſure he had appointed for his Journey; and all 
things being ready to depart; the Baggage was ſent 
before with a ſtrong Guard, and having obtained 
proper Paſſes for the whole Embaſſy for Koningſ- 
burgh, 2 City in the Ducal Pruſſa belonging to the 
King of Fruſſa, then Elector of Brandenburgh, his 
Majeſty ſet out the ſecond of May, or thereabouts, 
himſelf going Incognito at ſome diſtance from his 
Ambaſſadors and their Train, and the Toth of the 
ſame Month he entred the Province of Livonia, at 
that time belonging to the Swedes,

Ir was ſaid his Majefty receiv'd ſome ill Treat- 
ment at Riga, that is to ſay, they declin'd ſatiſ- 
fying his Curioſity in letting him view the Works 
and Forts in the manner he deſir d; and as it was 
the firſt Town compleatly fortified after the French 
manner, his Czariſþ Majeſty was the more preſſiug 
to make his Obſervations, which they not admit- 
ting, extremely diſguſted him; but he has had op- 
portunity to remember 1t ſince, to the Coſt of 
the Swedes, from whom he took not that City only, 
but the whole Province in a few Years after, and 
remains poſſeſs d of them to this Day; and *tis 
obſerved that the Reſentment of the Uſage of his 


Ambaſſadors, for he does not take notice of his 


being in Perſon with them, is mentioned in his 
Declaration of War againſt Sweden, as one of the 
Cauſes of his breaking the Peace with them. 
Bu T he found himſelf treated after a quite 
different manner at the next Place of Note he 
came to, which was at Koningsberg the Capital of 
the Ducal Prufia as above: Hither the Duke of 
Brandenburgh, ſince King of Pruſia, came with his 
whole Court to receive and entertain him; and 
here the Czar refolv'd to ſhow the World the firſt 
Specimen of his Glory and Greatneſs. His Em- 
oy had hitherto a Retinue of Three Hundred 
* ons, ſeveral little Troops of Guards arm'd, 
ome with Bows, ſome with Battle Axes, and o- 
thers with Lances; and abnndance of the young 
Nobility, who afterwards were diſpers'd to other 
parts, were at this firſt Entry. | 
Tux manner of this glorious Entry, as it was 
publiſh'd and ſpread in Print in all the Languages 
of Europe, take as follows. |

* His Muſcovite Majeſty therefore requeſted the 
Elector to aſſiſt em in their Journey, withal 
returning his Electoral Highneſs thanks for the 
Engineers and Bombardiers which he ſent him the 
* laſt Lear, and which had been fo uſeful to him 
in the Siege of Aſoph: To all which the E- 
* leQtor anſwer'd, that he was much oblig'd to 
« the Czar for the aſſurance of his good intentions, 
and the ſplendid Embaſſy he had ſent him. 
« And then M. Dankelman return'd an Anſwer 
« more at large, and very obligingly to the Com- 
« pliments of the feveral Ambaſſadors, who were

te did Dinner at the Elector's Charge. The ſame

Du ING his Czariſh Majeſty's ſtay at this Court 
he receiv'd the News by an Expreſs of the Electi- 
on of the Elector of Saxony, now King Auguſtus, 
to the Crown of Poland; and as his Majeſty had 
before diſcovered himſelf to be in the Intereſt of 
that Party, wich oppos'd the Prince of Conty's 
Election; fo upon this News he immediately ſent 
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a Miniſter to the new King, to make his Com- 
liment of Congratulation, and to declare pub- 
lickly, that he would ſupport his Pretenſions, 
and would maintain him on the Throne with his 
whole Power; and particularly, that he would 
cauſe an Army of 60060 Men to march immedi- 
ately to the Frontiers of Lithuania to be under his 
Majeſty's Orders, for his Aſſiſtance in cafe of 
need. | 
At the while of the ſtay of the Embaſſy, the 
Elector of Brandenbourgh did every thing that was 
poſſible, as well to ſhew his own Magnificence, 
as to Honour the Embaſſy of ſo great a Monarch; 
and eſpecially conſidering that this Embaſſy, how- 
ever glorious in it ſelf to the Court of Pruſſia, was 
yet the more fo by the addition of this Article, 
that the Czar, the greateſt Monarch of the Eaft, 
was there in Perſon, under the ſhelter of the Am- 
baſſadors his Servants. 

H1s Cxariſb Majeſty had here ſeveral Occaſions, 
to Converſe — with the Elector, and 
that with the greateſt Freedom and Openneſs; 
communicating to him the Reaſon of his ceming 
thus out of his own Dominions, and paſſing 
Incognito: I have been told that the Elector, 
a Wiſe and Polite Prince, exceedingly approv'd 
and applauded his Intentions, and ſaid ſome ver 
fine things both of his Cxariſb Majeſty in his Mi- 
niſter's ordinary Diſcourſe, as well as perſonally 
to him; and at the Concluſion, willingly entred 
into a Deſenſive Treaty with his Czariſh Majeſty's 
Ambaſſadors, In a word, the Ele&or omitted 
nothing that could either teſtify his Affection to 
the Czar in the moſt obliging manner, or add any 
Aſſiſtance to him or his Ketinue, cauſing them to 
be defray'd at his own Expence, not at Koxingſ- 
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berg only, but all the while he was paſſing thro 
his Dominions. | ® „ 
Fo hence his Majeſty went by Water thro? 
the Pillau and the Freiſch Haft, as it is call'd, to 
Dantzick, the Elector ordering ſome Yachts to at- 
tend his Majeſty in the Paſſage. This Water 
call'd the Frei ſch Haft, is an Inland Lake or Wa- 
ter which reaches from the Pillau near Koningsberg, 
to a Branch of the great River Viſtula, which 
paſſes by Dantzick, and by which Veſlels paſs 
from Koningsberg to Dantzick, and 1s ſeparated 
from the Sea by a narrow Tract of Land not above 
three Leagues over, which however lies parallel 
with the ſaid Haft, and entirely parts it from the 
main Sea. | I | 

HIS Czariſh Majeſty took great Delight in ſail- 
ing upon this Water, and in obſerving the dex- 
trous manner of the Seamens working the Yachts, 
in turning to Windward, and the like; and he ſpent 
ſome Days on purpoſe to divert himſelf in that 
Water with ſailing up and down, the Weather 
alſo being very pleaſant and agrecable at that 
time. 

AEO x the 2cth he arriv'd at Dantzick, where 
the Burghers and Magiſtrates treated his Ambaſſa- 
dors, and that is to ſay his Majeſty himſelf, with 
all poſſible Diſtinction, and cauſed all the Forts, 
Lines, Magazines, and Haven or Port, and every 
part of the Fortifications of that great City to be 
Mon him; which Fortifications far exceeded thoſe 
of Riga, and which was very much to his Czariſb 
Majeity's Satisfaction. His Embaſſy made no 
Entry here, being not directed to ſay any thing 
to the Citizens as a Body, and as to thear Sove- 
reign theKing of Poland, that Kingdom was at this 
time as it were in an Interregnum, the late King 
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Fobn Sobieski being dead, and the new King Au- 
guſtus being but newly choſen, and not yet 


Crown d. 

HowEveR, the Magiſtrates of Dantzick re- 
ceiv'd ſeveral Teſtimonies of his Czariſb Majeſty's 
Fayour, and to let them know how well he was 
pleas'd with their Conduct, aſſur'd them of his 
Favour and Protection upon all Occaſions ; And 
as his Embaſſy had been preſented with great 
quantities of freth Proviſions, Wines, and Refreſh- 
ments, ſo much as was almoſt ſufficient for their 
whole Retinue; in return of this the Czar cauſed 
his Ambaſſadors to make the Magiftrates a preſent 
of Sables, and other rich Goods to a very conſide- 
rable Value. MEE 

From hence his Czariſh Majeſty went direct- 
ly thro' the Ducal Pomerania to the City of Berlin, 
the Court of the Elector of Brandenbourgh, where 
he was Royally entertained and his whole Em- 
baſſy and Retinue : They made no Publick Entry 
here, it being the Court of the ſame Prince who 
had receiv'd them with ſuch Splendor at Koningſ- 
berg: But the Czar had here the Occaſion of ſeeing 
the moſt ſplendid Court in Europe, except that of 
France, and to Converſe in the moſt Polite man- 
ner; and was ſo exceedingly pleas'd with the 
Gallantry and Magnificence of all he ſaw here, 
that he reſolved to ſend his Son the Heredita 
Royal Prince to reſide there for ſome time to fi- 
niſh and poliſh his Manners for the great things 
which they then ſuppos'd him to be born to: But 
time furniſhed the Czar with Reaſons to take o- 
ther Meaſures, with reſpec to that Prince, of wiich 
in its Order. | : 

FROM Berlin the Czar bent his courſe towards 
ne Low Countries, where his ſolemn Embaſſy was 
| priacipally 
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ally deſign'd to appear; and it is certain 
Deed charts to ſay the Ste, had made' it 
much of their buſineſs to obtain this Honour; 
mtimating to the Cxar their deſire to form ſuch 
Treaties of Commerce and Aſſiſtance as might 
be for the mutual Profit of the Subjects of both 
Nations; and particularly their Reſolution to 
furniſh. his Czar7/þ Majeſty with Workmen, Build- 
ers, Shipwrights, and Tradeſmen of oy kind, 
neceſſary for the Building of his Men of War; 
and as they had obtain'd an aſſurance that his 
Cxarifh Majeſty intended to Honour them with 
his Preſence, and with his Embaſly, ſo they were 
not wanting in all the neceſſary Preparations, to 
give him a Reception ſuitable in ſome meaſure to 
the greatneſs of his Perſon and Character. 
IT was not till the Month of Auguſf that the 
Ambaſſadors could ſet their Foot in the Territo- 
ries of the States General: For tho my buſinefs is 
to write of the Czar, and of him perſonally; yet 
J muſt be allowed to ſpeak here only in the 
Name of the Embaſſy and of the Ambaſſadors. 
As ſoon as the States-General had notice of their 
arrival upon their Frontiers, they ſent a ſolemn 
Deputation to attend them at Nimeguen, from their 
whole Body; for them, and in their Names, to 
bid them welcome into their Country, to de- 
fray all the Charges of the ſaid Ambaſſadors 
and their whole ly to receive them at 
the firſt entrance into their Bonnds, and to com: 
pliment them accordingly. 
Tuns they were carried thro' all the Towns 
with the noife of Cannon, and of ſmall Arms on 
the one hand, and with the Shouts and Acclama- 
tions of the People on the other; the States being 
willing to preſerve the Memory of their being 
| | thus 
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thus hononred by ſo ſolemn an Embaſſy, the moft 
Glorious that had ever been ſeen in theſe Parts of 
the World. 

I T would be to omit the moſt glorious Demon- 

ſtration of the Ruſtan Greatneſs, if J ſhould fail 
to give a full Account here as well of the ſaid 
Publick Entry, as of the great Ceremony of Au- 

dience given theſe Ambaſſadors afterwards at the 

Hague; and alſo of the noble Appearance and 

Deportment of the Ambaſſadors themſelves; ne- 

ver any Men from the Politeſt Nation under Hea- 

ven behav'd better, or made their Speeches with 

a better Grace, or better became the Character 

they bore. 

Ir is certain the States- General, who, as T ſaid 
before, had earneſtly deſir'd this Occaſion of 
ſhowing their Reſpect to his Czariſh Majeſty, 
intended to receive his Ambaſſadors with great 
Marks of Diſtinction, and eſpecially knowing that 
the Czar was in Perſon with them: But they 
found themſelves a little ſurpriz'd when th 
came to fee the Ambaſladors themſelves, their 
Perſons, their Behaviour, and the perfe& Know- 
ledge they had of every thing that came before 
them to Diſcourſe of; the Judgment they made 
of the Intereſts of Nations, and of the Advan- 
tages of Commerce, the manner of extending it, 
and of what was fit to propoſe or not to propoſe 
in that part; and alſo the Judgment they were 
able to make of their being well or ill treated; 
ſo that upon ſeeing what ſort of Minifters they 
had to do with, the States found it neceſſary to 
out-do, if poſſible, what they had at firſt intend- 
ed in the Honours they deſigu'd them. n 

WE are to ſuppoſe them now paſs'd thro? the 
Lower Saxony, and approaching the Frontiers of 
$149 , | | = 
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the States Country ; the States Deputies gone to 
meet and compliment them in the Name of the 
Republick, and conducting them to Sourdam, near 
the Capital City of Amſterdam, and to defray their 
Charges upon the Way. The next thing is that 
of their Publick Entry, which was the 26th of 
Auguſt. | 
THe Magnificence of their Reception here 
conſiſted of ſeveral parts, that is to ſay, not only 
in their meer Entry into the City, which was in- 
deed very fine, but in the Entertainment th 
had there till the time they went to their Publick 
Audience at the Hague; and alſo in the Recepti- 
on they had at the ſeveral Cities which they paſs'd 
thro", as well before they came to Amſterdam, as 
when they went from thence to the Hague; in all 
which it is to be obſerved, that tho' the Czar was 
a conſtant Eye-witneſs to the Reception of his 
Ambaſſadors, and had a great deal of Reaſon to 
be very well ſatisfied with the Honours they re- 
ceiv'd, which indeed was no more or leſs than 
Honours done to himſelf in the Perſons of his 
Servants; yet his Czariſh Majeſty keeping firm to 
has firſt Reſolutions of being conceal'd, and of not 
appearing in Publick, was never ſeen in any of 
the publick Cavalcades ; but either went in the 
Retinne conceal'd in the ordinary Dreſs of a pri- 
vate Perſon, or had himſelf placed in ſome pri- 
vate Station to be a Spectator of what paſs'd, as we 
ſhall find he did at their Audience at the Hague; 
and if he was at any time diſcovered, as was on 
Two or Three Occaſions his caſe, while he was in 
Holland, nothing gave him more uneaſineſs, nor 
would he Jeave till he found himſelf fo diſguis'd 
as to be able to go publickly about and not be 
known. 
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THr1s, and his deſire to view the Yards, the 


Docks, the building of Ships, and all the parti- 


cular Operations of the Carpenters, Caulkers, 
Anchor-{miths, Black-ſmiths, Rope-makers, and 
ſo of all the reſt, I ſay this, made him for ſome 
time Dreſs himſelf in the ordinary Habit of a 
common Seaman with a Monmouth Cap, a ſhort 
Jacket and wide Breeches, ſo that it was impoſſible 
to diſcover him, and in this Diſguiſe I have been 
aſſured, tho' I cannot affirm it of my own know - 
ledge, that he has ſuffered himſelf to be hired 1n- 
to their Carpenters Yards as a Workman, and has 
both performed a Day's Work, and received his 
Wages. But I fay again, that I rather repeat this 
from other hands, than fay I believe it, or re- 
commend it to others to believe. | 

Bur let that be as it will, certain it is, that 
in this Diſguiſe he had a compleat liberty, with- 
out the Interruption of the Crowding, and Curio- 
ſity of the People to look at him; I ſay he had 
the liberty of ſeeing every thing that was done, 
and alſo, which was the main thing to him, how it 
was done. 

Br to return to the Ambaſſadors, the Depu- 
ties ſent to receive them on the Borders of the 
Country, having brought them to Sourdam, a 
Town about Miles from Amſterdam, they 
were lodg'd there till the Preparations could be 
made for their Reception in the City, which was 
done at the Charge of the Magiſtrates; the Pro- 
ceſſion was in the following manner. 

Ix the Morning early Five Deputies from the 
States of Holland, and Three from the City of 
ee attended the Ambaſladors at Sowrdam, 
to Compliment them on their Arrival, and to In- 

vite 
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vite them into the City; and the Yacht's of the 
State were order'd to lye ready to attend them, 
and take them on Board, with all their Retinue; 
which was done accordingly, and they arriv'd at 
the Place appointed for their Landing about ten 
a-Clock. _. <8 2 
A certain Number of the Magiſtrates were 
Deputed to attend them at their Landing, with 
about fifty Coaches of the Burgomaſters, and of 
the Principal Citizens, and were to Complement 
them on their Arrival. The Principal young Ci- 
tizens form'd themſelyes into a Troop, and being 
well Mounted; and with extreamly rich Furni- 
ture and Equipage, attended their Excellencies 
Entry, being to the Number of near three Hun-

BESL DES theſe the principal Citizens, and 
all the Perſons of Diſtinction went to meet them 
in their Coaches to a very great Number. | 

As ſoon as the Ambafladors landed, and were 
ſeated in their Coaches, the Cannon from the 
Ramparts fir'd round the whole City, and under 
the Thunder of the faid Guns the Cavalcade be- 


gan. | 
: I v the firſt Place march'd a Body of the City 
Officers to clear the Way, and prevent Diſorders 
from the infinite Throng of People in the Streets; 
then march'd 16 Companies of the Burghers un- 
der Arms, who when they came to the Place 
appointed for them, form'd two Lines to Lint 
the Street, thro which the Ambaſſador and their 
whole Retinue were to paſs, other Bodies of the 
Burghers under Arms, lin'd the reſt of the Wa 
to the Place where the 16 Companies took th | 
Poſt, EM 
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Nx *T to theſe came the Troop of young 
Gentlemen on Horſeback, very richly Dreſs d, 
and their Equipages as before very ſplendid ; and 
before them went the States 'Trumpets, and City 
Muſick ; then came a ſmall Troop of Circaſtan 
Tartars on Horfeback, being of the Ambaſſadors, 
Retinue, arm'd with Bows and Arrows; then fix 
and thirty Muſcovite Gentlemen on Horfeback'; 
then twenty Pages of the Ambaſſadors, clothe 
in Scarlet lac'd, or rather overlaid with Gola 
Lace; then came the eldeſt Burgomaſter's Coach 
of State, in which were the Ambaſſador Ls 
Fort, and the Muſcovite Prince Merzkoff , then 


the Grand Penſionary of Holland's Coach, in 


which were the two other Ambaſſadors,and another 
Muſcovite Prince: On either ſide thefe Coaches, 
march*d the Ambaſſador's Guard, on Foot, carry- 
ing ſilver Battle-Axes, and by their Sides large 
Scymetars ; they were Clothed after the Sclavo- 
man manner, with ſhort Doublets, and lar 

Breeches, and over them Scarlet Cloaks, or Robes 


trim'd with ſilver Buttons, and large Loops, and 


Scarlet lac'd with Silver very rich : After theſe, 
came the reſt of the Coaches mention'd above, in 
which were the reſt of the Ambaſladors Retinue; 
among them the Czar himſelf, but Drefs'd in an 
ordinary Habit, fo as not be diſtinguiſnh'd; nei- 
ther was it pothble to Diſcover him, tho' the 

People were mighty inquiſitive about it, 
AFTER thefe Coaches came 120 Coaches of 
Citizens, Merchants and Gentlemen, who'came 
to wait upon the Ambaſſadors ; and among theſe 
were the Magiſtrates of the City; the whole 
Cloſing with another Body of Burghers in 
Arms, But the Magiſtrates did not End here, 
for 
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| 1 
for after having thus Conducted the Ambaſſadors 
to their Appartments, they treated them in the 
moſt Magnificent manner 1mmaginable, for five 
Days ſucceſſively, and thus prepar'd a moſt ex- 
traordinary Firework, raiſed upon Floats, built 
on purpoſe in the Water of the Amſtel. It would 
take up too much Room in this Work, to give 
the Deſcription of this Firework, which was 
fram'd in the moſt Exquiſite manner, that the 
beſt Engineers and Architects could Invent 5 nor 
was any Coſt ſpar'd in either, the Device or the 
Building. In a Word, it was the moſt Magnifi- 
cent that ever was ſeen in theſe Parts of the 
World, and his (zariſb Majeſty was exceedingly 
pleas'd with it, as he had a great deal of Reaſon 
to be; for it was Executed with all immagina- 
ble in Order and Succeſs. +; of | 
I is true, this Sight was attended with an un- 
happy Accident among the People, for that the 
Railes of the Bridge over the River, being Crow- 
ded with People, gave way, and above 100 Peo- 
ple fell into the River, where about thirteen or 
fourteen were Drown'd , and indeed it was a great 
Wonder the Night being dark and the Water 
deep and the Crowd ſo great, that there were not 
more loft. | 
HIS Czariſh Majeſty was now in the Center 
of his Buſineſs, and had before him the main 
Thing he came to fee; and therefore ſhunnin 
all publick Appearances, other than thoſe 3 
Neceſſity oblig'd him to, he took a ſmall Houſe, 
near the Faſt. India Companies Yards or Docks, 
that is to ſay, among the Shipwrights and Buil- 
ders, and where he could with eaſe get Admit 
tance in Diguiſe, to ſee every thing which he 
| thought 
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3 
thought fit to Enquire after, and to take his Ob- 
ſervations at his own Leiſure. | 
IT is true, he was oblig'd to go from thence 
for ſometime to the Hague, to ſee his Ambaſſadors 
admitted to a publick Audience of their High 
Mightineſſes the States General; but he ſoon re- 
turn'd again and remain'd perfectly retir'd for 
ſome Months, where he ſpent his Time in the 
moſt uſeful Studies of Life (viz.) the gaining true 
Ideas of the moſt noble Things, and ſearching the 
height and depth of Mathematical Knowledge. 
I ſhould have obſerv'd here that the Czar him- 
ſelf having receiv'd the Deputies on the Fron- 
tiers of Guelderland, and being deſirous to Tra- 
vel, perfe&ly-undiſcover'd, left his Ambaſſadors 
and their Train, which was very great, to come 
leiſurely forward with the ſaid Deputies ; and 
himſelf with only four or five Gentlemen diſguis'd 
as ordinary Travellers, came to- Amſterdam, four 
or five Days before them, where he Lodg'd at firſt 
in a common Inn, or Houſe of Entertainment, 
and walk'd freely about the City, view'd the Situa- 
tion, the Buildings, the River, the Port, and that 
infinite Number of Ships, which always are to 
be ſeen there; particularly he pitch'd upon the 
Place for his Retreat,or private Reſidence, which as - 
I have mention'd above was among the Ship-Yards, 
Docks and Building-Places, that he might parti- 
cularly make his Obſervations of thoſe things; 
The enquiry after wiich was his Delight, and 
the eſpecial Buſineſs of his whole Embaſſy. | 
THe Ceremony ended as above, his Czariſh - 

Majeſty retir'd to the Houſe which he*had Hir'd, 
and went on with his Equipage and Obſervations 
and as he ſpoke Dutch indifferently well before, ſo 
he took occaſion to I with all the Work- 
| ; men 
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men and Artiſts that he could find, who he diſco- 
vered to have any tollerable Judgement in things 
of that Nature. Nor was his Majeſty ſo retir'd, 
but that he admitted ſome of the Merchants of 
Amſterdam to his Converſation, and eſpecially 
ſuch as had reſided in Muſcovy; that is to ſay at 
Arch- Angel and Muſcow, of wiich ſeveral were 
then living in Amſterdam, and with theſe he would 
be very free and Courteous, and ſcmetimes even 
Merry, only not allowing them to Treat him with 
too much Ceremony and Diſt inction. 

By the Converſation of theſe Men he had ſe- 
veral People brought to him, who were moſt 
Maſters of Science, and who entertain'd his Ma- 
jeſty very much to his Satisfaction, with the ſe- 
veral Experiments in Nature, in Phyloſophy, and 
in the Mathematicks, which they had made in the 
Conſequence of long Study; and it was to their 
Aſtoniſhment how ſoon, and how readily his Cza- 
71 Majeſty took in the juſt Ideas, which their Diſ- 
coverics, and Experiments preſented, and how 
knowingly he would Diſcourſe, cven of thoſe 
things, which he had received no Not ion of before, 

Tae Deputies of the Admiralty alſo ſhew'd their 
reſpect to his Majeſty, in cauſing every thing that 
was Curicus, relating to Naval Affairs to be thew- 
ed him, and Artiſts of all kinds to be preſented to, 
him. 

I's the mean time the publick Audience of his 
Ambaſſadors call'd him away to the Hague, where 
he had the ſatis faction of ſeeing their High-Migh- 
tineſles the States General do him the. utmoſt 
Honour in the Perſons of his Ambaſſadors, and 
even to out do themfelves, no Audience having e- 
ver been known like it in that Country. 

Ir would be tireſome to relate the Magnifi- 
cence Of their Reception all the way from Am- 
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ſterdam to the Hague, whether they and all their 
Retinue went the latter End of October. 

H Is (zariſb Majeſty alſo having Intimation of 
the great Preparations the States - General made for 
the Reception of his Embaſſy, and for Gracing 
their Audience, reſolv'd to make a ſuitable pre- 
paration for it on his Side; and therefore cauſed 
his Ambaſſador to make three of the moſt Mag- 
nificent Coaches that could be made for Money, 
and order d them to buy Jewels likewiſe, and 
Cloths the Richeſt that could be had, to en- 
creaſe their Retinue with about Forty more Ser- 
vants, and to Cloth them and all the reſt in new 
Liveries quite different from thoſe they had be- 
fore; in a Word, he directed that every thing 
ſhould appear in the greateſt ſplendor poſſible; 
ſo that *tis ſaid the Expence coſt above 200000 
Dollars extraordinary, 3 

ALL things being ready, and the Audience ap- 
3 they ſet out from Amſterdam the 24th of 

eptember, and arriv'd at the Hague the ſame Day. 

THE 1k publick Entry was infinitely Superi- 
or to that at Amſterdam, this being at the Ap- 
pointment of the States-General, the other only a 
Reception of them by the Citizens and Magi- 
ſtrates of Amſterdam, and yet the particulars of 
this part were not ſo publickly fet down as the o- 
ther, what I have met with amounts to this. 

TH AT the Ambaſſadors were receiv'd at a di- 
ſtance from the Hagne, where 'they had gone on 
purpoſe for the Occaſion, by five Deputies of the 
States-General as Introductors of Ambaſſadors: 
They were attended by the Reigment of Horſe- 
Guards, and two Battalions of the Guards of 
Foot, call'd the Blew Guards; with two Coaches 


of State, drawn by eight Horſes each, for the Am- 
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baſſadors, and forty other Coaches with fix Horſes 
each, for their Retinue. | 

TAE Ambaſſadors were preceeded by forty 
Gentlemen on Horfeback, habited as Cofſacks, 
arm'd with Bows and Arrows, and thirty others as 
Tartars, arm'd with Lances and Bows, all exceed- 
ing richly Cloth'd, but after the manner of their 
own Countries : They had forty Pages in different 
Livery, but all cover'd with Gold and Silver Lace 
as rich as poſſible. Their immediate Guard were 
as at Amſterdam, Habited after the Mnſcovite 
manner, carrying ſilver Battle-Axes in their 
Hands, and Symetars with filver Hilts by their 
Sides. 

TRE Ambaſſadors were in two Coaches of 
State, and their own new magnificent Coaches 
follow'd, having Thirty two Footmen in rich Li- 
veries walking on the Sides. | 

THe whole was follow'd with a numerous 
Train of Coaches belonging to the Nobility and 
Gentry, and to the foreign Minifters, of which 
there are always a great many at the Hague, but 
more eſpecially at that Juncture, it being the time 
of that Congreſs for the Peace with France, call'd 
afterwards the Treaty at Ryſwick. 

HIS Czari Majeſty was. in the Train in Dif- 
guiſe, wearing a plain blew Coat, a large white 
Perriwig, and a white Feather; and being perfe&- 
Iy well acquainted both with the Perſon and ex- 
traordinary Merits of the Sieur Vit ſen (who was 
that Year Burgomaſter of Amſterdam) he borrow- 
ed his Coach, and deſir'd him to Accompany him 
thither ; which was perform'd with ſo much Dex- 
terity and Secreſy, by the ſaid Sieur de Witſen, 
that his Majeſty was not diſcover d by any body 


living, 
IT

Ir was in the Month of September of the ſaid 

Year, when there was the greateſt ſhow of foreign 
Ambaſſadors that ever was ſeen at the Hagne, oc- 
caſion'd by the Negotiation, as above, at Ryſwick : 
Thither moſt Courts of Europe, had ſent their 
Plenipotentiaries, who all ſtriving to out vie 
one another in Magnificence. It was no eaſie Mat- 
ter to add any thing to the Splendor of their Equi- 
pages; yet his Czariſh Majeſty being ſenſible that 
the Eyes of the World in a moſt peculiar manner 
would be fix'd upon his Embaſſy; and being in- 
vited by a moſt commendable emulation to main- 
tain, as well on that as other Occaſions the glory 
and luſtre of his eminent Station in the World, 
as claiming the Title of an Emperor, and bearing 
the Imperial Arms; he was fully reſolv'd that 
this moſt ſolemn Embaſly, honour'd by his Pre- 
{ſence ſhould bear the Marks of, and be fully an- 
ſwerable to his high Station and Grandeur. 

- In effect according to the Teſtimany of all that 
wereSpectators of this ſolemn Audience, every thing 
was manag'd with ſo much order, majeſty and gra- 
vity, and with ſo much Magnificence, that nothing 
could add to the Luſtre of this Solemnity, which 
In all Reſpects was ſuitable to his Majeſty's De- 

ign. 

13 confeſs'd by all Hands that never any 
Ambaſlador appear'd in -a more ſplendid Attire 
then the General le Fort the firſt Ambaſſador did 
that Day; he was clad after the Muſcovite Faſhi- 
on, in a long Robe of Cloth of Gold, lin'd with 
the moſt precious Sables that ever were ſeen, This 
Robe as well as the Veſt which he wore under it, 
was cover d before with Diamonds in the Shape 
of a Hern's feather, with ſuch Luſter as dazl'dthe 
Eyes of the Beholders; he Harang'd their High and 
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Mightineſſes in the Ruſtan Tongue, with an Air 
altogether Majeſtick, and ſuitable to the Cha- 
racter he bore upon ſo ſolemn an Occaſion. The 
two other Ambaſſadors, who appeared likewiſe in 
very rich Apparel, made alſo their Compliments 
to their High and Mightineſſes with a Majeſtick 
Gravity; but that which added the greateſt Luſtre 
to the Audience, was, that all the Ambaſſadors of 
moſt Princes in Europe, honoured theſe Men with 
their Preſence z and his Czarih Majeſty had the 
ſatisfaction to be an Eye-witneſs of all that paſ- 
ſed from a Cloſet Window opening into the Au- 
dience Room, without being perceived by any 
Body; and returned the next Day privately to 
Amſterdam, extremely well pleaſed with his Jour- 
ney; neither did their Excellencies make any long 
ſtay in the Hague, they having no other matters 
to propoſe to the States, but the confirming of 
former Treaties. | 
THE Ceremonies now ended, the Czar not on- 

ly applyed himſelf to the Work he came about 
as before, but all the Perſons of Diſtinction which 

he brought with him, diſpers'd themſelves accord- 
ing to the different Commands he gave them ; ap- 
plying themſelves according as their different In- 
clinations led them, to the Knowledge of ſuch 
things as were needful, according to the Pattern 
of their great Maſter. 1 
ITIsò leſſened the Retinue which at firſt ap- 
peared in the Embaſſy exceedingly; and yet the 
Ambaſſadors retain'd an Equipage ſuitable to the 
Character they bore, and ſuitable to the Glory of

Ix the mean time the (zar receiv'd an invita- 
tion very agreeable to him, which was to have an 
Interview with the King of Great Britain at that 
r ee 
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time, the Glory of that part of the World, and 
who had juſt finiſhed, with Honour to pimſelf, 
and Satisfaction to all his All ies, a long and bloody 
War with the King of France by the Treaty at 
Ryſwick, 

TRE King came to Utrecht, where the Czar, 
accompanied only with Prince Menztkoff and Ge- 
neral Le Fort, but all Incognito, went to fee him; 

theſe two mighty Monarchs receiv'd a mutual Sa- 
tisfaction in this interview, as both of them ak- 
terwards teſtified : They continued ſome Hours to- 
gether, Monſieur Le Fort ſerving as an Interpre- 
ter; and here it was that his Britiſb Majeſty in- 
vited the Czar to come and fee his Court at Lon- 
don; and that his Czariſh Majeſty accepted the 
King's invitation, of which by it ſelf. 

HIS Majeſty now having his full leiſure for 
the perfecting what he came about, he hir'd Ar- 
tiſts in Holland of ſeveral ſorts, and giving them 
very good Conditions, diſpatch'd them for Muf- 
cow, ſome by Land, the Seaſon not admitting to 
go about by the North Cape to Arch-Angel, and 
ſome were maintain'd and employ'd in making 
Models and Dranghts for Building, 'till the Sea- 
{on for going by Sea came on: In this manner they 
were diſpers d many ways, ſome went to Schools or 
Maſters to learn Navigation and the Elements of 
Euclid , others Bound themſelves for terms of Years 
to Artificers; in a word, none were Idle, the 
Czar reſolving to furniſh himſelf and all his At- 
tendants with a Fund of Knowledge ſufficient to 
anſwer his End; and indeed conſidering his Ma- 
jeſty's View, it was a very great Fund of Human 
Learning that ought to be laid up, to carry home 


and inſtruct a Nation, 
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Ir was an immenſe Sum of Money that his 
Czariſh Majeſty laid out here in buying Tools 
and Inſtruments for the Works, and ſeveral Trades 
and Arts which he and his People were to put in 
Practiſe; there was not a Handicraft of any Note, 
that his Czariſh Majeſty did not- acquaint himſelf 
more or leſs with, and with the manner of their 
Working, no not from the making of a Watch to the 
builder of a Ship; but it is to be noted, that the Ma- 
rine Affairs were thoſe his chief Delight was in, and 
which ſuited beſt with his Genius; and while he 
was at Amſterdam he bought him a Yacht, with 
* which he diverted himſelf continually upon the 
River and the Zuyderzee, till by Cuſtom he learnt 
to ſteer and work her as dexterouſly as the ableſt 
Seamen he could get. | 

HERE he alſo hir'd ſeveral Seamen and Offi- 
cers, and made. them Captains and Lieutenants 
of his Men of War, ſome of whom are in his Ser- 
vice to this Day. 
 _ABovrT the of Septemb. 1698, he re- 

ſolv'd upon his Journgy, or Voyage rather, to 
England, and accordingly he arriv'd here in No- 
vember 1698, of which preſently, _ | 

Bu r I ſhould have noted here, that while his 
Majeſty remain'd at Amſterdam, after he had been 
at the Hague, and was return'd as above, he re- 
cerv d three Couriers from his Lords, to whom he 
had left the Adminiſtration of the Government at 
Muſcow in his abſence, bringing him the welcome 
News of a great Victory obtain'd by his Army 
under the Command of General Schein at Aſopb 
over the Turks and Tartars, The Particulars of 
this Action, as they were then related, were as 
follows, (viz.) | TH . 
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H1s Majeſty firſt receiy'd -an Expreſs from 
Muſcovy, with the agreeable News of this Bat- 
tel; the other Accounts came ſome time after 
by different ways: The Cham of the Crim Tar- 
tars had, in the beginning of the - Spring, 
cauſed great numbers of his Troops to paſs in 
many ſmall Bodies, and at different times, 
through Caffa, in order to join them with the 
Tartars of (ircaſia, and eſpecially thoſe inha- 
| biting near the River Cubanoc, knowing that the 
Muſcovite Army was divided into ſeveral Bodies, 
the better to cover the Workmen, who were em- 
ploy'd in ſeveral places, in compleating the be- 
fore-mentioned Fortifications, looking upon this 
as a fit opportunity to ſurprize them unawares: 
For this purpoſe he order'd the Tartars com- 
manded by Sultan Galga, to advance with great 
and ſpeedy Marches towards the Muſcovites : But 
the Muſcovite General Schein having received intel- 
ligence of their approach, had juſt ſo much lei- 
ſure given him as to draw down his Troops toge- 
ther in an adyantageous Place, where he reſolv'd 
to engage the Enemy; theſe perceiving them- 
ſelves ſuperior in number to the Muſcovites, and 
being encourag'd by the fancy'd fear of the Muſ- 
covite Army, which did not move from their 
Poſt, fell with great Fury upon them, and were 
received with great Bravery by the Rnuſtans, who 
were contented to defend themſelves in their Poſt, 
till their General perceiving the firſt heat of the 
Iarters ſlacken, attacked them very briskly, put 
them firſt into Confuſion, and ſoon after to the 
Rout, with a great Slaughter on the Enemy's 
ſide, whom they purſued to the River Hagalinc, 
were many of them were drown'd; this River 
runs through Circaſia, about two Leagues — 
=... | _ rom 
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from Aſoph, tho' our Maps put this River to the 
North on the other ſide of the River Don, above 
thirty Leagues from Aſoph. 

THEIR Excellencies the Mnſcovite Ambaſla- 
dors made Publick Rejoicings upon this Occaſion, 
and invited the Magiſtrates of Amſterdam and o- 
ther Perſons of Quality to a magnificent Enter- 
tainment, where they were diverted with Dancin 
and Muſick, Fireworks, and all ſorts of other Di- 
vertiſements: His Czartþ Majeſty was pleas'd to 
appear there in Perſon, and in ſo pleaſant a Hu- 
mour, that all the Gueſs were extreamly ſatisfy'd 
with his Goodneſs, 

\TowaRD the end of the Winter this Victory 
was ſeconded by the News of another Advantage 
obtain'd near the River Boriſthenes; for the Crim 
Tartars, in Conjunction with thoſe of Budziack 
and . Oczakow, having beſieged Kaſikermeen, had 
carried on their Trenches to the very Counter- 
ſcarp, and at the ſame time made themſelves 
Maſters of the adjacent ſmall Iſle of Tomam ; but 
a Body of Muſcovites having joined the Coſſacks in- 
habiting thoſe Frontiers, came time enough to the 
Relief of the place, forcing the Tartars to aban- 
don the Siege, and that with a conſiderable Loſs 
on their {ide , upon which his Majeſty gave er- 
ders, that the ſaid Iſland ſhould be ſtrengthened 
by ſome regular Fortifications, 

_ ALL theſe Succeſſes added to his Majeſty's 
Glory; and the more, in that they were obtain'd 
in his Abſence, as it was a Teſtimony that the 
Government of his Affairs was left in good Hands, 
and that he had made a right Choice of his Men, 
with whom he had entruſted the Command of his 
Armies, as well as of thoſe to whom he had com- 

mitted 
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mitted the Adminiſtration of his Civil Govern- 

ent. | 
mar H Es E Advices were follow'd with other 
Letters, giving him an Account of the progreſs 
of his Engineers, and how well they had ſecur'd 
and fortify'd the Places he had won; as well A. 
ſopb as Tuba, Kaiſikermeen, and other Places; and 
that the firſt of theſe eſpecially, was put into ſuch 
a Poſture that it might juſtly be eſteemed one of 
the ſtrongeſt Fortreſſes of the World, particularly 
that part which he had directed to be built in the 
Moraſs mention'd above. 

THr1s was the more agreeable to the Czar, as 
it was ſuitable to his wiſh, for that in a Word, 
Aſoph was the Center of all his yaſt Deſigns, and 
he had as we may ſay, laid no leſs than a Scheme 
for the Ruin of the whole Ottoman Empire in the 
Gradations he had Projected from that one Place, 
as will be ſeen hereafter. 

WE are now to ſuppoſe his Czariſh Majeſty on 

his Voyage to England, his Britamck Majeſty ſent 
over — Yatches to bring him over with a 
Man of War, or two for his Convoy, and he arriv'd 
in the River of Thames the ; of Ofober, 
IE97. 
Wr he came to London, the King omitted 
nothing to ſhow him that he had avery particular 
eſteem for him; indeed the Intent and Meaning 
of his thus hazarding his Perſon in foreign Parts 
for enabling himſelf to Government, and People 
was a thing ſo inimitably great, and ſo praiſe 
worthy in a Prince of his Rank, that it merited 
all the regard, and all the Aſſiſtance that could 
poſſibly be given him. | 


His 
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HIS Britanick Majeſty at firſt offer'd the Cxar 
all the publick Honour due to his Character as a 
Royal or Imperial Soveraign and Crown'd Head, 
as particularly, his Majeſty offer d him Somer ſet- 
Houſe for his Reſidence, being a Pallace Royal, 
and that he ſhould be attended by the Officers of 
the Royal Houſhold, and that all the Expence of 
his Kitchm, and of his Retinue ſhould be de. 
frayed, that he ſhould have a Detachment of the 
Engliſh Houſhold Troops for a Guard to his Per: 
lon, and a certain Number of the King's Coaches 
to attend him. | | 

Bou T the Czar after returning a very obliging 
Anſwer, declin'd all thoſe Honours , let his Mo 
jeſty of Great Britain know the Reafons of his 
Reſolution to be every where Incognito, and 
how neceſlary it was to his Deſign in coming gs 
broad; that he came for Improvement, and had 
no time to ſpend in Ceremony, receiving and 
returning Viſits, and the like. SR 

He therefore deſir'd his Britanick Majeſty that 
he would ſuffer him to be as much concea[{ 
as poſſible, and yet that he miglit have ſo much 
of his Royal favour, as ſhould admit him to fee 
what was proper for his Improvement in Maritime 
Affairs, which was the principle thing that he 
deſir'd to Inſpe&, and which he found here was 
manag'd even in a greater Perfection than in any 
other part of the World, 

HIS Britanick Majeſty was ſo extreamly 
pleagd with this, and with all the other Teſt 
monies, which the (xar gave of his Perſonal 
Capacities, and his Genius to the things he came 
to enquire after ; and particularly, the truly no- 
ble End and Deſign of his enquiring after them; 
that he immediately order'd that all poſſible En-

= firing Broadſides, clapping one another aboard 


Iying thwart Hawſe, coming up under the Stern, 
and pouring in Bioadſides upon a Ship's Quarter 
or Bow, and in ſhort, all the ways of taking Ad- 
vantage of an Enemy in Fight. 

TH1s was perform'd with ſo much Order, ſo 
Dexterouſly, and fo without the leaſt Dammage, 
that his Czariſh Majeſty profeſs'd himſelf exceed- 
ing well pleas'd with it; and that much more than 
he was with ſomething of the ſame kind offered 

im in Holland, which being performed alſo by 

Imaller Veſlels, could not ſo well exPtain the Par- 

iculars neceſſary to be known for the ordering a 
pea-fight with Capital Ships. 

Tus the Czar employ'd his time in England,

AT his going away his Majeſty preſented the 
Czar with a fine Yacht or Frigate built for his 
own particular uſe, for his paſſing and re-paſſing 
between England and Holland, being not only a 
beautiful and finely finiſhed Veſſel, but an ex- 
cellent Sailer; carrying 24 Braſs Guns, and moſt 
richly painted and guilded ; in which Veſſel his 
Czarrſh Majeſty, after taking leave of the King and 
the Princeſs, and with great Profeſſions of mutual 
Kindneſs and Satisfaction in what had paſs'd, ſet 
Sail for Holland, and arriv'd ſafe at the Bril, 
tho' not without ſame hazard in the Voyage, 
having had very bad Weather in his Paſſage. 
AlL the while his (xariſb Majeſty was in Ex- 
land, he employ'd ſome Engliſh Rufia Merchants 
to Hire for him, and Contract with as many ef 
the beſt Maſter Builders, Caulkers, Carvers, and 
the like of other Trades, which were generally 
employ'd in finiſhing and fitting out Ships in =

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der to ſend them to Muſcovy, and his Majeſty 
left Commiſſioners with the ſame Merchants to 
Contract with others after he was gone, and to 
ſend them after him, which was done to his con- 
tent; and 'tis by the help of theſe very Men 
chiefly, that the Czar has at this time ſo many 
Ships, as well Capital Men of War, from 50 to 96 
Guns, as light Fregates, Brigantines, Tranſport- 
Ships, and the like; which they have built, and 
are {till ever building at Croonſlot and Petersburgh, 
where the Czar, who at that time had not aShip, 
or a Port in the Baltick, has now ſuch a Fleet, and 
ſo well Mann'd, as no Prince ever had before him 
in ſo ſhorta while; and we have News from thenc e 
Juſt at the writing of theſe Sheets, that his Czaz?/h 
Majeſty has built at the Port of Petersburgh, and 
other adjacent Place, no leſs then fix Men of 
War, from 76 to. 98 Guns, which are ſome of 
them Lanch'd, and the others almoft ready to 
Lanch, and will be ready for the approaching 
Summers Expedition. 

ALL this while his Ambaſſadors remained at 
the Hague, except that Monſieur La Fort had 
been allow'd to go over to England with the 
Czar, in a private Capacity, and return'd to Hol- 
land, again a little before him. | 

AN D now having finiſh'd his enquires, and 
having viewed every thing that was curious, and 
Improving as well in England, as in Holland; ſet- 
tled Amity and a good Underſtanding between 
himſelf, and both thoſe Nations, and having far- 
ther Progreſs to make, eſpecially, reſolving to 
fee the Imperial Court at Vienna, the Senate, and 
City of Venice, and the Antiquities of Rome and 
Italy he prepar'd to be gone.

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I SHALL omit the particulars of his Paſſage from

H1s Imperial Majeſty came immediately into 
the ſame Sentiments, as to the Czar's deſign of Tra- 
vel as others had done, eſteeming it an Action tru- 
ly glorious and worthy a Monarch of the higheſt 
Rank in the World, and reſolv'd therefore to ſhow

THE Czar and his Ambaſſadors continu'd in 
a particular Lodging appointed for them till the 
26th, having firſt notity'd their arrival in form 
as Ambaſſadors; they had the Pallace of Gun- 
dersdoff, belonging to the Count de Koningſec, 
where they remain'd till the 26th, when they 
made their publick Entry with their uſual Mag:

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Freſe, deſiring him to preſerve it carefully in 
Memory of the Healths drank in ſuch good 
Company. EE 
Uyron the 29th the grand Embaſſy had their 
publick Audience, to which they were conducted 
in the following Manner. Firſt march'd a Com- 
pany of Foot, follow'd by ſix Trumpeters belong 
ing to the Embaſſy, clad in rich Liveries, after 
the German mode, thoſe were follow'd by fifteen 
of the Court Coaches, wherein rode the Muſco- 
vite Lords, in their own Country Habit, and 
others after the French dreſs; after theſe came 
fifty Burghers, clad in black Velvet, bearing the 
Preſents deſign'd for his Imperial Majeſty, which 
conſiſted in a great Number of lovely Ermains il 
and Furs, Sables, Cloath of Gold and Silver, 
and a Harneſs enrich'd with Pearl; after this rode 
a Mnſcovite a Horſeback, carrying the Letters of Wi 
Credence, follow'd by one of the Emperors i 
Coaches; wherein the Embaſſadors rode, together 
with his Imperial Majeſty's Commiſſioners. This 
Coach was ſurrounded and attended by Pages and 
other in Liveries belonging as well to the Ambal- 
ſadors as to the Grandees of the Court, who with the 
Ambaſladors Coaches clos'd the March; the Am- 
baſſadors entering into the Court of the Palace 
de le Favorite found the Guards in Arms, and were 
conducted to the Hall of Audience, with the ac- 
cuſtom'd Ceremonies, after which they were mag: 
nificently Treated at the Emperors Charges, and ſo 
Conducted back to the Place where they lay. 
Tu Czar was juſt upon his departure for Ve. 
"ne, in his way to Rome, and had already ſent 
eight Perſons of his Train before, but at the very 
time he was preparing to depart ; he was con- 
ſtrain'd to alter his Reſolution, and to take Poſt 
for Muſcow, with a Train of between thirty and 
| forty 
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forty Horſe, upon Advice of a revolt of ſeveral 


Malecontents within his Dominions, and that if 
he did not ſpeedily return, by his Preſence to 
put a ſtop to the Current of the Commotion, he 
2 7 unhappily find all the Paſſages ſtop'd. 

E are now come to the End of this unexam- 
pled Journey, viz. the Travels of the Czar, and his 
Ambaſſadors, in a Circleof near 20 50 Miles, not in- 
cluding his Czariſh Majeſty's Trip to Exgland: It 
is now time to look back to Muſcovy: His Czariſb 
Majeſty had received ſeveral Expreſſes from his 
Generals at Aſpob, of the'r ſucceſsful Encounters 
wich the Tartars, and juſt before he left the 
Fague, where his Aubaſſadors had their Audience 
of leave, there arriv'd another Courier with an 
Account, that General Gordon had very happily 
ſuppreſs'd a kind of an Ip ſurrection of 10000 of 
the Strelitzes, and had kill'd 35co of them upon 
the Spot, and taken almoſt all the reſt of them 
Priſoners; that hehad Decimated the Priſoners, and 
hang'd every Tenth Man upon the Field of Bat- 
tle, had retain'd in Priſon the reſt, with ſe— 
veral of their Ringleaders, and ſome of the No- 
bility who had Fomented their inſolence, and in a 
Word, had effectually ſuppreſs'd the Rebellion. 

I x the Neck of this came another {rom Aſoph, 
with the News, that a Detachment of 8oco Men 
from the Gariſon of that City had defeated 60c0 
Tartars, who had been Poſted as a Guard to the 
Tartar's Horſes, who were put into the Marſhes 
on the Frontiers of Circaſia, and had taken no 
leſs than 30000 Horſes of which mention is made, 
as above, | 

Bur all theſe good Tidings had their Allay, 
and the laſt News his Cearil Majeſty receiv d, 
was ſuch as intimated the Danger to be very 
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great, and that they fear'd a general Inſurrection, 
entreating him to haſten back, not only that by his 
Preſence he might encourage his faithful Subjects, 
but that he might arrive before the Conſpirators 
ſhould be able to get a Force together, and ſeize 
upon the Paſles, and Entrances into his Country, 
and either make it impracticable for him to return, 
or perhaps make him run the Danger of falling 

into the Hands of his Enemies in the attempt. 
I x will eaſily be granted that his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty had Reaſon to uſe the utmoſt Expedition 
in his Return, and indeed upon that Expedition 
depended his ſucceſs , for the celerity or ſwiftneſs 
of his Return was ſuch, that the Conſpirators ſaw. 
him in the Caſtle or Pallace of Muſcow, ſur- 
rounded with his Army, and ready to fall upon 
them before they. thought it had been poſſible 
that he could ſo much as have any Account of 
their proceedings. { 

THIS was ſuch a ſurprize to them as broke all 
their Meaſures, for the Czar fell to work with 
them, the very Moment he arrived, and particu- 
larly with thoſe who General Gordon had in Cu- 
ſtody ; for firſt his Majeſty order'd that the princi- 

al Contrivers and Encouragersof the ſaid Rebel- 
Fn ſhould be brought before him, and after he 
had himſelf re-examin'd them, they having before 
deen condemn'd in a full Hearing before all the 
Lords ; they were all Sentenc'd to Death, among 
whom were Prince Colorin, General 5 | 
kowski, with ſeveral Ladiesof Quality, and Friars 
and Prieſts of the firſt Rank, ſome of them were be- 
headed, ſome broke upon the Wheel, others bu- 
ried alive, and the aforeſaid Strelitzes or Soldiers, 
whe had actually march'd and fought againſt the 
Car Arms, and who had ever ſince the Czar's ' 


firſt 
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firſt coming to the Crown upon all occaſions been 
in the Plots and Intreagues of the Princeſs 
Sophia, and the Party that adhered to her. and 
had in ſeveral Inſtances ſhew'd their will and 
readineſs to revolt upwards of 2000 of them 
were executed, ſome their Heads taken of in the 
ublick Market-place, others hung up upon Gal- 
— erected on purpoſe at the Gates of all the 
three Walls round the City, with the Crimes 
writ upon the Gallows: This Execution being per- 
form'd in the depth of Winter, their Bodies were 
immediately bury*d;thoſe that were beheaded, were , 
order'd to lie in the ſame poſture, as their Heads 
were cut off, in Ranks upon the ground, with 
their Heads lying by them ; and thoſe which were 
hang'd round the Walls of the City were left. 
hanging, the whole Winter 1n the ſame poſture to 
the view of the People, till the warm Weather 
began to come on in the Spring, and then they 
were taken down and buried in a Pit together, to 
prevent the infection of the Air. 

TR ERER was likewiſe other Gibbets plac'd on all 
the publick Roads leading to Muſcow, at about two. 
Miles diſtance, where others of theſe Rebels 
were hang'd, and a large Monument of Stone 
erected upon the ſeveral Roads, with the De- 
{cription of their Crimes deeply engraven, and 
order'd to be repair'd and kept up for ever, and 
the very Houſes wherein they had liv'd were or- 
der'd to be raz'd to the ground, and the Name of 
Strelitzes to be no more made uſe of in the Army 
of Rnfta for ever, but being chang d, from that 
time they were call'd Soldatee or Soldiers; ſuch of 
the Strelitzes that were judg'd moſt Innocent, or 
not ſo deeply involv'd in the guilt with the reſt, 
having their Lives given them, were ſome ſent 

to

to Siberia, others baniſh'd to Affracan, Aſoph, and 
all the out Parts of the Kingdom, with their 
Wives and Families and others of their near. Re- 
lations to ſuffer with them, as it is the wayof 
moſt of the Eaftern Countries. et 

Tavs his Majeſty upon his returnfrom his Tra- 
vels by the example of ſo vigorous a Proceeding 
having ſurpreſs'd the Enemies to his Government, 
it was the more eaſie for him to go on with theſe 
things, which he had reſolv*dupon for the reforman 
his Country; he began firſt, with eſtabliſhing his 
Guards, which were thoſe Regiments that were fix'd 
in the Place of the aforeſaid Strelitzes , then put 
his whole Army upon a newFoot,form'd a new Dil- 
cipline, which he had collected from what he had 
obſerv'd Abroad, and he order'd all his Army to be 
regularly Cloath'd, with ſome diſtinction in the 
Colour and Trimming of the Cloaths like the cu- i 
ſtom of other Nations of Europe; this had not till 
now been done in Muſcovy, but every one wore his 
Claths according to his own Fancy , he order'd 
alſo an Account to be brought to him of ſuch Per- 
ſons of the Nobility and Gentry of conſiderable 
Eftates, who were not in any Service or Employ- 
ment; out of which he commanded a great part 
to go and ſerve as Voluntiers in the Army, and 
others he order'd to attend, and appointed them 
Duty in ſeveral Stations, ſome in Equipping his 
Navy, and others order'd to go and fell e at the 
frontier Garriſons, that if they did no good, they 
might be out of the way of doing any Miſchef. 

Wu N he had thus diſpos'd things in Moſcow, 
with Relation to his Army, he went down himſelf 
to Peronize to view thoſe Ships and Gallies that 
were built there by the Dutch in his Abſence, and 
to haſten the Equipment of his Fleet that was prepa 
ring for the Black Sea, he made thoſe Engliſh _ - 
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had brought over with him chief Maſter-builders, 
and diſcharg d all the Dntch Builders, except what 
were to finiſh the Ships which they had begun, and 
.thoſe were left under the Command of the Engliſh, 
Ordering that there ſhould be none but Engliſh fa- 
ſhion'd Ships to be built for the future; one of which 
being a Ship of 50 Guns, his Majeſty himſelf im- 
mediately, as ſoon as he came there fet upon the 
Stocks, by a Draught which he had drawn with his 
own Hands; and fo contriv'd her by an Invention 
of his own, that tho' the Keel ſhould be knock'd off, 
the Ship ſhould be Tight as he propos d; which 
Ship when he had advanc'd a little way, he left 
to be carried on by two young Ruſtax Gentle- 
men, that had been Abroad with him, and learn- 
ed to build Ships along with his Majeſty , only he 
left Orders for them to ask ſometimes Advice of 
the Engliſh Builders, when there was any occaſion 
for it ; he left alſo Orders at Veronize with Vice 
Admiral Caſs, and Real Admiral Raes, together 

with the Sea Captains, Officers and Seamen that 
he had taken into his Service in Holland, before 
he went oyer to England, and who were now 
arriv d in Veronize to get thoſe Ships and Gallies 
that were built there, rigg'd and ready fitted, to 
Sail down to Aſoph, wither he intended to go 
with them in the Spring of the Year, together with 
his Favorite le Fort, who tho“ he knew nothing 

of the Sea, was declar'd Admiral. . 
Wren his Majeſty had thus ſettled the Affairs 
of his Navy, as he had before done of his Army, he 
return'd back again to Maſcow, where beſides what 
he had done at his firſt coming over, he-made a 
Choice of Lords to be of his Council, and begun 
to regulate Affairs in Government, both in the 
Church, and 1n the State, | 
AND 


. 

"AND now we are to Enter in the Courſe of his 
Majeſty's Hiſtory on a new Scene of Action, and 
of a differing kind from what he had ever known 
before: Hitherto all his Enterpriſes had been at- 
tended with an uninterrupted Courſe of Succeſs ; 
his Wars with the Turks and Iartars, happening 
at a time when the Turk: Power ſeem'd to be in 
a Criſis, went all to his Content, and Victory at- 
tended his Arms upon all occaſions. 

Bu T now his Majeſty had another kind of E- 
nemy to deal with, I mean the King of Sweden; 
whoſe Fume, tho' yet it had made no Noiſe in the 
World, yet he was attended with a well diſciplin!dè 
Army, a Nation fierce and daring, whoſe Reputa- 
tion in Arms, was equal, if not Superior to the 
moſt glorious Nations in the World. | 
WHEN his Majeſty, as I have obſerved, went 
from Vienna in haſte to Muſcow, he was not how- 
ever ſo much alarm'd with the News of his Rebel- 
Iious Subjects, but that he found room in his 
Thoughts as well as leiſure in his ſpeed, for a ſnort 
Interview with the King of Poland, thro' whoſe 

Dominions he was neceſſarily oblig'd to paſs. 
A L1TTLE time may contrive what a great 
many Years may be employ'd to Execute; here in 
a few Hours they concerted that dreadful War be- 
tween them, and the King of Sweden, which pro- 
ved at firſt ſo fatal to them both, and which in 
its whole Courſe was fatal to all the Northern 
Part of Europe, deſtructive to the whole Coun- 
tries and in which firſt and laſt above 500000 
People have loſt their Lives; nay, I have heard 
it affirm'd that Sweden alone has by this very 
War been drem'd of 302000 Men to the irrepara- 
ble Deſolation of that Kingdom, and we ſhall 
find abundant of Reaſon to believe that Poland and 
| | Muſco- 


L J 


Muſcovy, and the Provinces adjoyning, put them 
all to getlier have loſt a much greater Number. 

IT was not however till the Tear 1500, that 
the War between the Czar of Muſcovy, and the 
King of Sweden was openly declar'd after there had 
been a _— renewing of the Peace between 
them the Year before. , 

THIS War they ſay was concerted - between 
the King of Poland, and his Czariſh Majeſty at 
this Interview, and the Meaſures agreed on; alſo 
how the ſame ſhould be proſecuted, and ſome Mea- 
ſures too for the engaging the King of Denmark 
in the League; which propoſal afterwards prov'd 
Succeſsful, that is to ſay, Succeſsful to bring the 
King of Denmark in, but Unſucceſsful to all the 
three in the beginning of it, as will appear in the 
proſecution of the Story. 

Ir was now in the Year 1699, when the (zar 
had ſpent about eight Months at Home, and 
News was brought him to Muſcow, that his Ple- 
nipotenaries had concluded a Truce with the Turks 
at Carlowitz, where at the ſame time, the Peace 
between the Turks and the other Allies, (viz.) the 
Emperor, the King of Poland and the State of Ve- 
Nice had been,concluded. | 

I T was ſuggeſted that the (zar deſir'd that tho? 
the other Allies made a Treaty for 25 Years with 
the Turks, that yet his Czariſh Majeſty's part ſhould 
be no more than kind of Truce for two Years; and 
that he did this, that he might have time in thoſe 
two Years to compleat the Fortifications of Aſoph, 
Kaiſikermeen,and other Places; and to build a power- 
with ful Fleet of Men of War at Veronexe, with 
which at the end of the two Years, he doubted not 
to be able to diſpute the Lordſhip of the Black Sea 
with the Grand Seignior, and to bring him to 
grant 
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grant a Paſſage for his Subjects through the Boſſ- 1 
phorus into the Levant Seas. 

Bor this was a bluſter which his - Czarifþ 
Majeſty had no Hand in, and tis apparent it was 
the Turks, who declin'd a Truce with Muſcovy for 
any longer than two Years, purpoſing as it was 
apparent afterward that when ad got the 
rian,Venetianand PoliſþWar off of their Hands, 
they would fall upon the Czar with all their 
Forces for the Recovery of 4ſoph, &c. But the 
Czar, who was ſenſible how heavy ſuch a War 
would be upon him, at leaſt till he had brought 
his Army into all the new Meafures he had de- 
ſign'd, apply*d immediately to the King of Great- 
Britain, who was Mediator of that Treaty to give 
Inſtructions to his Plenipotentiaries at the Treaty, 
to inſiſt that the Peace with Mu ſcovy, might 
have the ſame Duration of 25 Tears, as the Peace 
with the Emperor had, which his Britanick Ma- 
jeſty did, and obtained it for him accordingly, 
which we ſhall ſee in a little time acknowledged 
under his Czariſh Majeſty's own Hand. 

ACCoRDIVNLY the Treaty was, I ſay, conclud- 
ed at Carlowitz, and immediately e began 
the War againſt the King of Sweden, for the ſame 
Day that the Peace with the Tarks was proclaim'd 
at Muſcovy, the ſame Day the War was proclaim'd 
againſt Sweden. 

I Have nothing to do to enter here into a Diſ- 
quiſition of the Taſtice of this War, or of the 
particular Cauſes moving the Czay to engage in it: 
That his Czariſh Majeſty was Agreſſor, that we 
do not diſpnte, one of the Cauſes gens was the 
Affront offer d his Ambaſſadors at Riga, which 
conſider ing that his Majeſty himſelf was in 3 
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ſon in the Train, was ſpeaking the Language of 
Princes a very great Indignity to his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty, and ſufficient to demand Satisfaction upon. 

IN Conſequence however of having declar' d 
War, it behov'd his Majeſty to make ſuitable 
Preparations, for that he knew that he had a vi- 
gilant and gallant King to deal with, tho* but a 

oung Man, and that he was the Head of a brave 
Peopte, had a good Army of old, and diſciplind 
Soldiers on Foot, led by ſome of the ableſt Gene- 
rals in Europe. 

How EVER, as the King of Sweden was young, 
and far off, and that the Alliance was ſtrong, even 
three- fold, his Cxariſ) Majeſty had room to expect 
he might have made a conſiderable Progreſs be- 
fore any Number could be brought againſt him, 
that would be ro any purpoſe. 

TH1s was began with the _—_ of the 
Year 1700, and his Czariſh Majeſty drew toge- 
ther ſuch a Body of Men, that had they been well 
manag'd, would have been ſufficient to havewith 
ſtood a much greater Force than thoſe they were to 
deal with; but the deſperate Bravery of the Swedes, 
and the exact Diſcipline of their Troops ſtruck 
ſuch a Terror in the Muſcovites, that in a Word, 
there was no Oppoſing them, nor any bringin 
the Troops to keep their Array, when pufh' 
with the violence of an Army of Men, that knew 
how to die, and how to Conquer, but had not yet 
been taught to fly, 

Tur Czar's Troops were wonderfully improv'd, 
and infinitely better than they us'd to be, but 
were not yet come to a perfection ſuitable to the 
Work they had now before them; or to be a 
Match for the Swedes; but as they had been put 
into a Method of improving, yet farther we _ 
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find them in time be taught by the Swedes the 
way of fighting, till they came to bea Match for 
any Body, and at laſt learn'd to beat their Ma- 
ſters. 

Tnus the Romans by often beating the barba- 
rous Nations, ſuch as the Gauls, the Goths, the 
Vandals, and the Hum, taught them the Roman diſ- 
cipline, and manner of Fighting; till thoſe Na- 
tions return'd Inſtructed how to Fight, and beat 
their Teachers, not out of their Empire only, but 
even out of the World. 

IN order to Introduce the Hiſtory of this ter- 
rible War in ſuch a manner, as the Reader may 
be fully inform'd of every Action, and of the na- 
ture and reaſon of things, as he goes along with 
the Facts; it will be neceſſary to look a little into 
the State of Affairs in thoſe Northern Parts of the 
World in General, at that time, and how it came 
to paſs that thoſe three Powers, the Danes, the 
Poles, and the Muſcovites broke at once with Swe- 
den; and how their Intereſt and Forces came fo to 
be disjointed and ſeparated, that the Swedes had 
opportunity to attack them ſingly, and deprive 
them of the Capacity of Succouring or Aſſiſting 
_ another, and this I ſhall do as conciſely as 

can. 

A T firſt his Czariſh Majeſty did not appear in 
this Quarrel ; but the King of Poland, and the 
King of Denmark both at once, whether declaring 
War, or not declaring War, is not the Queſtion, 
having an Alliance for that Purpoſe, fell both of 
them upon the King of Sweden: The King of Poland 
march'd in Perſon at the Head of a powerful and 
experienc'd Army of Saxons, out of Poland direct- 
ly for Conrland ; from whence he continu'd his 


March, and the 28th of July, 1700 paſs'd the 
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Dwina, enter'd into Livonia, the Dominions of 
the King of Sweden, and having beaten Count 
Welling the Swediſh General, and the few Forces 
he had with him, advanc'd towards Riga, and in- 
veſted the Town, took the Dunamunder Schans, 
began to Bombard the Town, but was prevail'd 
with to ſpare it, in reſpect to the Effects of the 
foreign Merchants, as was given out, who were his 
Allies, and ſo Cantoning his Forces held the Town, 
as it were Blocked up, reſolving to attack it in 
Form the begiuning of the next Lear. 

AT the Fine time the. King of Denmark ha- 
ving attack'd the Duke of Holſteius Fort at Huſum, 
and Bombarded Toningen, made no difficulty to 
ſpeak openly of a Rupture with Sweden, and to ac- 
knowledge that he was engag'd in Alliauce with 
the King of Poland: The Czar all this while lay 
ſill, and made a ſecming offer of continuing 
Peace with the Swede , but civily demanded the 
W Town and Port of Narva for the Convenience of 
having a Trade for his Subjects into the LES 

which at that time was the great thing that the 
Muſcovites deſir d. +” 

WHEN the King of Denmark had openly de. 
lar'd himſelf, and the King of Poland had actually 
_=ttack'd Riga, then the Czar as had been concert- 
ed between them at the enterview I mention'd, re- 
olv'd to declare himfelf alſo, and accordingly 
is I have obſerv'd before, the War againſt Sweden, 
as Proclaim'd at Muſcovy the ſame day that the 
eace with the Turks was alſo Proclaimed. ; 
BErFoRE Igo on here, I muſt pay a Debt 
hich is the rewatd of Vertue, and which ſo _y 
erit demands from every faithful Hiſtiorian, 
nean a Debt to the Memory of that truly great 
nd wife Man General ** ort; a Man to whom 
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the Czar owes much of the true Notions of Vertue, 
and Honour, which he took in at his firſt Entrance 
upon his Government, who always gave him juſt 
and ſolid Ideas of things, and who prumpted him to 
all the great Actions of his Life, and who died 
a little before theſe new Meaſures were taken, 

TH 1 s great Man was really treated by the 
Czar according to his Merit, for he valu'd him a- 
bove any of the greateſt Men in his whole Em. 
pire, and dependedentirely upon his Council in 
the moſt difficult Caſes that came before him; he 
wis the principal Agent in all the Meaſures the 
Czar took in his Travels, was his firſt Ambaſſador 
as has been ſaid in the great Embaſſy, was bis Ple 
nipotentiary upon all Occaſions of Treaty, and 
in a Word, he was ſo at the time of his Death, al 
which ſhewed that the Czar knew how to put: 
Juſt value upon the Merit of thoſe who he 
employ'd, and that he was a true Judge of Meri 
in general: I ſay, he was at the time of his Deati 
chief General of his Armies, Admiral of all ln 
Fleets, and his chief Miniſter : He had ſerved the 
Muſcovites along time, by which he had advanc( 
himſelf to that degree of Honour, wherein he gl 
ter'd at his Death; the Czar had a particular Lori 
and Eſteem for him, and was pleas'd to give tht 
World a demonſtration of it by the Funen 
wich he beſtow'd upon him; for Muſcovy had ne 
ver ſeen ſo much Pomp before upon any occx 
ſion; all the military Ceremonies of the inter 
ment were the ſame as in theſe more civiliz0 
Parts of Europe; the Drums and Colours were cv 
ver'd with black, the Officers of three Regimen 
that preceeded the Hearſe, had black Scarfs, and 
the Pikes garnifh'd at the top with Knots of black 
Ribband; the Enſigns of Honour belonging t 
the deceas d, were laid upon black Cuſhions em. 

broider' 
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broider'd with Gold; five Miniſters preceeded 
the Corps, three of which were of the reform'd 
Religion, and two of the Ausburg Confeſſion, and 
one Stomnies preach'd the funeral Sermon, taking 
for his Text the Words of the 8th Chapter Ecele- 
faſtes, ver. 8. The Czar himſelf led the Regiments 
in deep Mourning. 

THe place of this Gentleman was fill'd up, I 
cannot ſay it was ſupply'd by Major General Car- 
lowitz, and afterwards that of General of the Army 
was made up, with the Duke de Coy, an Officer of 
great Experience, and who had ſerved the Emperor 
many Campaigns againſt the Turks, but he could 
never come to be ſo well eſteem'd or belov'd by 
the Muſcovites themſelves, and conſequently not 
be ſo well followed. | 

THE War being thus reſolv'd on, the Czar 
caus'd his Cavalry to draw together about Novo- 
gorod, and particularly the Horſe who had done 
ſuch great Service at Aſpoh were order d by eaſ' 
Marches, for it is a prodigious long way, to ad- 
vance to Muſcow, and thence to the Frontiers, 
his Infantry at the ſame time were drawn together 
from all Parts, and were computed to make very 
near 100006 Men, the Horſe were reported to be 
25000; but theſe were not all the Troops prepa- 
red for that Expedition, for his Majeſty of © 
conſiderable Body of Men, which were come to 
Novogorod, but were not at the Battle at Narva, be- 
ing thoſe who the Czar went in Perſon to bring for- 
ward, which was the happy Reaſon that he was not 
in the Battle himſelf , which if he had, he would 
have 1un a very great Riſque of being taken Pri- 
loner by the Swedes, | 

Apr the cloſe of the Month of Auguſt, his 
Czariſh Majeſty — upon the War with —_— 
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and in September, his Troops inveſted Narva, his 
Declaration of War having been in the mean time 
publiſhed to all the World to the Purpoſe following, 
THrarT altho' the Swede had aſſur'd the Czar 
that he would maintain Peace with him, and bind 
it by a ſt-1& Amity, and Correſpondence; and for 
that Reaſon had ſent a ſolemn Embaſſy to renew 
nis Treaties, nevertheleſs his Czariſh Majeſty com- 
plain'd and averred,that the King of Sweden had un- 
gerhand made uſe of ſcveral Intrigues to croſs his 
Deſigns, and among others had propos'd to the rang 
of Poland a League to act in Conjunction with 
nim againſt the Car; and thoſe Intreagues were 
the Cauſe in part of the difficulties which happen- 
d at Conſtantinople in the Concluſion of the 
Peace between the (zar, and the Port, which 
is Crariſh Majeſty cannot forbare to make 
nown to all the World, and particularly to all 
Criſtian Princes, in hopes they will acknowledge 
nat he has been oblig'd to make ule of thoſe law- 
ul Means, which he has in his Power for the 
Dec ſervation of his Dominions; and that if he 
as declar'd War againſt Swedeland, tis only to 
vent her doing him any injury by ſuch unjuſt 
roceedings : The ſecond Motive is, for that 
de Czar and his Predeceſſors have always held a 
ict Alliance with the Kings of Denmark, by 
irtue of which, they were oblig'd to the mutual 
*;iiftance of each other, and reciprocally to re- 
ige the Wrorfgs done to cither; that the King 
© Swe.!en had Landed in Perſon in Zeeland with a 
rg Army, in the abſence of the King of Den- 
e, and put his capital City, and his whole 
i EJOM in danger; that he had rot only con- 
424 the ſaid Prince to make a diſadvantageous 
Ay with the Duke of Holſfein, but had alſo 
a zuled the King of Poland, his (Tariſh Majeſty's 
Friend 
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Friend and Confederate, that he might haye an 
Opportunity to oppreſs and utterly Ruin hin, 
that for theſe Reaſons his Czarih Majeſty found 
himſelf oblig'd to revenge the Wrongs done his 
Friends and Allies, and to break all the dange- 
rous Practice againſt them. 

AFTER this he ſent to his Reſident in Sweden 
to make known his Reſolutions to that Court, 
and having his Levies ready, which are re- 
ported to conſiſt of five and twenty Thouſand 
Horſe, and ſeventy Thouſand Foot, together with a 
Train of four Hundred and ſixty Cannon and Mor- 
tars; he took Poſt for Neſto, to take a review 
of his Forces; the command of which he had con- 
ferr'd upon Aframaon Goſowitz as General, wiio has 
under him Theodore Alexovitz Golovin, as General 
of the Horſe, with General Adan Vyde, and ſeveral 
German Officers. Of theſe *twas ſaid that the Czar 
intended to ſend between twenty and thirty Thou- 
ſand Men to Re-inforce the King of Poland's Ar- 
my, and that he intended to divide the reſt in- 
to two Bodies, one of which was to beſiege Narva, 
and the other to Poſt themſelves at ſome diſtance 
from thence, to hinder Relief from coming to the 
Town. | 

THE City of Nerva or Narva, ſtands upon the 
hither Side of the Gulph of Finland, toward the Pro- 
vince of Ingria, upon a River of the ſame Name, 
winch formerly ſeparated Livonia from Muſcovy *: 
On the other Side of the River ſtands the Fortreſs of 
Foanagrod, formerly built upon a ſteep Rock that 
appears in the River, like a Peninſula; and which 
was thought impregnable till the Year 1617, that 
it was taken by Gnftavus Adolphus, King cf Sweden; 
at the Foot of this Rock lies a Town call'd Ruftan, 
or Mu ſcovite Narva, the City in diſpute : This 
H 3 City 
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City is Inhabited by natural Mu ſcovites, but Sub- 
jects to the Crown of Sweden ; the River of Narva, 
which riſes out of the Lake of Peipus, and dif- 
charges itſelf there into the Gulph of Finland, is 
very rapid, and there is a Precipiece in it about 
half a League aboye the City,where the Waters fall 
with an extraordinary violence and noiſe, and by 
accident produces a wonderful effect, for the Sun 
ſhining all the Morning upon the falling Water, 
cauſes the appearance of a Rainbow, as lovely 
as that which is ſeen in the Clouds; by reaſon 
of this Fall, the Merchants are forc'd to unload 
in that Place all their Goods which are ſent from 
Pleskow and Dorpat to Narva, to be there Shipped 
off upon the Gulph of Finland: The City of Nar. 
va was built in 1213, by Valdemare II, King of 
Denmark, Fohn Baſilides Grand Duke of Heer 1 
took it in the Year 1558, from the Tuetonic: 
Knights; but the Citizens of Revel, who then in 
vain implor'd the Succour of the grand Maſter 
Bernard Keltier, and Chriſtian King of Denmark 
threw themſelves at length into the Arms of Eri 
the IV King of Sweden, who receiv'd them into his 
Protection upon certain Conditions, and coming to 
their Aſſiſtance, ſecured them from the deſtiny of- 
ther Cities, his Succeſſor John III, retook Narva from 
the Muſcovites in 1581, ſince which time the Sweds 
have continu'd in poſſeſſion of it, notwithſtanding 
all the Attempts of the Maſcovites to regain it. 
THvs the Swedes had at once three powerful 
Enemies upon their hands ; Namely, the Danes 
the Poles, and the Muſcovites; the King of Poland 
would have ſent 8600 Men, 4060 Foot, and 4000 
Horſe to aſſiſt the King of Denmark, but the E. 
_— of Brandenburgb would not let them paſ 
ro' his Country, being reſolv'd to obſerve 7 
era 
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exact Neutrallity between all Parties, and they 
were afterwards beaten by the Lunenburbger, in 

aſſing thro' the lower Saxony. The Czar on 

is Side prepar'd to fend 3ocoo Men into Lithu- 
ania, to the aſſiſtance of the King of Poland, which 
however his Czariſþ Majeſty could not yet do, things 
for a time, running very much againſt him, as we 
ſhall hear. | 

Ir is not our buſineſs in writing of the Czar 
of Muſcovy, to examine what happen'd in every 
part of this War, any farther than to bring things 

to the preſent Caſe in hand, and to introduce 
ſuch incidents as relate to the Czar himſelf, 

Tu King of Sweden young in his Throne, and 
not yet above 18 Year old in Perſon, yet bein 
enconraged by the united Squadrons of Great Bri- 
tain and Holland, which appear'd, as (a kind of) 
Umpire in the Baltick, I ſay encourag'd by 
them, he embark'd an Army, and from Schonen 
joyning the Fleet of the Allies, with his own, comes 
directly to the ſound, lands his Army in the 
Ifle of Zeeland, and lies there ready to act, ei- 
ther one way or other, as the Treaty of Traven- 
dal, which was then carrying on by Mediators 
ſhould direct. ; 

THe King of Denmark ſurpriz'd, and over- 
power'd, haſtens up the Peace, and ſo the King of 
Sweden, reimbark'd his Troops, and went back to 
Sweden, very little blood being ſhed in that Part 
of the War; this was the well known Treaty of 
Travendal, ſign'd, and concluded the 18th of 
Auguſt. 

WHILE theſe things were tranſacting, the King 
of Poland made his Fruitleſs attempt upon Rige, of 
which mention has been made already, I call it but 
an attempt, for altho' he inveſted the Place the 8th 
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of Auguſt, he ſpent two Months before it, without 
any conſiderable Progreſs and then left his Army; 
turning the Seige into a kind of Blockade, and ſo 
as if he had waited on purpoſe for the King of 
Sweden to come and beat him, did nothing till the 
next Spring. * | 

I x September, as IT have obſerv'd, the Troops 
of yy began to move; it was a long ſtep 
they had to take; but the Czar being at the 
Head of them, they made long Marches, and the 
2d of November they joyn'd the Troops before 
Narva. Hither the Duke de Coy came, with a. 
bout fifty Gentlemen, all Officers of Experience, 
and who came from Hungary, where they had 
ſerv'd the Emperor againſt the Turks; as ſoon as 
he arriv'd, the Czar who had invited him to his 
Service, gave him the command of the Siege; him- 
ſelf commanding the Army; the other Officers 
which he brought with him, were appointed Com- 
mands in different Places, according to their parti- 
cular Experience in Service. ä 
ITIAESE Gentlemen joyn'd to the foreign Of. 
Heers, which his Czariſh Majeſty had entertain d 
before, brought the Muſcovite Troops into the beſt 
Method of proſecuting a Siege; caus'd them to En- 
trench their Camp, as well with Circumvalations, 
as Contravallations, and had the Army been al- 
low'd a Campaign or two for the Practice of thoſe 
new Methods, the Swedes would not have had fo 
cheap a Bargain of them; but as the Men might 
be ſaid to be put out of their old way of Fight. 
ing, and not well acquainted, or fully Exerciſed 
in the New, between both, they were more eaſily 
put into Confuſion, | 5 | 
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Tuts will appear by the General Duke de 
Croy's Letter to the King of Foland, in which he 
applauds the readineſs of the Muſcovite Soldiers 
in their new Exerciſes, how regularly ay 
began to Fire, how well they plyed their Artil- 
lery, and how ſoon they hoped to make good 
Soldiers of them, which conforms with what I 
have obſerv'd, as above: The Letter is as follows.

T nr King of Sweden had alſo another Call, 
from the purſuit of his Victory at Narva, and 
this was the attempt of the Saxons upon the o- 
ther fide of Livonia, where the King of Poland 
had, as I ſaid, inveſted Riga, taken the Dunamm- 
der Schans, and had Quartered his Troops in ſuch 
a manner, as to hold the ſaid City of Riga in a 
manner block'd up. | 
THe Saxons were eſteem'd by the Swedes a more 
Soldierly Enemy, than the Mu ſcovites, and at that 
time, perhaps they were ſo, but thus it is when Hea- 
ven appoints to raiſe a young King to a pitch of 
Glory beyond himſelf; the Saxons at Riga real- 
ly behav'd worſe a great deal than the Mnſco- 
vites at Narva, and were ſo ſhamefully beaten in 
every Action, and even without Action, that 
there could nothing be ſaid for them. | 
THE Muſcovite Army ed in their En- 
trenchments, and encumber'd with the Lines, and 
Circumvallations of a Camp, did their Duty till 
being forc din one part, they were driven upon one 
another and Defeated, meerly for want of Field 
room, for their Cavalry to act in; for it cannot 
be doubted, that had the Muſcovite Calvalry, 
which were at leaſt 25000 Horſe and Dragoons, 
had room to act, and to have fallen in, and ſur- 
rounded the Swedes, as by their Number they were 
able to have done, the Swedes would have ow 
muc 
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much dearer for their Victory, than they did, if 
perhaps they had not been ſoundly beaten.. 

BvrT the Saxons play d the Poltrons in ſuch an 
egious manner, as made even their own King 
aſham'd of them; and as * the Swedes 

to puſh into the Heart of Poland, at that time 
wretchedly divided into factions and Parties, pro- 
ſecuting mortal Feuds againſt one another, with 
ſuch an implacable Violence, that they choſe 
to Sacrifice their Country to the common E- 
nemy, and bring a foreign War into their own 
Bowels, rather than not purſue their -private 
- Feuds and Family Quarrels, to the Deſtruction 
of one another, and at laſt to the Ruin of their 
King and their Country; which they brought into 
an entire Subjection to the tyrannical Conqueror, 
the King of Sweden. | 
IAM oblig'd to give an Account here of the 
Progreſs of the War in Poland, becauſe the King 
of Sweden, having by the impetuoſity of his Vi. 
Etory brought the King of Poland to the utmok | 
Diſtreſs, Reaſon and Policy of State, as well as 
the natural Generoſity of Friendihip, brought his 
Czariſh Majeſty into the War, and made Poland 
the Field, or Seat of the affair, as well between 
the Czar, of Muſcovy, and the King of Sweden, 
as between the King of Poland, and the King of 
Sweden; and the King of Sweden, not thinking fit 
to ſeek his Enemy, the Czar at his capital City of 
Muſcow, as he had given out he would; his Czariſþ 
Majeſty was oblig'd to ſeck him the King of 
Sweden out, even where he was to be found ; as 
we ſhall ſee he did effectually in the Proſecution 
of this War. This Defeat of the Saxonus was a- 
bout the beginning of Fuly 1701, by which means 
the King of Sweden got poſſeilion of the Duty 
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of Courland, where in the Caſtle of Mittau, he 
ſeized the whole Magazine of Arms and Ammu- 
nition belonging to, and laid up for the King of 
Poland's Army, valued at 300000 Crowns, and 
afterwards retook the Fort of. Dunamunder, where 
he found the Train of Artillery of the ſame Ar- 
my, conſiſting of 90 Pieces of Braſs Cannon for 
Battery, and 20 braſs Mortars, which was a moſt 
agreeable Booty to a Prince juſt entring upon a 
War againſt two ſuch . Potent Nations, as the 
Mu ſcovites and the Poles, . . . . 
Bur leaving the King of Sweden, guided by 
his ill Fate to purſue and embarraſs himſelf in 
the Affairs of Poland, where firſt, he will cloth 
himſelf with Glory and load himſelf with Lawrels, 
which. muſt be all taken from him in one Day, by 
the more glorious Conqueror, the Cxar; I ſay, 
leaving him there to purſue his Fate, and omit- 
ting the only offer that he will ever have of ruin- 
ing his firſt Enemy the Czar of Muſcovy, and 
uſhing his Victory in its proper time, which if 
e had done, the —ꝙ— had perhaps never been 
able to ſtand before him: I muſt now go back to 
his Czariſþ Majeſty's conduct after this capital 
Blow given to his Forces before Narva. 
IHA v E mention'd how his Czariſh Majeſty 
as if unconcern'd at the ſurprizing News, ap- 
ply'd himſelf to comfort and encourage his Offi- 
cers and Soldiers, his Cavalry had not really 
ſuffer'd much, his Infantry indeed was ruin'd and 
gone ; but every Body knows foot Soldiers are 
pretty cheap in Muſcovy, where the Car being 
abſolute Monarch, commands as many of his Peo- 
ple to the Wars as he pleaſes. |

bers of Men, for the Summer Service, and let. 
ting them go Home again when the Campaign 
was over, perhaps, calling another Hundred 
Thouſand out the next Year, who never ſaw the 
Field or an Enemy before, His Czariſh Majeſty 
now took a new Courſe ; he cans'd the Drum 
to beat for Voluntiers over all his vaſt Em- 
pire, telling the People their Advantages, hoy 
they ſhould be new Cloathed, that they ſhould be 
duly Paid as Gentlemen Soldiers, and that in ther 
due Order, and as they merited by their Behari 
our, they ſhould be, Prefer'd and Rewarded ; f 
that every Foot Soldier was capable of being no 
a Captain only, but a Genera}, if he behavel 
well in his Poſt. 

TAIS which was a new Thing in Muſcory 
went a great way, and caus'd a vaſt Number of 
Men to come in and Liſt, who were immediately 
encouraged with half a Ruble advance Money, 
and Weekly Pay, beſides ſufficient to ſubſiſt then, 
and make them live Eaſy and Pleaſant :;' beſidg 
this, his Majeſty caus'd all the Buyars or Nobility 
to ſend a certain Number of Men, in proportion 
to the Number of Servants which they kept, aud 
to the Revenue of their Eſtates 

B v this means, his Cza7iſh Majeſty had his Ar 
my preſently full, ſo that before the next Cam. 
paign, he had near 120000 New liſted Men ready 
raiſed, whom he caus'd to be form'd into Regi 
ments after the manner of Europe; ſome of four 
Battalions, ſome of two Battalions, and ſome ef 
but oue Battalion, as he found Cauſe, 
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As for the Strelitzes, the Czar had now ſuppreſt 
the very Name, and as much as poſſible deſir d to 
raſe out the very Memory of them from the 
Earth; in their Room his Majeſty form'd ſeve- 
ral new Reigments of ſelect choice Men; moſt 
of them old Soldiers, and a great many _ 
them Germans, or Foreigners of other Nations, 
tho? none of them were admitted but ſuch as had 
ſerv'd Abroad in ſome of the Wars, either on the 
Danube or the Rhine. | } © £404] 
As the Czar had leiſure thus to raiſe this Ar- 
my; ſo the King of Sweden being fully engag'd 
in purſuing the King of Poland, as a particular 
Enemy, gave his Czar7iþ Majeſty full Leiſure to 
make all his new Army, what they nevercould be 
faid to be before; that is, not only Men, but Sol- 
diers, for they had leiſure to be fully acquainted 
with their Arms, and to underſtand how to do 
their Exerciſe after the German method by beat 
of Drum: He poſted them alſo in great Bodies 
upon the Frontiers of Livonia, where, tho* the 
Swedes behav'd with their wanted Bravery and 
oftentimes were too hard for them; yet in their 
turn they beat the Swedes too, and oftentimes 
cut whole Parties of them in Pieces; by which they 
began to be enured to the War, acquainted theni- 
ſelves with the New manner of Fighting; learn'd to 
look a bold Enemy in the Face, and to find that 
the Swedes were not invulnerable or invincible: In 
a Word, they learn't by frequent fighting the Swedes, 
not to be ſo much afraid of them, as uſual, and 
thus if they did not always beat the Swedes , yet 
they continually harraſs'd them, and waſted their 
Numbers, which the Swedes not being eaſily Re- 
cruited with Numbers as the Maſcovites were, and 
the King of Sweden puſhing his Reſolution of de- 
I 2 
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poſing King Auguſtus with ſuch vigour, that he 
Lit Gove neglecked his on Subjects of Livonia: 
The Czar improving in the mean time every op- 
portunit „ and keeping his Troops full, ſend- 
ing conſtant Supplies of freſh Men to make up 
the Loſs of thoſe that were kill'd, or diſabled , 
his Reigments in Livonia became in two or three 
Year equal with the Swedes in goodneſs of the 
Men, and infinitely Superiour to them in Num- 
ber, till the Swedes came to be beaten oftentimes, 
Hand to Hand with equal Numbers, were puſh'd 
from Poſt to Poſt, and at laſt puſh'd out of the 
whole Province, as we ſhall ſee its in Courſe. 
AT the ſame time the Troubles of Lithuania 
open'd a Door for the two Enemies, the Muſcovites 
and the Swedes to enter on that Side. The two great 
Families of Saphiea and Oginſti, had brought 
their Breach, which was at firſt but a private 
Quarrel, to be an open War: Oginſe: was ſup- 
ported by the King of Poland, and Saphiea call 
in the King of Sweden to his Succour, and he (the 
King of Sweden) eſpous'd the Saphiea's, and made 
them Superiour to Oginſti and his Party; ſo Ogin- 
ſti finding the King of Poland not able to ſu 
port him, having his handful of the Swedes, be 
call'd in the Muſcovites to his aid; his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty takirg him into his Protection, did not aſſiſt 
him with a handful of Men, as it were on purpoſe 
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to prolong the War, but at two or three times 
ſent him at leaſt zoo Men; ſo that tho the 
Swedes had many times the better of him too, yet 
he always maintain'd himſelf in the Field, till 
all went to wreck, and King Auguſtus himfelf 
was forc'd to abandon them all, and quit the 


Crown, of which in its Place, 
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TRS R Tranſactions kept the World in ſuſ- 
pence three or four Years, during which time, the 
Muſcovite Troops gain'd every Day new Expe- 
rience, and new Reputation in the orld, being 
by the Czar's particular Direction all fill'd, not 
only with German Officers, but having among 
them abundance of German, Foliſh, and other fo- 
reign Soldiers, moſt of them Men of Service, and 
who had been fully acquainted with the War be- 
fore they were entertain'd ; and as his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty gave very good Encouragement to all 
Strangers, who Liſted in his Troops, he had a 
great many Deſerters, even from the Swediſh 

Troops themſelves, 

Bur this was not all, for as he ſoon after 
this, Conquer'd whole Provinces from the King of 
Sweden, and had occaſion to act with his Armies in 
ſeveral parts of the Empire, as in Pomeren in the 
Dutchy of Mecklemburgh in Holſtein, and in Den- 
mark , ſo he fail'd not of entertaining all the a- 
ble Experienc'd Soldiers he could get in all thoſe 
Countries; by which means many of his Regi- 

ments, and particularly his Guards were made up 
of the choiceſt Men all that part ofthe World could 
affrod: As for the Provinces conquer'd from $Swe- 
den, the Czar has rais'd all the Men that it was 
poſſible to get in Livonia, and in Finland, of whom 
he has in his Army at this time ſeveral whole 
Regiments, particularly of Finlanders, who being 
ſome of the beſt, the boldeſt, and moſt hardy Men 
of all the King of Sweden's Dominions, are now 
the Czar's proper Subjects, and the laſt levey the 
Czar's Generals made there, was of 3500 Men, 
which I am told are form'd into one Regiment 
and call'd the Royal Finlanders; but tis add 
that the Cray chuſes to employ that Regiment in the 
I 3 re- 
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remoter part of his Country againſt the Tarks, 
leaſt when they come to act againſt their old 
Maſter . the King of Sweden, they ſhould play 
Booty, and go over to his Side. 

I NEED give no farther Account, either why, 
or how the Mu ſcovite Troops came to be what we 
fee they are; Namely, equal to other Nations in 
the Field; but I may take the liberty to add, that 
if the Muſcovite Troops come to be as good as the 
Swedes, or other Neighbouring Nations; it muſt 
be allowed, that their Numbers are ſo far Superior 
to them, that there will be no room for the-Fu- 
ture for that Contempt, with which thoſe Nations 
have formerly look'd on the Ruſian Empire. 

I T is a ſpeculation worthy the beſt and greateſt 
Polititians of Europe, how much the maſculine 
Genius of one Prince, may alter the Circumſtances 
- Notof his own Subjects only, but of all the Nations 
in the World that are any way influenc'd by them; 
for as they are of Weight in the Ballance of 
the Nations, ſo the Intereſt of the Neighbouring 
Nat ions, are more or leſs concern'd to Support, ot 
Suppreſs them. 

net Empire of the Czar of Muſcovy, extend: 
ed as it 18 from the North to the South, for the 
length of 2500 Miles, that is to ſay,from the North 
Sea, bounding the Coaſt of the Rufian Laponia, in 
the Latitude of 72 or from the extream Part of 
Nova Zembla, in the Latitude of 81, to the Coats 
of Carakathay, and the Deſarts of the Calunuci 
Tarters, even to the Caſpian Sea is by the Scituation 
lo plac'd, as to be effectually cover'd from all man-

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I Can liken the ſituation of the Czar of Au- 
covy's Dominion to nothiug ſo well, as toa well 
choſen ſtrong Encampment, plac'd in a piece of 
Ground every way inacceſſible, but in the Front, 
and the Front ſo Fortify'd, as not to be eaſily 
attack'd, for Example, the North Ocean is on its 
Right, the River Volga, and the Deſarts of Tar- 
tary on its Left : The unpaſſable Waſt from the 
River Oby to China in its whole Reer, and no- 
thing lying open, but 1ts Front. | 

Tu Is Front is guarded on its Right Ving, by 
the Bothnick Gulyb, and the Gulph of Finland, 
with inacceſhble SHores, and a multitude of well 
fortify*d Ports from Abbo round the latter Gulph, 
by Vylurg. Cronſloot, Petersbourgh, Narva, and Re- 
vel, to Kiga, and the Shores of Courland, with the 
Dutchy of Courland in Poſſeſſion, as an Out-work, 
or advanc'd Baſtion in a Town, to keep off an E- 
nemy from the Body of the Place. 

ALL the Left Wing of this prodigious extend- 
ed Line, 1s cover'd with the Caſpian Sea, the De- 
farts of Circafta, the Falus-Meotis, and the rapid 
Boriſthenes, till we come to the Ruſian Urania, 
which lyes again like a ſtrong Out-work, guard- 
ed with a Hundred Thouſand faithful Cofſacks,

Br I return to the Field of Action, as the 
Muſcovites were call'd into Lithuania to aflift the 
Sieur Oginſei againſt the Saphieas, and the Swedes, 
ſo by this time the King of Poland having loſt 
the Battle of Cracow, and the King of Sweden de 
_ claring his Reſolution to Dethrone him, and as it 
appear d, being Powerful enough to bring it t 
paſs, calls aloud to his Czarifh Majeſty to come 
to his Aſſiſtance alſo. _ 1 
; Tart Cæar too well underſtood his Buſineſs, not 
to make his juſt Advantage of the obſtinate 
warmth of his Enemy the King of Sweden, in pur- 
fait of the King of Poland; and therefore while 
that Monarch, who was now with his whole Ar- 
my, as is ſaid, gotten the height of Cracow; and 
where his Victory over the King of Poland, had fil 
I'd his Head with new Projects, for reduction of the 
waole Country, and depoſing the King; his ok 
Majeſty, firſt ſending - 20000 to the aid of Ogin 
in Lithunia, thereby to keep the Swedzſh Troops 
on that Side employ'd; and after having causd 
another Army to advance towards A 
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and, to be ready to Succour King Auguſtus, taking 

he advantage of the Abſence of the King of 
Sweden, and his following his imaginary gpod 
Fortune, he caus d an Army of 6v000 Foot, all 
Regular, and Regimented Troops, form'd after the 
new Model, as above, and Commanded by ex- 
perienc'd Generals, as well as other Officers, moſt 
Foreigners, and 20000 Horſe to enter Livonia, and 
another Army of '300c0 foot, and 10000 Horſe 
at the ſame time to enter Ingria,or Ingermandland,

Hr ARE his Cæariſb Majeſty made himſelf full 
Amends, and had his compleat Revenge of the 
Swedes, for the Loſs ſuſtain d at the Battle of 
Narva; for Prince Cxeremet, who Commanded 
this Army, enter'd Livonia unreſiſted, and having 
Ravag'd all the eaſter Part, call'd Zfthoma, as 
far as Dorpat, met with very little, if any op- 
poſition , at length the Swediſh General Slipping- 
back, having gotten together an Army of about 
Ten Thouſand Men, all Swedes and old Soldiers, 
and preſuming upon the good Fortune of Narva, 
and the uſual contempt they had for the Muſcovite 
Troops, oppos d himſelf to the Prince; but he 
paid for his Ignorance and Raſhneſs, by the entire 
Defeat of his whole Army, who were over-thrown, 
and almoſt all cut in pieces by the Mu ſcovites. 

II is true, the Swedes fought like Lyons, or like 
Furies rather, and that in the Fight they puſh'd 
whole Brigades of the Muſcovite Infantry, put 
them into Confuſion, and in that Confuſion, th 
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flaughter'd many of them; and this is doing the 
Swediſh valour Juſtice, for indeed they were over, 
come by meer Numbers. N 
BoT juſt the ſame they would have ſaid of the 
King of Sweden at the Battle of Narva, if he had 
been repulſed, that having an Army of 100000 Men 
to deal with, his Men were overlay'd by the 
innumerable Multitudes of their Enemies; that 
they Fought like Lyons, but what could Men 
do, who had an Army of fix to one to deal with? 
That Valour gave way at laſt to Number, and 
the like, and had the Muſcovite Army had Field 
room in that Action at Narva, and not been 
Coup'd up in a Camp, where the foremoſt Troops 
being put into diſorder, the reſt were driven one 
upon another, and made the Inftruments of their 
own Ruins; I ſay, had not this been the Caſe, 
tis very like the Swedes had talk'd of the Action 
at Narva, as they do now of that near Dorpat. 
Bur 'tis an anſwerable return, which is made 
to this; what an Unſoldierly raſhneſs was it for 
General Slippenback, to ſuffer himſelf to be at- 
tack'd, or pretend to Fight with 1:000 Men, a- 
gainſt 60000 ? for fo many the Swedes ſay. the 
Muſcovites were; nay, and if it be true, that as 
they ſay, General Slippenback was not above 6000 
the preſumption was the greater for Raſhnels, 
and Temerity in Actions of War, are not to be 
call'd Valour and Bravery, but Madneſs and Folly. 
B u T to come to the Fact, it was from the Be- 
ginning of May, 1702, that the Ruſfans were 
known to be drawing together; above 70000

B v T thus it was, the Ruſian Army entred Li- 
vonia Commanded by the Prince of Czeremetoff, 
about the beginning of July. They were not 
Ignorant that the Swediſh General Slippenback, 
lay encamp'd between Dorpat, and Revel, tho 
the Prince had not any Account of his Numbers, 
and if he had, iticould not be depended upon, be-

The 
conſequence of which was, his being over-thrown, MW 
and entirely defeated, and all his Infantry cut in 
pieces, as I have ſaid; tho' not till after an ob- 
ſtinate and bloody Fight, which laſted almoſta 
whole Day. ö 

Now that I may not be Partial in the Rela-

Bu T the particular Reafon why I publiſh here 
their own Account of this Fight, is to repeat: 

hat I have fo often mention'd, (viz.) of the dif- 
ference between the Ruſtan Soldiers now, and 
what they were formerly ; for now the Swedes 
found, that after they had broke them ſeveral 
times by the Fury of their Charge, and put them

ved with him; and it behov'd his (xariſb Majelnl 
on both theſe Accounts, to let the Subjects of S 
den know, that he was in a Condition to mak'M 
himſelf be better us'd, and that they might han 
Reaſon to fear him, inſtead of mſuſting him. 
THERE was alſo another Reaſon for this Sever 
ty, vix. that the great Towns of Livonia under whole

WA II E theſe things went on thus proſpe- 
rouſly in Livonia, the Ruſian Army in Ingria were 
no leſs Succeſsful, the Fortreſs of Skanſlerny after a 
vigorous Attack was ſurrender'd to the Mu ſcovites, 
and the Muſcovite General —— Slippenbach with a 
ſtrong Body of an Army being ſent to the Edge of 
Finland, landed not far from Vyburgb with 240 
Men, in 400 Tranſport Veſſels, and in a plain 
Field gave Battle to the Swediſh Forces under Gene- 
ral Cooniort, and entirely defeated them, the 
Swediſh General, and a few of his Men making 
their Retreat, and eſcap'd to Vyburg.

ing at the Doors, and crying out in the Language 
of the Country, uſa, uſa, vendein tules, fly, fly, the 
Luſtans are a coming; then upon the People open- 
ng their Doors to know whatſwas the matter, be- 
lieving them to be their Friends, the Muſcovites 
ruſh'd into their Houſes and put all to the Sword, 
not ſparing either Age or Sex, that could not e- 
cape to the City, the Cavalry of the Garriſon 
ſally'd out upon them, but were beaten back to 
their very Counterſcarp; this bloody Execution 

continu'd fix Hours. 
Ty vs the Swedes went to wreck every where, 
and the victorious Knſtans carried all before them; 
the Czar himſelf pleas'd with Succeſs, and reſolv'd 
to puſh his good Fortune, came down in Perſon to

In a Word, after about 27 Days open Trenches, 
the Garriſon finding they could not hold out, and 
that no relief was to, be expected, beat a Parly, 
and had very honourable Conditions; they, fur. i 
render'd the 26th of July, and were conducted 
to Riga: His Czariſh Majeſty appear'd on Horſe. 
back with his Sword in his h = at the Head of i 
his Guard du Corps when the Garriſon march'd out, 
and the Governour ſaluting his Majeſty, he wa WW 
pleas'd to return it with great Civility, and 
at the Governours requeſt afterwards granted hin 
leave to go to Narva, tho' the City was then i 
Block'd up by his Forces under General Schein. 
THE Affairs of Poland were now. come to a i 
ſtrange Criſis, and ſuch as particularly oblig'd hs Bl 
Czariſh Majeſty to concern himſelf more than or- 
dinarily with them; for the King of Sweden had 
ſo far pnſh'd his Conqueſt as to bring the Poles to 
an Election of a new King, and carried on his 
particular Reſentments againſt King Auguſtus, to

As for the King of Poland himſelf, to give due 
honour to his Merit, he never gave cut; he dune 
his Ground by Inches, he ſtruggl'd with an In- 
vincible Spirit againſt all the Difficulties that ſur- 
ronnded him: He had a terrible Prince in the 
Bowels of his Country to deal with, a factiqus 
divided and unſteady. People to govern, .who 
were neither reaſonable in their Demands of him, 
or ſatisfy'd when they were granted; who were 
never with him till the were brib'd to it with 
Money, nor faithful to him when they had it ; who 
when they oppos'd him, ruin'd their Country, 
and when they joyn'd, ruin'd him; who had Trea- 
chery enough to do him Miſchief, and not Cou- 
rage enongi to do him Good; out of Action, al- 
ways Inſolent, in Action always 8 who 
when they ſhould run, would always be for fight - 
ing, and when they ſhould fight would always 
run away: Never Man of Honour riſqu'd his Life, 
ſpent the Blood of a faithful Nation (his Saxons) 
and ſuch a maſs of Treaſure as he brought among 
them, for a ſuch a falſe perverſe unperforming 
Generation: Take the State of King Auguſtus's 
Caſe, and the Character of his Poliſh Friends in 
the Words of a known Writer of that Day, Thus. 

How EveR nothing diſcourag'd the King, and 
the King of Sweden ſetting up a new King, not 
only wetted his Courage, but animated thoſe 
few Poles, that ſtood by him, and encreas'd 
their Number, ſo that after the Election King An- 
guſtus grew ſtronger than he was before, nor would 
the King of Sweden have ever been able to have

well appointed to march to the Frontiers of I 
land, on the Side of Sendomr, and there to 16 
ceive Orders from the King of Poland; which they 
did very opportunely for the Service of that 
Prince, who was cloſcly purſued by the  Swedil 
General Rhenſchild with an Army much Super 
or to his cn, and was oblig d to paſs the Vit 
at Petrowinnearſendomir, and break down tit 
Bridge behind him to prevent his being falle 
upon. T9 

Bu T now being Supported by a ſtrong; Conf 

- derate ready at his call, and the apprenfions of 11 
being join d by the Ruftan Army, having ſtop'd Ge. 
neral Khenſcbild in his purſuit, the King of Polar 
had time given him to Summon his Friends about 

him, and which was more the Palatinates on that 


Side, which were before in the Sw2di/h Intereſt [et 
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ing a powerful Army at hand to protect them, and 
that they might march ſecurely, began now to draw 
together, and flocking in to the Support of their 
King; his Poliſh Majeſty had preſently a powerful 
Army of his own, and the Swediſb General was 
glad to retreat in his turn to Cracow. 

Taxrv s his Cariſb Majeſty gave a Turn to the 
Affairs of Poland, and King Auguſius from this 
time appear'd every Day more formidable than 
other: Here at Sendomir he Summon'd a great 
Council from all the Palatinates which continu'd 
faithful to him, and they all under the Encourage- 
ment of the Strength and Figure he appear'd in, 
took now a new Oath to him in Oppoſit ion to 
the Confederate Rebels, who by the Polit icks and 
Influence of the Swedes pretended to declare an 
Interregnum, and chooſe a new King. 

IN this Aſſembly they declar'd their abhorence 
of chat perfidious Conventicle, which call'd them- 
ſelves a Diet met at Warſaw, and took a new Oath, 
obliging themſelves to oppoſe it with all their 
Might: In the next Place they declared, That any 
Prince who ſhall take upon him the Title of King 
of Poland or ſhall ſtand Candidate in the pretended 
Election, ſhall be deem'd the Enemy and Tyrant 
of the Country; the Primate and the Biſhop of 
Pozen being look'd npon as the chief Authors Pro- 
moters of theſe troubles, not minding and the 
King's favours towards them, were declared Ene- 
mies of their Country, Infamous and Rebels. And 
Application is ordred to be made to the Pope, That 
thoſe Prelates be proceeded againſt by Excommu- 
cation, and other Cenſures of the Church, as B. 
ing the occaſion of the Effuſion of ſo much Cirt- 
ſtian Blood, and that in the mean time, ther 
Revenues ſhall be ſeiz'd and confiſticated; the

Marſhal of the Crown, and others who have enter- 
ed into the Confederacy at . are declar'd 
Rebels, and condemn'd as ſuch, unleſs within 
four Weeks they quit the Party of the Rebels, and 
return to the Obedience of their Soveraign, 
which favour was granted them upon the King's 
earneſt deſire, that ſuch who ſhall return to their 
Duty, ſhall have their Pardon without any Re- 
ſtriction, and ſhall be paid off their Arrears, if 
they are in Service; that the Governours and Com- 
manders of the Fortreſſes of the Kingdom ſhall 
no longer reſpect the Orders of the Marſhal of 
the Crown ; but ſhall receive Directions from 
the Marſhal of the Royal Confederacy for King 
Auguſins, Eightly and Laſtly, That the Alliances 
made, or to be made with the Neighbouring 
Princes to invade by way of Diverſion the Ter- 
ritories of Sweden, ſhall be conſidered, provided 
there be not the leaſt diſmembering the Do- 
minions of the Republick : Theſe Articles, 
being ſubſerib'd and confirm'd by Oath, the 
Royal Confederacy repair d to Church, where 
Te Deum was Sung, to return Thanks for the U- 
nanmity of their Reſolutions: The King has on 
the other hand ſwore again to keep the Pata Con- 
venta, that he ſhall not exact from the Republick 
the Sums of Money he has borrowed ;, That his 
Saxons Troops ſhall be under the Command and 
Direction of the General of the Army of the 
Crown; That the Subſidies that ſhall be granted, 
Mall be applied to the Payment of the ſaid Ar- 
my. And Laſtly, that any Conqueſts that ſhall be 
made on the Enemies of his Majeſty, and the 
Nation ſhall be annexed to the Republick, 
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IN a few Days after this 12000-+Rufian-Foot, 
and 4060 Coſſacłs join'd his Army, which was al- 
ſo reinforc'd in and about 10 Days by 3000 Sax- 
ons, Strengthen'd by theſe Aſſiſtances and the Fa- 
latinates, as above, coming in with a- great many 
of their Troops, he found himſelf of a ſudden 
from 1500 Horſe, which was all he had at his 
coming to Sendemir, encreaſed to 12000 Horſe, 
and 1g0co Foot. ' 

FIN DING himſelf in this Poſture, the King an 
active vigilant Prince, having by good Intelli- 
gence learnt that the Cardinal Primate, the great 
Domeſtick Enemy of his Crown ; the pretended 
new King's Lady and Family, with abundance of 
his moſt Capital Enemies continu'd in the Cit 
of Warſaw, a Place of no great Strength, attend- 
ed but with-a very indifferent Number of Troops, 
he reſolv'd| to beat up their Quarters ; in purſu- 
ance of this Reſolution he remov'd with all his 
Calvalry, with the utmoſt Silence in the Night, 
and without letting one Man in his whole Army 
know any thing of his Defign ; he march'd direct- 
ly for Warſaw, he executed this Project with a 
Celerity ſcarce Practicable, ordering his Infantry 
to follow with all poſſible ſpeed, and puting his 
Cannon into Boats on the Viſtula : In this 
Poſture before his Enemies had the leaſt Notice 
of his being Decamp'd from Sendomir, he appear- 
ed at the Gates of Van ſam, in the Morning, before 
it was quite break of Day, and inveſted the Place: 
The Confuſion it occaſion'd to thoſe within, may 
a little be gueſs'd at, and the Succeſs of it is a 
little deſcrib'd in the following Account, which 
tho not ſo very much relating to the Affairs of 
Ruſjia, yet as the” Ruſfan Troops were concern'd in 
it, I could not omit the Relation, 
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Tux unexpected approach of that Prince, ob- 
lig'd the Cardinal Primate, the pretended new 
Queen, with the Palatines of Siridia, Lenite and Pod- 
loc bia, and ſeveral other Grandees to quit Warſaw, 
with the utmoſt precipitation; and they had the 
good Luck to eſcape: His Poliſh Majeſty having not 
fully infeſted the City till the next Day; but Ge- 
neral Horn, who took upon him the Command 
of the Life Guards of the new King, with ſome 
Swedes, Valachians and Cofſacks ſeem'd reſolv'd to 
defend the Place to the laſt Extremity : This ob- 
lig'd King Auguſtus to raiſe ſome Batteries; but as 
ſoon as they were ready, General Horn quitted the 
Town, and retired into the Caſtle. The Forces of 
King Auguſtus took poſſeſſion thereof the 3d in the 
Morning, but they were forbidden to Plunder, 
the Magiſtrates having promiſed to pay 50coo 
Rix Dollars; the ſame Day General Brandt, who 
had paſs'd the Viſtule with 6200 Coſſacks and 
1000 Saxon Horſe, made preparations to attack 
the Caſtle, and a Battery of 4 Pieces of Cannon 
was erected the 4th in the Morning to Batter the 
fame : This oblig'd General Horn to ſurrender 
with all the Officers Soldiers, and other Adherents 
of the Swedes, therein Priſoners of War, the King 
having refus'd togrant them any other Terms. The 
State Priſoners were the Biſhop of Poſrania, who 
proclaim'd the new King; the $ienrs, IWaſlager, «nd 
Falemberg Plenipotentiaries of the King of Sweden; 
Lieutenant General Horn, the Caftillan Kimpſki, 1 
tenant Colonel, 2 Majors, 10 Captains, 15 Lieu- 
tenants, 14 Enfigns, 1 Adjutant, 72 Sergeants, 
260 Soldiers; beſtdes 325 Swedes taken ſome Days 
before. by General Pyandt at Latowitz Waere 
he cut in pieces 220 Swedes, the firſt Equipage of 
Prince Alexander, his Horſes, Mules, &c. wee 
taken 
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taxen in the Caſtle; the Sieur Falſchlager being 
born a Subject of the Republick, King Auguſtus 
has not ſhowed the ſame regard towards him, as 
towards the Sieur Palemberg, and has ſent him Priſ- 
oner into Saxony with the Biſhop of Faſuania, and 
the two Sons of the Caftellan of Cracow : General 
Horn obtain'd leave to go to the Swediſh Comp Bp. 
on his Parole of Honour, to ſurrender | himſelf 
Priſoner in Saxony, within two Months time, uns 
leſs his Liberty was obtain'd before. 

IN a very few Days after this Action, the Kin 
of Poland paſs'd theſ Viſtula again at Warſaw, — 
advancing towards Silefa, encamp'd at a Place 
call'd Vhipſogrod, where he receiv'd a Body of 
16000 Saxons, all fine Troops, and their Cavalry 
exceeding well Mounted, and to join whom it 
was, that he March'd that way, for he immediate- 
ly returned. 

ALL this while the King of Sweden, whoſe 
Fate it often was to be wining a great way off, and 
loſeing nearer home, was advanc'd as far as the 
fartheſt part of Poland, and was attacking Lem- 
berg, which he took, and his Men exerciſed ſuch 
there unheard of Cruelties upon the ers, and o- 
ther Inhabitants to Extort from them the Diſcove- 
ry of their Treaſure, that made all the Chriſtian 
World aſtoniſh'd, and made the Name of a Swede 
odious to the whole Poli Nation, 

WHILE theſe things were doing his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty went on in a rapid Cour of interrupted 
Victory in Livonia, and having taken the whole 
Province of Ingria, as above, taken Nyznſchans, 
and Dorpat by Compoſition, raz d Schanſterney, 
built Petersburgh, Coonſlot, and all the Forts on 
the Entry of that Royal Port, His Majeſty now 
reſolv'd on the attack of Narva, and the Fort on 
| the 
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the other Side of the River call'd Ivanagrod: He 
had held the Place block'd up for ſome time, but 
now he reſoly'd to puſh the Siege with the utmoſt 

AND here the Governour found the difference be 
tween the Muſcoviteattacks now, and in the former 
Siege: The "Trenches were open'd the 27th of Aw 
gut, and the Place batter'd with 40 Pieces of hea- 
vy Cannon, and 12 Mortars. The Batteries were 
ſo well ſerv'd, and the Defences of the Beſieg'd 
Þ effectually beaten down, that after 13 Days 
open Trevches, the Ruſſans gave a general Aſſault, 
and manag'd it ſo well, mounting the Breach 
with ſuch Bravery, that tho* the Garriſon which 
conſiſted of 1600 Men, beſides Burghers, defend- 
ed themſelves with the utmoſt Bravery, the Ruſ. 
ans entered the Place, Sword in hand, and put 
the Garriſon, and arm'd Burghers to the Sword; 
the Swedes not calling for Quarter, but defending 
themſelves, as it may be ſaid to the laſt Man. 

I NeeD ſay no more to convince the Reader 
how the Ruſtans were now improv'd in the Aﬀeairs 
of War, than to ſhow how they behav'd on e- 
very occaſion, and particular in the attacking 
of this Town, which is now Storm'd in 13 Days 
open "Trenches, whereas General Horn formerly 
Defended it ſix Weeks againft 100000 Men, til 
the King of Sweden came and reliev'd it. 

Tarvs the Czar's Diſgrace, as it was call'd be- 
fore Narva was compleatly wip'd out: People 
began to enquire by what Magick his Majeſty had 
infus'd Courage and Conduct into the Rnſfats, 
who before were the Contempt of all the Soldiery

are the ſame Fate with the City, the Gover- 
nour beat a Parly, after ſuſtaining a prodigious 
Battery for fix Days: In ſhort he Surrendered the 
Fortreſs upon honourable Conditions. 

As to the City of Narva, being taken by 
Storm, it was given up to Plunder as a reward of 


the Labours of the Soldiery, only that they were 


forbid to kill any of the Inhabitants, except ſuch 
as were arm'd, and made Reſiſtance: In the Heat 
of this Execution the Czar gave ſuch Orders, and 
took care to have them ſo well executed, that the 
Ware-Houſes of the Engliſh and Dutch Merchants, 
and alſo their Dwelling-Houſes and Families 
were not touch'd; no, tho* upon the Aſſurances gi- 
ven them of Safety, they ſuffer'd their Houſes to 
be a Retreat for many of the Citizens, and for an 
immenſe Treaſure, which they brought to them 
for Preſerving it from the Soldiers, 

HAv1NG thus made an Entrance upon the Sea- 
Coaſt, his Czariſh Majefty divided his Army into 
three Bodies, and ſent one Part to block up Revel, 
and the other Riga, ordering the other Part to co- 
ver their Camp, and Guard the Paſſes into the 
Country, being reſolved to reduce thoſe two im- 
mo Places, before any Relief could come to 
them. 

HowEveR for ſome time his Majeſty deferred 
his Reſolution to Beſiege them in Form being cal- 
led off to yeild a yet more powerful Aſſiſtance to 
his diftreſs'd Allie the King of Poland, in order 
to which, he order'd an Army of 60000 Men to 
draw together in Lithuania, with which his

two Years paſt to Dethrone their lawful King; 


we have formerly declared our Abhorrence of 
ſuch perfidious Proceedings, in a Letter ſent to the 
whole Republick, wherein we acquainted them 
at the ſame time that we were bound by the 
ſtrongeſt Ties of Brotherly Love and Alliances; 
and by our own Inclinations to defend the com- 
mon Rights of Princes to prevent ſuch a horri- 
ble Deſign, which deſerves the ſevereſt Expreſ- 
ſions of God's Vengeance and Wrath; and that 
we ſhould be oblig'd to look upon ſuch Rebels 
to their King and the Republick, as our Ene- 
mies, and purſue them with Fire and Sword 
theſe our Exhortations and Warnings had ſuch 
good Effect at firſt, that the Fire which had be- 
gun to ſpread itfelf, ſeem'd extinguiſh'd, but 
as appears ſoon after, it was only hid under de- 


ceitful Aſhes till the Swedes did blow it up a- 


ain into a ſudden Flame, and the Vaywod of 
oſen, Leſcinſey was unlawfully elected by a 
ſmall Number of inconſiderable Perſons to be 
King, contrary to the Sentiments. of many of 
the Confederates that appear'd at the Electi - 
on, and in oppoſition to the Liberties, and 
Rights, not only of Poland, but the whole uni- 
verſe; and this deteſtable Act was not only 
proteſted againſt by the Archbiſhop and Cardi- 
nal Primate Radziowſei, and other Senators of 
the firſt Rank, though they had at that time 
quarrel with their lawful Prince ; but the Mar- 


* thal of the Confederated Nobility could never 
be perſwaded to give his conſent to this illegal 
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Choice; but the Swedef? notwithſtanding, perſiſt- 
ing, 
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© ing obſtinately in his Deſign; and exerci- 
* ſing an abſolute Power on the Republick, has 
© compelled ſome of the Nobility to conclude a 
© Treaty with the Swediſh Envoys, in the Name 
© of the elected, who very ſubmiſſively hearken 
4 to the Dictates of the Swedes: Part of the afore- 
© ſaid Confederates were indeed taken Priſoners 
* by their lawful King, and the reft were dif. 
pers di; but not only the diſtance of our main 
Army, and the Animoſities between the Forces 
© of the Republick, but alſo. the ſmall Number 
© of Saxons, ſoon after oblig'd the foremention d 
King Auguſtus to march to Saxony, with part of 
© his Saxon Troops, in order to prevent the in. 
© tended Invaſion of the Swedes in that Electorate; 
He defign'd to return ſoon to Poland, but his 
return has hitherto been obſtructed by the 
© Swedes, who have ſhut up all the Paſſages, this 
* emboldened the Enemy to publiſh in the Name 
© of the Cardinal Primate, Circular Letters con- 
« firming the foremention'd' unlawful Election, 
and having call'd together the petty Pyetts the 
26 of June, a general one was Summon'd to meet 
< the 11th of the next enſuing Month; we- can- 
© not believe that theſe Univerſalia were iſſued 
by the Cardinal Primate, who being not only 
the Head of the Clergy, but alſo the firſt Mem- 
© ber of the Republick, was chiefly concern'd to 
© endeavour' a Reconciliation between the Sub- 
© jeas of Poldrd, and their lawful Prince; fo 
< that we have Reaſon to think that this unlaw- 
© ful Afﬀembly of the Depnties of Poland, was 
purely contriv'd by the ſubtile Enemy, as may 
partly appear by the falſe Rumours ſpread by 
* him, (vis) that the King of Pruſſa n

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of a Reconciliation between King Auguſtus, and 
the Swedes, had embrac'd the Party of the Kin 
of Sweden, and the elected Perſon , the fal 
of this imputation is manifeſt the Letter 
« ſent to the King of Pruſfa by the Cardinal upon 
this Account, and although the King of Pruſta be- 
* ing a neutural Prince in this War, has not been 
© adverſe to the Party of the Swedes, yet we are 
* aſſur'd that he will not Recognize the elected 
« Perſon, in regard it would injure all crown'd 
Heads, who in this World have none above them, 
< beſides the Omnipotent Judge, who according 
to his holy Will and Pleaſure depoſes Kings, 
und places others in their room, ſo that we 
© cannot imagine this deteſtable Practice, which 
is ſo abhorr'd in the fight of God can be 
approved by Men; even, if not only a ſmall 
Number, but alſo all the Subjects ſhould with- 
© out ſufficient Cauſe preſume to dethrone their 
Prince in compliance with his Enemies deſires, 
© for which Reaſon we are confident, that the 
* ſaid Univerſalia were publiſh'd by the Enemy, 
* who therein make mention of the deſolations 
© of the Country of Poland, and the depredations 
committed upon the holy Churches and Lands; 
but the Perſons guilty thereof was not Named, 
yet it was propos'd therein, to call a general 
© Diet to prevent ſuch Grievances for the future, 
and that the beſt expedient for that End would 
be to confirm the illegal Choice of the Waywod of 
* Poſen, and to depend upon the Promiſes of the 
* King of Sweden, as though he were come into 
* Poland to preſerve the violated Laws of the Re- 
publick; we do verily believe that only ſuch 
* as are blinded by Bribes, will give any Credit to 
this cunning, dangerous and pernicious I 
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the plyndering the Towns and Caſtles in Polayd 
and Lithuania of their Wealth, Ornaments, Am- 


munition and Artillery; the Churches and Mo- 


© paſtries of the Relicts of Saints, their Orna- 
ments and their very Bells; and the Oppreſſi - 
ons of the Waywodſhips and other Lands by in- 
tollerable Taxes exacted there, ſhow what a 
Friend to Poland the Swede is, notwithſtanding 
© all his pretences that he is to come into Poland, 
© not to ieek his own Intereſt, but to Protect the 
© Republick, and by the aſſuming the Soveraign- 
ty of Courland, and giving his General Lewer- 
haupt the: Title of Vice Governour of that 
© Country, it may be apprehended he will do 
© the like by ſome forfeited Towns in Pruſſa: 
© Theſe things conſider'd again, we do declare 
© that we will defend our Brother and Allie King. 
© Auguſtus to the utmoſt of our Power, by vertue 
of our ſolemn Alliances with that Prince, and 
© the Republick, and are for that End reſolv d up- 
on the Petition deliver'd to us in the Name of 
© the Republick to advance in Perſon with an 
Army into Hland, without any regard to our 
c own Intereſt; and therefore we notify to all the 
States of the Republick to forbear coming to 
any Congreſs, or coming themſelves to ſuch as 
© are Aſſembled at Varſam, in favour of the 
© Elected, on pain of being puniſh'd in their Per- 
© ſons and Pollejlions, with Fire and Sword; and 
© to prevent any Plea of Ignorance, we require 
© all Sons of their Native Country, after they 
* ſhall have detected the Artifices of the Enemy, 
to lay aſide their private Animoſities,and to joyn 
© unanimouſly for their common good; and in or- 
der thereunto to endeavour the expulſion of the 


Enemy who has diſturb'd your Peace; we Pro-

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miſe, on our Parole, that we will aſiſt yon here- 
in as a faithful Allie, having no Pretenſions up- 
on you. And we teſtify, before God, that we 
are advanc'd with our Forces into the Lands of 
the Republick, meerly upon preiling Invitations 
and Intreaties, and for the ſake of your Intereſt 
only. And that we demand for the Subſiſtance 
of our Army, ſuch Quantities of Bread as had 
ſtipulated in our Alliance with the Republick, 
and that we will enjoin our Forces, on Pain of 
Death, to commit no Diſorders in your Coun- 
try. We heartily wiſh that you will be unani- 
* mous, and open your Eyes to your Welfare, 
* as the only Means to recover your Liberty, 
We remain a Faithful Allie, and Affectionate 
© Friend. 
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THE King of Sweden, at this Time, was in no 
Condition to meet ſuch a Power, his Troops being 


diſperſed, and the King of Poland was himſelf in 


Saxony, diſpoſing Things as his Circumſtances 
would permit, to prevent the King of Sweden's 
falling into that Country. But his Army having 
been defeated at the Battle of Frauen/tadt, it was 


not poſſible for him to raiſe another time enough 


for the Work, 

HowEVER, the King hearing that his Czarifh 
Majeſty was arrived in Lithuania, went Incogni- 
to from Saxony, and by his exceeding {ſwift Riding, 
having prevented any Deſign to intercept him, 
arriv'd at Tycockzin, where the Ruſian Army lay, 
and there it was, that his Czariſh Majeſty let him 
fee what an Army he had brought to ſerve him. 
The Seaſon of the Year not preſenting any Op- 
portunity of immediate Action, and ſome new 


Diſorders having happen'd at Moſcow, the Czar 
| M took 
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took a Reſolution to go away Poſt thither, which 
he did, leaving Prince Alexander Menzickoff to 
Command the Ruftan Army, with poſitive Di- 
rections to obey the Orders of King Augnſtns 
in all Things, as effectually as if it had been 
his own. 

His Czarih Majeſty, by his ſudden coming 
to Moſcow, ſurpriz d his Enemies, as he had done 
more than once before, and having made ſome 
Examples of Juſtice, and put to Death the prin- 
cipal Authors of the Treaſon, he ſoon return'd to 
the Frontiers. | 

BuT I ſhonld have taken Notice that his 
Czayiſh Majeſty, before he came into Lithuania 
with this Army, had been preſent at the taking 
the Town of Mittau, the Capital of Courland. 
The Swedes pretended that his Troops had receiv d 
a Defeat at their firſt Enterance into Conrland, a 
Body of 7000 Swedes under General Lewenbaupt ha- 
ving attack'd them with great Vigour, _ yet, 
even in this Action, the Ruſians behav'd ſo well, 
that in the Accounts which the Swedes themſelves 
publiſh'd of the Action, they have this Expreſ- 
ſion; the Muſcovite Foot were cut down in Rank 
and File, as they ſtood, for tho they ſaw the 
Hor fe broken, yet not a Man of them would 
itir from their Poſt, tho' furrounded by the 
Enemy. 

BU r this Victory, as the Swedes would call it, 
was far from an Overthrow, and far from reliev- 
ing their Cauſe; for about three Days after the 
Battle, the Czar advanc'd with his whole Army, 
and ſurpriz'd, as I obſerved above, and took 
Mittan, with goo Swedes in it Priſoners of War, 
witha great Magazine of Military Stores and Pro- 
viſion laid up there by the Swedes, which, as =

well obſerv'd by the Writers of thoſe Times, 
was but a very indifferent Token of their having 
been beaten in a Set Battle, and 7:00 of them 
killed upon the Spot. | 

Nor was this all, but immediately after this Bat · 
tle, I might have ſaid this Victory, for ſuch, in- 
deed it was to the Ruftans, General Lewenbaupt 
retired out of the Country, and the Muſcovite 
General, Prince Czeremettoff, cauſed the City of 
Riga to be befieged in Form, which for want of 
Relief, was alſo taken about 2 Months after, the 
Garriſon having been reduced to the laſt Extre- 
mity. 


Sieges, no particular Account of them having 
been pnbliſh'd in the. World, bug this may Sum 
up that Part; that while the King of Sweden 
went on puſhing King Arguſtus with an implaca- 
ble Rage out of his Kingdom, his Czariſþ Majeſty 
over-run all the Swediſh Dominions, on the South 
Side of the Gulph of Finland, and even the 
Dutchy Courland it ſelf; this would have been 
called a Diverſion in King Auguſtus's Favour, in 
any Place in the World but here; perhaps to any 
Prince in the World, but to the King of Sweden it 
would have been fo: For, who could have 
ſuppos' d, that any Prince like this, would have 
puſh'd on a remote Conqueſt, in which his own 
proper Dominions were fo little concerned, and 
for the meer Satisfaction, or if you will, for the 
Glory of pulling down a King,who he had already 
fufficiently reduced; and at the ſame Time, ſut- 
fer his own Hereditary Dominions to be torn from 
him; his miſerable Subjects ruined and ravaged 
without Succour; his ſtrong and moſt Important 
Towns taken from him, without relieving them ;

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and his Brave Troops be beaten for want of Rein- 
forcement. | 400 

Ht that can do thus, may indeed ſay, that no 
Expedition of his Enemies, by way of Diverſion, 
can be a Relief to thoſe he puſhes with Revenge, 
*Tis evident here, that the King of Sweden could 
not be ſaid to fight for Peace, but for Revenge and 
Glory. For, it is evident, he might have glo- 
ried in making Peace, both with Poland, and the 
Cæar of Muſcovy alſo, upon very Honourable Con- 
ditions. But nothing would ſerve him but redu- 
cing and dethroning the One; after which, he 
grew ſo opinionate, that he fancy'd he could do 
the like by the (zar of Muſcovy ; Nay, and his 
Miniſters gave it openly out, that he had refol- 
ved to do it: And had Heaven ſuffer'd him to 
have carry'd on his Victory that Length, tis not 
doubted but he would have depoſed all the Kings 
of the Earth, if it had been in his Power. 

BuT we muſt not anticipate our Relation of 
Things, we ſhall in the Courſe of this Hiſtory, 
bring his (xariſb Majeſty and the King of + weder 
nearer together in the War, than we have' done 

et, in order to this, we ſhall begin with what 
Nis Troops did in Poland; before the (xar came to 
act in Perſon. _ | 

THE Czar, as I have ſaid, had left the War in 
Licoma to the Prince Czeremetoff, who managed 
it with ſuch Succeſs, that he beat the Swedes upon 
all Occaſions, and at laſt compleated the Conqueſt 
of Livoma, by taking the Towns of Riga, Pernan, 
Revel, and Neyen, with all the other Towns and 
Forts of any Strength; Poſted a ſtrong Body of 
Troops in Courland, to Cover Livonia from the Re- 
turn of the Swedes, and then followed his Maſter, 
the Czar into Lithuania. | 
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HIS Czariſh Majeſty's Troops in Livonia had 
block'd up Riga, the Dunamund Schans was almoſt 
ruined by a Diſaſter of Fire, which taking hold 
of the Powder in the Magazein, blew it all up 
with a terrible Noiſe, 300 of the Swediſb Garriſon 
periſhing in the Blaſt. This Accident cavs'd the 
Ruſian General Baver, who Commanded at Mit- 
tau, to advance towards Riga with 3zooc Men, to 
ſee if he could make any Advantage of that Acci- 
dent, but the Fate of that Place was not yet come. 

WE are to underſtand now, that a great Coun- 
cil of State had been aſſembled by King Auguſtus 
at Grodno, in Lithuania, where the King nei{them, 
and where they declar'd King Staniſſaus a Traytor 
and Uſurper, and agreed to aſſiſt King Augn/tus 
with the whole Army of the Crown, which was 
to be made up to 36000 Men, and to furniſh Mc- 
ney for their Payment 

Tar1s nettled Staniſlaus, and he flies to the 
King of Sweden for Help, who drawing his Forces 
together, pretended to march to attack King Au- 
guſtus and his Army, at Tycockzin : But W ne 
found that the Ruftan Forces had join'd with im, 
he thought better of it, and marched back. not 
thinking it fit to venture his Army. The Pas i- 
culars of this fruitleſs Attempt, was thus related 
from the very Place, by a Perſon who was a E 
Witneſs of it all, |

« Poliſh, Saxon, and Muſcoyite Generals; wherein 
it was reſolv'd, that the Army ſhould continue 
near Grodno, and expect the Swedes in Order of 
* Battle, and that to render the Approaches to 
© their Camp the more difficult, a conſiderable 
Body of Troops were poſted in a Wood, to ſecurea 
< Defile through which the Swedes would be obligd 
© to paſs: They ſettled likewiſe in that Council 
the Rank of the General Officers; the Right of 
the Army was given to Velt Mareſchal Ogliby; 
and the Left to General Allard , and the Body 
of the Battle was commanded by the Muſcovit! 
Prince Menzickoff , all under the Orders and 
* Direction of the King of Poland. This was the 
© Poſture of Affairs in Lithuania the 23d paſt, 
* when the laſt Letters came away. But a Gen 
* tleman of the Kingof Polands, who is juſt nov 
* arriy'd from thence, and who left the Court of 
+ that Prince the 31ſt, reports, that the King ot 
Sweden being advanc'd in Sight of the Mu: 
* covite Army, and finding the ſame advantagr 
ouſly poſted ; he did not think fit to attack: the 
EY a ng 
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© King of Poland: And continu'd his March to- 
« wards Vilna; his Poliſþ Majeſty held thereupon 
another Council of War, and according to the 
© Reſolutions taken therein. He march'd imme- 
« diately after, with a Detatchment of 3000 Horſe 
directly towards Warſaw, and was arriv'd at 
* Fokzen, in his way thither, when this Gentle- 
* man was difpatched away ; he adds, that Prince 
* Menzickoff is ſent for Moſcow, by expreſs Or- 
ders of his Maſter, and has left the Command 
of the Muſcovite Army to Velt Marſhal Ogl:ly ; 
* the King of Poland endeavoured to fall upon 
the Rear of the Swedzh Army, and a 1000 Dra- 
* goons commanded by Major General Henke fell 
© upon their Baggage, and took 40 Waggons; 
the Sieur Smigzelſe: with his Poles, had alſo a 
* Skirmiſh with them, and took 23 Lieutenants, 
* with 50 Soldiers, beſides the Secretary of Staniſ- 
laus. 

I have mention'd that his Czariſh Majeſty ha- 
ving an Occaſion to make a Tour to Miſcom, left 
his Troops in Lithuania with poſitive Orders to 
obey the King of Poland, and the above Relation 
will ſhow a little how they behaved : But this 
is not all, for I muſt now add that the King of 
Poland led them the Path to Glory; taking a 
{trong Body of them with him, to the great Bat- 
tle of Kalih in Poſuania, which follow'd ſoon after 
the laſt recited Action. 

Ir muſt be obſerv'd here that the King of 
Sweden, finding he could not weary out, or diſ- 
courage his Indefatigable Enemy the King of 
Poland , but if he was beaten in one Place he re- 
vived in another, and that the Confederated Pa- 
latinates in the South of Poland, who form'd the 
Aſſembly of Sendomir, continu'd to Supply him 
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with Money, and Troops, and particularly the 
famous Smegielſei, and above all the Czar of Muf- 
covy in Perſon, whoſe Army having entered Li- 
thuania, had appear'd too ſtrong to be attack'd, as 
above, and had another Army ready to aſſiſt his 
Poliſh Majeſty, lying on the Frontiers of Sendo- 
mir, 12000 of which had actually joyn'd him, and 
that beſides this, he receiv'd daily great Succours 
out of Saxony: I ſay, the King of Sweden findin 
this, reſolv'd upon the only effectual way he h 
left to reduce the King of Poland; and this was 
to enter the Electorate of Saxony with his whole 
Army : The King of Poland had been aware of 
this ſome time, and had both written to the 
States of Saxony to put themſelves into a poſture 
of Defence, and had gone thither himſelf to ſee 
it effectually done, but the Swediſß General Rbenſ- 
child having routed the Saxon Army at Fruaenſ/tat, 
and the Country, by that means being quite 
naked of Defence, the Swedes enter'd at once, 
without reſiſtance, | 
Tunis immediately brought the King of Po. 
land to Terms; his Poliſh Majeſty like a true Fa- 
ther of his Country, could not ſtop his Ears to the 
Cries of his People, as the King of Sweden had 
done to thoſe of his miſerable Subjects in Livo- 
ma, Ingria and Finland; if T may ſuppoſe he 
heard thoſe Cries, for ſome People ſuggeſted that 
Count Piper, General Steenboch, and thoſe Men 
who managed Affairs for the Prince, conceal'd 
from him the Miſeries of his People: If it be 
true, that they did ſo, no doubt but the Ruin of 
his Country, and the Blood of its Inhabitants lye 
at their Door, ſeeing by a juſt and honourable 
Peace it might have been all prevente. 
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Bur to return to the Hiſtory of Fact, the King 
of Sweden having enter'd the Electorate of Saxony 
contrary to the Repreſentations made by the Mi- 
niſters,of the Queen of Gregt Britain, the States Ge- 
neral of the united Provinces, and ſeveral other 
Potentates, who all preſs'd him not to make ſuch 
2 Breach upon the Peace of the Empire, and 
would no doubt in time have join'd to have dri- 
ven him out again, the King of Poland was at the 
Entreaty of his States of Saxony, brought to 
name Plenipotentiaries for a Treaty, and this 
Treaty was actually carrying on; but while theſe 
Agents were hammering at a Peace, the Armies 
in Poland having made no Ceſſation of Arms, act- 
ed on every Side as uſual, and the Swedes, that 
the King of Poland might not have an opportuni- 
ty to follow them into Saxony, had poſt'd Major 
General Mardevelt with an Army of about 25000 
Men, Lit huanians, Poles and Swedes, at Kaliſh, in 
the Leſſer Poland, as it were directly in the way 
to Saxony 

HIS Poliſh Majeſty reſolving to reſcue his own 
Dominions whatever it coſt him, found it abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to fight this Army in the firſt 
Place, and having now the Support of a power— 
ful Army from his faithful Alie the Czar of 
Muſcovy, he refolv'd upon the attempt, and there- 
upon, call'd a great Council of War, at which 
were preſent the Ruftan General Prince Menzic- 
koff, and ſeveral of the Poliſh Nobility that were 
in his Pol;þ Majeſty's Intereſt, who all agreed to 
what the King of Poland had reſolv'd (viz.) to 
Fight ; what followed upon this, will be beſt un- 
derſtood by the following Account, written up- 
on the Spot where the Action was perform d. 
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© IT having been reſolved in a Council of War, 
© held by his Majeſty at Peterkau, that the Army 
* ſhould continue their March in queſt of the 
* Enemy; the two Mareſchals of the Crown, 
© and General Brod were detach'd the 22d In- 
* ſtant, with 8000 Men; and the 23d his Maje- 
* ſty and Prince Alexander Menzickoff followed 
* with the main Body, The 25th, the two Bodies 
* join d near Szat, two Leagues from Kaliſb, 
* with a Reſolution to expect us; thereupon his 
* Majeſty went to take a narrow View of them, 
and cauſed immediately the Calmuck Tartars, 
and Cofſacks, to advance under the Cannon of 
* Kaliſh, ſo that ſeveral Skirmiſhes happen'd be- 
* tween them and the Enemy. The 28th, the 
* whole Army advanced within a ſmall League 
* of that of the Enemy commanded by General 
* Mardevelt; but having ſeveral Defiles, and a 
* Bridge to paſs before he could get at them, 
* his Majeſty employ'd the remaining part of 
that Day, in making the neceſſary Diſpoſitions 
* for attacking them the next, with the utmoſt Vi- 
* gour. The 29th, his Majeſty march d directly 
towards the Enemy in Order of Battle, and 
finding their Army drawn up likewiſe, beh ind 
an Eminence, about Three in the Afternoon 
* gave the Signal for the Attack, by three Can- 
non Shot; the Enemy anſwer'd by two Shots, 
* and came down into the Plain with their whole 
Army, having intermix'd their Squadrons with 
* their Batallions , their Right Wing being com- 
pos d of Poliſh Troops, was commanded by the 
Sieur Fotocks, Palatine of Kiow; their Left con- 
* fiſting of Lethuanians, had Prince Sapieha at 
their Head; their Center was commanded by 
the Swediſh General Mardevelt; 2 
— hole 
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© whole Army was cover'd with two deep Mo- 
raſſes, the Town of Kaliſh, and a good Baracade 
of Waggons; inſomuch, that the Deſign of at- 
tacking them, ſeem'd to be attended with al- 
moſt inſuperable Difficulties z notwithſtanding 
which, King Auguſtus perſiſted in his Reſolution. 
In order to put the ſame in execution, his Ma- 
* jeſty form'd the Center, and the two Wings of 
his Army, and divided his Saxon and Muſcovite 
* Troops; beſides which, there were two Bodies 
* of Reſerve of the Poliſß Forces, commanded by 
the two Generals of the Crown; his Majeſty 
* took the Command of the Left Wing upon him- 
* ſelf; gave that of the Right to Prince Alexander 
* Menzickoff; and the Center to General Brand, or 
Brod. The Ingagement began between three and 
four a Clock, and his Majeſty's Troops fought 
* with ſo much Vigour, that the Enemy's Right 
Wing was ſoon overthrown, and driven within the 
© Baracade of Waggons they had near the Town 
* of Kaliſh, but the reſt of their Army defended 
* themſelves with great obſtinacy *till fix at 
Night; his Majeſty, during the whole Action, 
* expos'd himſelf where the Fire was greateſt, and 
* charg'd the Enemy ſeveral Times in Perſon, 
* with his Horſe Guards, and ſeveral other Squa- 
drons; but his Majeſty having no Foot, his 
* Horſe ſuffer d much by the continual Fire of 
* the Enemy's Infantry, and particularly of the 
French Troops, and others, who, in the Action 
* at Frawenſtadt, flung down their Arms, and 
* went over to the Swedes. Nevertheleſs, the 
Enemy waspuſh'd with the utmoſt Vigour, and, 
© by the Bleſſing of God, we obtain'd a compleat 
and ſignal Victory over them. Their Forces, 
before the Battle, conſiſted of 10000 Swedes, and 
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© 15000 Doles and Lithuanians; and ours of 7oug 
* Poles, 5000 Saxons, oo Muſcovites, and ſome 
© Thouſands of Tarters, or, Calmuck Coſſacks , ſo 
that the two Armies were, almoſt of equal 
Strength; moſt of the Sweeds were kill'd in 
© the Field of Battle; twenty Foliſb Companies 
© of their Party, came over to us during the 
Action; and the next Morning, ſome Thouſand 
© Poles, who were retired within the Barricades of 
Waggons, were likewiſe oblig'd to yield them- 
„ ſelves Priſoners of War; among the latter, 
were the Sieur Fatocki, Palatine of Kiow, his 
* Lady and all her Children; Sicur Tarlo, Maſter 
© Cook of the Crown; and ſeveral other Perſons of 
Note; who were all diſarm'd, and their Horſes 
© taken, as were alſo Tcoco Waggons that made 
© up their Barricade: The Sweeds had left their 
Baggage at Kalrſh, under a Guard of 300 Men, 
© and after the Action, 500 Horſe eſcaped thither, 
but they were all afterwards obliged to ſur- 
render at Diſcretion. However, his Majeſty 
© was ſo generous, as to reſtore the Baggage fo 
the Officers. All the Enemy's Artillery and 
* Ammunition was taken. The Saxon Caval 
© took 19 Standards and Colours from the Swedes, 
© 44 from the Poles, and 4 Pair of Kettle Drums; 
the reſt were taken by the Poles in our Army, 
and the Mnſcovites, This Victory is ſo com- 
« pleat, that tis believ'd, not above 2000 of the 
Enemy eſcap'd. All the Troops, as well Poles, 
and Saxons, as Muſcouites, behaved themſelves 
in this Action, with great Courage and Intripi- 
dity; and all their reſpective Generals ſigna- 
© 1iz'd themſelves in Emulation of each other, 
Our Loſs is very inconſiderable, for we had 
0 


* only one Officer of Note kill'd, viz. Colonel 
* Guerſdorf 
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Guer ſdorf; this Victory is the more remarka- 
* ble, becauſe his Poli Majeſty's Troops had 
© undergone great Fatiegues, dy their continual” 
* Marches and Countermarches, during the 
Campaign; whereas the Enemy's had been a 
long time in Quarters of Refrethment. 


HR follows a Liſt of the Priſoners taken 
* from the Swedes, both in the Field of Battle, 
© aud in the Town of Kaltſh, beſides the Poles 
© that were taken the next Day, 1n the foremen- 
* tion'd Brigade of Waggons, viz. General Max- 
dervelt, who commanded in Chief; 4 Colo- 
« nels, viz. Marſchal, Muller, Horn of the Foot, 
Horn of the Horſe, 5 Lieutenant Colonels, viz, 
Guildenſtern, Raad, Horn, Iſſendorf, and Mu- 
mand; 4 Majors, to wit, Bornfold, Openbaſch, 
Schelling, and Rurſt, 27 Captains of Foot, and

he had olſo as many Coſſacks and Circaſtans of his 

Czariſh Majeſty's Subjects, who in their way did 
him very good Service on that occaſion. 

B u r now we come to the Tranſactions of King 
Auguſtus's Life, which are the meaneſt part of his 
Hiſtory, Namely, that of abandoning the Crown 
of Foland, quitt ing his Alliance with the Czar of M 
covy, who had never forſaken him in his great 
Diſtreſs, and yielding to the loweff Steps, which 
his inſulting Enemies could put upon him. 

Ir muſt be confeſt that the Plenipotentiaries 
on either Side, had ſign'd the Treaty at Alt Ran. 
fladt, nay, the Peace was concluded and ſign'd 
four Days before the Battle of Kaliſh was fought; 
otherwiſe, perhaps King Anguſtus would have 
ventur'd with his victorious Army to have march'd 
directly againſt the Swedes, who tho' they were 
indeed in poſſeſſion of the open Country of the 
Electorate, yet had no fortify'd Place in their Hands, 
nor above 15 or 16000 Men in their Army, where - 
as the King of Foland could in leſs than 12 Days 
have had 60000 Men in his Army, beſides what 
Troops he had in Saxony. 5 

Bu T it was too late, and King Anguftus made 
it a point of Honour to ſtand to the Agreement 
his Plenipotentiaries had made, however diſhon- 
ourable it might be; ſo he laid down his Arms at 
once, and gave up the Kingdom of Poland, and all 
his Friend, and Intereſt there to the Mercy of a Mer- 
cenary, who the Poles diſpis'd moſt heartily, tho 
many of them were oblig'd to call him King, and 
this was the Condition of things when his Czariſo 
Majeſty return d to his Army in Lithuania, 
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BU T this no way diſcourag' d the Czar, he re- 
ſolv'd to Support the Party that had ſtood for the 
Liberty of their Country _ the Swedes, and 
to this purpoſe he publiſh'd a Declaration, or 
Memorial to the Poli Nobility, and having re- 
ceiv'd a formal Notification of the Treaty con- 
cluded by King Anguftus with the King of Swe- 
den, he wrote Letters to the General of the 
Crown, the Primate of the Kingdom, and other 
Grandees, who were in the _ of King Au- 
guſtus, to repreſent to them, That he concluded an 
Alliance with the Republick, and not in parti- 
* cular with Auguſtus, and that he was reſolved 
to perform all the Articles thereof, and aſſiſt 
the Republick with all his Forces againſt the 
* Swedes, who being not ſatisfy'd with having oblig'd 
* King Auguſtus to abdicate his Crown, would im- 
* poſe a King of their own Election upon them. 
* His Czariſh Majeſty promiſes therein to repair 
* ſhortly to Lemberg to concert Meaſures with 
the Republick, and in the mean time to ſend ſuch 
* an Army as will be ſufficient to enable the Poles 
* tovindicate their independency; the Primate 
having held a great Council with the Officers of 
' the Crown, has appointed a great Council to 
meet at Lembergh the 15th of the next Month, 
* and has declared the Throne vacant, bidding 
* all the Poles to acknowledge the Palatine of Po- 
en, under the Name of Staniſlaus, the Primate 
* alſo has written to the Emperor, the Queen of 
England, the Kings of Denmark, and Pruſſia, the 
* dtates General, the Pope and other Potentates, 
to acquaint them with the vacancy of the Throne. 
* The General of the Crown, has alſo publiſhed 
* univerſalia, forbidding the Forces of the Re- 
* publick to receive any Orders from King An 
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* guſtus, or King Staniſlaus, and promiſing a te. 
© ward of 5000 Rixdollars to ſuch who ſhall de: 
© liver up alive the Sieur Smigielſti, or 2000 to 
* ſuch who ſhall deliver him dead; that Gentle. 
man has lately embrac'd the Party of King 
* Stamſlaus, and ſet at Liberty the Weywood d 
* Kaliſh, which has ſo provoked Prince Memzic- 
C of, that he has caus'd him to be hang'd in Ef. 
gie. | Wo 
IN purſuit of theſe Reſolutions, his Majeſty 
came in Perſon to Zolkiew in Foland, the 11thd 
January, 1707. And being inform'd by his M. 
* niſters of what had paſs'd during his Abſence; 
he order'd them to write to all the Generals 
the Army, and of the Crown, and to the Sens 
© tors to invite them to repair to him, he alſo 
der'd univerſaly in his own Name to be print 
ed for confirming thoſe already publiſhd 
© hisMiniſters; the 5th he went to Church attendel 
by Prince Menzickoff, and other Officers aid 
Generals, and afterwards Din'd in Public; 
* the loth and 11th were ſpent in Conferences# 
© bout the diſpoſing of the Army, and in ſendiq; 
private Diſpatches to divers foreign Courts, 
Purs8VANT to this Summons of the Curd 
Maſcovy, the 7th of February the great Aflembl 
of Senators, Generals and great Officers, tha 
is to ſay, the Poliſh Nobility met together 
Lemberg, there to conſult with his C⁊ariſb Mar 
ſty what was to be done in the preſent Cot 
juncture: This Grand Council, for ſuch they wer 
call'd, open'd their firſt Seſſion, by going ! 
formal Proceſſion to Church to implore the Ble 
ſing of Heaven on their Proceedings, then the 
repair'd to the Hall of Council, where ſevei 


Pathetic Speeches were made to explain to obe 
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Author the Reaſon of their Aſſembly, and re- 
preſent the preſent State of their Country, all 
of them concurring to declare the Throne vacant. 
* AFTER theſe things they renew'd the Confe- 

© deracy of Sendomir, as the moſt effectual Means, 
© to put themſelves in a Condition to aſſert their 
* Liberties, they ſeem'd very unanimous in their 
* Reſolutions z but had not yet taken any Mea- 
* ſures for a new Election. And King Auguſtus 
having not notify'd unto them his Renuncia- 
tion of the Crown; the Aſſembly ſeem'd to act 
rather, as if their King was Priſoner amongſt 
* his Enemies, or abſent, than if the Throne 
© were Vacant. Prince Dolborucki, Chief Mini- 
* ſter of State to the Czar, had then his firſt 
* publick Audience of the Council, to which 
* he was conducted by one of the Chief Officers 
* of the Crown, with 7 Coaches, and a Detach- 
* ment of the Cavalry of the General of the 
* Crown; he was placed in the Congreſs, be- 
* tween the two chief Miniſters of the Repub- 
© lick, and delivered a Letter to the Aſſembly 
* from the Czar, and then made a Speech in the 
* Poli Language, importing, That notwith- 
* ſtanding the Republick ſeem'd reduced to the 
© laſt Extremities, by the Retreat of King Au-. 
* guſtus, yet, they were {till in a Condition, to 
* retrieve their Affairs and Glory, if they would

* ſolutions, as the Glory of their Nation, and 

* the diſtreſſed Conditon of their Country re- 

« quired from them. Then Prince Dolboruck: was 
© conducted back to his Houſe with the ſame Cere- 
* mony: The 19th his Cariſb Majeſty with his el - 
* deſt Son Prince Alexander, Prince Menzickoff, and 
ſome other Perſons of Note arrived there from 
© Zolkiew , he was Complimented upon his arrival 

- © by the Primate, and other Grandees, and nob- 
* ly entertain'd by the General of the Crown; 

the 20th that Prince aſſiſted at the Ceremony 

of the Conſecration of the Biſhop of Cujauia 

© perform'd in the Cathedral, and preſented that 

© Prelate with a Crucifix, valued at 15000 Rit- 

dollars; the 21ſt, there was a long Conference 

© between the Miniſters of that Prince, and the 

© Council of Poland, but the Reſolutions taken 

therein were kept very private : His Majeſty 

© with the Prince and Miniſters, ſet out the next

LTHOUGH *tis not unknown to your Royal 
Majeſty, yet we have judged it neceſſary as Af- 

fairs now ſtand in a Priendly and Brotherly manner, 
to acquaint you by this Letter, and as briefly as poſſi- 
ble with the Services we bave done King Auguſtus, 
from bis firſt Election to the Kingdom of Poland, 
baving by our powerful Endeavours for the common 
Benefit of that Crown, hindered the Prince of Con- 
ti, who had been choſen before by part of the Repub- 
lick from taking poſſeſton of it, and even ſent a nu- 
merous Army againſt the Prince of Conti's Party, for 
the uſe and Service of thoſe Senators, that fided with 
King Auguſtus, before any League had been conclud- 
ded with him, or his Enterance into Poland; the 
Army was immediatety upon bis arrival put under bis 
command, that be might be able to puniſh his Enemies. 
beſides which we threatned the contrary Party with 
Fire and Sword; upon Apprebenſion hereof, many 
were forced to acknowledge — and ſo by our A- 
ſtance he was firmly Settled upon the Throne; after- 
wards by his particular Intreaties, and a Meſſage ly 
General Carlowitz in the Tear 1700, we concluded 
with him an Alliance againſt- the King of Sweden, 
in which there was no Subſidies of Money promiſed 
him, moreover many Afronts and Injuries having 
N 4 been 
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been done us at the leginning of the War by the Crown 
of Sweden, we were prevail'd with by the earneſt 
Sollicitations of bis Miniſter General Langa in an 
unproper Seaſon, it being the latter End of Autumn 
for his Relief, and to make the Enemy turn their 
Arms againſt us, to begin to attack Narva, and then 
his Forces, contrary to bis Promiſe, leaving ours in 
Action, went into Ouarters in Poland, and Cour- 
land, on which occaſion our Forces ſuffer d no ſmall 
Loſs, notwithſtanding which, a League being renewed 
with him at Birſa, in 1701, not a ſmall Sum of Mo- 
ney was Lent him, beſides which, we aſifted him with 
20000 Foot, nevertheleſs this fignified nothing, nor 
were our Arms made uſe of according to the Treaty, 
but by the Intrignes of the French Ambaſſador du 
Heiron, to whom contrary to our Agreement and 
Ferſonal Froteſtations confirm'd by us, full power 
was at that time given to Treat about a ſeparate 
Peace, thoſe our Forces without neceſſity were greatly 
fatigued. and the Enemy permitted to paſs th? Dwina, 
diſmiſs'd without being ſupplied with Proviſions, du- 
ring their March, for which the ſaid King received 
Money from us, which cauſed 2 Numbers of 
them to periſh, and others to Deſert » Notwith- 
ſtanding all this, upon his repeated Aſſurance, and 
Meſſages, we renewed a League with him in the Tear 
1702, and promiſed zocooo Rubles for the uſe of 
his Forces, and I20c0 Foot to be naiutain d at our 
own Charges, which we faithfully perform'd , and al- 


though the Subſides, and Auxilliaries were not then 


ſpectfied in that Treaty, nor whether the ſame ſhould 
be given Tearly, yet we ſent him every Tear no leſs 
then the abovementioned Sum, not reckoning other im- 
menſe Charges, we were at, for the preſerving the 
Republick in his Intereſt, but inſtead of imploying the 
Forces againſt the Enemy, he made them March * 
an 
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and fro in Poland, whereby they were very much fa- 
tigued; and afterwards 2 from them without 
any occaſion, he permitted them to be driven into Sax- 
ony, together with the Saxons, whereby without any 
neceſſity half of them were unaccountably loſt, and 
the reſt were forced to die with Hunger; and altho 
free Winter Qnarters were promis'd them in tle 
Treaty, yet on the contrary, *twas forbidden to ſup- 
ply them with Bread in their Quarters : Upon which 
our Miniſter extraordinary, Van Patkul, then re» 
ding at his Court, and chief General of thoſe Forces, 
in order to preſerve them from utter and certain 
Ruin, agreed with the Emperor's Miniſters to put 
them into his imperial Majeſty's Service, for which 
Ly the Suggeſtions of the ſaid King's wicked and trea- 
cherous Saxon Miniſters, be was put under Arreſt 
contrary to the Law of Nations, and without our 
conſent, was caſt lie a Traytor into a loathſome Pri- 
ſon, altho we were oblig'd for the Intereſt of the 
ſaid King Auguſtus, as well as before the Aﬀront of- 
fered to our Miniſter, as after the going of the ſaid 
King cut of Poland, in order to preſerve him upon 
his Throne, and defend the Republick of Poland a- 
gainſt the Swediih Forces, to leave all our Armes 
to At for his Intereſt , and at the deſire of ths Re- 
publick by their extraordinary Embaſſy to March 
with all our Forces into Poland, where they were ob- 
lig'd to be maintain'd to this Day to our great Charge 
in our own Pay, yet notwithſtanding all this, bis Generals 
at his going out of Saxony, with our and their Troops, 
ſuffered themſelves, not without ſuſpicion of Treache- 
ry, to be beaten without any Reſiſtance , and our 
Forces were ſo Deſerted, that only 1600 of them re- 
mained, and theſe with much a- do ſaved themſelves, 
and return'd into Saxony, although King Auguſtus 
upon our repeated Inftances and Sollicitations, pro- 

| mis'd 
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nis d both before and after his infamous Peace, by 
bis Meſſages and Proteſtatigus made to us by General 
Goltz, either to deliver up to us, or ſecretly to ſet 
at Liberty our ſaid Miniftess General Van Patkul; 
yet nothing was pe/ formed, notwithſtanding which, 
without regarding the intolzrable Falſhoods of the ſaid 
King Auguſtus, his Non. performances 1 the Treaty - 
made with us, bis impri ſoning our Miniſter, and vio- 
/ lating the Laws of the Nations, and tending to ſe- 
parate Peace, as well by the Sieur Octima, as by 
Count Koningmark, and afterwards in Writing by 
their Secretary Nemitz and Figgſtone from the 
beginning of the War, and after their enterance into 
Saxony, of which Tran ſactiom we had Notice given 
us by ſeveral of our faithful Friends, and notwith- 
ſtanding we had thoſe Treaties in our Hands, yet we 
did not leave to afift him, both with our Forces aud 
Money, and in the laſt Compaigu, though the Seaſou 
of the Tear was ſo far advanced, it being the latter 
End of Autum, yet being deſir d to draw the Ene- 
my back, and barraſs his Army, we ſent our Caval- 
Ty under the command of our General Prince Men- 
zikoff to join him, and his Saxon and Poliſh Forces, 
who Marching towards Caliſh, met with the Swe: 
diſh General Mardefelt, and the Poles of the con. 
trary Party under the command of the Way wode of 
Kiow, and by the Aſſiſtance of the moſt High, entirely 
defeated them, and took their chief General and na- 
ny other inferior Officers, and Soldiers, Priſoners of 
War, whereby all great Poland was brought under his 
Obedience; after this, being fully ſupplyed with al 
Neceſſaries, we deſgn'd, Ly the Help of the moſt High, 
to act ſtill in bus Defence, which was begun with the 
Alion at Wyburg in Finland, and did expect many 
good Conſequences from that Defeat, and rely'd on 
a ſirtt Objervance of the Treaty, purſuant to the 
| Aſſur- 
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Aſſurances we had receiv'd from him in two Letters, 
written ſince the Battle, the firſt dated the 31ſt. of 
October, and the ſecond the 20th of November; 
but ſaw at firſt, that he begun to take away from our 
ſaid General, Prince Menzikoft, the General Officers, 
and other Priſoners we had taken, giving bis Royal 
Word, and many Aſſurances, that be either would 
exchange them for onr Generals and other Officers, 
detain'd in Sweden; for the Performance whereof, 
General Mardefelt, with the Reft of the Officers, 
gave alſo their Parole, and confirm'd the ſame to our 
General; or, if it were not poſſible to effet this Ex- 
change, that he would reftore the ſaid Priſoners into 
our Hands; but contrary to all his Promaſes, he let 
them go without any Exchange. After this, we under- 
flood to our great Aſtoniſhment, that he had already 
concluded a diſhonourable Peace with the King of Swe- 
den, and Leſcheinsky; yielded up all bis Rights to 
the Crown of Poland, and ſurrendering all to the 
Pleaſures of his Enemies, without giving us any previ- 
ons Notice, that we might have provided for our own 
Security, in Return of the innumerable Favours done 
him by us; but what ſhows his Ingratitude to the 
ligheſt Degree, is, that the Feace was _— by bim 
many Days before the Battle. After which, by his 
Letters, he gave bis earneſt Aſſurances of his | ay 
Adherence to the Treaty; the Inconftancy of bis Pro- 
miſes, Non-performance of the League, and Forgetful- 
meſs of our many Favours and Aſiftance, we leave 
to the righteous Fudgement and Vengeance of Almigb- 
ty God, and upon whoſe powerful Aſiftance in our juſt 
auſe, we firmly rely, 

Ring Auguſtus and his 90 e ; and Leave alſo to 
all the World to Fudge mmpartially of our faithful 
Ferformance of the League to the very laſt. More- 
over, we are extreamly ſurprid d, at three Articles

in the aforeſaid League, viz, the 11th, 12th, and 
20th, in the firſt of which, he, the ſaid, late 
King Auguſtus, promiſed to deliver up our publick 
Miniſter aud Plenipotentiary reſidivg at his Court, 
into the Hands of our Enemies, in an unheard of 
Manner, and ts his utter Ruin, upon Pretence of his 
being a Swediſh Deſerter. Secondly, in the 12th 
Article he malicionſly obliges himſelf to deliver up to 
the Enemy, as Priſoners of War, the Remains of 12 
Regiments, viz. 1600 Auxiliary Troops, who for bis 
Preſervation have often expos'd their Lives; and were 
there ſent by him as Anxiliaries into the Empire; 
which is not only contrary to divine and human Laws, 
but even to the Cuſtoms and Laws of Barbarians : 
Thirdly, In the 2oth Article, be ſtipulates for him- 
ſelf, in Caſe of Peace between us and the Enemy, full 
Satisfation. And afterwards, he the ſaid Auguſtus, 
in that Treaty, obliges himſelf, to procure your Roy- 
al Majeſty Guarantee, therefore we in a brotherly and 
friendly Manner, deſire your Royal Majeſty, that 
through your innate and wonted Goodneſs, you would 
be pleaſed not to conſent thereunto, nor countenance 
his diſhmourable Actions. It would habe been neceſ- 
ſary we ſhould, before this Time, have exhibited this 
our Proteſtation, both to your Ro Majeſty, and 
other Potentates in writirg, which we abſolutely would 
have performed by our Miniſters, had we not been de- 
luded, as we bave made it appear, by the freſh Aſſu- 
rance be ſent us by Major General Goltz, who among 
many ot her falſe Aſſurances of Friendſhip engaged for 
the Performance of the League, ard ſulemniy aſſured 
us, that our Miniſter ſhould never be deliver d up, 
and that in Caſe, it ſhould come to the laſt Extreme- 
ty, King Auguſtus, ſbould either ſet him privately 
at Liberty, or detain bim in Koningſtein till the Pe- 


parture of the Swedes ; and afterwards, deliver him 
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into our Hands, But we haue ſince, with Wonder, 

and bitter Grief underſtood, that that Prince fore- 

going bis Honour, has deliver'd up our innocent pub- 

lick Miniſter, contrary to the Law of Nations, and 

even Cuſtoms of Barbarians, and without the Fear of 
God, into the Hands of bis Enemies. For which 

Reaſon, we have the rather thought fit to acquaint 

. your Majeſty with all the Premiſes ,, and in a friendly 
and brotherly Manner, to defire, that you would be 
pleaſed, by your good Offices, to procure the Liberty 
of our ſaid Minifler, Van Patkul, or at leaſt, that 
he may be nſed by the King of Sweden, as our Mini- 
fter, and not as his Subject, which we are confident, 
his Swediſh Majeſiy will grant, at your Royal Mu- 
jeſty's Deſire, whereby he will gain, with all tbe 
World, the Name of a magnammous Monarch; in- 
ſtead of giving an Example of ſo wicked and barbarous 
an Action. But, if on th? Contrary, Van Patkul 
be hardly dealt with, and not uſed as our Miniſter, 
we ſhall be forced to ſeck Opportunities to return the 
like Uſage. Truſting that in cur juſt Cauſe, we ſhall 
receive all Ajiſtance from the Moſt High, We hope 
likewiſe, by your Majeſty's gaod Offices, and others, 
our Subjects detain'd at Stockholm, and now under 
Arreſt, viz. the ſame Number and of the ſame 

Rank, as thoſe that were permitted to go upon their 
Parole from our General, Prince Menzikoff, 
namely, his General Mardefeldt, and other Officers, 
and Soldiers, by Order of Ring Auguſtus; and on 
the Parole of the reſt of toe Swediſh Offcers. Ihe 
ſaid Auguſtus, having thus, Evidently before all the 
World, violated his Vows, and the Laws of Nations, 

by his unheard of diſhonourable Proceedings, contra- 

ry to the Didtates of Conſcience, as appears by thoſe 

1 reaties, we Hall be oblig'd to do our ſelves the 
Juſtice, and ſeeꝶ for entirs Satisfaction from him, as 

Elector 
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Elefor of Saxony, and a Member of the Roman 
Empire, which our fair Proceedings and Stedfaſtneſs 
to the League entitiled us too. The rather, becauſe 

the 2oth Article, contrary to his own Conſcience, 
he propoſes to ſeek for full Satisfaction from us; the 
remaining Part of our Auxiliary Troops now upon t 
Rhine, we put under your Royal Majeſty's Protection; 
and defire that they may either enter your Majeſty's 
Service, or that of your Allies, or at leaſt we ęn- 
treat your good Offices, that they may have Leave to 
return Home with Safety; hoping that you will fa- 
vour us with your Concurrence and Aſiſtance in theſe 
our juſt Deſires ; We the Imperial Czariſh Majeſty.

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Tr1s Letter is too ſignificant, and the Subſiſt- 


tance of it of too much Weight, to be paſs'd over, 


it being an Abridgement of the Conduct of his 
Czariſh Majeſty, in Aid of the King of Poland, 
and of his treacherous Return, and alſo'a kind 


of Summary of the State of Things between 


them at that Time. | 
THERE are two Caſes mention'd in this Let- 
ter, which have not yet been ſpoken to; the one 
is, That of the 1600 Ruftans, who had been put 
into the Service of the Confederates in the Em- 
pire, and were acting upon the Rhine, as Part of 
King Auguſtuss Quota to the grand Alliance a- 
ainſt France; and the other, is that of General 
Patkall, who the Czar here declares to be his Mini. 
ſter and Ambaſſador to King Auguſtus; certain it 
is, that King Auguſtus yielded both theſe Points to 
the King of Sweden, that is to ſay, as far as lay 
in his Power; he gave up the Ruſian Troops up- 
on the Rhine to the King of Sweden; but the 
Emperor, who had more Hnmanity and Honour, 
than to be a Party to ſo diſhonourable an Action, 
ſtood out ſo long, *till the ſaid Regiments had 
Opportunity to retire from thence, and to diſ- 
band, and by ſmall Parties 8 through the 
Imperial Countries into Pcland, and fo to their 
own Country, But as for General Patkull, he de- 
liver'd him up to the King of Sweden, who, deaf 
to all Interceſſion, and not regarding him as a 
Publick Miniſter, but as'a Traytor, cauſed him 
without Mercy, to be put fo Death, by breaking 
him a-live,and that with ſome extraordinary Marks 
of Cruelty, ſuch as particularly cauſing his own 
Nephew, an Officer then in the King of Sweden's 
Service, to be the Perſon to ſee 'the Execution 
27 | perform'd 
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perform'd, to tie Aſtoniſhment and Horror of all 
that heard it. . 

Bur to return to his Czariſh Majeſty, he now 
found that nothing was to be done with the Poles, 
and that he muſt reſolve to ſtand upon his own 
Feet, againſt the King of Sweden, who having 
encreaſed his Army. in Saxony to 50000 Men, by 
raiſing Men almoſt over the whole Empire, was 
in Motion towards Poland. I ſay, finding this, his 
Majeſty leaving 40000 Horſe in Poland, to Coun- 
tenance the Poles if they would be ſteady, and 
diſcharge themſelves as was their Duty: Went 
himſelf into Lithuania, to draw his Forces toge- 
ther there, in order to be in a Condition to Face 
the King of Sweden, or, withdraw the reſt of his 
Troops, as he ſhould find Occaſion. 

THe King of Sweden left Saxony, the Begin- 
ing of September, to the great Joy of the Poor 
People there, who had been terribly impoveriſh'd 
by their long Stay in the Country. They ad- 
vanced by long Marches through Pos, and came 
the loth of October, to Caſimir in Poland, where 
the barbarous Execution of Count Patkull, above- 
mention'd, was perform'd, being the firſt Town 
they halted at, on their entering Holand. 

His Czariſh Majeſty being, asI have ſaid, gone 
into Lithuania, had his head Quarters at Vilda; 
before the withdrawing his Army, he ordered the 
Lands of the 7alatines, in the Intereſt of the U- 
ſurper Staniſlaus to be Jaid Waſte, which his Ene- 
mies repreſented as a mighty Injury; altho' he 
therein only follow'd the | ir of the Swedes, 
who had ſo often done the like in an extraordina- 
ry manner, to the Lands and Eſtates of the No- 
bility who adheard to the Intereſt of their Coun- 


try. 
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Tuts was the Caſe wherein the King of Spe- 
den's Party pretended the Czar had rifled the Seats 
of the Nobility in Poland, and carry'd away the 
Pictures, Statues, Orange Trees, &c. into Muſ- 
covy, as alſo ſeveral Extraordinary Libraries with 
many valuable Manuſcripts, and other Curioſities, 
or Rarities in Nature and of Art, part of which, 
if it werefſo, was relative only to the Houſes of 
his Enemies, which by the Laws of War he had 
Right to, they being now in Arms againſt him. 

TRE Diet or Aſſembly at Lublin, continued 
ſome time longer, and ſeem'd to adhere to their 
former Reſolutions, and to ſupport their Liber- 
ties, againſt King Staniſlaus and the Swedes, but 
as the Czar had no Confidence in them, ſo indeed, 
he had no Reaſon, as the Event ſhew'd after- 
wards ; for the King of Sweden advancing, they 
all ſeparated and 3 leaving his Czari/h 
Majeſty to ſtand by himſelf, as it may be ſaid, 
in the War with the King of Sweden, which how 
well he was able to do, and how III they de- 
ſerv'd it of him, will ſoon appear in the Conſe- 

uence of the Story, 

Nor that they ever fell in heartily with the 
King of Sweden, or with Staniſlaus, which made 
the Revolution which follow'd, the more eaſie to 
the King of Poland, But the King of Sweden 
coming with ſo formidable a Power, back into 
Poland, and bending the firſt of his March towards 
Thorn, and the Towns on the lower Viftula, it 
wasno more Queſtion'd for ſome Time, but that 
his Swediſh Majeſty,would in the firſt Place, clear 
the Country of all King Saniſlans's Enemies, and 
uſe them with the uttmoſt Severity. {0 

BuT the King of Sweden, whoſe dark Hours 
were juſt now begining, and who, as ſome have 

0 obſerv'd,

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obſery'd, ſcarce ever took one right Step, after 
his coming from Saxony, but delay'd his Proceed- 
ings, either one Way or other, for near three 
Months, hovering on that Side of Poland next the 
Borders of Sileſia, till he had brought the Empe- 
ror to Exccute fully a Treaty which had been 
made between them, in the behalf of the Pro- 
teſtants of Sileſia. 7538 

Ap indeed, he was oblig'd to ſtay thus long 
about Poſer, and Caliſh, and thoſe Parts, to lay 
up Magazins, and Stores of Proviſions for his 
Army; for the Rnftans had ruined the Country 
with a Deſign to render it difficult to him to ſub- 
fiſt, and it had the deſired Effect; for after he be- 
gun to extend himſelf, there was no Forrage to be 
found, ſufficient to ſupply his Army on any con- 
ſiderable Occaſion, and this made the King of 
Sweden Iye ſtill, till the Month of February at 
leaſt. 

DURING all this Time, things hung in ſaſpenſe 
between the King of Sweden, and the Cxar of 
Nn ſcovy; ſeveral] Powers, and Princes, ſought to 
mediate a Peace between his Czariſh Majeſty and 
the King of Sweden; Nor was the Czar averſe to 
a Peace, upon equitable and juſt Conditions; but 
the King of Sweden breathed nothing but War, 
and declar'd, or the World was fo unjuſt as to 
publiſh it in his Name, that nothing ſhould fatiſ- 
fy him now, but dethroning the Czar of Muſcovy, 
as he had dethron'd the King of Poland; So that 
the Czar might be truly ſaid to fight for his 
Crown, as he had fought before for his Friend 

the King of Flaund, and for the Peace of the 
 Republick, | 

I's Perſuance of this wicked Principle of Re- 
venge, he turn'd his Arms froom Poland, not ye 

a 
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half ſubdued, and left his new pretended King, 
to ſtrugle with a half reduced Nobility, and a d1- 
vided Nation, and profeſs'd to make War againſt 
neither ſmall nor great, but againſt his Czari/h 
Majeſty in Perſon. 

Tu 1s chymerical Piece of Perſonality in War, 
drew is Swediſh Majeſty, otherwiſe a moſt gallant 
and experienc'd Prince, into ſo many wild and 
deſperate Undertakings, as have never been heard 
of before; and into ſuch Miſtakes, to ſay no 
worſe of them, as never any General of an Army 
run into, and which at laſt ended in his utter Ruin, 
and overthrow, as will preſently appear. 

H1s Czariſh Majeſty, ng Oe Threatening 
or Gaſconade of Depoling him; but not at all Diſ- 
piſing, either the Perſon or Armies of the King 
of Sweden, had no more to do than to draw off his 
Armies from Poland, keep his new Conqueſts well 

uarded, and provided, and bring all his Forces 
into ſuch Poſts, as that he might ſooneſt draw to- 
gether his Power, when he ſaw where tlie Cloud 
would break; wait to ſee which Way this new In- 
vader would go about this great Work of entering 
the Ruſian Empire, in order to bring to paſs the 
Revolution he had projected. 

I T was with ſome Reaſon that his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty thought the firſt Step that the King of Swe- 
den would take, would be to march into Livonia, 
and there endeavour to recover what he had loſt , 
retrieve the ruin'd Condition of that flouriſhing 
Country, and like a true Father thereof, reſtore 
Peace to his People. But far from this, he found 
that on a ſuddain, his Enemy turn'd his Face to 
the South, or rather to the South Eaſt, and bent his 
Marches really towards his Majeſty's Domin ions. 
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THEN it was, that the Czar, who early pene- 
trated into the Deſign; foreſaw, that ſome Trea- 
chery muſt be form'd among the Cuſſacks of the 
Ukrain, and that the King of Sweden had held 
ſome private Correſpondences with the Traytor 
Mazeppa, General of that falſe and fickle People; 
And this was the more p:obable, becauſe it was 
the only View that the King of Sweden could 
have on that Side; The Tartars of Ciraffia, and all 
that Side of the Country, were too remote for 
any ſuch Attempt, nor would it be poſſible for the 
King of Sweden to penetrate into Muſcovy any 
ot her Way, the Frontiers lying deſolate for 
io long a Way before he could come to the inha- 
bited fruitful Part of Muſcovy, that it would be 
impoſſible for an Army to ſubſiſt, to find For- 
riage for their Horſes, and Food for their Men, 
and that the carrying it with them for ſo long a 
March, would be as Impracticable, as the other 
would be Impaflible. 

Bur the Ukyarn, a fruitful and populous Coun- 
try could it be brought into a Revolt, as the 
Swedes had flatter'd themſelves, or as ſome had 
brougꝭt them to believe it would, might indeed, 
have given him an Inlet into the Heart of the 
Country, and have furniſh'd them with Carriages 
and Horſes for carrying their Proviſions, if the 
Czar ſhould lay waſte the Enterance into his 
Dominions, as they might conclude would be 
done. 
Wirz this View, the King of Sweden began 
the deſperate undertaking, and marching thro 
the whole Kingdom of 1land, paſt the Boriſthe- 
nes, and atvancd directly towards the Ukra: 
nia by long and Fatcaguiiy Marchcs, having 
42000 Men compicag in his Army, with a fine 

A Train 
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Train of Artillery, and ſuch an infinite Store 
of Ammunition and other millitary Things, as 
alſo of Proviſions and Baggage as took up 11000 
Waggons to carry after them, beſides Mules and 
Baggage Horſes innumerable, and beſides an Army 
of 16000 Men, under the Command of Genral 
Lewenhaupt who his Swediſh Majeſty left to come af- 
ter him, with another T:ain of Artillery, and 7000 
Waggons of Amunition and Warlike Stores more. 
Now his Czarih Majeſty knew his Buſineſs, 
the Field was mark'd out for him, and he knew 
where to expect his Enemy. Now he ſaw where 


this gathering Cloud would break, and where the 


Storm would fall; and he had no more to do but 
to follow and provide for his Defence. 

He did not however, abandon all Hopes from 
the confederate States of Poland, or their Aﬀem- 
bly at Var ſam, tho' he ceaſed to depend upon their 
Aſliſtance; but as he knew the Diſpoſition of the 
Poles perfectly well, he knew that tho' they 
would not go on in the Path that he propc ſed, 
that is to ſay, to bring Things to a Point, and 
{et up another King; which, after they had de- 
clar'd, and publiſh'd an Interregnum, one would 
have thought they ſhould not have ſtuck at; yet, 
that they had gone too far, to go back again to 
King Staniſlaus, and that at leaſt they would create 
im a great deal of Trouble, and employ a great 
many of his Troops, to prevent him joyning with 
tie King of Sweden, and this happen d exactly as 
the Czar foreſaw it would, 

Urox this Foot, I ſay, he did not break with 
nem, and leave them abruptly, and entirely to 
tnemſelves, which had been to have them all 
torn in Pieces Ly the King of Sweden, or to have 
iored them to go in at once to King Stauiſlaus, 
41:4 10 joyn him againſt his Czarih Majeſty's 

EY Armies, 
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Armies. But to prevent either of theſe Extreams, 
the Czar, tho* he retir'd with the Groſs of his 
Army, to his own Frontiers; and as I have ſaid, 
prepar'd to defend himſelf, yet he left a Body of 
Troops with them, to encourage, and aſſiſt them, 
and manag'd them fo well, that they could ne- 
ver be brought to joyn King Stamſlaus, or fall in- 
to his Meaſures, and Intereſt, to the laſt, no not 
when the King of Sweden had 50000 Men in the 
Bowels of their Country. 

Bur to return to the King of Sweden, it has 
been obſerv'd by ſome Writers, and ſuch too, as 
have made the beſt Judgement of thoſe Things, 
that the King of Sweden never took one proſpe- 
rous Step, nor did any Thing thrive that he un- 
dertook, after the cruel Execution of Count Pat- 
full, nor after his unjuſt and perſonal War againſt 
the Czar of Muſcovy's Crown: I mean his declar'd 
Reſolut ion, to depoſe and dethrone his Czariſ 
Majeſty; a Thing the World langh'd at, and 
wich was in itſelf, conſidering the numerous 
Armies the Czar had then on Foot, really ridicu- 
lous. But this is by the Way. 

Tur King of Sweden having layn ſtill, in the 
Leſſer Foland, as above, near 3 Months, and ha- 
ving conſulted with his Generals, and reſolv'd 
what Courle to ſtecr, what Forces to take with 
him, and what Armies the Generals ſhould Com- 
mand in his Abſence, ſet forward the 8th of March 
on his refolv'd Expedition into Muſcovy. 

THE Troops he took with him, were about 
forty two Thouſand Men, all well diſciplin'd cho: 
ſen Men, and he left General Rhenſchild Field 
Marsſchal, and Governor of Livonia as above, 
with 15020 Men more, and a ſecond Train ot 
Artillery, with 6009 Waggons Loaden with 
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Amunition, and Military Stores, and Proviſions, 
to follow him. any 

Tx1s was indeed, a formidable Force, and 
might have been more ſuitable to the Under- 
taking, had he been actually in the Ficld- of 
Action, that is to ſay, had he been in the inha- 
bited populous Part of Muſcovy, and had not a 
vaſt unpeopled waſted Country to march through, 
and which the Czar had on purpoſe ſtrip'd of all 
poſſibility of ſubſiſting him, and that he muſt 
carry every Mouthful of Proviſions with. him, 
as well Forrage for his Horſe, as Bread for his 
Men. | 

How EveER, about March, the King of Sweden, 
a Prince reſolute and unalterable in his Underta- 
kings, when once his Councils were concluded, 
began his March, as I have ſaid, for Muſcovy, and 
pailirg the Viſtula, firſt advanced to wards L:thna- 
nia His Czarth Majeſty had left a Body of 3000 
Ho1ſe, and 22000 Foot, to guard the Paſſages of 
the Viſtula, againſt any Parties of the Swedes z but 
with Orders to Retreat in Caſe the whole Swediſh 
Army ſhould advance. 38 

H1s Czariſb Majeſty, was at this Time, gone 
to Muſcom, to ſettle tne Minds of his People, and 
to raiſe Money for carrying on the War; as alfo, 
to appoint more Troops to advance towards the 
Frontiers; He likewiſe, ſettled his Affairs of 
Civil Government, and appointed a Body of an 
Army to continue about Moſcow, to keep all quiet 
at the Capital. 

He had left the Army above, under the Com- 
mand of the Princes Czermet and Repuin, both 
bold daring Officers, and accuſtom'd to the Ser- 
vice, tho” natural Rufſtans, and who had often 
look'd the Swed:s in the Face, But, as above, it 
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was the Cxar's expreſs Order to them, to harraſs 
the Swedes with continual Parties, and Excur- 
ſions, but never to come to a general Battle with 
them if it was poſſible to avoid it. 

Tx1s they obſerv'd exactly, ſo that when the 
Swedes paſs'd the Viſtula theſe retreated before 
them; in the mean Time, the pretended King, 
Staniſlaus, with a ſtrong Body of Troops, as well 
Poles as Swedes advanc'd toward Sandomir, to try 
if poſſibly he could, either by fair Means, or foul, 
bring over the confederate Nobility to joyn 
with him; and he had the more Proſpect of it at 
that Time, becauſe he carry'd with him the In- 
ſtrument of King Auguſtus's relinquiſhing them, 
and in which, was ſomthing particularly reflect- 
ing upon their Conduct; and which, if they reſent- 
ed, it might be very propable they would take 
Part with the new King. But it was not to be 
done, the Foles true to themſelves, that is to ſay, 
ever factiovs, and ſteady to nothing but their 
Unſteadineſs; tho' they had declin'd the Czar's 
Propoſal for a new Election, tho' they had no 
new King, and their old One had difown'd them, 
as a People not worth any Prince's while to Go- 
vern; yet they would not hear of Staniſlaus, but 
aſſembling again at Opatow, they bound them- 


ſelves by a new Oath, to oppoſe King Staniſlaus, 


and the Swedes alſo, to the laſt Drop. So that 
King Staniſlaus not being willing to uſe Force with 
them, leaft he ſhould drive them again into the 
Arms of the Czarof Muſcovy; and indeed, not be- 
ing {ſtrong enoug!, to attack them, came away and 
left them, and joyn d the King of Sweden at Minſk, 
in Lithuania. That which encouraged the Conte- 
derate Nobility the more, was, that beſides 22000 
Nuſians, wnich the Czar had ordered to march to 
Opatow, 
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Opatow, to defend them; they had by a particu- 
lar Negotiation, broug it over the Coſſacks of the 
Ukraine, to favour their Intereſt, and General 
Mazeppa,' the famous Chief of the Cofſacks ad- 
vanced to joyn them with 30000 Horſe, and pro- 
miſed them, on Occaſion, 20000 more, 

Tuts encourag'd them ſtill the more, and made 
the other of the Nobility come in to them; ſo 
that they began to riſe on every Side, againſt 
Staniflaus ; his Friends had their Houſes in- 
ſulted, and their Lands Waſted, and were every 
where fain to fly to the Swedes for Succour; even 
the Palatine of Kzow, was obliged to follow the 
Courſe of King Staniſlaus, and with all his Depen- 
dents, making about 6000 Men, came to the 
Swedes Camp at Minſe. | 

Tat Swedes continu'd in Lith»ania, from March 
to the Middle of Fune, not yet reſolving, it ſeems, 
which Rout yet to take; And the King of Swe- 
den not finding Poland in a Poſture fit to be 
left to their own Defence; In all this Time, the 
could never come to any conſiderable Action with 
the Czar's Troops; The principal Skirmiſh we 
had with them, was near Mohilow, on the Bori ſ- 
thenes, where they ſurpriz'd a Body of about 
8200 of our Men, moſt of them Dragoons z who, 
after a very Gallant Defence, in which the Swedes 
loft abundance of Men, were oblig'd to retire 
with the Loſs of about 3coo Men kill'd, and 
taken Priſoners, 

Tx1s Days Action might have let the Swedes 
have ſeen, that the Mu ſcovite Troops were now 
quite another fort of People than they uſed to be, 
and fought with as much Order and regularity as 
other People; that they rallied as expertly after 
any Diſorder; and retreated as orderly after a 

Defeat. 
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Defeat. In a Word, That they would ſoon be 
equal to other Nations on all Occaſions; but the 
Swedes were too blind in their own Praiſes, to 
foreſee the Fate that was before them; ſo that this 
little Victory, did but animate them to their on 
Ruin, and prepare them ſtill to do more raſh 
Things than ever they had done before. 
IE Swedes, as if irreſolnte ſtill what Courſe 
to take, ſtay' d at Mohilom till the 20th of Juh. 
They were now at a Criſis of thier Affairs, if 
they had a Mind to march for Moſcow, as they pre 
tended; the Way was before them from Mobilo 
North Eaſt to Smolenſtom, and ſo keeping the By. 
riſthenes or Neiper on their Left, they had a plain 
Country, of about 360 Miles from Smolenſtcy 
to Moſcow ; it is true, the Czar had laid waſte 
the Frontiers, and lay full in his Way with thre: 
Armies, which altogether made about 140000 Men, 
and theſe he was reſolv'd they ſhould fight at 
three Times, one aſter another, and all within 
two or three Days of one another, before they 
could go on. 
Bur here it was plain the King of Sweden car 
ry'd on a ſecret Intelligence with that ruin'd Tra- 
tor Mazeppa, having found Means by Bribe 
ry, and otber Methods, to corrupt him, who hat 
inceed, the Ukranian Cofſaks much at his Call, be. 
ing their hereditary General. 
Tr1s Treaty was carry'd on, as we afterwars 
underſtood, by ſome of King Staniſlaus's his Party, 
and particularly by the Palatine of Kiow, 0!, 
Kiovia, the King of . Sweden's faſt Friend; An. 
in a Word, was fully concluded, tho” in an 1 
Hour, as well for himſelf, as the King of Swe 
while their Armies lay at Mohilov. 
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'As ſoon as the King of Sweden had a full Satis- 
faction that this Treaty was concluded, he de- 
camp'd from Mobhilow, and to the Surprize, not of 
the Ruſtans only, but of all the World, left the 
direct Road for Moſcow, and turn'd away Sc uth, 
kecping the River on his Right, and march'd Di- 
rectly to Czernikiow. on the River Deſna, on t1e 
Frontiers of the Coſſacls Country, and where he 
had more immediate Correſpondence with the Re- 
bel Mazeppa, as we ſhall ſee preſently. 

Hap his Swediſh Majeſty continued at Mubilow, 
but 10 Days longer, he had been joyn by his 
famous General Lewenhaupt with 15000 Men, all 
gallant Troops indeed, and with a new Train of 
heavy Cannon, and a vaſt Quantity of military 
Stores, who was in full March to joyne him. But 
the King of Sweden, as I have obſerv'd, was un- 
der the great Climacterick of his Fame, and all 
Things went againſt him, ſo he marched away, 
and General Lewenhaupt followed. | 

IT has been obſerv'd, by thoſe who tell this 
Story in Favour of the King of Sweden, that Ge- 
neral Lewenhaupt, having 15000 Men with him, 
all old Soldiers, and experienc'd well diſciplin'd 
Regiments, he might be very well ſuppoſed not 
to want a Convoy; and the mean Opinion the 
Swedes had of the Muſcovites, added to their Con- 
fidence in that Affair; the King of Sweden having 
on that Occaſion, ſaid, as tis Reported, that an 
Army of 15000 Swedes was never beaten by the 
Mnuſcovites, in a pitch'd Battle before, at leaſt in 
the Memory of Man, 

GENERAL Lewenbaupt had a long March, 
for he came from the Provinces of Couyland, and 
Livoma, where he had drawn this Army together, 
with great Care, and been four or five — 
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his Preparations; he made cafy Marches through 
Lithuania, where he was joyn'd by ſome old Re- 


22 of Swedes out of the Great Foland, and 


e was now come within three Leagues of Mo- 
bilow : His Czariſh Majeſty having Notice, of 
his Marc", reſolv'd to try the Mettle of his Troops, 
upon this Body of Men, and to Cut them off 
from joyning . Swedes it poſſible; and, indeed, 
it was a Juncture that required ſome Coup d' Eclat, 
for that tie King of Sweden was already poſſéſs'd 
of Czernkiow, on the Deſua, where he had been 
jo n'd by the Traytor Mazeppa, with looo Co 
faks, and had the plentiful Country of the 
rain open to bim; ſo had General Lewenhaupt 
joyn'd him, with theſe 15000 Men, his Army 
would ſoon have been 100000 Men, that is to ſay, 
44000 of his own Army, 150000f General Len. 
enhaupt, all Swedes, $000 of the Palatine of Kiom, 
wao lay ready to joyn him, and 36000 Coſſaks 
wio Mazeppa had promiſed to bring in. 

In this Caſe therefore, I ſay, the Czar reſoly'd 
to begin and try his Fortune with General Len- 
enhaupt : For this Action he drew out a Select 
Body of Men out of all his Army, being about 
S000 Horſe, ' and 23000 Foot, which was the 
meſt, and gave the Command of them to that 
fortunate General Prince Menzikoff. But the 
Czar knowing the Importance of the Action, went 
himſelf in Perſon to ſve it executed, tho' not ta- 
king any Command upon himſelf, but ſerv'd un- 
der his General 2s a Voluntier. 

Tur Fight laſted two Days, and almoſt 2 
gar, the Prince having marched with ſome 
eed in tae Mornii g, to come up with the Enc- 
my, having thown himſelf in Order of Battle, 
avout Elevena- Clock, he gave his Men ſome Time 
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to Reſt, and Refreſh themſelves; ſo that he did 
not begin the Fight, till near Three in the After- 
noon; when advancing in excellent Order, hecame 
again in View of their Line, which was drawn 
up to great Advantage, being ſurrounded with a 
Moraſs on one Flank ; and by their Carriages and 
a Rivulet running cloſe by them on the other 
Flank : Had he entrench'd his Front, which it 
was eaſy for him to have done, and which he had 
Leiſure enough for, it would not have been 
practicable for our Men to have attack'd him: 
Bnt the Swedes ſcorn'd to Entrench againſt an 
Army of Muſcovites, And this arrogant Tem- 
per of theirs, was more than this once their 
Deſtruction. For now they gave us a fair 
Front to fall on, and we failed not to take the 
Offer. | 
Tur Onſet was given by the Knfian Dra- 
* goons, Prince Menzikoff commanded Colonel 
* Campbell, a Scotch Man who had the Van- 
guard, to cauſe his Regiment of Dragoons to 
Diſmount and attack two Battalions, which 
* the Swediſh General Count Lewenhaupt had 
* cauſed to advance about a Mile before the 
Front of his Line, and poſted behind a little 
* Moraſs, to diſpute our Paſlage: Thoſe two 
* Battallions made ſo quick a Fire upon our Men, 
* that they had hardly any time to Form them- 
* {clves into Order of Battle; Colonel Campbell 
* obſerving how active the Enemy were, caus'd 
the five Squadrons who had Diſmounted to ad- 
* vance, to give Opportunity to the reſt of his 
* Troops to put themſelves into a Poſture to fol- 
low them; and thoſe Diſmounted Dragoons ha- 
* ving ſtood the Enemies Fire for ſome time, his 
- Czarih Majeſty cauſed them to be Lp by 
„ © four 
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© four Battalions of his Guards, and two of Inger- 
* manland: Our Men pouring in their Shot, up- 
on the two fore-mention'd Battalions, killed 
above half of them that guarded the Paſſage; 
and fo facilitated our drawing up in Battalia 
before the Enemies front. | | 

* GENERAL Lewenbaupt, perceiving his Van- 
guard was Beaten, reſolved to prevent us; and 
© cauſed his Army to march up and meet us in 
«* Battalia, then his Czar7iþ Majeſty obſerving 
© that the Enemies Line extended wider than 
© ours, ordered his Highneſs Prince Menzilof, 
* to cauſe four Regiments of Dragoons to alight, 
and they were immediately placed in our Left 
© Wing, with two Regiments of Horſe to cover 
their Flank, under the Command of General 
Fug; and our Right was commanded by the 
Princes of Gallcizin and Darmſtadt, whoſe Flank 
* was cover'd by two Regiments of Dragoons of 
his Highneſs Prince Menzikof's Guards; all 
© theſe Diſpoſitions being made, about Eleven a 
Clock the Signal for attacking the Enemy was 
given byageneral Diſcharge of all our Artillery: 
About 12 a Clock the Enemy began to advance 
* towards us with great Fiercene ſs and Reſolution; 
and the Fight being hot and obſtinate on bot? 
* Sides, for above an Hour and half, the Vide: 
ry hung in Suſpence. | 

© Dur1NG the terrible Fire, which was made 
every where, his Cza7iſh Majeſty appear d in tie 
* Flaces of moſt Danger, to annimate by his Va 
© lour, and Preſence, all the Officers and Soldiers; 
and obſerving that the Left ſuffer*d much, he 
* cauſed it to be reinforced by the Regiment of 
+ Guards of Prince Menzikof, 
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* Taz Enemy obſerving, how well we acquit? 
ted our ſelves under the Eye of our Auguſt Ma ; 
© ſter, begun to give Ground, yet drew off in 
Order of Battle. F N 
Fur we redoubl'd our Efforts, to improve 
« that Advantage: The Enemy being driven 
© back to their Waggons and Baggage, the Action 
«© was for ſome time forborn on both Sides; about 
three a Clock our Cannon coming up, began to 
play again. ; , 

* Tyrxcs ſtanding thus, His Czariſh Majefty 
being inform'd, that General Bour was within 
* half a League of him with 4000 Men, thought 
© fit to wait a little for his Arrival. 

* ABouT four a Clock General Bour came up 
* with his Body, and was oblig'd to endure the 
Fire of the Enemies Artillery, before he 
could joyn our Right, where he was to poſt 
* hamfclf. 

* FRoM this Junction, his Czariſh Majeſty be- 
gan to entertain Hopes that all would end well; 
and order'd that neither Right nor Left, ſhould 
* renew the Fight one without the other; but 
© the Left Wing, having ſtood: a good while 
* without attacking, the Impatience of all our 
* Officers and Soldiers ſuperceeded that Order, 
our Right Wing renew'd the Attack likewiſe 
* with the utmoſt Vigour, 

* TxE Enemy ſeeing themſelves repuls'd, 
* caus'd cwo Battallions and ten Squadrons of 
their Reſerve to advance, and Charge our Right 
in Flank , but they were ſo well received, and 
* afterwards ſo cloſly purſu'd, that, of the two 
* Battalions, not above 50 Men eſcaped. Upon 
* this Advantage, our left, and our Center, puſh'd 
* torward among the Enemies Waggons, break-

* Ing all their Left Wing. On their Right Lew. 
* enbaupt rallying his Troops, faced our Men who 
* were among their Waggons, and cauſed ſuch a

ter, and Left Wing advanced at the ſame Time 


* againſt the Enemy, who were oblig'd to Face 
© tothe Right about, to make Head againſt us; then 
the Charge was renewed with greater Fury than 
© before, bath by the Horſe and Foot, and their 
© Fire which the Enemy anſwer'd duly, did not 
* ceaſe till it was dark Night, when we could no 
longer diſtinugiſh our own Men, from our 
© Enemis. | 
© In the Night, his Czari/þ _ con ſider. 
ing the Difficulty of diſlodging the Enemy 
from behind the Waggons, forbid the Officers 
© on pain of being Caſhier'd, and the Soldiersof 
© being hang'd, to quit their Ranks, to rifle 'the 
© killed; ſo the Army kept all Night under Arms 
watching the Enemy. In the mean Time the 
Trophies of the Day, were preſented to his 
* Majeſty, conſiſting of 47 Colours, and 10 
Standards; and 16 Cannon, which he had 
* gain'd, were added to our Train of Artillery. 
Txus we paſs'd the Night, which was very 
* Cold, and towards. the Morning, we ſaw the 
Enemy kindle Fires, about their Waggons. Hit 
© Czariſh Majeſty order d that Fires alſo ſhould be 
* made in the Front of onr Line, and that 
ve {ſhould hold our ſelves in a Readineſs againſt 
* Break of Day; which being come, we march'd 


- * towards the Enemies Waggons, expecting to 


meet no leſs Reſiſtance than before; but we 
found that Lewenbanpt, had made uſe of that

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* our Diſcretion, all the Wounded, and 5605 


Waggons deſign'd to Supply the Want under 
© which the King his Maſter Labours. _: 

* GENERAL Ffug was immediately order'd 
© with a 1000 Granadiers on Horſe-back, and 
* 2000 Dragoons, to purſue and harraſs the fly- 
ing Enemy; he had not March'd above half 
© a League, when he found the Remains of the 
* Enemy in a Wood, and falling upon them, 
© he made a Slaughter among them for the 
Space of a League and a half, to Propoi- 
fick, where the reſt of the Run-aways, to the 
Number of 3000, retir'd into the Church- 
* Yard, | | 

* Our General advancing to Force them, 
* they made a Signal that they were deſirous 
to Capitulate; and then he ſent a Lieutenant 
Colonel, with ſix Granadiers, to receive their 
* Offers of Capitulation; but many of the Se- 
* diſh Soldiers being Drunk with Brandy, would 
* not agree to their Officers Propoſitions, and 
many of them Firing, kill'd two of our Gra- 
* nadiers, the Lieutenant Colonel ſeeing their 
* Headineſs, retir d. And General Pfng refolv'd 
not to ſpare them; our Granadiers and Dra- 
* goons enter'd. the Churchi Yard Sword in 
* Hand, kill'd all that reſiſted. During this Exe- 
* cution, part of them fled towards the River 
Soxa; General Miknſch purſu'd that Party two 
Hours, and ſaw Count Lenwenbaupt Swimming 
© through that River among his Men; whercup- 
on he ſwam it with his Detachment, and com- 
ing to the, other Side, moſt of the Swediſy Offi- 
* cers begg'd Mercy and he gave them Quarter, 
but caus d the Soldiers to be put to the Sword : 
He tcjoyn'd General fas, with all the Officers 
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and Booty; and thoſe Priſoners reported, that 
© General Lenwenhaupt was Dead of two Shots 
through his Body. 

* THE next Day, his Czariſh Majeſty caus'd 
© Thanks to be folemnly return'd to the Almigh- 
* ty for this ſigual Victory, which coſt the Ene- 
* my 20 Regiments, amounting to 16000 Men, 
© among them, Major General Sculemburgh, who 
© was kill'd on the Field of Battle, with all the 
Officers that were not taken Priſoners. 

We have 2673 Priſoners, 103 Officers, 47 
Colours, 10 Standards, 15 Cannon, 7000 Wag- 
« gons, and all the Arms and Baggage; t 
Victory being compleat. 

* Ox our Side, we loſt 70 Officers kill'd or 
* dangerouſly wounded, 1277 Soldiers kill'd, 
2734 wounded, among them his Highneſs the 
© Prince of Darmſtadt, General Baur, Colonel 
* Weiden, and two Muſcovite Colonels. 

Uron this Diſſaſter, the Swedes were at a full 
Stop, they could neither go forward, or back- 
ward, they had loſt all their Ammunition, and all 
their Magazine, among which were 20000 ſmall 
Arms, wherewith they propos'd to Arm, and 
Diſcipline the Coſacks which ſhould Rebel; they 
loſt 500 Ton of Musket Bullets, 6000 Barrels of 
Powder, and about 602000 Rixdolars in Money 
their Communication with Poland was entirely 
cut off, and the Palatine of Kiow, the King of 
Sweden's faithful Allie, was utterly diſabled 
by another Defeat given him, by the Crown 
Army of Foland; ſo that King Staniſlans, 
and General Gaſſau, who with anocher Army of 
18000 were advanc'd almoſt to Lemberg, coul 
get no intelligence of the King of Sweden, 7 
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of his Army, nor by any Means break thorougf 
to ſet him Free. 

IT is true, the Province of Ukrania, a rich, 
fertil, and plentiful Country, ſupply'd the King 
of Sweden effectually with Proviſions in Great 
Plenty; and his Swediſh Maj ſeeing what 
Condition he was reduced to, mark'd out a Camp, 
in a very advantagious Situation, on the River 
Deſna between Czeruikbow and Mekoſzi, where he 
caus'd ſtrong Entrenchments to be made, and 
mounted his Cannon reſolving not to be attack'd 
by Surprize. Here he reſolv'd to ſtay till he had 
recruited his Magazines of Millitary Proviſions 
as well as his Army with Troops; but during his 
whole Stay here, his Czariſh Majeſty fo ſcour'd 
the Country with continual Parties, that no Meſ- 
ſenger he could ever ſend arriv'd, nor could he 
receive any Intelligence from the reſt of Poland, 
or they from him. 

DuxtxG this long Encampment, his Czariſþ 
Majeſty's General, by inceſſant Parties, cut off 
abundance of his Men, and continually harraſs'd 
them with his Troops, and gave them two or three 
very conſiderable Defeats. 

In the mean Time, the Swedes on the other 
Hand, found Means to get ſome Supplies of Amu- 
nition out of Padolia, and from Lemberg they got 
ſome ſmall Arms, tho' all was with great Diſſiculty 
brought to them, the Confederates being ſtrongeſt 
on that Side, and it being a moſt tedious Way to 
bring things all by Land Carriage to Kiovia in 
the Ukrain alſo; and on the Side of Volbinia, they 
Liſted a great many Men, with which they fill'd 

up all the Regiments of General Lenwenhanpt's 
Army, which we had defeated, and made them 
as ſtrong as when we firſt attack'd him; on- 
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ly, with this Exception, namely, that they were 


not ſo good Soldiers by a great Deal. 

Tubus the two Armies paſs'd the Winter, and 
the firſt part of the Spring. But the Seaſon ad- 
vancing, and the King of Sweden ſtill fancying 
himſelf ſtrong enough to put his Deſigns in Ex- 
ecution, and hoping for great Matters from the 
Coſſacks, he prepar'd for his Enterprize. 

Ir ſhould have been obſerv'd here, that the 
Rebel Mazeppa, finding the Czar preſs'd hard up- 
on the Cofſacks, and terrify'd them from follow- 
ing him; ſo that he could not bring that Number 
with him to his new Confederate the King of 
Sweden, as he had promis'd, endeavour'd by Par- 
ties and Inroads on the Side of Muſcovy, to in- 
tercept all the Proviſions that ſhould be convey'd 
that Way to the Czar's Army, and.ravag'd the 
Country far and near, by the King of Sweden's 
Order; to puniſh them for which Treachery, 
Prince Menzickojf advanc'd with 24000 Foot, 
and 6000 Horſe, to the Eaſt Side of the Ukrain, 
and having caus'd the greater Part of the Cof- 
ſacks on that Side to return to their Duty, he 
advanc'd to Baturyu Mazeppa's chief Town, and 
which he had fortify'd, as well as the Place and 
Time would permit; azeppa foreſecing the De- 
ſign, pur 6000 Coſſacks, bold, hardy reſolute Fel 
lows into the Place; which beſides, was very 
well furniſh'd with every Thing neceſſary for its 
Defence; the Prince, however, came fairly up 
to the Town, and formally attack'd it, tho the 
Swedes in a manner look'd on. 

He had no Time to looſe in the Formalities 
neceſſary for a long Siege, but having raiſed 
three Batteries in two Days time, with the Help 
of a multitude of Hands, he fired ſo furiouſly 08 
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the Place, that in one Night and Day, he had 
made a tolerable Breach, Wich tho' it was not 
what they call pra&icable, in the Common Dia- 
le& of the Enginiers, yet he caus'd it to be 
ſtorm'd: The Garriſon deſended themſelves with 
a great deal of Obſtinacy, and kill'd the Mu/- 
covites by Heaps in their Ditches. But the Ruſþ- 
ans led on again, and annimated by the Preſence 
of their Generals, fell on with ſuch Fury, and 
withal, in ſuch Numbers, that they enter'd the 
Town Sword in Hand, cut all the Traytor Coſſacks, 
being 6000, as above. in Pieces; not givmg Quar- 
ter to one of them; which was a Piece of requiſite 
Juſtice, not only upon them for their Treaſon 
and Rebellion, but in Terror to the reſt, who 
had ſhew'd Inclination enough to Rebel; as for 
the Town it was plunder'd by the Soldiers. 

No did their Execution failof itsdeſign'd End, 
for it effectually aw'd the reſt of the Coſſachs, from 
revolting to the King of Sweden, as was the deſign 
of the whole Nation of them, beſides which, it 
leſten'd the King of Swedens Army 6000 Men, for 
thoſe 6000 were Part of the 1006 who had join'd 
the Sweaes with their General. 

AFTER the taking of this Town, which was 
in Sight of the whole Swediſh Army, the River 
Deſua only parting them; over which, however, 
the Swedes had no Bridge. I fay, after this, the 
Ruſian General ſuppreſs d entirely the Diſſafecti- 
on of the Coffacks, and having proclaim'd Mazep- 
pa a Traytor, and cauſed him to be hang'd in 

Effigie, made the, whole Body of Cofſacks meet, 
and chooſe another Chief or General, which was 
done with the loud Acclamations of the People 
lo the Czar was in ſome Degree even with the 
king of Sweden, for if he depoſed one King, the 
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Czar of Maſcovy now depoſed another, for tho 
Maxeppa was not a King in Title, he was equal 
to a King in Power, and every way Equal if not 
Superior to King Auguſtus in the divided Circum- 
ſtances, in which his Power ſtood, even at the 
beſt of it. 

AND now the King of Sweden having reſolv'd 
to move forward, decamp'd, in an evil Hour for 
him, in the begining of June, and paſſing the Deſ- 
na at Czernibow advanced towards Pultowa, The 
Country all the Way in this March being low and 
level, is full of Rivers which fall into the Neiper, 
and lying juſt croſs the Way which the Swedes were 
to March, they had ſometimes three or four of 
thoſe Rivers to paſs in a Day; the Reaſon of thus 
is plain, for that the Courſe of the Boriſt hene 
being here from Nerth to South, and the great 
River receiving into it all the ſmaller Rivers of 
the Country of both Sides, the Courſe of thoſe 
Rivers naturally muſt be from Zaft to Veſt, on 
the Side where the Swediſh Army march'd. 

TRIS retarded che March of the Swedes very 
much, who were oblig' d to make Bridges over 
moſt of thoſe Rivers, and who drew a great 
Train of Carriages with them for their Baggage, 
and Ammunition, beſides their Artillery. 

Sou of theſe Rivers indeed, the Weather 
being dry, and the Seaſon ſo far advanc'd, were 
low, and might be foarded by the Cavalry and 
Carriages, but others again conld not. 

How EVER, the King of Sweden whoſe Autho- 
rity preſs'd on his Men, forc'd to March over all 
the Rivers, and whatever Difficulties offer'd to 
ſtand in his Way, puth'd on till he came to Pul- 
towa; a Town which the Czar had fortiſy'd in 4 


better manner than formerly; and as it was 4

Frontier againſt the Budriack Tarter, who uſcd to 
make their Incurſions that way into Mu ſcovy. 

Hrs Czariſh — Calling the Swedes in 
Motion, broke up with all his Army from Smo- 
lenſto, where he had encamped in order to diſpute 
the Ground Inch by Inch with them, if they had 
offer d to move towards Moſcow, and mov'd after 
them; he had never ſtirrd from that Situation 
with the Groſs of his Army while the King of 
Sweden lay on the Bank of the Deſna, leaſt find- 
ing his Army remov'd, they ſhould counter 
March and ſlip by him on the Way to Moſcow, 
but now finding the Swedes running farther 
into the Net, he purſu'd with his whole Army, 
which was about 70000 Men, beſides about 42000 
which were poſted at diſtant Places, as at Mobi- 
low, and at the River Bug, to prevent Succours 
paſſing to the Swedes, 

WIr this Army his Czariſp Majeſty follow'd 
the Swedes ſo cloſe, that he was always at Hand 
to take any Advantage that might offer, 

Tre King of Sweden, who was now near the 
End of his good Fortune, and found himſelt 
embarraſs d with the Difficulties of the Country, 
encamp'd under the Walls of a Town, tho not 
conſiderable in it ſelf, yet better fortified, and 
better furniſh'd than he expected, wanting many 
Things neceſſury for a Seige of Importance; and 
which was worſe, the Czar, who he had always 
flatter'd himſelf, would never venture a Battle, was, 
as I have ſaid at his Back with an Army of 70000 
Men, and not only ſeem'd refolv'd to venture a 
Battle with him, but poſted himſelf in ſuch a man- 
ner, as that it was apparent he would Befiege him 


and his Camp, and perhaps attack his Intre: ch- 
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Mcaſures taken; but to do him Juſtice, it is re- 
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Hap not the King of Sweden's Courage exceed: 
ed his Diſcretion at that Time, and his ill Fate 
hurry*d him on to his own Deſtruction, he would 
certainly have carry'd on his Attacks in the uſual | 
Form, and chooſing a ſtrong Situation, have en- 
camped with the Groſs of his Army to cover the 
Siege; expecting that if the Czar would raiſe the 
Seige, he ſhould fight him with all the Diſadvan- / 
tages uſual on ſuch Occaſions, as namely, that of 
attacking a Powerful Army entrench'd up to the 
Teeth, and poſted with all pojhble Art and Ad- 
vantage. | | 
Bur on the other Hand, had their Reſolution 
to Fight been attended with the uſual Prudence of 
a good General, ſuch as the King of Sweden cer- 
tainly was, and ſuch, as if he had not been ſo 
himſelf, all his other leading Men were eſteem'd 
to be; particularly, Field Mariſchal Rhenſchild, 
the Generals Lewenbaupt, Slippenback, Stakelberg, 
Stenback, and others; and it was very ſtrange they 
ſhould not reſtrain him, by Reaſoning againſt the 


ported that his Swediſh Majeſty was not ſo much 
for fighting as his Generals were, and that it was 
carry d in a Council of War, before the King gave 
his Opinion: The Caſe was dubious, and every 
Man aſham'd to ſpeak firſt againſt Fighting, leaſt 
he ſhould be ſuppoſed to want Courage, and leaſt 
the King, whoſe Temper was ſo well known, 
ſhould reſent it; thus it was that all Men voted 
for Fighting, tho' even almoſt every one of them 
were againſt it in their Judgements. a 

TulIs was too much the Effect of the exceed- 
ing Fire in the Temper of their Monarch, who was 
ſo much fear'd by his Officers, that they it 
ſcems voted as they thought would be molt * 
" | able 
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able to their Prince's Humour, than Safe and pru- 
dent for his Intereſt and Honour. ; 

Tun Neighbourhood and Strength of the Muſco- 
vite Army made it difficult, and ſcarce practica. 
ble to carry on the Siege of the Place, the Garriſon 
being numerous alſo, and well furmiſh'd, and the 
Swedes began to ſee ia Neceſſity of removing the 
Enemy, or of raiſing the Siege, and upon this 
Occaſion, the great Council of War was called, 
——_ it was, unfortunately for them, reſolv'd to 
Fight, 

Bo ING now come to mention the Battle it ſelf, 
I refer the Reader to a full Account of it given 
by the Enemy themſelves, becauſe what they ac- 
knowledge comes with an Authority not to be 
deny'd; whereas, ſpeaking of a Thing of ſuch 
Conſequence on the Side of that Monarch, whoſe 
Story we write, we may be the more ſuſpected 
of Flattery and partiality z take it then from 
their own Accounts as follows, 

* Our Army, ſay they, conſiſted of about 36000 
* Menif we had been all together, of whom our 
Cavalry made the better Half; our Infantry in 
the Battle, were not above 15 000; neither had 
* we any Artillery with us; the Deſign being to 
© force an Enterance, and then break in with our 
* Horſe; of theſe Forces we left our whole Body 
© of Reſerve as before noted, in the Camp; which, 
* with other Troops left there, were about 8000 
Men; fo that in the Battle we had not above 
* 22000 Men, 

* THE King led on his Cavalry, and wit him 
General Lewenhaupt, Steenboch, and Spar; Rhenſ- 
child, Horn and Stakelberg commanded the Foot; 
* as ſoon as we came out of the Defiles, and ſaw 
* the Countenance of the Enemy, it was calle to 
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* ſee we had a terrible Task on our Hands; but 
there was no looking back, the King with his 
* uſual intrepidity advanc'd to the Charge, and 
* with his Horſe fell upon a great Body of Muſco 
* vite Horſe, who were advanc'd from the reſt, 
and in a Moment drove them into the Line of 
* Horſe, which ſtood behind them, upon which 
© the reft of the Swediſh Horſe advancing the 
< whole Line acted at once, and puih'd the Ene. 
my ſeveral times into Confuſion ; but by the 
© Vigilance of their Officers, and the help of new 
© Troops, they reſtored their Line and fought with 
© the utmoſt obſtinacy : During this part of the 
Action, the Enemy with a great Body of Horſe 
© and ſome Foot had wheeFd at ſome diftanc, 
and appear'd on our Flank in order to fur 
round our Cavalry, ſome Troops charg'd them, 
* but being over power'd were repulſed, an 
this made us flacken the Charge in Front far 
fear of being cut of from our Infantry. 

* THAT in the mean time our Infantry al. 
vancing, and the Horſe making a Halt till the 
* came up, form'd themſelves in order of Battle, 
the Horſe on the Wings, and the Foot in Cen. 
© ter, and advanc'd again directly to the Enemy, 
Charging them with great Fury and good Sue. 
* ceſs ; but the Cannon from the entreneh! 
Camp advancing, and the Troops opening I! 
« ſeveral Places for their playing upon us; it 
* was impoſſible our Foot could keep their c 
der, or the Men ſtand in the Face of ſeventy 
© Peiceg of Cannon, loaden with Cartouches d 
* {mall Shot; fo that our Gene-als ſaw it abſolute 
* ly neceſſary to draw of the Foot, the Horſe al 
this while continu'd engaged, and drove ti: 


Cavalry of the Enemy every where before — 
« by 
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* but the Enemies Foot. advancing to ſupport 
their Cavalry with their Fire, our Horſe alſo 
* ſounded a Retreat, and drew off in very good 
© oxder out of the Field of Battle, recover- 
ing the Defiles were our Foot was poſted. The 
Enemy made a no purſuit at that time, the E- 
* nemy made ſhew of advancing indeed on our 
Left, and ſome Skirmiſhes happen'd, but they 
* were beaten off with Loſs; however, having 
thus left the Field of Battle to the Enemy, ſe- 
veral Diſaſters follow'd ; as firſt, being cut of 
from * Camp, our * of — = — 
tillery, heavy Baggage, Carriages, c. fell all 
. — — Hands, and The Troops left 
there were oblig'd to yeild themſelves Priſo- 
ners of War; in this Condition there was nothin 
left to conſider of, but Retreat ing with all poſ - 
ſible Speed before the Enemy ſhould be in a 
* poſture to attack us, and the way for this was, 
if poſſible to reach the Bariſthenes, and get 
i — 1 to paſs over the Troops, and reach to 
Kion. 

GENERAL Lewenhaupt had the Condu& of the 
© Retreat, and he march'd with ſuch Expedition, 
* that all the Troops came to the Bank of the 
River the next Day, about One at Night, tho? 
© extreamly fatigu'd and harraſs'd, efpecially 
* the poor Infantry, of whom many died by the 
© way, either of their Wounds, or by the extremity 
© of the March; inſomuch, that as appear'd after- 
* wards, there were not 4000 of them left, above 
© 20c00f them choſe rather to fall into the Enemies 
Hands, then ſuffer fo ſevere a March, and ſo drop'd 
oft ſome and ſome by the way, expecting every 
Hour to be knock'd on the Head by the Ene- 
* my, many of them wandered about the Coun- 
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try, and got into Poland afterwards, and Lifted 
in the Troops of King Stani ſlaus, fo eſcaping to 
the Swediſh Army at better Leiſure. | 
© BuT we were in no better Condition now then 
before, for the River was a full ſtop to us; Boats 
there was none, we had no Materials for a 
Bridge, or time to make it, we knew the Ene- 
my was at our Heels ; we had neither Strength 
left to Defend ourſelves, nor Ammunition to 
Supply a Battle if we were diſpoſed to it; nei. 
ther had we Proviſions to keep our Men from 
periſhing : In this ſtrait the main Concern of 
our Generals was for the ſafety of the King, to 
have him fall into the Hands of the Enemy 
was worſe than Death to think of; there was 
but one way, which was to venture to Swim the 
great and rapid River that we lay on the Bank 
of, and then to make the beſt of his way into the 
Turks Dominions, his Majeſty made light of the 
hazard; but it was eaſie to ſee that it was with 
extream reluctance that he parted with his be. 
loved Troops, who he knew muſt immediately 
fall into the Hands of the Enemy ; but there 
was no deliberating in the Choice; his Majefty 
could not by ſtaying ſave his Men, and falling 
into the Enemies Hands with them, would but 
increaſe their Misfortune, ſo it was reſvlv'd; 
and the next morning the King, attended by 
about 300 of the beſt Horſe paſs'd the River ina 
little Boat, molt of the reſt Swam the River, be- 
ing guided by ſome Coſſack Gentlemen, who it 
ſeems in that Country make light of it; 
they all landed ſafe on the other Side. His Ma- 
jeſty gave private Orders to the reſt of his 
Men, that if they could make any eſcape, they 
ſhould follow towards the 1nrks Dome 
here 
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where they wonld foon hear of him, if he got 
ſafe thither. That ſame Evening the Maſcovite 
Prince Menzickoff at the Head of about 10000 
Horſe, appear'd in ſight of our Camp, and Ge- 
neral Reinſchild, who was then Priſoner among 
them, having ſignify'd to them, as they ſaid, 
that it was Probable in the Condition we was 
in, we would Capitulate; the Prince ſent a Trum- 
pet with a Swediſh Captain, and a Maſcovite Co- 
lonel with a Letter to our General, to offer us, 
if we would Surrender, good Uſage and hono- 
rable Conditions; this was the more welcome 
to us, becauſe it was wholly unexpected: The 
matter needed no Debate, our Circum- 
ſtances admitted of nothing elſe, and if 
he had not ſent to us; we mult have ſent to 
him, and have yeilded; wherefore our General 
after holding a ſhort Council of War, 
return'd a reſpe&ful Anſwer to the Prince, 
ſignifying, that if he might have Soldier like 
uſage, and be treated honourably, he would en- 
ter into a Treaty, but that if not, they would 
die with their Swords in their Hands, and ſell 
their Lives as dear as they could; in the mean 
time many of our Men enrag'd at the Thoughts 
of the Slavery of Muſcovy, threw themſelves 
madly into the River, ſome ſtrip'd and Swam, 
but they found it worſe, for many of them pe- 
riſn'd with Hunger, and with wandering naked 
over the Country, and fome not able to reach 
over, for the River is there very Broad, were car- 
ried down the Current and drown'd ; to be ſhort 
with this diſmal Story ; we obtain'd very hono- 
rable Conditions, and Surrendered to the Mnj- 
covites; tho' we cannot ſay thoſe Conditions 
have been ſo honourably pericem'd as they

at Weſprick, 2 Hauwitzers of 16 Chambers, 4 Mor- 
tars of fix, and four of three Pound Ball. 

Oux Loſs being thus of our whole Army, it is 
needleſs to enquire how many fell in each particu- 
lar Action; but, this is certain, that what the 
Muſcovites have publiſh'd of 10000 Men ſlain in 
the Battle, cannot be true; we reckon about 6c@0 
kill'd in the Action, 2000 Priſoners, at that time 
alſo, Joo in the Camp before Paltowa, about 
2000 who ſwam over the River, with, and after 
the King, 3000 who wandred away and eſcap'd 
into the Country, and 16000 now with General 
Leuwenhaupt ;, 2 far the Swediſb Account. 

I Come then to the Account, which was given 
from the Muſcovite Army, which is more proper- 
ly my Part, and which varies in nothing, but the 
Manner of Things: Which, however, is very 
ſignificant to know, and is as follows, 


* AFTER the Mufcovites had paſs'd the River 
* Vorkſla with their whole Army on the 2oth of 
Fune, O. S. they encamp'd within a League of 
the Swedes till the 24th, that Day they advanc'd 
within a Quarter of a League of them, and en- 
camping, preſently caus d an Entrenchment 
to be thrown up before the Camp to prevent 
all Surprize; their Cavalry was poſted in the 
Woods, cover'd by the Rec oubts, furniſh'd with 
Men, and tho' the Czar gave out Orders for 
preparing to attack the Enemy, they prevent- 
* ed him according to their uſual Cuſtom ; for on 
* the 27th early in the Morning, while it was 
© yet dark. the Swedes came out of the Defiles, 
* where they had lain all Night on their Arms, 
and attack'd the Muſcovite Cavalry of 
Y 47 
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E 
* with their Horſe and Foot ſo vigorouſly, that 
* notwithſtanding they were repulſed ſeveral 
times, and beaten off with Loſs from the Redoubts 
* which they aſſaulted, the Muſcovite Cavalry, 
* who cou'd not be aſſiſted in time by the Infan- 
* try, were oblig'd to retire towards their En- 
* trenchments; but ſoon return'd to the Charge; 
* entirely defeating the Swedes Right Wing, and 
took Priſoner General Slippenback, who com- 
manded it; while this was doing the Czar de- 
* tach'd Prince Menzickof, General in chief of 
* the Army, and Lieutenant General Rentzell, as 
© well to cut of the Troops, who were advancing 
* to the Aſſiſtance of the Enemy, as to attack 
* thoſe left in the Trenches under the Swediſh Ge- 
© neral Roſen, the Prince marching accordingly; 
met in his way the Enemy's Budy of Reſerve 
of 3009 Men, whoſe Right Wing was Flank'd 
by a Wood; after ſome. Reſſiſtance he broke 
them, put ſome to the Sword, gave Quarters to 
the reſt, and return'd to the main Army , lea- 
ving Lieutenant General Rentzell to proceed on 
* to Pultowa, at whoſe approach the Swediſh Ge- 
* neral Roſen retir'd with his Regiments into the 
* Works they had made, however, the Muſcovits 
General attack*d him, and forc'd him after ſome 
* Reſſiſtance to Surrender with all his Men at 
* Diſcretion : On the other hand, the Swediſh Ar- 
my having in retiring joyned their Foot; all 
* the Swediſh Army drew up in order of Battle a- 
* gainſt the Muſcovite Front, at the diſtance of a- 
* bout a Quarter of a League; the Czar at the 
* ſame time caus'd two Lines to move out of the 
* Entrenchments, leaving the Third to guard the 
* Camp, and drew up his Army in ſuch a man- 
© ner, that his Infantry made the main Body, and 
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the Cavalry the two. Wings, of which the 
Right was commanded by Lieutenant Bauer 
in the room of Lieutenant General Rence, who 
was wounded in the firſt Engagement: The 


Left was commanded by Prince Menzickoff, his 
Preſence being moſt ' neceſſary, and his main 


Body was commanded by the Czar in Perſon: 
The Field Marſhal Czeremettoff; the Generals 


of the Foot, Prince Reprin, and M. Hallard, 
as alſo' Lieutenant General Belling attend- 


ing at lüs Poſt; Lieutenant General Prous had 


the Direction of the Artillery; the Myſcovite 


Army being in this poſture, no ſooner began 
to move towards the Swedes, then contrary to 
expectation, theſe had the boldneſs after the re- 
pulſe they had receiv'd, to advance to meet 


them: About nine in the Morning the Fight 


began, and the fire grew. thick on both Sides, 
which the Muſcovitescontmu'd with ſuch Brave- 


ry, that they defeated and broke the ©wedes Army, 


after a Battle of half an Hour; a thing very 
ſtrange, and put both their Horſe and Foot to 
the Rout, the latter not daring to Halt, or 
make farther oppoſition, and were driven like 


a Herd of Cattle, witli! Sword, Bayonet and 


Pike quite to the Woods. Major-General Sta- 
kelberg was the firſt Priſoner taken, then Gene- 
ral Hamilton, Field Marſhal Rbenſch1ld, the 
Prince of Virtenberg, Couſin to the King of 
Sweden; many Colonels and Subaltern Officers, 
and ſome thorſands of Foot and Horſe, a great 
Number of which yielded themſelves volunta- 
rily with their Horſes, and Arms. The Muſco- 
vites Cavalry purined the Swedes full ſpeed a- 
bove half a League, that the Plains and Woods 
for three Leagucs round tie Puitowa, were m_ 
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ed with the Enemies Bodies; the Number of 
© their kill'd being 8 or 10000; thus by the help of 
the Almighty they gain'd ſo compleat a Victo- 
* ry over the Swedes, that it is hardly to be paral- 
© Jel'd, and that with little Loſs by the Victori- 
* ous Arms of the Czar, and under his own Con- 
duct, in which he moſt eminently ſignaliz d 
his Valour and Experience in the War, expoſing 
* himſelf to all Dangers, and had his Hat ſhot 
* thro? ;, Prince -M2nzzckoff- had three Horſes 
* wounded under him; tis worthy to be remark- 

* ed, that 'twas only a Line of Foot, of 10000 
Men, who defeated the Enemy, the other Line 

* not being engaged. Here follows a Lift of the 

* Priſoners, and of what was taken from the 
* Swedes, as far as they could inform themſelves 
in the ficit two Days. 


* Count Piper, firſt Miniſter to the King, his 
Privy Connfellar, and great Marſhal ; Count 
* Reanſchild Field Marſhal and Privy Counſellor , 
* the Majors General, Slippenlack, Stackleberg, 
* Roſen and Hamilton; the Colonels, Prince Wir- 
* temberg, Prince Applegreen, Count Horn, and' 
Prince Rhenſehild, 6 Lieutenant Colonels, 4 
Majors, 2 Captains of Horſe, 20 of Foot, 1 
Lieutenant of Horſe, 2 of the King's Life- 
* Guards, 1 of the King's Quarter-Maſters of Re- 
* giments, 53 Licutcnants of Foot, 3 Adjutants, 
* 1 Trumpeter, 4 Surgeons, 3 Clerks of Regi- 
ments, 21 under Officers of Foot and Horſe, 
2528 Horſe and Foot Soldiers, 12 Hautboys, 4 
Surgeons Mates, 24 Drums: Of the Chancery 
were Priſoners, the Secretarf® Cederkielm, the Se- 
' cretary Dickbon, 2 Writers in the Chancery 
the King's Chaplain, and Mr, Morbergh , Priſo- 
bs 2 ners; 
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p ners; in all 2978, taken from the Swedes, the 
following Trophies, 34 Standards of Horſe, 29 
. of Dragoons, 69 Colours, of which 6 are of the 
Regiments of Guards; in all x34 Standards and 
Colours. In this Battle only 4 Cannon were ta- 
ken, becauſe the Swedes brought no more into 
the Action, 1 pair of Kettle Drums of Silver, 
belonging to the Guards, 3 Pair of Copper. In 
the intrim, Prince Menzickof, who march'd 
the 28th in purſuit of the Swedes, could not 
overtake them till the 3oth, notwithſtandin 
all the Expedition he made, for they retir 
precipitately, leaving behind them the greateſt 
part of their Baggage, that Day his Highneſs 
* diſcover'd them. Poſted very Advantageouſly 
© near the ſmall Town of Pexecolocza, at the 
Foot of the Mountain on the Bank of the Br 
* riſthenes, and was inform'd by the Quarter- 
* Maſters of a Regiment, and ſome Machians, 
* who were taken Priſoners, that the King of 
Sweden had paſs'd the Boriſthenes, by ſwim- 
ming with Major General Spar and Lagereron, 
and 300 of the beſt mounted Troopers about; 
* Hours before, and had left on this Side the re- 
* mains of his Army, under the command of Ge- 
* neral Lewenhaupt : Some ſaid the King was 
* wounded the Day before the Battle in the Head, 
others in the Ankle; and indeed, ſo various 
* were the Stories concerning him, that we 
cannot here repeat them; he retired 3s 
they ſay to Ockzakow, a Town at the Mouth ot 
© the Bay, in the Country of the Budzaick Tar: 
© tars, but we heard afterwards that he was gone 
to Bender, on the River Nicfter, and that 
© he was Royally us'd by the Turks, where we 
« muſt leave him, and return to Prince Mang 
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© ko, who without Joſs of time, caus'd his Body 
of Men, which did not exceed 9ooo to advance 
* againſt the Swedes, and ſome Priſoners having ad- 
* ded, that they believed they might be diſpos d to 
* ſurrender themſelves on terms of Capitulation : 
His Highneſs ſummon'd them to yield, intimating 
* to them, that they were depriv'd of all Means of 
* eſcaping by a Retreat, and that if they rejected 
© his offer, they were not to hope for Quarter, 
* but be all put to the Sword. 8 
HEREU TON the. Swedes ſent to his Highneſs 
Major General Cruitz, Colonel Duckers, Lieute- 
* nant Colonel Tran ſetter, and Adjutant General 
Douglas to Capitulate, and an A proven Was 
* preſently made, ſign'd afrerwark by Prince 
* Menzickoff,, and General Lewenbaupt; purſuant 
to which, the Swedes who contrary to all expecta- 
tion, were yet 162845 Men ſtrong, well arm'd 
and moſtly Horſe, yielded themſelves Priſoners 
of War, and laid down their Arms, ſurrender- 
ing that Day to Lieutenant General Baner, 
with the Camp Cheſt or Treaſure, the Military 
Chancery; alk the Colours, Standards, Kettle- 
* Drums, and Drums; the Czar came up in Per- 
* ſon, and joyn'd Prince Menzickoff, juſt at the 
time when the Swedes laid down their Arms. 
IMMEDIATELY after the Action, and before 
the taking of General Leuwenbaupt, and the Sur- 
render of the Army Priſoners z the Czar, hamſelf, 
ſent an Account of the Fight in general, to ſeve- 
ral Courts, Princes, and Perſons, by Expreſs, the 
Letters being written by his Majgity's own Hand, 
as particularly, to the Court of Perlin, to Vienna, 
to the Hague, and King Anguſtus, the Czar's Let- 
ter to his Miniſter, M. Goltz, at the Court of Ber- 
lin, was as follows, =

I Acquaint you, by theſe Preſents, with the great 
Victory I have ſunexpectedly) obtain'd, by the 
Bleſing of God, ard the unſpeakable Bravery of my 
roops, with very little Loſs on my Side; in the fol- 
Towing Manner : The Enemy early this Morning, at- 
tack'd with all their Forces, both Horſe and Foot; 
our Cavalry, which behav'd themſelves ſo well, that the 
Swedes were repulſed with great Loſs ; they drew up 
again in Order of Battle before our Army, where. 
upon, we cauſed our Infantry to march out of our 
ntrenchments, and drew up our Forces in order of 
Battle; and poſted our Horſe, on the Wings of the 
Foot, which being perceiv'd by the Enemy, they did 
the like, and having attack'd us, they were ſo vel 
receiv'd by our Troops, that they were oblig d to 
quit the Field , and our Troops took many Standards, 
Colours, and Cannon, and among the Priſoners, 
there arc the General Velt Mareſchal Renſchild, be. 
fides four other Generals, viz. Slippenbach, Sta- 
kellbrugh, Hamilton, and Roſen, the firſt Mini 
fter of State, Count Piper, the two Secretaries of 
State, Hermelin and Cederkielm; and ſome thou- 
ſands of Soldiers and Officers, of which we will cauſe 
the Particulars tobe ſent to you nery ſpeedily, becauſe 
the Shortneſs of the lime does not permit to do it at 
preſent. 1% fay all, ina Word, the Enemy's whole 
Army bas had the Fate of Phaeton; we do not yet 
know what is become of the Perſon of the King of 
Sweden, whether he be Living, or with our Fathers. 
We hade commanded our Lieutenauts General, Galic- 


zin aud Baurs, to purſue the flying Enemy with our 
Cavalry,

Txvs ended all the vaſt Deſigns of the King 
of Sweden, of whom we ſhall ſay no more here, 
than that he eſcaped, as hath been ſaid, into the 
Dominions of the Grand Seignior, and, was well 
receiv'd by the Order of the Port at the City of 
Bender, a Frontier of the Turks, on the Side of 
Tartary, and on the Banks of the Neiffer, and 
where he meditated his Revenge, in a Manner fo 
unbecoming a Chriſtian Prince, as to animate 
the Mabometans and Common Enemies of Chriſt:- 
ans, to make a War againſt the Czar z and was 
again the Occaſion of much Blood, and much 
On to the Chriſtian World, as ſhall appear in its 
Place, 

H1s Czariſh Majeſty had now no more Work 
upon his Hands of this Kind, the Grand Enemy 
being thus gone, and that Army entircly defeat- 
ed, which had been ſo long the Terror of Poland, 
what remain'd, was the Work of meer Negotiation 
and Alliance. The pretended King Staniſlaus, 
and his Party, having now loſt their main Sup- 
porter, fell into their firſt Nothing, whence they 
came, and King Auguſtus dethron'd in an Arbitra- 
ry and violent Manner, as has been ſaid; was in- 
vited to re- aſſume the Kingdom, even by many of 
thoſe, who had been Inſtruments in wg him 
out, 


THAT 
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 Trar Part of the Affairs of Poland, relate 6 
much to the Affairs of Muſcovy, and the Czar had 
ſo much Glory in reſtoring that ruin'd Prince 
King Auguſtus, notwithſtanding he had relinquiſh'd 
his Friendſhip, and broken his Treaties with him, 
that it cannot be omitted. 
As Moderation, and doing Good for Evil, is 
one of the Beſt of Chriſtian Virtues, ſo forgetting 
Injuries, and relieving oppreſs'd Princes, is one 
of the * Parts in the Glory of the Conque. 
ror; the Czar made it one of his firſt Diſpatches, 
to give King Auguſtus a Part in the Joy of his 
Victory, and thereby let his Poliſh Majeſty ſee 
that he had Kindneſs enough left, to forget what 
was paſt, and place it all to the Account of the 
Violence he was under; and we were told a Meſ. 
ſage was ſoon after ſent to invite him to reaſ. 
ſume the Throne, with Aſſurances of Snpport, 
from the ſame conquering Hand, which had driven 
his only Enemy, that is to ſay, his only formi- 
dable Enemy out of Chriſtendom, and who was 
now in a State of Exile, among the Barbarian, 
without an Army, without his victorious Gene- 
rals, without his Chief Minifter Count Piper, 
without Friends, and without Money; and con- 
ſequently, that there was no Room to fear his 
Return into Poland, or meddling any more with 
the Affairs of that Country. | 

WHETHER: this were 75 or not, this is certain, 
that King Auguſtus no ſooner received this ſurpriz- 
ing and unexpected News, but he began to caſt 
about his Return and meditate his going back in- 
to Poland, to recover the Crown, which was tori 
from his Head by Violence and War: Nor was it 
long before he receiv'd ſuch Invitations from the 


Poles themſelves, as without any Room to coy 
al” 
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farther, determin'd him in the Affirmative, as 
we ſhall fee preſently. — 

Ir the Overthrow of the King of Swedex was 
a Surprize of Joy to the abdicated King Anguffns, 
it was no leſs an Aſtoniſnment to King Stamſlans , 
indeed it was a Clap of Thunder to him, a Blaſt 
from Heaven, that at one Guft, overthrew him 
and all his Intereft and Friends. 11 

HE was at berg when he met with the 
News, and had with him General Craſſau, with a 
Body of 16000 Swedes, very good Troops, and 
had about 1200c Poles, who were moſt of them 
Gentlemen, and were very well mounted: So 
that he had near 20000 Men, beſides the Palatine 
of Kion, who was hearty in luis Intereſt, and had 
about 8000 Men more, with him, at his capital 
City of Kiou, or Kiovia. 

Hap the King of Sweden, after the Loſs of 
the Battle at Pultowa, inſtead of Flying into the 
Turks Dominions he ſcarce knew whether, kept 
to the North, and gone to Kzou, and had directed 
all that could eſcape to have done the like, he 
had play'd a Game, that might ſtill have renew'd 
the War, for his Cavalry which ſurrender'd to 
the Ruftans, would immediately have ſeparatea, 
and in ſmall Bodies have eſcap'd, and perhaps 
five or fix Thouſand of them, have got together 
there; and having ſuch a Body of Men at Hand, 
as King Staniſlaus, and the Palatine Riou had, as 
above, he would have been 50000 ſtrong again 
immediately; but, 291 Fupiter vult perdere hos 
dementat, his Swediſh Majeſty was not to take one 
right Step, or do any thing but what was to pre- 
cipitate himſelf, and all his Friends 1nto farther 
Ruin. |

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As ſoon as King Staniſlaus, his People, receiy'd 
the News, they ſtood like Men Thunder: ſtruck, 
looking at one another; the Pules that were with 
him, and adheard to his Intereſt, began to con. 
ſult their own Safety, and fled like 1/raelites eve- 
ry Man to his Tent; ſo that of 12000 Horſe, he 
had in a Weeks time, ſcarce 2000 left, General 
Craſſau, with his Swedes, foreſeeing the Storm that 
began immediately to gather behmd him, I mean 
from Saxony, and of which I ſhall ſpeak at large 
preſently, began to conſider in what Part of. the 
World he was, namely in the remoteſt Part of 
Poland, that he had no Time to loſe, and that it 
he did not immediately ſecure the Paſlages into 
Pruſia and Pomerama, his. Retreat might be cut 
off, or he might be obliged to cut his Way 
through with the Sword. 


 Urox this Conſideration, he immediately put | 


himſelf in a Poſture to Retreat, and by long 
Marches, made towards great Poland, nay, he 
made ſuch Expedition, that it look'd as if he had 
been purſu'd by the Mnſcovite Army; but the 
Truth of the Caſe was, that he feared more his 
Enemies that were before him, than thoſe that 
were behind him ; King Staniſlaus went with him, 
and glad he was to have ſuch a Convoy , for he, 


that a little before, had a great Body of Troops at 


his Command, was glad now to take Shelter 1n a, 
Swediſh Camp, and to quit Poland, as faſt as he 
could, leaſt he thould fall into the Hands of his 
Rival. | 

Ax p this brings me to the Sum of the Affair 


on that Side; the Victory of his Czariſh Majeſty 


at Pultowa, had more Infiuence upon that remo- 
ter Part of the World, by a great deal, than up- 


on that Part where it was tranſacted; the Czar

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had nothing to-do, but to ſtand ſtill and ſee with 
Pleaſure, the Conſequences of his Victory over 
the whole Kingdom of Foland, over the whole 
Electorate of Saxony, and indeed over all Eu- 
obe.

1 Have mention'd before how the Confede- 
rated Nobility, call'd the aſſembly at Lublin, had 
rejected the Invitations: of King Staniſlaus, and 
how they met afterwards at Sendomir, and how even 
after the King of Sweden's return into Poland, they 
yet kept together, and took an Oath to ftand by 
one another; tho* at the ſame time they would 
not come into the Meaſures, which the Czar would 
have brought them to, v2z, to Chooſe a third King 
of Poland.

NoTHING is more certain than that this Con- 
ſederacy were the Life of King Auguſtus Cauſe at 
liſt, for they all a long kept a Correſpondence 
with him, and waited only an Opportunity to re- 
ſtore him to the Crown; nor were they without 
very rational proſpects of bringing it —— even 
from the firſt time, that they ſaw the King of 
Sweden purſue ſuch wild Chimerick Projects as 
dethroning the Czar, marching into Muſcovy, and 
afterwards into Urkania , but eſpecially after 
they found that the Czar, at the Head, but of a 
Part of his Army had defeated General. Lewen- 
baupt, and ſuch an Army of Soldiers as he had 
with him, who were thought to be invincible, and 
that all the Ammunition, and Millitary Proviſions, 
which were carrying to the King of Sweden, were 
fallen into the Hands of the Ruſtans ; theſe things 
not only put the Confederated Nobility in Heart; 
but they actually purſued the Deſign of bringing 
back King Augaſtus, let his Engagements *

© © Ox the other Hand it was eaſie to ſee for ſome 
time before the Battle of Pultowa, that King 
* Auguſtus, had form'd new Deſigns, and was ta- 
© king Meaſures for another Attempt ao Fo- 
b land, he found that notwithſtanding the King of 
© Sweden's advance into Poland, he made no great 
influence on the Poles; that the Nobility had an 
_ © univerſal hatred to King Staniſlaus ; he found 
* © alfo, that altho the Czar puſh'd at a new EleQ:- 
© on, yet hecould not bring the Poles to conſent to 
it; but that they manifeſted an exceeding Af. 
fection to his Perſon, and agreat deſire to ſee him 
© once again at the Head of his Armies in Foland; 
© the Czar alſo found he ſhould never bring the 
« Poles to fall into a Conjunction with him, but 
© that the Intereſt of King Aagn/ius reviv'd, and 
* that he could not with all his Art, no not by 
< threatening toabandon them to the Spedes, bring 
© them to publiſh an Interegnum, much leſs to

to him, that they knew as King Auguſtus was

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* it had been in the time of his greateſt Proſperi- 
ty; for he had rais d above 30000 Men, where- 
* of at leaſt 16000 were Horſe z a Force which 
it was apparent, was with ſome extraordin 
© Enterpriſe in View: Certain it was, he could 
not foreſee the Defeat of the King of Sweden, 
* neither could he expect with all the Forces, 
* which it was in his power to raiſe, to be able to 
fight the Swediſh Forces; ſo that if he had not 
gad ſome ſecret Aſſurances, he could never have 
* been ſo weak to have ventured a ſecond At- 
© tempt, after the firſt had been ſo fatal to him: 
It is true, when by the frequent going, and re- 
turning of Courriers to and from the /Czar of 
* Muſcovy, and King Auguſtus, and from publick 
Conferences held with the Miniſter of the Czar 
* at Dreſden, ſome umbrage was taken, that he 
* was forming new Deſigns in Concert with the 
Car againſt the Swediſh Intereſt, he endeavour d 
* to take off thoſe Apprehenſions by publickly 
* declaring there was no Deſigns of that kind on 
Foot; ordering his Miniſter at the Caurt of Ber- 
* lin to ſignifie to his Prufian Majeſty, that the 


* Reaſon of thoſe Conferences, and Diſpatches, 
* were only to ſettle fome mutual Pretenſions 
* between him, and the Czar; particularly, as to 
* Htkull's. Papers, and Writings belonging to his 
* Czariſh Majefty, which were in the Hands of 
' a Muſcovite Commiſſary, who died at Dreſden ; 
* Theſe were rhe Anſwers given upon thoſe Occa - 
ſions ; but we found not long afterwards that 
this firſt was only to amuze the Courts of Eu- 
' rope, till his Deſigns were ripe for Execution; 
' for no ſooner was Count Lewenhaupt defeated 
2s At Leſno, as has been ſaid, and the Swediſh 
Communication with Poland cut off, the Czar 
it | l ſend- 
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* ſending Word to King Auguſtus, that he had the 
© King of Sweden at an Advantage, and that he 
would anſwer for giving a good Account of him, 
I ſay, no fooner were theſe "Appearances of Suc- 
* ceis in his View, but King Auguſtus began to 
* diſcover himſelf, the great and open Concourſe 
* of the Poliſh Nobility to his Court, the fre- 
quent Expreſſes ſent to Cracow, where the No- 
* bility in his Intereſt were Aſſembled ; the viſi- 
© ble Concert of Meafares with the Crown Ge- 
* neral, and the Foliſh Army, and ſeveral other 
* Circumſtances made it no longer doubted, but 
that he had refolv'd to return into Foland; but 
* as ſoon as he had receiv'd by Expreſs from the 
© Czar, on Account of the Battle of Fultowa, and 
of the entire defeat of the Swediſh Army, as 
* you have heard, with the Flight of his Swediſh 
* Majeſty to the Turkiſh Dominions; he then 
* threw off the Mask, and made his Deſigns no 
longer a Secret, 48 
Bur this went farther immediately, for now 
the Foliſb Nobility throng'd to Dreſden, to make 
their Court to the King, and fo tender their Ser- 
vice to him, and a little after this came a ſolemn 
Deputation from the Crown Army, and from the 
Confederate Nobility at Sendomir, to invite him 
to return to his People, and to take upon him a- 
gain the Governvent; promiſing all the Obedi- 
ence and Fidelity of Loyal Subjects, and to ſet 
him upon the Throne again, and maintain him 
thereon againſt all his Enemies whatſoever. 
Ur all theſe Encouragements he could do no 
leſs than conſent, ſo he receiv'd the Poliſh Deputati- 
on, acquainted them with his Reſolution to return 
into Poland, and at the ſame time ſent an Ambaſſador 


to the Czar of Mu ſcory, to Congratulate him —_ 
the 
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the News of his Victory, and to acquaint him 
with his new Meaſures, deſiring his Concur- 
rence, and Aſſiſtance, which was only matter of 
Form, all that Part having been concerted, and 
concluded between them long before his Prepa- 
rations. 

Ir is time now to look back to his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty's Proceedings after the great Battle at Pul- 
towa ; the firſt thing was to ſend a ſtrong Body 
of Troops over the Boriſthenes, to puſh the flying 
Enemy; this Party pick d up ſome ſtraglers, but 
the chief Service was to hurry the King of Swed- 
land forward, who hearing of thoſe Troops in 
his Rear, would be ſure not to return towards 
Poland, which was the only thing that the Czar 
was unwilling ſhould happen. 

Sou of the ſtragling Swedes, who eſcaped 
from the Battle, fell into the Hands of a Mnſco- 
vite Officer, who was poſted on the Frontier of 
Pilodia, who attack'd them, and after a ſhort, 
but bloody Engagement, the Swedes, of whom 
about 120 were kill'd, ſurrendered, and were 
made Priſoners, being about 250 Men; but as 
for about 800 Coſſacks, the Ruſian General looking 
on them as Rebels, and Traytors, would give 
them no Quarter, but they were all cut in Pieces. 

THe Palatine of Kiou was the only Man that 
ſtood firm for King Staniſlaus, even after he had 
received News of the Loſs at Pultowa, and after 
the Retreat of the ſaid King Staniſlaus, and of 
General Craſſau, as above; but as his Forces were 
ſmall, he was fallen upon by a Deteachment ſum 
the Ruſian Army and entirely defeated, and fled 
afterward to the King of Sweden at Bender. 

TH rs was that Falatine of Kiou, who brought 


the Cham of the Tartars and the King of Sweden 
R toge- 


r 
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together, and ſo wronght with the Cham, and 
thro? his means with that Turkiſh Emperor, that 
he brought the Czar into the fatal War with the 
Turks, in which he had that Misfortune to pur- 
chaſe Peace with the Loſs of that important For- 
treſs of Aſoph, and there-with of all that pro- 
ſpe& the Czar had of Commerce, and Conqueſt on 
the Side of the Black-Sea, of which ſo much has 


been ſaid in the beginning of this Hiſtory, and of 


which we ſhall have more to ſay very quickly. 

Ir might take up ſome time here to look into 
Muſcovy, and take ſome Notice of the rejoycings 
there, upon the News of this Victory and the 
Triumph of the Czar at his return to Muſcow, his 
Capital City; but I ſhall Couch it all in this 
ſhort Abridgement at preſent, (viz.) that it was 
ſuch as it is impoſſible to deſcribe. 

Tre Muſcovites were not a little in pain at firſt, 
on the approach of ſuch a Prince, and ſuch an 
Army, as Fame had repreſented the King of Swe- 
den and his Army to be; and at the Apprehenſi- 
ons of that very Prince approaching them, who 
had ſo terribly defeated them at the Battle of 
Narva; and to have an Account that this Prince 
was beaten, and that in ſuch a manner, as ſcarce 
ever Army was beaten before, viz. ſo that none 
at all of ſo great a Power ſhould eſcape, except 
ſuch a trifling Number as is mentioned to have 
er away with that King; this muſt be ſurpri- 
ing (to be ſure) to them, ſince it was ſo to all the 
World. 

Bu Tthe Triumph of their Prince exceeded all 
the reſt, and indeed his Czari/h Majeſty had as 


much Reaſon to Triumph as ever any Roman 


Conſul, or Koman Emperor had for the greateſt 
Victory they ever won ; for the Romans exceeded 
in 
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in Military Knowledge, and the Experience of 
Wars of all the Nations of the World; but here was 
a Prince, and even a Nation, who were, as it 
might be ſaid, but as of Yeſterday in War, yet 
victorious over the braveſt and moſt experienc'd 
Soldiers then thought to be in the World : In a 
Word, it was a Victory that the World thought 
impoſſible; the Scholars beating their Maſters! 
the Ruſſians beating the Swedes, was like the Gauls 
beating the Romans; which was the Wonder of 
the World, 

As the Glory of the Victory was great, fo, 
the Czar being willing his Subjects ſhould ſee 
what their Monarch had fought fo boldly for, and 
to ſhow familliarly to them the Affair of War, he 
let them ſee the Trophies which he brought, and 
what had been purchaſed at the Expence of their 
Blood. This glorious Triumph was made the 
21k of December, 1701, and is here ſet down at 
large, from the moſt Authentick Account. 


On the 11th, his Czariſh Majeſty, attended by 
Admiral Aparxin, and ſeveral of the Nobility, 
arriv'd at a Country Seat, call'd Kolemſez, which 
1s about five Engliſh Miles diſtant from Moſcow, 
Prince Menzikoff went thither on the 14th, and 
on the 16th, the whole Court took up their Lodg- 
ings in one of the Suburbs which is ſeparated 
from the Town by the River Moſcow ; his Czari/ſh 
Majeſty had appointed to receive the Compli- 
ments of all the Foreign Miniſters on the 17th, 
but a great Fire happening to break out in the 
Neighbourhood, the Britiſb Envoy was oblig'd 
to defer his Viſit *till the Day following; at 
which Time the - Czar receiv'd him with great 
DiftinEtion, at Prince Menzikof's Appartment, 
R 2 and 
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and was pleas'd toconfer with him ſeveral Hours: 
Monſieur Fuel, Envoy from the King of Denmark 
to that Court, together with Monſteur Grand, his 
Predeceſſor, had Audience of his Majeſty, in a 
private manner. But it being inconvenient the 
Court ſhould ſtay in a Place where there were ſo 
litle Accommodation, his Majeſty gave Orders that 
the Publick Entry ſhould be made on the 21ſt, 
altho' the Preparations which were making for 
that Solemnity were not compleated, and the 
Triumphal Arches, of which they had erected 
ſeven, were not perfectly finiſh'd; the neceſſa- 
ry Inſtructions being accordingly given, the Pro- 
ceſſion was perform'd on the 21ſt, in the follow- 
ing Manner. | 


The Seminiowski Regiment led the Way, who were 
followed by the Cannon, Colours, and Officers that 
were taken in the Battle againſt General Lewen- 
haupt; theſe were cloſed by a Company of Preobra- 
ſenski Guards; the Swedith Remains, of the Battles 
of Paltowa, and Perewoloſch marched in the next 
Place, the Non-commiſton'd Officers of this Body led 
the Way, next to them the Enſgus and ſecond Lieute- 
nants, in the third Place came the Lientenants, and 
next to them the Captain Licutenants, after whom 
the Captains of both Foot and Horſe , theſe were 
followed by the Officers and other Attendants of the 
Tram of Artillery, who preceeded the Ordinance; 
after which were carry'd the Kettle-Drums, and Co- 
ours; then mareh d the Majors, Lieutenant Colonels, 
Colonels, and Genera! Adjutans, and were ſucceeded 
by the King of Sweden's Rouſho!d, and Equipage, to- 
gether with the Litter and Bed that heuſed in the Day 
of Battle , aſter which came the chief Officers, each 
marching ingle, in this Order; Monſieur Poſſe Colonel 

| General 
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General of the Guards, Major General Hamilton, 
Major General Stakelbergh, Major General Roſe, 
Major General Craſs, Jo General Caxcits, 
Major General Schelippenback, General Lewen- 
haupt, Field Mareſchal Rheinſchild; the whole be- 
ing cloſed by Count Piper, the King of Swelen's ft 
Miniſter of State; then his Czariſh Majeſty ona ſtately 
Horſe, which had been preſented to him by King Au- 
guſtus, with his word drawn,which was formerly a pre- 
{ent from King Auguſtus to the King of Sweden : He 
followed the Priſoners, at the Head of the Preobraſenſ- 
ki Guards, having Prince Meuzikoff on his Right, 
and Frince Dolgoruki on bis Left; in this Order 
they made their Proceſſion through the City, and his 
Majeſty was received at the firſt Triumphal- Arch, by 
the Magiſtrates, at the ſecond, by Frince Gayari 
Governour of the Town, at the third, by the Nobi- 
lity; at the fourth, by the principal Merchants; 
at the fifth, by the Clergy, at the ſixth, by the 
Empreſſes Dowager, and the Princes of the Blood; 
and at the laſt, by the Burghers : The foreign Mini- 
ſters had ſeparate Honſes allotted them for their Cere- 
mony, and bis Majeſty made a ſhort ſtand at the re- 
ſpective Places whore they ſtood : The Cannon was 
fred ſeveral times round the Town during the Solem- 
nity, and all poſible Demonſtrations of Foy, were ex- 
preſs'q on that Occaſian: About Eight or nine Thou- 
ſand Soldiers that were taken Priſuners, were brought 
into the Town on the Day preceeding , but the Officers 
belonging to the King of Sweden's Foot Guards, ha- 
ving not arriv'd from Kiow, ſoon enough to appear in 
the Czar's Triumphant Entry, they were publick!y 
conducted into that City, on the 27th, with the ſame 
Lolemnity, as the other Priſoners, had before march- 


ed, on the firſt Inſtant, 
R 3 His 
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H1s Czaziſh Majeſty treated all the chief Pers 
ſors of Quality, and the foreign Miniſters at a 
publick Dinner; in the Evening ſumptuous Fire 
Works, on wich were ſeveral Inſcriptions, and 
Repreſentations, was prepar'd and went off with 
great Exactneſs: The chief Machines were, a 
Phaeton ſtruck with a Thunder-Bolt ; and another 
Figure, in alluſion to a late Medal Struck in Swe- 
den, two Pillars were firſt lighted, which ſup- 
ported imperial Crowns, and were adorn'd with 
great Variety of blue, green, and pale Flames; 
when they had burnt ſome Time, a Lion mov'd 
forward, on whoſe Approach, the firſt Pillar 
broke ſhort at the Pedeſtal, l ut as he advanc'd 
near the ſecond, a Spread-Eagle repreſenting his 
Majeſty's Arms, launch'd a Rocket, which blew 
the Lions Head and Neck off, and the Pillar re- 
mained firm to the laſt, 


His Czariſb Majeſty, however, made but a ſhort 
Stay at Moſcow, he knew as well how to im- 
prove, as how to gain a Victory; having there- 
fore driven his two capital Enemies, the King of 
Sweden, and the Palatine of Azow into the Turkiſh 
Dominions, ſecur'd the Frontiers as well of Foland, 
as of Moſcovy, from their returning, by poſting 
a ſtrong Body of Horſe, on the Frontiers of the 
former, about Lemberg and Kiovia ; and another 
on that Side of the Ukrain, on the Bank of the 
Boriſthenes, with Orders to them both, to Scour 
the Countries ſo cttectually, that no Foreign 
Troops might enter. I ſay, His Czariſh Majeſty 
having thus fecur'd the King of Sweden, fiom re- 
turning into Poland or Mnuſcovy ; he order'd his 
Troops to File off to tie North, and by eaſy 
h Marcacs 
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Marches to come to Smolenſto. under the Leading 
of Prince Czeremetoff. and General Baur. 

FroM thence, one Pody of them mar:1cd in- 
to Lithnania, and about 28000 of them, were di- 
rected to wait the Orders of King Auguſtus, who 
was now, in Concert with the Czar zeturning in 
to Poland as above; as ſoon as they heard his Folifh 
Majeſty had paſs'd the Oder, t. y were to ad- 
vance to the Banks of the Fla, on the other 
Side of Warſaw, to he ready to go wherever the 
King of Foland ſnould lead them. 

HIS Cæariſb Majeſty had now a clear Country 
before him, and having betore reduc'd all the 
Inland Part of the Province of Livoma, taken 
Narva, reduc'd Ingermanland, razed Scanſterny on 
the Neva, built the Fortreſs of Coonſlot, and be- 
gan to build the Royal City of Fetersburg; he 
reſolv'd now, to attack the Coaſt Towns of Livo- 
ma, which were very Strong, and had in them 
numerous Garriſons of Swediſh Soldiers, who were 
ſure to make a long and vigorous Defence; at 
the ſame time, his Czariſh Majeſty reſolv d, to 
extend his Conqueſt on the North of Ingermanland, 
into Finland, and the Hereditary Dominions of 
Sweden. 

I's Conſequence of theſe Reſolutions, his Cza- 
11/þ Majeſty ordered a Body of an Army to march 
from the Side of Pleſeow and Novogrod into Fin- 
land, and attack the ſtrong City of Fybourgh, the 
beſt Port in all that Part of the Country, while 
another Army at the ſame time march'd tro? 
Lithuania into Livonia, and beſieg d the ſtrong 
Cicy of Riga. 

THr1s laſt was an Undertaking of great Impor- 
tance, for the City of Riga was a terrible Place, 
ſtrong by ſituation, and that ſituation improv'd 
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with the utmoſt Art; it had a numerous Artille- 
ry, a ſtrong Fort, or rather Fortreſs command- 
ing the Entrance to it by Sea, call'd the Duna- 
muder ſcans, being indeed a Royal Citadel, exqui- 
ſitely Fortified, and almoſt inacceſſible; it was 
reported that there was in the City and the Shcans 
a Garriſon of T0000 Men, including the Burghers, 
who did Duty as Soldiers, commanded by General 
Stromfeld, an experienced Officer, and a Man 
from whom the World expected all that became 
a Man of Honour, and of the utmoſt Bravery. 

BUT all this was far from Diſcouraging the 
Czar from the attempt; he knew the importance 
of the Enterpriſe, and that now was the critical 
Junctuie, in which it was to be Undertaken, 
with a proſpe& of Succeſs ; the Affairs of Swe- 
den being in ſuch Confuſion, that he was very 
ſure to meet with no Interrnption from without, 
his Majeſty therefore reſolv'd on the Seige. 

TH 1s Siege was begun by Field Marſhal Cere- 
metteſt, but was after ſome time ſtop'd, and af- 
t rwards carried on only by a Bombardment and 
Blockade, in order to ſave the effuſion of Blood 
It was certain that there was time enough before 
them to reduce the Garriſon to Extremity, no 
Relief being likely to come to the Place by Sca, 
and none poſſible to be brought by Land; at the 
beginning of this Blockade a moſt lamentable Diſ- 
faſter befel the Beſieg'd, in wich the Beſiegers 
had no hand at all; for the 22d of Farnary the 
Labratory where the Engineers made their Fire- 
works, and fill'd their Bombs, which was built in 
the Rear of the Baſtions, adjoyning to one of the 
Magazines belonging to the Garriſon took fire by 
accident, and the fire reaching one of the Shells 


it burſt, and in an inſtant the whole Houſe, with 
the 
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the Magazine, adjoyning, blew up into the Air 
with a Blaſt that ſhoke the whole City, and made 
even the Earth as far as the Ruſian Camp trem- 
ble : There was, 800 Barrels of Gunpowder in the 
Magazine, beſides what was in the Labratory; 
and beſides the Shells w'.ich were fill'd; the C n- 
ſternation in the City was inexpreſſible, not a 
a Houſe but ſuffer'd, and the whole Place look'd 
like a City in Ruins; of the Garriſon the Bar- 
racks being near the Place, 600 Men were entire- 
ly loſt, including the Guard of the Baſtion ; the 
Baſtion it ſelf was entirely ruined, and the great 
Hoſpital, in which was 1200 ſick or wounded Sol- 
dicrs, beſides the Officers of the Houſe attendin 
them was blown up, and not a Soul of them a 
left a live ; fo that in the whole, near 2000 Peo- 
ple were deſtroyed, beſides ſuch as were wounded 
in other Parts of the Town. 

TRE Governor under the greateſt ſurpriſe of 
Mind, as well as influenced by the Blaſt being on 
the Parade of the Place, giving orders for a Sal- 
ly fell down as one dead ; and when by proper 
Applications he recovered himſelf, he could not 
hear, no not the Noiſe of a Drum; he had no Notion 
for a great while, but that a Mine had been Sprung 
by the Enemy under the Baſtion, and that they 
would immediately Storm the Breach, 

THe force of the Powder had not only blown up 
the Baſtion, but it had made a Breach in the Bo- 
dy of the Place nine or ten Yards wide, ſo that e- 
ven the. Horſe might have come in; the reſt 
of the Officers, while things were in this Extre- 
mity, being under no ſuch great Concern, and 
Conſequently leſs ſurpris'd, than the Governour, 
reſolv'd ſooner what was to be done, and beat- 
ing to Arms, rais'd the whole Garriſon to defend

the Place if they ſhould be attack d; then they 
caus'd all the Horſe Dung and Litter, which could 
be had to be brought to the Place, and made up 
the Breach in the Baſtion as well as time could 
permit, ſetting three Rows of Palliſſadoes before 
the Breach, and making a large Coupre or Re- 
trenchment behind it; ſo that tho' the Kuſtans, had 
they been aware of the Blow, inigat have made an 
Advantage of it; yet ſuch was the Diligence of 
the Garriſon, that rhey made it up, as above, the 
ſame Niglit that the Diſſaſter happen'd , nor could 
Mu ſcovite Generals make any advantage of it. 

THE Blockade of this Place held till the latter 
End of Jul), 1710, when General Stromfeld, the 
Governor was oblig'd to Capitulate, the Garriſon 
being reduc'd by Hunger, and hard Service, and 
by the fire of the Bombs, together with the Diſ- 
ſaſter above-mention'd, to leſs than 2000 ſound 
Men; the Ruſian Velt Marſhal gave them honour- 
able Conditions, as well for the Garriſon, as to the 
Burghers and Inhabitants, Courts of Juſtice, and 
Nobility, to whom all their Priviledges, Judica- 
tories, and civil Rights were continu'd and pre- 
ſerved , as to the Garriſon, they were allowed all 
Soldierly Honours, and to be conducted to Revel, 
upon Condition nevertheleſs, that they ſhould Em- 
bark there, and return to Stockbolm, 

GENERAL Baur, who as I have noted before, 
ſerv'd under the Velt Marſhal Cezeremet at this 
Seige was immediately after the ſurrender of Ki- 
ga, detach'd with a good Body of Troops, to at- 
tack Peruan, which he reduc'd in about 6 Weeks, 
being taken the 19th of September, 

DUR1NG the Blockade of Riga, General, or 
Admiral Apraxin, who for the time commanded 
the Land Army, beſieged / yiourgh in Finland, as 

above. 
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above. The Governor had Conditions granted 
him alſo upon the Capitulation; but the Admiral 
thought fit after the Surrender to detain the Gar- 
riſon, by way of Repriſal, till ſatis faction was 
obtain'd for ſeveral Breaches of the Rules of War, 
which the King of Sweden in the time of his Proſ- 
perity had practis'd upon his Czarih Majeſty's 
Subjects: As fir/t, detaining a Ship ſent by his 
Czariſh Majeſty's order into Sweden with a Flag 
of Truce, to propoſe ſome Regulations of Paſſes 
and Rules for viſiting the Ships of Neutral Nations, 
which Ship contrary to the Law of Nations was 
never reſtor d. ( 2.) Detaining the Ruſtan Reſident 
at Stockholm, at the breaking out of the War, tho 
the Swediſh Reſident at Muſcow was, ſuffer d to go 
Home, without any manner of Reſtraint. (3.) 
Becauſe the Subjects of Saxony, who went into 
Sweden, and liv'd there in the time of Peace, on 
the meer Affairs of Commerce, and behaving 
quietly and peaceably, had notyithſtanding their 
Effects ſeiz d and confiſcated.

THe City and Port of Revel, the Iſle of Ofel, 
the Town of Arensburg, and Kexholm in Finland, 
were all taken this Campaign ; a Year almoſt, as 
glorious to the Czar as the laſt ; In theſe Places 
the Muſcovites found great Quantities of Cannon, 
and Ammunition, as alſo ſmall Arms, and Hand 
Granadoes in abundance. 

THE whole Province of Livonia was now re- 
dnced, except the Dunamunder ſchans, which Hea« 
ven gave into his Czariſh Majeſty's hands ſoon af- 
ter, his own way, that is, by another Blaſt of 
Powder. The Czar of Muſcovy, having by this time 
compleated the Conqueſt of Livonia, and conſe 
quently Triumph'd over the Swedes in thoſe Parts 
of the World; his Majeſty, to gain the Affection 
of the People promis'd them, not only the con- 
tinnation of their Priviledges, but likewiſe to 
diſcharge them from ſeveral heavy Burthens they 
complain'd of under the Regency of the Swedes, 
He alſo publiſh'd a Proclamation to encourage 
Trade, and Navigation, and permitted the Ex- 
portation of all the Goods of the Country, ex- 
cept Timber fit for building of Ships, which he 
had occaſion for himſelf, being reſolv'd to have 
in a ſhort time a conſiderable Navy in the Baltick, 
Foreign Ships which were come into the Harbours 
of Livonia ſince the Conqueſt thereof, have been 
receiv'd with all poſlible Civility; and in ſhort, 
the Mu ſcovites neglected nothing to render their 
Government acceptable to Foreigners as well as 
to the Natives. | 
Ve 
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WE muſt now look a little back to the King 
of Poland, and to the Powers with whom the Czar 
of Muſcovy had neceſſarily to do in this War; 
I have taken notice that his Poli Majeſty _— 
been invited by the Confederated Nobility, an 
encourag'd by his Czariſh Majeſty, and eſpecially 
upon the Victory at Pultowa, to re-aſlume the 
Crown of Poland, had declar'd his Reſolution to 
do ſo, and was march'd for Warſaw, with 800 
Horſe, having paſs d the Order the 24th of Auguſt, 
1709. 

1 T remains to take notice that his Poliſh Ma- 
jeſty, at his Entrance into Poland publiſh'd a full 
Circular Letter of the Reaſons, both of his havin 
Abdicated, and of his Return, which has ſo — 
in it of his former Concert of Meaſures with his 
(zariſh Majeſty, and ſo much juſt Acknowledge- 
ment of his Obligation to the Czar, that when 
we ſhall find him forgetting thoſe Obligations a 
{ccond tine, we ſhall have occaſion to look back 
upon this Circular Letter, as a great Satisfaction, in 
order to make a Judgement of the Juſtice of his 
Proceedings.

its Parts, you have uſed = utmoſt Endeavours, for 
preſerving the Republick in the ſame Condition in 
which we left it, according to the Example of true 
and faithful Polanders; who have on all Occaſions, 
expreſs d their Loyalty to their Kings, And 
faſtly, Seeing that after an Heroical Patience, and ſo 
long a Tryal, you are continually exhotring us, to re- 
turn and Reſume the Government of the Kingdom of 
Poland. Ve on our Parts being no leſs deſirous than 
you, or any Member of the Republick, to expreſs our 
Paternal Affection and Fidelity, being ſo indiſpenci- 
bly obliged thereunto, by the Pacta Conventa ; that 
according to the expreſs Terms thereof, it is not left 
zn our tower, altho' we ſhould have a Mind to it, 
to renounce a Crown which was ſo lawfully put upon our 
Head : Inſomuch, that what ſoever has been done con- 
trary thereunto, 1s to be look'd _ as null and void, 
as you have declar'd, in the Diets of Leopold and 
Lublin : Therefore we are return'd into Poland, to 
aſſert and defend the Honour of the Crown ,, and we 
declare, by theſe Preſents, that as we have therein 10 
other Aim, than chiefly to maintain the holy ortho- 
dox Faith, defend the ancient Rights and Privileges 
of the Nation, and preſerve the Bounds of the Ring- 
dom; of all which, we are ready to give full Aſu- 
rances, in the next Aſſembly or Council, by confirms 
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ing the Pacta Conventa, as to the Points aforeſaid, 
according to the deſire of the States: Therefore, We 
earneſtly invite all ſuch, as are faithful to us, and 
adhere to our Majeſty, either Burghers or Military 
Men, to aſſiſt us; and in this, we think to give them 
Proofs of our paternal Gratitude, at the {ame time, 
we offer our Clemency, and paternal Affection, to all 
thoſe, who before we left the Kingdom, or ſince, have 
quitted our Party upon any Pretence whatſoever, re- 
preſenting unto them, that unleſs they are willing, 
through a deſperate Attempt, to expoſe the Publick 
to a general Subverſion, they have no Reaſon to de- 
cline this At of Indemnity , being willing to forget 
their Offences, and promiſmg to receive them into our 
Favour and Protection. Furthermore, We aſſure the 
States of the Republick, that in the Paſſage and 
Quartering of our Troops, we will keep them under 
an exact Diſcipline, and will have all poſible Regard 
to the Eſtates of the Clergy and others, as long as the 
War will continue; and after the Concluſion thereof, 
which we pray God to haſten, we promiſe, upon our 
Royal Word, to ſend them, without delay, out of the 
Kingdom , being willing, wholly to conform ourſelves 
therein, to the Intentions of the Republlick. We 
Command all Officers, Civil and Military, and others, 


to cauſe theſe Preſents to be read and publiſhed, in

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Tu Is Circular Letter was publiſh'd byKing Au- 
guſtus, at the Head of his Army as ſoon as he 
enter'd Poland, and it was annex'd to a long Mani- 
feſto, and to a like Circular Letter to the Nobility 
and Clergy of Li huania inviting them to come 
and joyn him at Warſaw, offering to receive them, 
and promiſing his Amniſty, or Pardon, even to 
thoſe who had joyn'd King Staniſlaus, and ated 
againſt him. 

THE Poles embraced this latter part, with al. 
moſt an univerſal Conſent, and the King of Poland 
was received with all the Careſſes, and all the 
Tokens of Zeal and Affection imaginable, as to 
the particulars, ſuch as the vaſt Concourſe of the 
Nobility to him at Warſaw, and the Harangues, 
Speeches, Compliments, and Promiſes, &c. made 
to him, by thoſe that attended his Court at Var. 
ſaw, they relate more particularly to the Hiſtory 
of King Auguſtus, and I therefore refer the Rea. 
der to other Writersof them; only obſerving that 
in the Courſe even of his Hiſtory, we may per- 
haps ſee of how little importance, Vows and Pro- 
teſtations of Sincerity, Loyalty, and Fidelity 
are in this Age, in thoſe Parts of the World. 

Bu r leaving theſe things, it follows of Courſe 
now to carry our Hiſtory farther from his Czariſb

far as Denmark to find another Allie in this War, 
in whoſe Territories, we ſhall quickly find his 
Majeſty obliged to act, as well in Perſon as by his 
Armies and Navies, and to make a yet more 
conſiderable Figure in the War, than ever he did be- 
for.

protect any Number of the bigeſ Ships. His

Txey had Room to Inſinuate the exorbitant 
growing Greatneſs of the Czar, upon this Defeat 
of the King of Sweden, the Danger which hung 
over the Head of the whole — Empire 
from the encreaſe of Naval Power in the Black 
Sea; the Czar building a Royal Navy at Feromtz, 
his Fortifying of Azoph, and threatening, even 
the imperial City of Conflantinople it ſelf. 

TH1s with ſome other, and more powerful 
Motives, inflam'd the Cham of Tartary, who fail'd 
not to have them repreſented with Advantage to 
the Grand Vixier, Embarking the Baſla of Bender 
alſo in their Intereſt. 

Tr1s Iſſued in the Palatine of Kiow's going to 
Conffantinople, ſome told us he was ſent for by 
the Grand Vizier ; others, That he was ſent as an 
Envoy from the King of Sweden; others, That 
he was ſent by the Cham, or Hanof Tartary. Be 
that as it will, 'tis certain that they manag'd 
their Affairs ſo artfully, that a grand Divan was 
call'd at Conſtantinople, the Grand Seigmor, the 
Grand Vizier, the Muffty, and the Captain Baſſa, or 
Admiral, were all brought into it being perſwad- 
ed that aſſiſting the Swede, and declaring againſt 
the Muſcovite, was abſolutely neceſſary, and this 
was the only Criſis, when it might be effectual- 
ly brought to paſs, and when the Czar would . 
neceſſarily be reduc'd, and all the Danger ap- 
van ng. from him, be avoided, and returu'd 
upon himſelf, 
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Ir was about the middle of November, 17105 ä 
when the Turks came to a Reſolution, in their 
great Givan at Conſtantinople, that it was neceſſary 
to Break with the Czar , immediately the Horſe- 
Tail, was ſet up at the Gate of the Vizier's Pal- 
lace, and the Ruſian Ambaſſador was clapt into 
Priſon in the ſeven Towers, according to the Cu- 
ſtom of the Turks in ſuch Caſes. * 

Txt Cham of Taytary was, it ſeems, at this 
Divan, and appearing to concur with the Propo- 
fal of a War, making a long Speech to the Coun- 
cil to move them to it, by ſetting forth the great 
Growth of the Czar's Empire, the Improvement 
of his Soldiery, and:*the Naval Preparations 
which he was making, to attack the Imperial Ci- 
ty of Conffantinople, and to Force a Paſlage and 
Communication with the Levant, and with the 
Emperor, and the Venetians, the ancient Enemies 
of the Turkiſb Empire. 11 

Txrs Diſcourſe, together with his ſetting forth 
the great Opportunity put into their Hands, upon 
this Junction of the King of Sweden, to reduce the 
Power of the Czar, and even, if needful to de- 
throne him, annimated the Turks to that Degree 
rnat the Mar was reſolv'd on with the greateſt 
Allacrity imaginable, and the Preparations began 
immediately; for the Cham was ſent Back to be- 
gin Hoſtilities, and order'd to make Excurſions y 
tne Palatine of Aion had a great Sum of Money 
given him, for the King of Sweden; and that 
Prince was encourag'd to entertain a Body of 
Troops, to be able to enter Foland, under the 
Protecton of the Grand Army 'of the Turks, 
when they ſhould advance to the Frontiers;

His Czariſh Majeſty was not much alarm'd at 
this, his Affairs being at that Time in ſo good a 
poſture, that he was able to appear Equal in the 
Field to any of his Enemies, or to all of them if 
they were put together. However, his Majeſty 
was not backward to make the needful Prepara- 
tions; and when it appear'd that nothing was to 
be done by Negotiation, he prepar'd to repel 
Force by Force, and in the mean Time, cauſed ' 
his Troops to march for the Frontiers, to prevent 
the Ravages and Incurſions of the Tartars. | 

WHILE theſe Things were doing, and that 
both Sides prepar'd for War, we muff bring our 
own Country of England into a little Demellex, 
or Broil, with his Czariþþ Majeſty, in which there 
is, however, this to be ſaid, that her Majeſty 
Queen Anne being ſenſible, that the Injury was 
done on the Side of ' England, and that the Czar 
had Juſtice on his Side, nothing was omitted that 
could reaſonably be done, to give his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty Satisfaction; the Caſe was about an Affront 
put on the Czar's Ambaſſadour, by ſome Tradeſmen 
here, who very raſhly, and without conſidefing 
as they ought to have done, the publick Character 
he carryed, Arreſted Monſieur Mattenoff, the Ruſian 
Ambaſſador, and inſulted him very rudely, alſo 
detaining him in Cuſtody for ſome Time. 

Tx1s we muſt not over- look; the Story is thus, 
Monſieur Andrew Mattenoff, was Embaſſador 
Reſident to her Majeſty the Queen of Great Britain, 
from the Czar of Muſcovy: Upon ſome Occaſion or 
other, he was Arreſted, as above, by ſme private 
Perſons; who finding his Excellency lad had 
Audience of Leave of the Queen, and was going 
away; 
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away; and imagining, or pretending to imagine, 
he would leave the Kingdom, as it were in Cog- 
nito, without paying a few Debts which he od; 
imploy'd ſome Bayliffs to Arreſt him; the Am- 
baſſador juſtly ſurpris d at this Treatment, in 
Relation to the Laws of Nations; and perhaps 
not {o readily ſubmitting to the ſtop, was very 
roughly handled by thoſe fort of Cantbals : Upon 
which, he made Application for Redreſs to her 
Majeſty, and her Council, who immediately 
took Care to confine thoſe Fellows, who had 
thus, in Contempt of Authority, put this Aﬀeont 
upon him. There were various Stories which 
flew about, in Reference to the Particulars of 
Reparation inſiſted on, by his Excellency, which 
I ſhall not trouble my ſelf to repeat. But in 
ſhort, his Excellency, at laſt, ſeem'd to be a lit - 
tle ſatisfy d; and her Majeſty, even after his De · 
— order'd her Attorney-General, à little 

efore the Beginning of that Micaelmas Term, to 
proſecute thoſe who had been guilty in that Par- 
ticular, in the Jusen's. Bench Court. That this 
was all that could be done, was certain; but 
how little the Ruſian Ambaſſador was ſatisfy'd 
with it, will appear by the following Letters, 
which paſs'd between Mr. Herry Boyle, now Lord 
Charleton, then Secretary of State, and the ſaid 
Monſieur Mattueof, who was retir'd to Holland; 
and by which the whole of the firſt Part of that 
tedious Story may be fully underſtood , the firſt 
Letter was from the Ambaſſadour to the Secreta-

Commiſſions ;, we have receiv'd an unexpected 
Peice. of News, viz. That the ſaid Ambaſſador, 
after having obtain'd an Audience of Leave of your 
Majeſty, at London, the Place of your Reſidence ; 
out of premeditated Malice, and of ſet Purpoſe, (as

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it appears) was ſet upon in the open Street, by foueral

and unparallell d Barbarity : For by Diſperſing bis

liz'd Perſon would preſume to offer to a foreign Mini-

Meſs 55 the Fact, while our ſaid Ambaſſador, crying 
ont for Help, againſt the Outrage and Robbery, had 
got together ſome 3 who intended to reſcue 
him ont of the Hands of the Pillagers, and when 
they, for that Purpoſe, had ftopp'd the Coach, and 
being defirous to know the Cauſe, brought him into 
the next Vicknalling Honſe, the atdacions Miſcredits, 
produc'd a Warrant to detain the ſaid Ambaſſador, 
for the Sum of 501.

IF E have already written to your Imperial Majeſty, 


to declare to you, the Grief we conceiv'd, for 
the unhappy Affront which was offer d to your Am- 
baſſadour before he left our Court We have fince re- 
ceĩv'd the Letter which your Imperial Majeſty wrote 
to us, and we can aſſure your Imperial Majeſty, that 
we were touch'd with true Sorrow, when we ſaw how 
highly you reſented the Violence which had been offer d 
to your Imperial Majeſty's own Perſon, in the Cha- 
rater of your Ambaſſador, and we were the more 
griev'd on this Occaſion, when we reflected on the inſuf- 
ficiency of our Laws, to give as ample a Satisfaon as 
we deſire to make, as well for the ju Senſe, We our 
Self had, of the Indignity which bad been offer d, as 
to Convince your Imperial Majeſty, how much we were 
Inclin'd to make a ſuitable Reparation, for the Iyu- 
ry done ſo good a Friend and Ally; but we muſt con- 
fe /s, that at the ſame Time, we had a ſingular Pleaſure, 
in obſerving your Imperial Majeſty's deſire, to pre- 
vent the Miſunderſtanding that might ariſe there- 
from; and the great Eſteem you ſbew'd for our 
Friendſhip, as well as the Care you Expreſs'd to pre- 
ſerve — it Ly Reciprocal marks of Friend- 
ſhip and Affection. 

IW berefore, we promiſe our ſelf, from your Good- 
neſs, that upon the Repreſentations, which from

for Clemency, aud exact Fuſtice, will not require us, 
who are the Gaurdian and FroteAreſs of the Laws, 
to inflid a Puniſhment upon our Subjects, which the 
Laws do not impower us to do. 

Nevertheleſs, we have not been wanting, at the 
ſame Time, to uſe all the Means, which we judg'd

How EVER, heat the ſame time wrote Letters, 
and ſent Ambaſſadors to the Grand Seignior, if

Seignior and himfelf, to the Arbitration of other 


Princes; and the Turks at the ſame Time, ſend- 
ing an Aga, asa Miniſter to Vienna, to prevent the 
Emperor taking Umbrage at his Breach with the 
Car, His Czariſh Majeſty tranſmitted one of his 
Declarations to Vienna, that it might be commu- 
nicated to the ſaid Turkifb Miniſter, upon his Ar- 
rival there; this Declaration ſhewing a Readi- 
neſs in the Czar, to preſerve the Publick Peace; 
is of very great Conſequence in this Caſe, to 
clear the Character of the Czar, from the Scan- 
dal of Breach of Treaty, which was pretended 
to be charg'd upon him, the Turks being maniſeſt · 
ly the Aggreſſors.

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JP HEREAS, we have receiv'd certain Informa- 
tion, from divers Places, that the Ottoman Port 
endeavours to juſtify the Violation of Peace, by a War, 
already declared againſt us, and afually begun, by 
the Irruption of the Tartars into our Territories : 
And for that Purpoſe, charge us with ſeveral ground- 
leſs Matters, by which, they pretend they were forc'd 
to come to a Rup ure; and amongſt others, as if we 
were not inclin'd to continne in Peace with them, but 
had actually reſolved to begin a War As alſo, that 
contrary to the Peace concluded with the Otto- 
man's we? had erected ſcueral new Fortifications, on 
ou? Frontiers; ſuffer'd our Troops to Enter the 
Turkiſh Domintonsz and that we would not give 
them Leave to Convoy the King of Sweden in 
Safety, back to bis own lerritories, We have 
thonght it neceſſary to declare here openly, that 
we never had the leaft Intention, to break in any 
Manner whatſoever, the Peace concluded between us 
and the Ottoman Fort, and to enter into a War 
with the Turks; but the ſame has been hitherto, 
religtonſly, and inviolably obſerved by us; the For- 
ti e at ions exected by us, are likewiſe, in no Reſped, 
againſt the Treaty, but upon our own Territories; 
winch partly belong'd to us of Old, and partly was 
yielded to us by the Treaty, and the Limits marked 
out ty the Commiſſaries on both Sides, which have 
been fixed many Jears ago: And it is therefore to be 
wonder d, that the Port would take 9 to com- 
plain thereof, at this Functure; our Troops never 
enter d onthe Turkiſh Dominions, [ut remain'd only 
upon the Frontiers; and altho', they did ſome Time 
ag, according to the Laws of War, pur ſue their Enemy 
into the Turkiſh Territories, and ſei ed them there- 
in; which, however, was done in ſuc! Places, where 

; there 
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there were, uo Inbabitants; yet all this as well as 
other Matters, were fully ſetled and adjuſted, in the 
Confirmation of Peace, renew'd laſt Tear ;. whereby 
the Port did likewiſe ſtipulate with our Ambaſſa- 
dor, that they ſhould: Convoy the King of Sweden, 
with 500 Turks, thro' Poland, and that we ſhould 


Guard him by our Officers from the Frontiers; to 
which, we not only conſented, but alſo, promiſed to 
procure the like Conſent\, from the King and Repub- 


lick of Poland: But this being not accepted by the 
Port, on the Account of ſeveral Pretences, we did 
at laſt, -in two of our Letters to the Sultan, and 
by our Ambaſſador, and Privy-Comncellor Tolſhoy, 
at Conſtantinople, declare that we would ſujfer 
the King of Sweden to paſs through Polasd free, 
and unmoleſted, into his own Dominious; and to 
that End, permit him a Guard ef zoo Turks, 
to ſend him ſafe thro' Poland; whereby our peace- 
able Temper ſufficiently appears, and that on our 
Part, we have contributed all, what might pre- 
vent all manner of Diſturbance, and maintain 
a good Correſpondence, . and Neighbourly Friend- 
ſhip with the Ottoman Purt, and that all the 
World may be ſenſible thereof, we confirm here, 
with our former Declaration an Offer, before a 
tedious Var be commend, to accommodate Matters 
with the Port, and to live in a neighbourly Amity 
with her, as formerly: And notwithſtanding, in 
order to provide for our Precaution and Security; 
(aſter we have been informed from all Farts, of a 
Rnpture, and that the War is actually declared 
againſt us at Conſtantinople, and our Ambaſſa.

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peaceably , put a Stop to all Preparations of War, 
and ſet our Ambaſſador with all his Retinue, at 
Liberty; and we will, as ſoon as we are ſufficient- 
— of theſe Things, by the Ottoman Port; 
Order our Forces to with draw from the Frontiers, 
and: facilitate as much as in us lies, a friendly Ac- 
commodation : So we willingly accept, and berewith 
defire the Mediation of bis Imperial Majeſty, ber 
Majeſty the Queen of Great Britain, and their Higb 
Mightineſſes the States General. But in Caſe the 
Port, without any Occaſion given ber by us, ſhould 
perſiſt in ber Reſolution to break the Peace with us, 
and begin the War againſt us; we declare before God, 
and all the World, that we are excuſable, and nat 
guilty of all the Blood that may be ſpilt on this Oc- 
caſion; and we bave an entire Confidence in God, 
that he will aſiſt our juff Cauſe, and proſper ow 
Arms with Victory, againſt an Enemy who breaks 
Treaties , and who but a Tear ago, by ſo many Oath 
and Pramiſes, confirm'd, and renew d the Peace with

" AFTER this, the War being actually begun by 
the Turks, his Czariſh Majeſty publiſhed another 
Declaration, which was ſent to all the Miniſters 
of Chriſtian Powers at Conſtantinople, in order 
to have them inſiſt as Occaſion ofter'd, with the 
Tarkiſh Miniſters, upon the Terms offer'd there- 
in, as follows, | 
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5 92 M ES have produced Revolutions, Peace 

* and War have alternately ſucceeded 
* in the World, and Mankind in every Age, 
© has been toſs'd with ſtrange Viciſſitudes: But 
the preſent Profidiouſneſs of the Ottomans, 
is ſuch, as Antiquity can ſcarſe Paralel, and 
the modern Apes deſervedly abhor. 

No doubt, but the Common Report of this, 
has reached moſt Peoples Ears; Be it therefore, 
* manifeſtly Known to all, how Achmet, the 
now Reigning Sultan of the Tarks, has impi- 
* ouſly, frivolouſly, and without the leaſt, juſt 
* Occaſion, violated, and broken the 30 Years 
Peace, concluded between his ſacred Czariſh Ma- 
* jeity, and his Predeceſſor, Sultan Muſtapha, 
* tho" renew'd by himſelf, this very laſt Year, 
1710, and ratify'd by a ſolemn Oath, in the 
* Preſence of the moſt high God of Heaven 
* which he afterwards confirm'd, as well in his 


Letters which he writ to his ſaid Cæariſb Maje- 


* ſty, as in the Deed of publick Renovation; 
* and yet, in the Month of November, the very 
* ſame Year, e're the Sun had compleated its 
annual Courſe, he declared War publickly, at 
* (onſtantinople , and contrary to the Law of 
Nations, caſt his Czarihh Majeſty's Ambaſlador, 
and Privy-Councellor, Monſieur 1olffoy, and 
* his whole Family, into the Priſon called the 
* Edicul, after having firſt affronted him in a 
* moſt ignominious Manner, and ſeized upon 
his Goods, 


Ir is true, he has not herein degenerated 


from his Fore-fathers; for being born an 
Enemy to the Name of CHRIST, he never Ar- 
* ticles with an Intention to obſerve the ſacred

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# Laws of Peace; but as a Man void of all 
* Honour, does it only, that he may after. 
* wards, with greater Security, attack, and ut-

© The Hiſtorians of former Ages, and eſpeci. 
* ally that moſt excellent Patriarch of Feruſalem, 
© St, Nedarr teſtifies, that the Ottomans, from 
their very Beginnings, made it their chief 
Study, to watch Quarrels and Diſagreements, 
* that at any Time happen'd between any Chri- 
* /tian Princes, and States; and that as often as 
they found Occaſion, they never ſtuck at any 
* Stipulations of Peace, or ſolemn Oaths; and 
© that thus, the Offspring of Thieves and Rob. 
bers, did in a few Years, ſubdue to their own 
* Dommnions, ſo many ancient and renowned 
* Chriſtan Kingdoms and Provinces, together 
* with a great many holy and venerable Places; 
and at laſt became the moſt powerful, and 
© formidable People. 

* Tyr poor oppreſs'd Grecians, Valachian 
© Bulgarians, and Servians, groan ſtill under 
* Yoke, and their Miſery ſhews by woful 
Experience, how little a Value do thoſe Bar. 
* barians ſet upon publick Treaties, Nor has 
* the Kingdom of Hungary experienced leſs to 
© its great Detriment. 

* THe Ruſian Monarchy, ſtill bears in Mind, 
the Deſtruction with which it was threaten'd, 
in the Year, 1677, when in the Reign of the 
© Czar, Theodore Alexowits, Emperor of all 
Kuſia, of pious and glorious Memory; the per 
* fidious Turk, being in Hopes that the leſſer 
* Ruſta, ſhould become a Prey to his Ambition, 
* thro* the Treachery of Poroſz2n, General of the 

| =.  — ons. 
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* Coſſacks, beyond the Boriſtbenes, b r oke the Peace, 
and with a vaſt and dreadful Army, invaded . 
the Ukrain, and tho' he had been already in- 
* form'd that the ſaid Traytor, had ſubmitted to 
* his Czariſh Majeſty's Mercy, and the Higirin, 
* the Place of his chief Reſidence, was actually 
* Garriſon'd, by his ſaid 'Majeſty's Forces : Yet 
finding that the noble Firmneſs of the Ruſtan 
* Troops, did hinder him from penetrating far- 
* ther into the Ukrain, he bent all the Fury, 
* which he deſign'd to make the whole Province 
* feel, againſt the City, which he in Vain be- 
* ſieg'd, tho' but ſlightly fortify'd, inſomuch, 
that the Ruſians themſelves, would have aban- 
* doned and demoliſh'd it, but that the Exegency 
* of the War requir'd their keeping 1t for that 
Time: So, that after a prodigious Loſs of Men, 
© he was forc'd to retire to his own Teritories, 
* loaded with Shame and Ignominy, and to beg 
* Peace of his Czariſh Majeſty, which was con- 
* cluded in 1681. | 

Tu memorable Slaughter, made of theſe 
© Peace Breakers at Vienna in Auſtria, in 1683, 
* and the wonderful Progreſs of the Chriſtian 
Arms afterwards, are ſtill freſh in every Bo- 
* dy's Memory; nor is it needful to mention, 
the Infolence, with which they then broke in, 
to beſiege that Metropolis. 

*IT is recorded in the Archieves of Chriſtan 
Princes, the having ſeriouſly fore - ſeen the cun- 
* ning Deſigns, which the Barbarians form'd, of 
* ſwallowing up their ſeveral Dominions, one by 
* onez they enter'd into a holy and mutual 
* League: To wit, his Czariſh Majeſty, the Em- 
* peror of the Romans, the Roman Empire, 
his Poliſh Majeſty, the Republick of *

'< and Venice, and the Pope of Rome; and their 
© C:zarean Majeſties, Fohn Alexowitz, of pious 
Memory, and Peter Alexowitz, who now happily

* continnal Irruptions of the Turks and Tartar: 
© into their Territories, and their Hoftilities 
and Incurſions into the Dominions of other 
* Chriſtian Princes; join'd firft in a perpetual 
Peace, and a perpetual League, offenſive and 
< defenſive, with his Royal Majeſty the King of 
© Poland, in 1696; and the Following Year 1697, 
* ma triennial Alliance, with his Czariſþ Maje- 
* fty, the Emperor of the Romans, and the Re- 
y —_— of Venice, mutually Engaging them- 
* ſelves, to deliver the Kingdoms of Hungary, 
© Sclavonia, Dalmatia, and the Morea , together 
* with the Cities of Tanua, (commonly called 4. 
© zoph) and Caſifurmen, from the Tyranny of the 
_ © Infidels: Nor could this Deſign well fail of the 
* wiſh'd Succeſs, if by continuing the War, a few 

* Years longer, as his Czariſb Majeſty would have 
had it. The Enemy, who was already reduc'l 
to great Straits; had been brought 15 low, as 
not to have it in their Power, but at the Peril 
© of their unavoidable Downfal, ever to annoy 
the Chr7ſtian World any where again. 
Bur to our great Sorrow, theſs irreconcilea- 
ble Barbarians, did at the Congrefs of Carlowitx, 
* partly by Perſwaſtons, and partly by Artifice, 
induce the High Confederates to enter into a 
Treaty with them; made Room for Intrigues, 
* fow'd the Darnel of Diſcord, and withdrew 
all the above-mention'd Potentates from his 
* Czarih Majefty's Alliance, and at laſt conclud- 
Led a 25 Years Peace, exclufive of him : 06 
other 
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other Remedy being left, Monſieur Vorniori, 
* his ſaid Majeſty's Ambaſſador, but to adjuſt a 
* Truce for two Years, on the 3d of Fuly, 1700; 
* which was ſoon followed, by 30 Years Peace, 
* concluded at 2 between his (zariſb 
Majeſty, and the late Sultan Muſtapha, by his 
ſaid Majeſty's Envoys, Monſieurs Ucranſtom. 
* and Heredajow: But enough of Things done 
* ſo long ago, let us come to Matters near 
* Hand, which require a more diligent Exami- 
nation. 
* His Czariſh Majeſty did fo religiouſly ob- 
* ſerve the Articles of this Treaty; and tho' be- 
fore it was ratify d, the Sultan of the Budzzack 
* Tartars, did offer to ſubje& himſelf, and his 
People, to his moſt powerful Scepter; the 
* Propoſal was rejected, becauſe nothing ſhould 
* be done, that might have the leaſt Appearance 
* of Contravention; nor did the Turkiſh Subject, 
* Kubjick Murza ſucceed better afterwards, when 
* he came to Axoph, with a conſiderable Body 
of Cubak Tartars, to offer alſo Homage. 
* AND his ſaid Majeſty being alſo reſol v d, to 
* obſerye the Peace, ſtill with more Exactneſe,

* trius Galickzin; he enjoyn'dall his Governors in 
* the Frontier Towns, the General of the Zaporavi-

* that they ſhould nat preſume to diſturb the

© Turks receiv'd Satisfaction, even to their moſt 
« frivolous pretentions. 

* WHo would have doubted, but that after the 
* 4hove-mention'd Inſtances of his Czariſh Maje- 

« ty's true Friendſhip, in rejecting ſo many Ho- 
mages offer'd him, he ſhould at leaſt have met 
with a ſuitable Return on the like Occaſion , 
but it was quite otherwiſe, 

* The Turks in the Year 1708, did not only 
give Shelter and Aſſiſtance to the fugitive Re- 
* bel Cofſacks, Nearaſſaw, and his Adherents; 
but permitted the Tartars to join with them, 
and make Inroads into his Czariſh Majeſty Ter- 
* ntor1es, 

Non did they act with more Candor, in the 
Year 1709, in Reference, to the Remains of 
the Swedzſh Forces, after the glorious and me- 

morable Battle of Pultoua : For the King him- 
* felf, with as many of the Officers, and Soldiers 
* of his routed Army, as did eſcape the Conque- 
* ror's Sword, and his Czarih Majeſty's Be. 

* trayor the baſe Mazeppa, with his Adherents, 
* retirivg into the Turkiſh Dominions, where pro-

* Couriers at length began to arrive from all 
© Parts, with Advice, that the Sultan at the In-

* with a bear Pretence, that his Czariſh Majeſty 
* had given ſome Motives thereunto, as forced 
© him to break the Peace; which is but a ridicu- 
lous ſaying , for thoſe very Motives pretended,

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further brought Word that his Majeſty's Ambaſ- 
* ſador, after ſeveral baſe Affronts put upon

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© AND as for what the Turks object, in the 
* ſame Declaration about his Czariſh Majeſty's 
© Troops breaking into their Territories, in pur. 
© ſuit of the fugative Swedes, where they killed 
* ſome and enſlav'd others; the Mn ſcovites (id 
© this according to the Manner and Cuſtom of 
War; with which the Turks did not find Fault, 
* when the Thing was afterwards rightly er. 
© plain'd to them; beſides, that this Affair, wa 
* entirely adjudg'd, and for ever to be huſh'd by 
* the laſt renewing of the Peace. 

* BuT as far as we dive into the true Deſign 
of the Turks, it appears to be, firſt, To force 
by previous Aggreſſions, his Czarifh Majeſty! 
Troops, who by Virtue of the Alliance witi 
his Royal Majeſty King Auguſtus, and the Re. 
publick of Poland as is already mention'd, re 
* main the Kingdom as Auxiliaries, to return out 
© of it. Next, to introduce the King of Sweden 
© thither, afterwards, to raiſe a Sedition; then 
drive the aforeſaid Lawful King again from 
© his Throne; and laſt of all to obtrude with 
Fire and Sword, the Rebel Staniſlaus Lezeinſy,

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WH thoſe of Lezeinſty, now lurking in Pomerania, 
they would raiſe a Storm in the Roman Empire, 
and kindle a War there; which done, to carry 
on the War againſt his Czariſh Majeſty, in 
conjunction with their Confederates, and by 
the perfidious Means of the Mazeppian Rebels, 
and Blavian Coſſacks, to foment Sedition within 
his Majeſty's Empire; and thus to put in Ex- 
ccution thoſe moſt pernicious and abominable 
a Deſigns which they have premeditated as 
well againſt his Czariſþh Majeſty, and the

* THaT therefore, the Juſtice of his Czariſh 
Majeſty's Cauſe, may clearly appear to all

Moreover, We declared, that in caſe your High- 
neſs would grant a more numerous Guard to the King 
of Sweden, and conduct him into Poland by force of 
Arms, This would be look'd upon by us, and by his 
Poliſh Majeſty, that your Highneſs bad a mind to 
break the Peace of Calbwine, and that we ſhould be 
ohlig d to oppoſe the ſame to the utmoſt of our Power, 
y Virtue of the Alliance, whereby we are mutual ly | 
bound to afiſt each other, - _ 1 

Ve are not the violators of that Peace, but would | 
e it on our Part, to prevent the Effu- 
fon of Human Blood; God will ſurely revenge it 
upon the Fomentor of the War, and Violator of the 
moſt Solemn Treaties: And ſhould the King of Swe- 
den offer to return into his Dominions by any other 
IWay than bas been propoſed to him, under Colour of 
greater Security, we lat look upon that Proceeding 
a an open Violation of the Peace. 

We bave not yet received any Anſwer from your 
Highneſs, to our former Letters, nor from our Am- 
vaſſador, to let us know whether be deliver'd them 
to your Highneſs, and whetner be had any Anſwer 
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or not + But on the Contrary, we have received cer- 
tain Advice, from ſeveral Places, that our Ambaſ* 
ſador has been arreſted, that the Mar againſt us has 
been reſolv'd upon at Conſtantinople, and Orders 
are given for forming an Army at Bender; and that 


the Tartars who are ready to conduct the King of 


Sweden, are order'd to enter Poland by Force of 


Arms; wherefore we thought fit to write this Letter

In the mean while, if the Rupture of the Peace , 


be attended with the Effuſion of Human Blood, we 
declare, before God and Man, that it will not be 
vur Fault, but that we ſhall be forc'd toit, Welike- 
wiſe take God to V _ that it was never our In- 
tention to break the Truce, but to obſerve it religi- 
ouſly as we promſed, wherefore, without Trufting 
in any vain Immagination, but only in the ſupremg 
Judge, we hope, be will defend us againſt all Di: 
f#nrbersof the Peace and Violators of Oaths. 
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We expet therefore, an Anſwer to theſe Pre- 
ſents, and in caſe none comes, we ſhall look up- 
on it, as 4 Breach of the Peace: But if we 
ſee by your Highneſſes Anſwer, that your Inten- 
tion is to let us alone, and inviolably to main- 
tain the Peace with us, (the King of Sweden be. 
ing ſent back, without its being in any wiſe in- 
fringed) all our Umbrage will Ceaſe. 

And as our Army 1s advancing towards the 
Frontiers, without committing any Ad of Hiſti- 
lity, the Rupture cannot be attributed to us, 
the leſs becauſe, if the Satisfaction that is re- 
quir'd be given us, our Troops ſhall forthwith with- 
draw from your Neighbourhood, and we will in- 
violably maintain the Truce, with your Highneſs :

ALL theſe Things put together, will convince 
any indifferent Perſon, that the Czar was no 
ways acceſſary to this War; but that on the Con- 
trary, his Majeſty uſed all juſt Means conſiſtent 
with his Honour, to keep the Peace, ſo newly 
entred into, and ſo ſolemnly ſworn between him- 
ſelf and the Inrks, But it could not be, the 
Turks prepair'd for War, with all imaginable 
Diligence; the King of Sweden began to grow 
formidable again at Bender, having gotten near 
20000 Men together, very good Troops, moſt of

Tu. Czar had a good Army of excellent 
Troops, and he had order d the Horſe for ſome

fifted in about 40000 Horſe, and a great Body of 
the Horſe remain d about Jaſſy, to ſecure the 
Communication. :

try, the Czar advanced; and having an intimate 
Correſpondence with the Hoſpodar of Moldavia, 
he made Conditions witft him, to furniſh hi 
Army with Bread, and other Proviſions, and 
to give him Paſſage and Re-paſſage thro? the 
Country.

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BuT to let that paſs, his Czariþ Majeſty ſet 
out from Faroſlaw,, the loth of June, 1710, 
where Matters were concerted between the Kin 
of Poland and himſelf, for mutual Aſſiſtance 
in this War, after which the King of Poland 
went away into Saxony, to ſettle his Affairs 
in Germany ; and the Czar went from thence 
to Lemberg, as above, then the Army; that is to 


ſay, the Cavalry, were order'd to advance to the 


Dneifter ; His Majeſty joyn'd them near Kami- 
neck and march'd, keeping the River on his 
Right, till he came to Kaſtow, on the Duneiſſer, 
where he was joyn'd by the four Regiments of 
his Guards, or Houſhold Troops; the reſt of the 
Infantry coming up in a few Days more, by the 
Way of Bracklaw and Czarkaſſy, ſome paſſing 
by Kiovia, and ſome by Pultowa, a Place made 
famous by the late Overthrow of the King of 
Sweden, 

WHen the whole Army was brought toge- 
ther, they reckon'd them to be 35000 Foot, and 
400co Horſe, all choice Troops, eſpecially the 
Infantry : 3000 Turks poſted overagainſt Raſtow, 
in order to diſpute their Paſſage Over the Nerfter, 
abandon'ꝰd their poſt upon the coming up of 2000 
Muſcovite Grenadiers, who had paſs'd in the 
Night in ſome ſmall Boats, at about a League di- 
ſtance, and out of their Sight. 

As ſoon as the Turks were fled, two Bridges 
being laid upon the River, and a ſmall En- 
trenchment at the End of each Bridge, to ſe- 
cure the Paſſage, the whole Army paſled over 
with their Artillery and Baggage. 

From the Neiſter, the Army advanced to 
the Prath, and the Czar went in Perſon with 
5200 Dragoons to Faſſy, the Capital of Moldavia; 

to 
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to Converſe with the Hoſpodar, and to ſecure 
ſufficient Magaziens of Provifions which thatCoun- 
try and Vallachia, being very fruitful, were very 
well able to Furniſh : Here the Czar ſtaying too 
long, gave the Turks, who where then as far off 
as the Dannbe, Time to come up, for the Vizier 
hearing that the Czar was paſt the Neiffer, made 
long Marches, fearing the Ruſians ſhould reach 
to the Banks of the Danube before him, and con- 
ſequently ſhould prevent or diſpute his Paſſage, 
and perhaps have given him a Blow, if he had 
attempted it. 

The Vizier was decamp'd from Adrianople ac- 
cording to the beft Advices, when the Czar came 
to the Banks of the Neiſter; but had ſent a great 
Body of his Infantry that they might paſs the 
Straights of the Mountain Hemus, which runs 
in a Chain, from the Shore of the Venetian Gulph, 
thro* Macedonia and Thrace, to the Euxine Sea; 
but as ſoon as the Vizier had an Account, that 
the Czar had advanc'd, he put himſelf in full 
March with the Horfe, and came to the Dannbe, 
the 24th of June. 3 

Hap not his Czariſþ Majeſty been delay'd at 
Faſſy too long, but had paſs'd the Pruth at that 
City, and march'd on directly to the Danube, he 
had certainly carry'd the Point, and the Vizier 
had been kept at Bay, at the paſſing that River; 
for he would not have ventur'd to have paſs'd 
the Danube, which is a prodigious great River at 
Siliſtria, a little above which he went over, and the 
Stream fierce and Rapid: I ſay, he would not 
have ventur'd to paſs that River, in the Teeth 
of the Ruſtan Army; or, if he had, he would 
have run a great Riſque of being defeated.

Ir was without doubt, either a Miſtake, or a 
Misfortune, that his Czariſh Majeſty's Arm 
ſhould Halt upon the Prath, and let the Tur 
paſs the Danube; and his Czariſh Majeſty ſaw it, 
when it was too late; for had the Banks of the 
Danube been ſecured, the King of Sweden muſt 
have ſhifted his Quarters, and have quitted 
Bender, with as much Precipitation, almoſt, as 
he did Pultowa, and perhaps would have found 
it more difficult to have made his Eſcape. 

Nor would the Forces of the Tartars have 
been ſo troubleſome, if the Grand Army of the 
Turks had been kept off; for tho' they call'd 
the Tartars 50000 yet the Ruſſans would have 
fac'd about, and have made them ſhift off, as 
faſt as they came: But when the Turks lay at 
the Danube before, and the Ruſtans had their 
Hands full of them in their Front, it was eaſy 
for a Body of Tartars to do Miſchief in the 
Rear, | 

*Tis to no Purpoſe to enlarge upon what 
might have been done, it 1s our Part to give 
the Hiſtory of what was really done; and the 
Czar having loſt 12 Days Time at Faſy, the 
Banks of the Fruth, the Grand Army of the 
Turks paſs d the Danube undiſturb'd, and advanc'd 
a-Pace, 

WHILE the Turks and the Ruſtans were then 
facing one another, the Tartars by their Inroads 
Harraſs'd the Ruſtan Army, took many Horſes, 
and killed a great many People, and at laſt, 
effectually cut off their Proviſhons, ſunk or 
burnt all the Boats they had on the Furth, and 
in a Word, being very numerous, they did the 
Ruſians a World of Miſchief, 
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T#x418 brought them to a Battle, for the Turi: 
advancing to the Fruth, and the Ruftans ſeeing 
themſelves almoſt reduced to an Extremity, re- 
folv'd to wait their coming and Fight them; 
the Myſtery of this Engagement, and of the 
ſudden Peace which was the Conſequence of it 
is not fully known in the World, and perhaps 
never may. 2 4 
Txe Sum of the Story, is this; the Turks ad- 
vancing, and appearing very numerous, the Czar 
cauſed his Men to entrench, beheving the Ene. 
my would attack them; as, indeed, they dil 
the next Day; the Entrenchment which they 
attack d, was Guarded by 12 Battallions of Maſ- 
covite Infantry, and x 2000 Granediers; 
who all together ply'd their Time ſo well, and 
lay'd ſo many of the Enemy dead upon the 
Spot; that the Fanizeries after a furious Attack, 
which laſted four Hours, the Baſha's bring] 
on freſh Men, as the others were beaten off, 
were finally repulſed with great Slaughter; a Wl i 
Body of Dragoons, who were poſted to Support Wl; 
the Defendants, falling out alſo upon them in Ml. 
their Retreat. > 
Txar Night the Intrenchments were en⸗ 
larg'd, and 10000 Foot, ſupported by Dragoons, 
were poſted to defend them; the Enemy came 
on again to the Aſſault, with 20000 Fanizarie, 
ſupported by a great Body of Horſe ; the Ruſin 
Army ſtood in Order of Battle in two Lines, in 
their Camp, which was alſo entrench'd; the Fight 
was obſtinate, and very bloody; the Fury of the 
Turks not being to be reſiſted, without great Lols 
on the Kuffan's Part alſo : However, the Turh 
were again Beaten off; and in theſe two Days, 1 
was ſaid, that the Turks loſt 12000 of their beſt 
Men.

HowEveR, as the Tarks ſtill prepar'd to re- 
new their Efforts, as if reſolv'd to 2 the 
Entrenchments, whatever it Coſt; and his'Czarifþ 
Majeſty finding the Tartars which harraz d him, 
continually in the Rear, had 10000 Foot ſent 
them from the Viziers Army, and that he ſhould 
be in Danger of being quite Surrounded by two 
vaſt Armiesof near 100000 Men each, and which 
was worſe, that his Convoys were cut off by the 
Tartars, he reſolv'd to Retreat; which, however, 
was done in ſuch Order, and with ſuch daring 
Boldneſs of Courage, in Sight of the Enemy, 
that when the Inrkrſh Cavalry, pretended to pur- 
ſie them, the Foot fairly faced about, threw 
down their Chevams de Frieze, and pour'd in 
tieir Volleys upon the Turks, and then Re- 
treated, 

HowEveR, this retreating fateagu'd the Army 
to the laſt Degree, and the Tartars ſurprizing 
a great 'many of the Czar's Horſes, added to the 
Misfortune, ſeveral Regiments of Horſe be- 
ing entirely. diſmounted : So- the Czar finding a 
convenient Situation to Encamp and Entrench, 
halted again. 

Here the Vizier came up with the whole 


„ni Army, but durſt not attack the Raſfan 
e camp, the Front being defended by a Moraſs; 
the Right Wing, by a winding Branch of the Ri- 
ver Pruth, and the Left, by a Hill, which the 
n Muſcorite Infantry had entrenched ; The Vizier 
- ſeeing this, brings up his Cannon, and Can- 


nonaded them in their Camp, with 50 Pieces of 
heavy Artillery; and their Camp lying expoſed 
to this Battery, there was no hindring itz at the 
lame Time, they ſeem'd entirely to be ſhut in, 
vel by the winding of the River Pruth, and the E-

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nemy; ſo that in ſhort, the Generals began to 
look one upon another, as Men deſperate, and 
at a Loſs what to do. 
Tux Colonels, and inferiour Officers, were 
for drawing out the Army, and giving the Turk 
Battle, and the Common Soldiers cry'd out to 
be led againſt the Enemy, that they might dye 
with their Swords in their Hands, and fell their 
Lives as dear as they could, rather than be tor 
in Pieces with the Cannon, and periſh in th: 
Camp for Want of Proviſions: But his Czarif 
Majeſty, who alone was not diſmaid at the Cir 
cumſtances he was in, quikly reſolvd what t 
do, and order'd a Trumpet with three Officer 
to the Vizier, writing a Letter to the Viz 
himſelf, 

Tux Effect of this Meſſage, what ever the Pn 
poſal was, anſwer'd ſo well what his Cæariſb My 
jeſty deſir d, that it produc'd a Treaty; and tho 
it muſt be confeſs'd, that the Circumſtances d 
the Rufian Army then were ſuch that a De 
feat was inevitable, except by a deſperate Braye: 
ry they could have broke thro' the whole Turk 
Army, which being ſo deſtitute of Horſes, ws 
next to impoſſible, yet, as they were all fe. 
ſolv'd to dye with their Emperor, and to fell 
their Lives like Men of Honour; the Vizier, wio 
knew it, muſt have cauſed a moſt bloody Action, 
and perhaps might have been ruinous to him allo 
thought fit to conſider what Propoſals were made 
and whether the Demands he might make, migit 
not only fave the preſent Effuſion of Blood, but 
a future Expence both of Blood and Treaſure 
to the whole Ottuman Empire. | 
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". Upon this Foot, he Demanded the City of 
Aſoph, which was indeed, a Purchaſe, which a 
whole Campaign, and a good Army could not 
have procur d them; ( ſome ſay, his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty offer d the City of Aſoph) he demanded 
alſo 1200000 Dollars in Money; the firſt, he 
called, the Agreement of Peace; and the ſecond, 
he called, the Ranſom of the Army; who, he 
ſuppoſed, to be all as good as his Priſoners, and 
conſequently Slaves, ready to be ſold at Market;

Txt bringing ſuch a Treaty to Concluſion, 
in ſuch an Exigency, was a Maſter- Piece of 
the Czar's own conducting; for on the other 
Hand, the King cf Sweden did his utmoſt to pre- 
vent it, nay, even he reproach'd the Vizier in 
the Head of his Army, complaining that he 
ſhould give up the Grand Seignior Enemy, when 
he was in his Hand, and that in one Day tie 
Czar muſt be his Priſoner, and all his Army; 
and even threatening to repreſent it to the 
Grand Seignicr, as to be ſure he afterwards did. 

I ſay, it was a Maſter Piece indeed, for the 
Vizier, by what Means 1s yet unknown, and per- 
haps will ever be ſo, continued firm, and repre- 
ſented the Advantages of Peace on the Terms 
propoſed, rarticalirly the reſtoring of Aſoph, a 
Place, the Loſs of which, had been a hear 
Breaking to the Turkiſh Court: I ſay, he repre- 
ſented this ſo effectually to the Port, that the 
Sultan confirmed the Treaty, and ratify'd it 
with great Satisfaction, notwithſtanding all the 
Repreſentations of ſome of his Courtiers, who 
were againſt it.

As for the King of Sweden, and the Han, of 
Turtary, they fail'd. not, to give a quite diffe. 
rent Account of the Thing, rents g. the 
Vizier as Confederate with the Czar, to betray 
his Maſter, the Grand Seignior's Intereſt; and 
that he had taken a great Sum of Money to let 
the Czar eſcape out of his Hands, when he might 
with Eaſe. have carry d him away in Triumph, 
and have deliver'd him np, at the Gate of the 
Seven Towers in Conſtantinople. 

Tr1s they aggravated to that Degree after- 
wards, and told their Tale ſo ſpeciouſſy, that the 
Grand Seignior was quite turn'd about in hi 


Ruin of the Grand Vizier, who was ſtrangled 
ſoon after, by Order of his Maſter, for making 
the Treaty, which he himſelf had approv'd. 
By this Treaty, (the Peace being made) the 
Czar of Mu ſcovy, and his whole Army, marche 
ſafe and quietly, to the Bank of the Dneiſter, 
and ſo by eaſy Marches, into the Ukraine, with 
all their Cannon and Baggage; and thus ended 
this ſhort War, wherein tho' the Czar indeed 
loſt the Honour of the Field, yet he.gain'd this 
great Point; namely, that the Turks abandon 
the Intercſt of the King of Sweden; which was 


all indeed, that the War was made for; and 


which if they wonld have done before, the Czar 
would never have took the Field at all: Tie 
Loſs the Czar ſuſtain'd in this Battle, was not 
much leſs than looo Men, and a prodigious 
Number of Horſes, ſome ſaid 30000, but 10 
Artillery, or Trophies. 

His Czarih Majeſty having thus gotten over 
the main Article, the War with the Turks ; little 
of Moment paſsd for ſome time, the *

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Poland was wholly taken up in ſettling himſelf in 
his newly reſtored Kingdom; and the Czar 
giving his Troops a whole Winters Reſt, had lei- 
ſure to recrute and refreſh them, and in particular 
to fill them up with Forreigners, Germans, Srots, 
Livontans, Poles, nay, even with the Swedes them- 
ſelves, for whole Companies of the Swedes, who 
ſurrendered at Paltowa, and were taken in Bat- 
tle there, and other Places, finding no other 
End of their Misfortunes, Liſted in the Czar's 
Service, and were generally «<mploy'd on the 
Side of Cyrkaſia, and Urania, and ſuch remote 
parts of his Dominions. | 
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Tae Articles of Peace, thus agreed upon, 
by the Turks and the Czar of Mnſcovy, however 
hey may be thought hard, and worded diſho- 
nourably for his Czariſh Majeſty, the Jnftice due 
to an impartial Hiſtory, requires they ſhould be 
recorded, as follows, 
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The grand Reaſon of this authentic 
WRITING is, That by the Grace of God, the 
victorious Muſſelman's Army, having by fur. 
rounding and {hutting up the Czar of Muſcoy, 
with his whole Army, in the Neighbourhood 

of the River of Pruth, brought him into 
Sraights; he himſelf defir'd Peace, and on the 
Inſtance of the ſaid Czar, the Treaty and Ar- 
ticles were ſettled and concluded, in the fol.

We ſhall now bring our Hiſtory into a more 
compact Method of Relation; for as hitherto, 
the ſeveral ally'd Powers of Muſcovy, Denmarh, 
and Poland, have a&ed ſingle, and in ſeperate 
Parts of the World, So that we have been ob- 
lig'd to trace their Proceedings from one Part 
of the World to another, and give the Story 
a- part; we ſhall now find them joyn all: three 
together in puſhing the Swedes as their Common 
Enemy, in order to: thruſt them quite out of 
Germany, and diſpoſſeſs them of all their Domini 
ons, on this Side of the Baltick Sea. 

IT has been already noted, how King Augufts, 
after the Defeat of the Swedes at the great Battle 
of Paltowa, had reaſſum'd the Crown of Poland, 
"tis no part of my Buſineſs to relate his Proceed: 
ings there; or the Manner in which he went on 
to Eſtabliſh himfelf on that Throne, other than 
as the Czar of Muſcovy, whoſe Story we are up 
on, was Concern'd in it, that part belongs more 
particularly to the Hiſtory of King Auguſtus, and 
his Affairs in Poland, Imi 

Burr now we ſhall find the Czar, King A. 
guſtus, and the King of Denmark, all in a Body 
acting together in concert, and all in one Place, 
viz. in Pomerania, in order to puſh the Swede 
out of that Country; which, in ſhort, was the 
Center of all their Force, and by which Country 
all their Reinforcements from Swedex: | arriv 0;

of Livoma, taken from them by the Czar, as par- 
ticularl Riga, P:rnau, Revel, and Narva, as alſo 
I zburgh, and even to Dantxick, | 8 
Tx1NGs ſtanding thus, the Allies above - nam'd, 
reſolv'd to reduce the Provinces of Pomerania,

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He great a Regard the moſt Serene King of 
24 Poland bas ever had ſince the Beginning of tbi 
Var, to the Friendſhip. of the moſt Serene Allies in 
the War againſt France; and what be bas done up- 
on that Conſideration, muſt be ſufficiently known to 
all the World; bow alſo, and often poſiponing his own 
Advantage; he bas negleted no Occaſion. to 1 
bis Inclination and Readineſs to promote their In- 
treſt, of which, certainly, his Majeſty gave an unde. 
niable Inflance, in the Tear 1705, when the Swed-

Hand, his Majeſty might very well have followed the

THr1s was a great Army, had they been well 
apply'd, and well ſypply'd, but the Seaſon of the

Tais made his Czariſh Majeſty, at the preſ. 
ſing Inſtances of the King of Denmark and 
Poland, prepared for an early Campaign, and 
his Czariſh Majeſty reſolv'd to be there alſo 
in Perſon; accordingly 25000 Ruſſians, of the 
choiceſt of his Czariſh Majefty's Army, began 
their March ſo early, that they were upon 
the Frontiers of Pomerama by the End of April; 
the Danes were longer, becaufe their Naval Pre- 
parations ſeem'd to take them up, almoſt entirely; 
being reſolved to ſupport the next Years Enter- 
prize, with ſuch a Fleet, as that the Swedes ſhould 
not dare to ſhow themſelves at Sea to interrupt 
them; but we ſhall ſoon ſee the Effect. 

Tur Swedes in the Mean time had Ship'd off 
ſo many Troops, and ſuch a Prodigious Quanti- 
ty of Arms and Amunition, that they began to 
threaten to take the Field with an Army; and 
yet to leave the Cities of Stetin and Straelſund 
with ſufficient Garriſons to defend themſelves in 
Caſe of an Attack; they had alſo put a ſufficient 
Number of Troops into Viſmar, which the Danes 
had in vain block'd up, the Year before : The 
King of Pruſſa was pleaſed fo far to favour this 
War againſt Sweden, that he gave Paſſage to 
Prince Menzikof, who commanded the Ruſſian 
Army, and to his Troops in their March for Po- 
mrama, and the ſaid Prince Menxikaff, pafs d by 
Komngsburgh,. the 15th of April, 1712. 

Europe had now been allarm'd for ſeveral Months 
with the News that the King of Sweden at Bender, 
byi1s own Intereſt, and by the Solicitation of the 
Cham of Tartray, had prevailed with the Grand 
Seignior to break again with the Car of Maſeory,

Diſtreſſing the Enemy, who, notwithſtanding 
their Reinforcement, could do nothing confiders- 
ble, till they had yet another Embarkation of 
Troops from Sweden, as we ſhall ſee pre 
ſent ly. | 

Bur now we muſt come in its Turn to do 
Juſtice to our Enemies, and to ſhew what Mes- 
ſures they took, in the Proſecution of this War: 
The Czar who was the Life of the War, being 
gone, and the Armies being left, as I have faid, 
to the Order of King Anguſtus, the Swedes, who 
were now grown ftrong by the arriving of the 
Succours above named, tranſported their Troops 
over from the Iſle of Rugen to Stralſond, and 
Count Steenbock who commanded them, forma 
an Army of 18000 Men in the Plain, under the 


Cannon of Stralſond, and began to threaten - 
a 
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act offenſively z nor were the Rnfian and Saxon 
Army in the beſt Condition to receive them, ha- 
ving been much diminiſh'd and fateigu'd by the 
Service, and much want of Proviſions beſides. 
If Count Steinbock had refolv'd to attack them, 
ſo near Hand, he could have drawn eight or nine 
thouſand Men more out of the Garriſons of 
| Stralſond, Gripſwald, and other Places, which he 
could not do when he ſhould march farther from 
their own Territories. 

TrixGs ſtanding thus, King Anguſtus and the 
Ruſian General Count Galiczen, order'd their Poſts 
to be intrenched, and. the ſeveral Paſles by 
which the Swedes might march out, to be forti- 
fy'd with very good Lines and Redoubts, and 
poſted their Troops in them to oppoſe their 
Enemies. 

As the Swedes are allow'd to be a daring and 

A People, ſo their Generals are uni- 
verſally Men that underſtand their Buſineſs, and 
want no military Experience: Count Steinbock 
being now once more at the Head of an Army, 
and Fomerania being no Place to ſubſiſt them in 
at this Time, when it was ſo exhauſted by other 
Troops, that it ſtarv'd its own Inhabitants, he 
reſolv d to puſh out, and try the Fortune of the 
Field; accordingly he began his March the 3d 
of November, and having forc'd the Paſs of Dam- 
garten, which the frighted Saxons quited, and let 
him paſs by, much too cheap; he entered the 
County of Mecklemburgh with his whole Ar- 
my, the 6th, and marched directly towards 
Vi ſnar. 
IMMEDIATELY upon this News, away run the 
Danes, who had rooſted all the Summer at Roſtock, 
and other Daniſh Regiments likewiſe, who — 
Ty 
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ry'd on the Blockade of Vi ſmar marched off with 
the greateſt Precipitation, not to hazard theit 
Rear, which the Garriſon preſs'd upon, but were 
diſappointed. | 

Tur Dominions of Denmark upon the Conti. 
nent were allarm'd at this March, and the King 
of Denmark, whoſe Troops lay about Hamburg), 
from which City they had, drawn about 26000 
Rix Dollars, began to gather togther, and to ad. 
vance for fear of being cut off from joyning 
their Allies the Ruſians, without whom, they 
were not able, as will appear preſently, to look 
their Enemies in the Face. | 

Tar King of Denmark haſten'd likewiſe t 
his Army, he left Gottorp the 19th, and having 
Joyn'd General Schoult and all his Troops, ad 
vanc'd to meet the Swedes, who were as forwarl 
as his Majeſty to come to Action: This Excur 
ſion of the Swedes, as it relates to the War, in 
which his Czariſh Majeſty was ſo much concern 
cannot be omitted here, or the Acton which fol. 
low'd it, becauſe it would render the Hiſtory of 
his Czariſh Majeſty uncompleat, the Czar having 
ated in it preſently afterwards in Perfon, 
with all his Army; the Story of the Excurſion 
of the Swedes is abfolutely Neceſſary, that it 
may appear how ill the Danes and Saxons did thett 
Part; for certainly, if they had done their Duty 
at the Paſs of Damgarten, which they pretended 
to Guard, and which, as will appear by the Ac 
count following, a few Troops well diſpoſed, 
might have defended, the Swedes could never have 
broke through, and then all the Loſs and Di 
grace, and all the Miſeries that the King of Der 
mark's Dominions ſuffer'd afrerwards had been 


prevented; whereas it was manifeſt, by * 
5 7 % 
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follow'd, and if the Czar had not afterwards 
come to his Aſſiſtance, his Daniſh Majeſty had 
been utterly ruin'd at that Time. | 

The Account of this Action, as publiſh'd by 
the Swedes, is as follows, viz. 
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From the Head Dnarters of Count Steinbock at 
Ribitz, November 5. 1712. 


6 AS; the Troops that were in the Iſland 
of Rngen, having been brought over to 
* Straelſund the 3oth paſt, in the Evening, with 
* their Baggage, Count Steinboch, Commander 
* in Chief of the Swediſh Army, took his Leave 
* the next Day of the Garriſon and Burghers of 
* Straelſund, who were drawn up in Arms, to 
* whom he made a pathetick Speech, wherein he 
* exorted them to continue Faithful to their So- 
* yvereign and Country, and be Vigilant in their 
* ſeveral Stations for the Preſervation of that , 
* Place, The ſame Night he gave Orders to the 
Generals of the Army, and the next Day the 
© Troops began to move, it being given out, that 
* they were to attack-the Lines of the Enemy 
before Straelſund, The general Diſpoſition of 
their March was as follows; Lieutenant Gene- 
* ral Ducker, who commanded the Van- Guard, 
* conſiſting of the Cavalry of the Dutchy of 
Bremen, and the Dragoons of Marderfeldt and 
* dtromſeldt, with nine Pieces of Cannon, was 
* to march with all Speed towards Damgarten, to 
take Poſt there, and lay Bridges over that Ri- 
* ver, before the Enemy could draw their Troops 
B b together 
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together, and hinder the Swedes from paſſing 
the ſame; and as the Succeſs of the whole 


ſund or the Camp, to inform the Enemy there- 
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Enterprize depended in a great Meaſure on 
the Secrecy and Expedition of the March of 
this Body; Care had been taken for three Days 
together, that none ſhould go out of Strael- 


with. General Ducker with his Detatch- 
ments, continu'd all that Night at K:bbartz, 
from whence the Adjutant General Leppenun 
was deiatch'd with 200 Men toward Frantz: 
bergh to obferve the Motions of the Enemy 
behind their Lines, and give timely Notice 
thereof, Licutenant General Taube with the 
Cavalry of the Province of Weſtergotbland, a 
Pomeranian Regiment of Horſe, and one of 
Foot of Colonel Ekeblad encamped that Night 
at Aarnin, having under him Major General 
Ajhenberg. This was the Body of Battle, and 
the Rear commanded by Count Steinboch him. 
ſelf, and under him by Major General FPatkul, 
conſiſted of the reſt of the Horſe, Foot and 
Artillery. Theſe were followed by 1500 
Boors, carrying Deal Boards and other Matte- 
rials to lay Bridges. Tt.e Roads being very 
bad by Reaſon of Rainy Weather, the Rear of 
the Army could not march from Noon till the 
Evening, above cne League, and encamped at 
Pyts. King Stamſlaus came after the Rear 
with bis Retinue, The 2d, Lieutenant Gene- 
ral Ducker advanced to Damgarten, where he 
took Poſt, and marched immediately through a 
Defile to a ſmall Fort, or Redoubt, the Enemy 
had erected on the other Side near Ribmtz, 
which he took Sword in Hand, whereby the 
Enemy had many Men kill'd and Wounded. 

| Lieutenant 
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Lieutenant General Taube continu'd at Kiy- 
uin till Count Steinboch came up with the 
Rear, and then they march'd together to Lan- 
* gen-Hanſagen. The following Day, being the 
* 2d Inſtant, they march'd 94 Break of Day to 
Damgarten, where all the Troops joyn'd about 
Noon, the General taking his Quarters at Blom- 
* monſdorf on the River Ribnits, within a Quar- 
* ter of a League of that Place. That River 
has on both ſides a long and deep Moraſs, which 
* eſpecially on the fide of Mecklemburgh was ſaid 
to be unpaſlable even for Cattle tho' in the hot- 
* teſt Summer; but however, Count Steinboch re- 
ſolved to try whether his Troops could go over it 
or no. In order thereunto, he commanded Boards 
* and Planks to be joyn'd tegether, to ſerve 
* inſtead of Bridges over ſuch Places as ſhould 
* appear too deep to be paſs'd otherwiſe, and 
* poſted 400 Foot with 8 Field Pieces, on the 
* Banks of the River to cover the Men who 
* were ſent before to take a View of the Moraſs, 
* and to ſee which way it might {be more con- 
veniently paſs'd over. The Enemy who ob- 
* ſerv'd theſe Motions, poſted about 1000 Horſe, 
© on the other ſide of the Moraſs, but were ob- 
* lig'd to quit that Poſt by the extraordinary Fire, 
* that was made from the Field Pieces aforeſaid, 
* and retire into the Wood, The Swedes poſted 
* at Damgarten fir'd alſo upon them, and they 
had above 90 Men kill'd and wounded. The 
Genese! order'd the Pontons to be brought 
* down the River, with other Materials for Brid- 
ges over the ſaid Moraſs, and at Damgarten, 
* which were finiſh'd that Night, The Generals 
* being call'd together, Count Steinboch gave 
* them the following Directions for the next 
Bb 2 Day. 
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Pay. Lieutenant General Ducker was order'd 
* to paſs over the Bridge laid at Damgarten, 
with ſix Pieces of Cannon and the Vanguard 
of the Army, conſiſting of the Regiments of 
Dragoons of Marderfeldt and Stromfeldt, 
the Cavalry of Weſtergothland and Bremen, 
and the Regiments of Foot of Ekebladt, 
Schultz, and Elfborg; while Count Steinboch 
- © himſelf and Lieutenant General Taube with the 
* reſt of the Foot and eight Field Pieces ſhould 
* pals the River and Moraſs by Blommendorf, 
The reſt of the Cavalry was order'd, if poſ- 
* ſible, to march after them; but in caſe they 
found it too long and difficult, they were order 
* to paſs over the Bridge of Damgarten, under 
the Command of the Majors General Aſhenberg 
and Mereſchal. The 400 Foot poſted on the 
* Bank of the River aforeſaid, under the Com- 
mand of Lientenant Colonel Slippenback and 
Major Lewenhaupt, were order'd to march firſt 
* of all over the Moraſs, and take Poſt on the 
other ſide. 'Tnefſe were to be follow'd by the 
* Petatchment who carry'd the Planks and 
* Bridges defigned to be laid over thg deep or un- 
paſſable Places of the ſaid Moraſs. Major Ge- 
* neral Fatkaul was to march next with the Regt 
ments of Sudermania, Dalecarlia, and Wefter- 
* goihlaud, Theſe were to be follow'd by the 
Prince de la Gardie, who brought up the Rear 
* with the Regiments of Oftergothland, Weſtman- 
land, Helſingen, and the two Regimentgsof the 
* Provinces of Narike and Wermerland, Lieu- 
* tenant General Cronſtedt was order'd to follow 
* the Infantry with the Artillery ; but if he did 
not find it practicable, he was commanded to 
march after the Cavalry by Damgarten. No 

lone 
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© lonel Rozen with 600 Horſe and 500 Foot was 
* order'd to guard the Avenues to Damgarten, 
* that the Enemy might not attack the Baggage 
* which was ſent thither. Adjutant General Lop- 
* penon with his 200 Horſe came the fame Night 
* from Frantsbergh, and reported that the Enemy 
* were quiet in their Lines, and he had met only 
* with a Party of Huſſars of whom he had kill'd 
* ſix. According to the Diſpoſitions aforeſaid, 
* the March begun the following Day, the Sol- 
* diers carrying along with them Plauks and all 
* the Doors they could get from the Houſes, and 
* beſides every other Man carry'd a Faſcine to fill 
* ſuch Holes as they ſhould meet in their way, 
* whereby not only the Infantry but even the 
Artillery paſs'd in good Order over the. Morals, 
* which as it has been ſaid before, was thought 
impaſſable even for the Cattle in the Summer 
Time. The General ſeeing there was no Ene- 
my to oppoſe him on the other ſide of the Mo- 
* raſs, order'd the Cavalry to paſs over the 
* Bridge at Damgarten, and the whole Army be- 
ing on the other ſide in the Country of Mack- 
* lenburgh, was drawn up in Order of Battle, 
* and made a general Salvo of their 8 Field 
Pieces and ſmall Arms for this happy Succeſs 
* 1n their Paſſage, without the Loſs of one Man, 
* and which has rendied uſeleſs the ſtrong Lines 
* on which the Enemy have been employ'd about 
da Year. The Prince of Veyſſenfeldt, who com- 
* manded 3coo Men on that fide, retired to- 
* wards Roftack, but not thinking himſcl: Safe 

in that Place retired farther, and Colonel Baj- 
* ſewitz was ſent to take Poſicilion thereof. 


Bb 3 Upon 
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Uron the News of this Succeſs of the Swedij 
General, the Czar who was then at Dreſden, took 
Poſt immediately to put himſelf at the Head of 
his Army in Pomeren, where he arrived the 25th, 
having before order'd a ſtrong Reinforcement of 
Troops to joyn them. 

KING Auguſtus was there with his Army alrea 
dy, ſo that Count Steinboch had no leſs than 3 Mo. 
narchs at the Head of three Armies to encounter 
with, and was ſo ſurrounded by them, that they 
made no Queſtion to give a very good Account 
of him; and for this Reaſon it was, that the Czar 
reſented very much a Ceſſation of Arms for 1 
Days, which was agreed between Count Stein 
boch and the Allies, and ſpoke with ſome Tokens 
of Diſpleaſure againſt Prince Menzikoff on that 
Account; but when his Majeſty came to the 
Army, that General convinc'd him, that King 
Auguſtus had agreed to it without his Participati- 
on, that he had oppoſed it, and that he would have 
had the Saxons to have joyn'd in following the 
Swedes, till they ſhould be forced to Fight all the 
three Armies together. 

IT is true, the Saxons were not ready, nor the 
King of Denmark, ſo that King Auguſtus acted 
upon a juſt Neceſſity ; and when he lay'd the 
Reaſons before the Czar, and convinc'd him that 
he had no private Treaty in Hand, either with h 
the King of Sweden, or with Staniſlaus, who was b 
then in the Swediſh Army, his Czariſh Majell 
was better ſatisfied, and the two Armies ad: 
vanc'd to Guftraw, where his Czariſh Majeſty 
had his Quarters, the Danes who likewiſe had 
not agreed to the Ceſſation, but who alone had 
the Benefit of it, having gain'd the Time to bring 
their Army together, had they made a right Ul 
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of the Advantage, were now advanced to Gadſ- 
buſch; ſo that Connt Steinboch was, as it were, 
block'd up in the narrow Diſt:1& of V zſmar, 
having his Infantry quartered in the very Civ, 
and his Cavalry canton'd in the Vill. ges round; 
waere had the three Armies joyn'd, they muſt 
have fallen all into the Hands of the Allies, 
without Fighting, at leaſt all the Horſes, the 
Country not affording Forrage Sufficient to ſub- 
{iſt them. 

Bur Count Steinboch knew the Enemy he had 
to deal with, and gathering his Troops together 
in one Days time, the Truce being to end the 
very next Day, he put himſelf in full March to- 
wards Gadsbusk, even beſore the Danes had No- 
tice of his being ſtirr'd from Viſmar; as the 
Saxons and Rnftan Armies were near, the King of 
Foland detached 4000 Saxon Horſe to reinforce 
the King of Denmark as ſoon as ever he heard 
that Count Steinboch went that Way, and the Danes 
haſten'd them in their way by many Meſſongers 
on the Heels of one another, and at laſt by a 
Signal of three Pieces of Cannon, which inti— 
mating the Extremity, cauſed the Saxon Cavalry 
to make ſuc1 Haſte, that when they arriv'd, be- 
ing immediately to go on Action, their Hoſe 
were ſo fateigu'd, that they were neither able to 
fight, or to run away, and were eaſily defeatcd, 
helping rather, to diſcourage, than reinforce 
the Vamſh Army, who tſiey came to ſerve. 

IT was the 29th of December when the two 
Armies came to engage; a full Account of the 
Battle can never be drawn from the Perticulars 
which were made Publick at that time, each fide 
{-tting forth their own Caſe with the Boaſts and 
Rhodomontadoes, uſual with thoſe Nations: But 
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in few Words, tis evident the King of Denmarl 
was ſoundly Beaten ; his Army being driven out 
of tie Field; his Majeſty, very little to his Ho- 
nour, retiring even before the Battle was entire. 
ly loſt; the Swedes took all their Cannon and 
Baggage, ſcveral Colours and Standards, and near 
4000 Priſoners, and the ſcatter'd Remains of their 
Army retir'd to Oldefloe, and afterwards Count 
Steinboch enter'd into Holſtein, and had not the 
Czar of Muſcovy reliev'd the King of Denmark 
by joyning his Forces with the Danes and Saxon; 
and perſuing the Swedes, the King of Denmarl 
had, in all human Probability, been Ruin'd. 

Tus his Cariſb Majeſty has been firſt, or laſt 
the Deliverer of all his Allies, and the only 
Prince that has appear'd able to reduce the 
haughty Courage of the Swediſp Nation; as ſoon 
as his Czariſh Majeſty had an Account of the 
Battle, he joyn'd the King of Polands Army, and 
all together march'd after Count Steznboch, who 
had already paſſed the Trave, and was advancd 
into Holſtein; the Remains of the Daniſh Horſe 
which had eſcaped the Battle of Gadsbuſch, 
joyn'd them in their March, being 2700 Men, 
and the whole Army was now, by the Conſent 
of the two Kings, put under the Command of his 
Czariſh Majeſty, as Generaliſſimo. 

In the mean time, the Swedes went on, they 
paſſed the Trave near Lubeck, and Advancing 
towards the Elb, came to Hamburgh, here they 
ſent out Parties to demand heavy Contribu- 
tions of all the Country, and particularly, of the 
City of Hamburgh it ſel; and having enter'd the 
King of Denmark's Territories, they burn'd Alte- 
ua, a rich trading Town, within two Miles of 
Hamburgh: This they pretended was done in 
Kepriſal 
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Repriſal for Towns the Ruſtan Army and other 
Confederates had deſtroy'd in Pomerania. 

Tr1s barbarous Action, Count Steinboch lay'd 
to the Charge of General Welling, late Governor 
of Bremen; and in Juſtification, publiſh'd the fol- 
lowing Letters about it, one whereof pretends 
to reproach his Czariſh Majeſty's Troops, in their 
Treatment of their Maſters Enemies, perhaps 
he intends Livonia, tho' he names it not; the o- 
ther, lays the fame Violent Method to the 
Charge of the Danes, and their Uſage of the In- 
habitants Oſſenden in the Dutchy of Bremen; 
which perhaps was the Occaſion of this Works 
being order'd by Count Welling, as above. The 
Letters with the proper Introductions to them, 
are as follows, 


Tux Swedes having continued for ſome Days 
about Odeſloe and Segebergh, made a Motion to- 
wards Pinenberg, and Colonel Baſſewitz with 
200 Horſe came to Altena, and requir'd the In- 
habitants to pay a great Sum for Contributions, 
On Sunday in the Afternoon Count Steinboch 
* came to Hamburgh with ſeveral Generals, and 
having had a long Conference with Count Vel. 
* ling, went to joyn his Troops poſted before 
* Altena, which had been reinforced by ſeveral 
* Detatchments. Tis ſaid the Swedes demanded 
* of that Place 200000 Rixdollars, whereupon, 
they offer'd 50000, declaring, that it was im- 
* Poſſible for them to pay a greater Sum, upon 
* wich the Agreement was broke, and the fol- 
' lowing Night ſeveral Detatchments march'd 
into Altena, and ſet it on Fire, whereby *tis 
computed that about 3000 Houſes were reduc'd 
to Aſhes, together with the Popiſh Church; but 
| 6 thoſe 
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* thoſe of the Lutheran and Reform'd were pre. 
© ſery'd, with about 70 or 80 Houſes, The 
* Swedes burn'd alſo ſeveral large Magazines along 
the Elle, whereby there are a World of People 
ruin'd. The Dutch Factors who foreſaw that 
* Misfortune, withdrew moſt of their Effect: 
© from that Place, and removed them to Han. 
* burgh. The Generals Fleming and Scholtey, 
© who were there, ſent a Trumpeter to Count 
* Steinboch, to complain of this Proceeding, who, 
as we heard, anſwer'd, that he would acquaint 
the World by a Manifeſto, with the Reaſons 
that have oblig'd him to carry Things to theſe 
Extremities; and in the mean time, they 
* Hand about here a Copy of a Letter written 
by that General to Monſieur Vibe, on of the 
* Privy-Counſellors to the King of Denmark, 
* which 1s as follows, 


SIR, 


J is with great Regret that I have found my ſel 

conſtrain'd to deſtroy the Town of Altena; 
Reaſons of War, and an indeſpenſable Neceſ- 
ty, bave prevailed over my own Inclination, which 
not to imitate the Enemies confederated againſt tl! 
King my Maſter : T can at leaſt aſſure your Excellen 
cy, that the Devaſtation of ſeveral of his Majo. ki 
— and the Inhumanities committed tberem 
will not move me but in the laſt Extremities, tot 
taliate the ſame on the Subjects of his Daniſh Ms 
jeſiy; and 'tis with this ſincere Intention that 


have thought fit, Sir, to recommend to you a F.

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caution 9 to be uſed with the Forces 
of bis Czariſh Majeſty, which is to hinder that they 
do not leave behind them in Pomerania, upon their 
marching out of that Country ; turning Tokens and 
frightful Aſhes, to mark the Stay they have made 
there, as they bave done elſewhere ;, of which the pour 
Inbabitants will never loſe the dreadful Remem- 
brances, 

It will be eaſy for the King, your Maſter, for the 
good of his own Subjects, to agree about this with his 
Czariſh Majeſty, or elſe it will not be in my Power 
to forbear ujing, tho againſt my Will, Repriſals in 
the Dominions of his Daniih Majeſty, and to deſtroy 
therein as many Towns and Villages as the Ruiſians 
ſhall have laid in Aſhes in Pomerania at their De- 


parture, I am, :

This is the Account Count Steinboch has 
* given himſelf of this Affair, and a Letter 
* written from his Camp. dated the 8th In- 
« ſtant, from Pinenberg, gives ſome Explanation 
* of thoſe Reaſons of War mention'd by that 
General. That Letter is as follows, 


(Ount Stienboch having, receiv'd certain Intelli. 
gence in his Camp at Segeberg, that they were ma- 
king great Magazines at Altena to bake Bread and

ing it, thereby coming even with the Danes in ſome 
Meaſure, for the diſmal and cruel Burning exerciſed 
on the good and ancient Town of Staden.

lency commanded however, that the Inhabitants ſbouli

AFTER this Count Steinboch publiſh'd a brief 
but bold Manifeſto on the ſame Occaſion : As

War in the Dutchy of Holſtein, and other Coun 
tries belonging to bis Daniſh Majeſty, by Right d 
Reprijals, as le bas don? at Altena. 


Bo! 
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BuT the Ravages of the Swedes grew near 
an End; the Czar mov'd a pace with his Ar- 
my, joyn'd by the Saxons, towards the Swedes, | 
the Danes joyn'd his Army in their March, with 
what Troops they had, and all together amount- 
ed to 36000 Men, which was too many for the 
Swedes to pretend to grapple with; his Czariſh 
Majeſty arrived at Hamburgb, the 14th of Fanua- 
, attended by Prince Menzikoff, and ſeveral 
Generals, as well of his own Troops, as of the 
Dane's and Saxon's Army, which coming on b 
flow Marches, the Weather, and the Ways being 
extreamly bad, the Soldiers ſuffer d very much 
in their March. 

WIL E his Czariſþh Majeſty continued in the 
Neighbourhood of Hamburgh, he cauſed a Day of 
Faſting and Publick Prayers to be proclaim'd in 
the united Army, to ask of Heaven Succeſs up- 
on their Undertaking, and to add Alms Deeds 
to their Devotion, his Czariſh Majeſty cauſed 
1c00 Rubles in Gold to be diſtributed to the poor 
Sufferers at Altena, and cauſed Propoſals, and 
Encouragement to be offter'd them, if any of them 
thought fit to go Abroad, and would ſettle in 
any part of his Dominions. 

WHILE this was doing, Count Fleming, the 
Saxon General, and General Scholten the Daniſh 
Velt Mariſchal, 'wrot an expoſtulatory Letter to 
Count Welling, upon the Subject of the Burning 
of Altena, and the Reaſons alledg'd, which Let- 
ters are as Follows,

But the many Flames that have been kindled, ant 
the dreadful Devaſtations of ſeveral of the King m 
Maſter's Dominions, cannot find the ſame Fuſtiſa 
tion, being committed without any manner of Nect 
ty, by thoſe of your Allies, that you even call Cl. 
ſtians. 

The Daniſh Zealand, and Saxony, will always l

The other Reaſons for the Burning of Altenz, 
that have been made Publick, amount to this, that 
Magazines were providing, and Bread baking tber; 
but *tis certain, there was no Magazines in Altem 
or if there were, they were ſo inconſderable, tht 
there could be mo Pretence on that Account, fir 
burning above 2000 Houſes, and reducing ſeveri 
Thonſands of People to Beggary , and this, with 
gaining any Advantage by it.

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Order. Count Steinboch himſelf made that Di” 
ſtinction very juſtly ſome Months ago, when ſpeaking 
of ſome N done by the Muſcovite Soldiers, 
he ask d, whether they had been order'd to commit 
them; and being aſſured, that not only ſuch Orders 
had never been given, but that the Authors of thoſ? 
Exceſſes had been 'puniſh'd , he ſaid, he was glad to 
bear it, adding, that be could not treat thoſe who 
ſhould commit ſuch Outrages by Order, and who ſhould 
fall into bis Hands, as Priſoners of War, but at In- 
cendaries, What you can alledge farther of the Con- 
duct of our Allies, may be eaſily juſtify'd by the Right 
of Reprizals, Remember only, Sir, what was 
prafiifed on our Side, after the Battle of Nerva.

_ AFTxx all that has been ſaid, of the Civility 
of- the Turks to the Czar, and to his Miniſters, 
ſuch was the uncertainty of Things, on that Side 
the World, that in the midſt of the Proceedings of 
the Czar, in ſo remote a Part of the World, bis 
Czariſh Majeſty was again allarm'd with the Ru- 
mour that his Ambaſlador at Couſtantinople was a- 
gain impriſoned in the Seven Towers, and that the 

urks had declared War again againft him; and 
he was earneſtly preſs'd by his Generals to leave 
this Petty Retail War, (as they called it) and ad- 
vance to the Frontiers of Tartary, to prepare to 
oppoſe the Turks, 

HowEveR as his Majeſty had better Intelli- 
gence than his Enemies in the Ottoman Port, he 
was always appriz'd of things as they really were 
reported to be, and knew very well how far they 
were True, and how far not. The Turks were 
for awhile much influenc'd by the Han of Iartary, 
and the Creatures of the King of Sweden; twas a 
little hard that the King of Sweden ſhould be able 
to bribe the Juks with their own Money, and 
diſtribute the ſame Sums, which the Port gave 
him for his Support, to the great Officers of the 
ſame Fort, to engage them to break Faith with 
the Czar of Muſcovy, after he had perform'd all 
that was required by their laſt Treaty; had re-

the rather, becauſe of the Miſchief which he knew N 
was breeding at Conſtantinople, by the 1 
of the King of Sweden; but knowing the Milun- 
underſtandings in the Confederate Army 
would be ſuch, about the Command, that there 
would be no Agreement; and 1t being hard, that 
the Army, two Thirds of which were at the ſame 
Time his Czarzþ Majeſty's own Forces, ſhould be 
Commanded by any but his own Generals; up- 
on this Conſideration, he reſolv'd to manage

Tur Confederates were, as things then ſtood, 
much too ſtrong for Count Sternboch , their Force 
was above 36000 Men, the Swedes not above 
14000 at beſt, but led by an old Fox that knev

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a Tittle; that knew how to fight when he had a 
feir Field, and how to avoid it, when he was out 
Number'd and not in Condition. 

Tu 1s, Count Steinboch ſeeing the Confederates 
advance, and that they were too powerful for 
him, march'd from Altena, North into — Hol- 
eiu, and advancing along the Eyderſtorn, kept the 
Confederates at Bay a great while, about Fred- 
rickſtand, near which Place they paſs'd the ſaid

Bur his Czariſh Majeſty reſolv'd to make 
ſhort Work with him, andin a Word, to attack 
him, where-ever he could find him, coſt what it 
would; for as I noted above, the Czar at this 
Time, was preſs'd by his own Affairs, not know- 
bing whether his Affairs with the Turks would 
End in Peace or War, Orders were therefore g1- 
en to make Diſpoſitions for the Attack, while 
he Swedes on the other Hand, fortify'd their 
amp, and made an Appearance of Reſiſtance, 
hreatening to give the Ruſiaus a very warm Re- 
eption. But Count Steinboch, after repulſing our 
len at the Attack of one of his Poſts, where the 
ſiaus and Danes had ſome Loſe, thought fit 
or to ſtand the Shock of a general Attack by

longing to the Duke of Holffern, and Garriſond | 
by his Troops, who being in Sweden, a Youth, | 
and under Age, the Adminiſtration of his Eſtates,

Txt Governor of this Fortreſs made Show of ml 
keeping an exact Neutrality; and once, when tl 
Count Steinboch ſent a Letter to him, ſent it in. al 
open'd, refuſing to receive any Letter or Meſl# E.

Count Steinboch ſtood but in very ill Terms 
bring ſtreighten'd for Room, and alſo for Provi. be 
fivs, and almoſt ſurrounded by the Confederate !

Vain preiting the Governor of Tonnighen to git 
Lim a Retreat into the Fortreſs, and bei 
put 
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puſh'd to Extremity by the Conſederates, he 
came with the whole Swediſo Army and encamp- 
ed at Gardengben, a Village, within half a League 
of Toningen. 

Tut Confederates follow'd him Cloſe, and 
here the Governor of Toningmen, whether by 
Order of the Prince Adminiſtrator of Holſtein, cr 
by Stratagem of Count Steinboch, is very little 
known to this Day: But the Governor, I ſay, 
let the Swediſh General, and wizh him, his whole 
Army, into the Place, to the great Relief and 
Fncouragement of the Swedes, wo were, indeed, 
brought to the Point of being ruin'd. 

THis was a Blow to the Confederates who had 
been extreamly fateigu'd with the Service they 
had been upon, having kept in the Field all the 
Winter: The Matter was now come to a Point, 
there was now no way left now to force them, 
and nothing but a very cloſe Blockade, could 
Effect their Reduction, and this the Army a- 
greed on. | 

THe Czar finding now that the Thing would 
be drawn out in Length, left the Army and went 
to Hamburgh , and from thence, to Hanover, His 
(zar7hh Majeſty left the Army the 15th of Fe- 
{1ary, having firſt had a long Conference with 
the Kings of Denmark, where the Command of 
tie Army was ſettled, and the Rank of the 
Troops, and every thing ncedful to carry on the 
Delign z for having Count Steinboch and the 
ewedes in ſo cloſe a Place, it was certain, they 
ougnt not to let them go off, coſt what it wpuld. 

THe Czar having now left the Army, had ſe- 
veral private Affairs in Hand, as particularly, at

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his Daughter. in-Law, and her Husband, the 
Czarowitz, or Hereditary Prince, who, it ſeems 
had had ſome Difference with the Princeſs, his 
Spouſe, of which we ſhall hear farther. 

From Volfenbuttel, the (zar went to Magde. 
burg, and thence to Schoonboſen near Berlin, where 
he had an Interview with the King of Fruſſa. 
and where his Pruftan Majeſty entertain'd him 
wit) the utmoſt Magnificence, This was the 
1ot1of March, the next Day, the two 1lluſtrions 
Monarchs dined together; and the Czar having 
abu dance of Reaſon to be very well ſatisfy 
wat 1 his Reception, parted the ſame Afternoon 
fer Dantzick in his way to Livoma. 

WHaT was made Publick at this Time of his 
Czariſh Majeſty's Journey, ſeems to have Truth 
in it, being writen from Dantzick, after the Cars 
Arrival there as follows, viz 

Tae Court of Wolfenbuttel is highly ſatisfy 
with the Czar of Muſcovy, and the Princeſs, Wife 
to the Hereditary Prince, ſet out the 16th of 
March under the Diſcharge of the Cannon far 
Petersburg by the way of Berlin and Danticl. 
The Czar preſented her with a great Sum of Mo- 
iey for the Charges of her Journey; and at the 
ſame time aflur'd her, that ſhe ſhould be uſed 
wiih fo much Reſpect in uſcovy, that he did not 
queition but ſhe would eaſily forget German 
That Prince made conſiderable Preſents to the 
Mother of that Princeſs, and amongſt other 
Things, preſented her with his Picture ſet wti 
Diamands, of a conſiderable Value, The Court 
of Muſcovy is to continue at Petersburg for ſome 
Time, and ſome Grandees of the Retinue of tht 
Czar, report, that that Prince intends to make 
that Place the Scat of his Empire, and 20000 


Per ſol 
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Perſons are remov'd thither from Moſcow. His 
Czariſh Majeſty deſigns to have at Sea this Sum- 
mer a Squadron of His own Ships, and beſides thoſe 
that have been built in his own Harbours, he has 
bought ſeveral Frigats at Dunkirk, andin Holland, 
which are to be man'd and fitted out at Copen- 
hagen, to act in Conjunction with the Daniſh 
Fleet under the Command of Vice Admiral 
Cruitz, Thus far this Account. 

WHILE theſe things were doing, the Czar's 
Troops kept their Footing in Pomerania, and a 
great Part of the Town of Volgaſt refuſing to 
pay their Contributions, was burnt by the 
Ruſian General's Order. But the Attack of 
Stralſund or Stetin, was not thought proper to be 
undertaken *till the Swedes in Holſtein were en- 
tirely reduc'd, which were yet a Work of Difh 
culty. | 

Tas Year his Czariſh Majeſty's Queen, or 
rather Empreſs, tho' they call'd her in Muſcovy 
by neither of thoſe Stiles, but that of Czarina, 
was deliver'd of a Daughter, or Princeſs; this 
happen'd very much to his Czariſþ Majeſty's Sa- 
tisfaction, juſt after his Arrival at Petersburgh. 
This Princeſs was baptized a few Days after, ac- 
cording to the Rites of the Greck Church, and 
named, Maria Petra Witza. 

ALL this while the Preparations againſt the 
Turks went on as before, the Ruſian Court not yet 
knowing what the unſettled Diſpoſitions of the 
Ottoman Court might iſſue in; and his Czariſh 

Majeſty, that his Enemies might not flatter 
themſelves with Hopes of taking him at the ſame 
Advantage they did before, viz. to be ſurround- 
ed with their Tartars, to cut off his Proviſions, or 
to be betray'd by the Moldavian who had under- 


taken 
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taken to ſupply the Army, T ſay, to take from his 
Enemies all Expectations of that kind; his Maje- 
{ty cauſed three large Forts to be erected upon the 
Banks of the Duieſter, and two Bridges of Com- 
munication to be laid over the River; and here 
he laid up, and reſolv'd to lay up Stores of Corn, 
and Forrage, with, Meal, and an infinite Quanti. 
ty of other Proviſions, ſufſicient for his whole 
Army; refolving alfo, if he advanc'd into Mol. 
davia, to build two ſtrong Forts; one at an impor- 
tant Paſs, in the Way to the Fruth; and another, 
on the Bank of the Prath , to ſecure his Convoys 
and Proviſions from the Tartars : In this Poſture 
the Turks found Things when they held their 

reat Divan, or Council, to conclude, whether 
they ſhould break with the Raſftans, or, no: 
Their ſeeing the Czar, in fuch a tormidable To- 
ſture, contributed not a little to cool their 
Warmth for a War, and to adhere to the wiſer 
Councils of Peace, as we ſhall hear preſently, 
Bur to come back to Holſein, where the War 
was now near a Cloſe, the Swediſh Army being at 
length forc'd by the Confederates to quit their 
Intrenchments and Faſtneſſes they had made, and 
retire into Tonningben, where they were reduced 
to Extremity for want of Proviſions, and the 
Danes and Rnftans reſolving to attack them in 
Form, and force them out ot that Fortreſs Sword 
in Hand, General Count Steinboch was forced to 
Capitulate; feveral 'Treatics and Offers had been 
made on one Side and other, wich came to no- 
thing : But on the 16th of May, the whole Mat- 
ter was agrecd on, and an End put to that War. 
The Terms of this Capitulation, as it was call'd, 


was as follows, vis, 
I. THAT 
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I. THAT the whole Swediſh Army under Count 
Steinbock, in the Territory of Eyderſtadt, 
and in Tonningen, ſhall ſurrender with their 
Commanders in Chief, Generals, Officers, Volun- 
teers, and private Soldiers, to the Kingof Den- 
mark : That all the General and chief Officers, to- 
gether with the Volunteers, ſhall keep all their Arms, 
Baggage, Writings, Field Cheſt, and every thing 
thereto belonging, without being plunder'd. The 
Subaltern Officers and Soldiers ſhall keep only their 
Swords and Cloaths , the Cannon, Fire Arms, as 
alſo the Horſes of the Troopers, Dragoons and Ar- 
tillery, and what more belongs to the Military Ser- 
vice, none of which Hall be ſpoil'd or made away 
with, ſhall be left behind, and after the March out 
of Tonningen be given up at Heyerſworth, with 
all the Colours, Standards, and Drums. The March 
from Tonningen ſhall be within three Days after 
the ſigning of the 1 and ſhall be com- 
pleated in eigbt: The Rout for marching, and the 
Quarters, Mall be ſettled by the Daniſh Commiſa- 
res of War, g 

II. The Tranſporting the Swediſn Troops, when 
they (hall be exchang'd or ranſom'd, ſhall he to 0 
other Parts than to Sweden, at their own Charge: 
They themſelves ſhall provide the Veſſels for that 
Furpoſe, the King of Denmark hall furniſh Fa ſ- 
ports to thoſe Veſſels , and they may make Uſe of 
Daniſh and Holſtein Veſſels if they can be had 
voluntarily for Hire.

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Tx 1s Affair being thus concluded Prince Mex- 
zikoff, and the other Ruſtan Generals prepared to 
bring away the Army, and put them into Quar- 
ters of Refreſhment, after ſo ſevere a Campaign, 
which had laſted now from the beginning of De.

Ox the 4th of June, the Muſcovite Forces 
march'd from their Camp with their Quota of the 
Swediſh Priſoners Colours and Cannon: This Pro-

ral; but this did not Diſcourage Prince Menzikof, 
who about eight Days after he had Ln 
ce, 
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Place, rais'd a Battery againſt the Oder Fort, a 
ſtrong Work, which guarded the Bridge, and af- 
ter having Batter'd it two Nights, caus'd it to be 
ſtorm'd, which his Men did with ſuch Fury, 
that the Swedes, which defended it, being not able 
to maintain their Ground, the Ruſtans entered 
Sword in Hand, the Defendants being all cut in 
pieces, except a very few, who had Quarter grant- 
ed them: This gave the Courage of the Citizens 
a ſhock, and it was eaſie to ſee they had not the 
Gallantry and Reſolution of their Anceſtors.

being as J have ſaid in great Confuſion ; the King's 
Siſter, ſince Queen of Swede, being about that 
time about taking upon her the Regency of the 
Kingdom in the Abſence of the King.

Txt Enemies of the Ruſian Glory had now the

V. The 60 Pieces of Cannon which the Muſcovites 
have carried away from thence, ſhall be reſtor'd, 
or an Equivalent given for it, after which they 
ſhall be at Liberty to take away the Iron Guns which 
they have left in Aſoph. 

VI. According to the Feace concluded near the River 
Pruth, the Turks Hall be at Liberty to rebuild 
ſome Places in the neighbourbood of Caminieck, 
that have been demoliſh'd. 

VII. The River Zamara ſhall be the Limitsof Tur- 
key, and that of Exceez, -fhall be the Frontier of 
Muſcovy, and both Partizs are allow'd to build

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VIII. All a@s of Hoftility ſhall ceaſe on both Sides,

IX. The Calmucks ſhall remain to the Czar, and the

tions ſhall be hindered from committing any Ho- 
ftilities. 

X. The Pretentions of the Tartars of a, yearly Tri. 
bute ſhall be referr'd to another Time, 

XI. This Peace ſhall continue for 25 Tears, and may 
be prolong'd for a longer Time, 


THe publiſhing of theſe Articles, ſtopp'd the 
Mouths of thoſe People who inſulted the Czar, 
with having ſubmitted for fear of a War wit 
the Turks, to be Tributary to the Tartars, as for- 
merly the Czars had been, but as his Czar! 
Majeſty had always rejected the Articles with 
Scorn, ſo it was now apparent that the Turks had 
dropp'd it.

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the Artillery conſiſted of 58 Pieces of heavy 
Cannon, and 32 Mortars: On the 20th of Sep- 
tmber, all our Batteries of Cannon and More 
tars being in a Readineſs, it was refolv'd to 
Fire upon the Place the 28th in the Morn- 
ing. All the Drums and Houtboys of the Ar- 
my were order'd to meet in the Trenches about 
9 of the Clock, where they play'd about an Hour, 
to the great Surprize of the Beſieged, who appear d 
on their Walls to ſee what the meaning of it 
could be; but about Ten, we began to fire from 
all our Batteries at once, and continu'd till the 
Evening , which had ſuch an Effect, that the 
Inhabitants ſeeing about 16 of their beſt Houſes 
burnt, and their Churches batter'd down, they 
oblig'd General Meyrfelt to deſire a Ceſſation of 
Arms. The Sieurs Baſſewitæ and Brukenthal were 
ſent into the Place, and told the Governor that the 
HFoſtilities ſhould be diſcontinu'd for ſeven Hours 
only, and that he might take his Meaſures there- 
upon. Thoſe Gentlemen reported, that the / 
Burghers refuſed to take up Arms, and the Regi- 
ment of Fomerania expreſſing an Inclination to 
lay them down. General Mey felt ofter'd to march 
out with his Garriſon in 5 Days, provided they 
would give him leave to ſend an Expreſs toCount 
Welling, to acquaint him there with; which was 
granted him, upon Condition that a Muſcovite 
Officer ſhould go along with the Perſon he would 
ſend to the Count aforeſaid, and that his Letter 
to him ſhould not be ſeal'd.

Prince Menzikoff rejected; thoſe Powers having 
not contributed one Farthing towards the Siege. 

IN a Word the King of Pruſſa ſending a very 
obliging Anſwer to the laſt Offers of the Prince, 
was in Return invited to the Ruſtan Camp, where 
his Fruftan Majeſty arriv'd the 5th of October, 
attended with 3000 Dragoons and 9000 Pruſtar 
Foot, being on the other Side the Oder, where they 
encamp'd. His Prufftau Majeſty was very Magni- 
ficently entertain'd by Prince Menzikoff, and a 
Royal Tent ſet up, in which his Majeſty lodgd; 
tie 6th at Night, having been ſhewn all the Ap- 
proaches of the Kuſtan Army, their Batteries, and 
the Preparations which the Ingineers had made for

THe next Day the Sequeſtration was ſettled 
and agreed upon, and the Garriſon and Burghersof

Bur I muſt obſerve here, that both the Saxons 
and Danes took great offence at this Treaty; for 
the Sequeſtration of Stetin was not Communicated 
to them, the Saxons alledg'd, ſeeing the Cannon 
furniſhed for the Siege belong'd to their King, his 
Poliſh Majeſty ought to ſhare the Money, and de- 
manded one half of the 500000 Dollars; but Prince 
Men:zikoff gave them good Words, and kept all 
the Money. 

TAE King of Denmark took the Allarm, 
there being a Report ſpread that another Treaty 
was alſo on Foot for the Sequeſtration of Viſmnar 
and Stralſund, upon which the Danih Miniſter 
preſented a Memorial in his Maſter's Name, to 
the Miniſters of Pruſta and Muſcovy, intimating 
that his Maſter had been very much ſurprized to 
hear that an Affair of ſo much Importance as the 
Sequeſtration of Stetin had been concluded, and 
that Place deliver'd to the Troops of the Duke of 
Holſtein, whoſe Intereſt is inſeparable from that 
of Sweden : That his Majeſty hopes nothing ſhall 
be concluded without his Participation in relation 
tol7ſmar, becauſe of his particular Concerns in 
that Affair, and that the whole Matter, which has 
been hitherto kept Secret from him, ſhall be fairly 
communicated to his Majeſty, and in the mean 
time the ſaid Miniſter has thought fit to proteſt 
againſt whatever has been done in this Sequeſtra- 
tion without his Conſent and Knowledge, 

As to the Treaty for the Sequeſtration of Viſ- 
mar and Stralſund, it came to nothing; and all things 
being now over, the Muſcovite Army, which was 
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by this Time reduced by hard Service withont 
any conſiderable Action to 22000 Men from 
36000; they began their March out of the Conn- 
try, the 25thof September, according to the Capi- 
tulation of which, that was one of the moſt par- 
ticular Conditions. 

WIL E this was done, the Armies of his Cæariß 
Majeſty were Victorious in Finland; General L. 
decker had been recall'd from that Government, 
and General Arexfield ſent in his Room, as is no- 
ted above; but he had no better luck than the 
other, for being encamped at a very advantagious 
Poſt, with 7000 Swedes, regular and old Troops, and 
18000 Men, new raifed, but well arm'd, and un- 
der very good Officers, yet the R. ſtars attack'd 
them; the new raiſed Troops being undiſciplin'd, 
yet made _ great Refiſtance at firft, but were 
charg'd with fuch Fury, that they were at length 
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defeated z which occaſion'd that the 7000 Swedes Us 
were ſurrounded, and after a very good Defence, n 
were almoſt all cut in Pieces, or taken Priſoners, de 
with all their Artillery, and Baggage. B. 

AFTER this Action, the Czar s Troops enter d M 
Abo without Reſiſtance, and his Czariſh Majeſty Li 
reſoly'd to batter down the Defences of the other ſe 
two Forts, which lye adjoyning to the Sea, and th 
which interrupted his Progreſs; and thus he / 
became Maſter of the whole Province, with the bi: 
Loſs of very few Men, and the Tranquility of Ei 
the Country was reſtor'd entirely: As the Czar po, 
had gain'd this whole Province ſo eaſily, he was th 
refolv*dit ſhould not be ſo cafily taken from him; lik 
he therefore went to Work immediately, to fort! ha 
fy the Towns of moſt Importance, as Abo and tu 
Hel ſingvas, and others, both which, he has fince wh 


made very ſtrong, T 
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Tx1s Action with the Swediſh Troops under 
General Ahrenſſeld, having been diverſly reported, 
and the Ruſſians being charged with Partiallity, in 
relating their own Affairs; I ſhall therefore give 
here a Copy of General Abrenfields own Ac- 
count, which tho? he makes the beſt of his Loſs 
to ſave his own Character; yet an impartial Rea» 
der will eaſily perceive, a Total defeat was given 
him, and that he has loſt not only his Army, but 
the whole Province; ſo that our Account will be 
effectually ackowledg'd by the Enemy, which is the 
beſt kind of Confirmation; his Letter is as follows: 
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HIS will inform, that we ſuſtained Tefterday a 
fierce Attack from the Enemy, who, at laſt, oblig'd 
us to give Ground, Our Intrenchments near Palka- 
na were very ſtrong, and we reckon'd to be able to 
deſend em a great while againſt conſiderable Forces + 
But, contrary to our Expectation, the Enemy found 
Means to land o Men within a quarter of a 
League behind us, I had made ſeveral Detachments, and 
ſent our Farties to get Intelligence, by which I learnt, 
that ſeveral of the Enemy's Boats were in fight , 
whereupon I made all the neceſſary Diſpoſitions to 
binder a Deſcent ,, I alſo view'd the Place where the 
Enemy deſign'd to land, and caus'd ſome Horſe to be 
poſted there, I had beſides this, drawn two thirds of 
the Infantry that were within the Lines, in order 
likewiſe to oppoſe the Deſcent , but the Wind, which 
bad been contrary to the Enemy's deſign all Night, 
turn'd favourable to them at Break of Day; beſides 
which, there was a thick Fog, that we could not per- 
cerve till they advanc'd upon us, Our Cavalry was 
at 
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at firſt oblig'd to retire, becauſe, the Infantry That 
drawn from our Line could not come up time enongh 
to ſuſtain them ; the Enemy before their approach, 
baving landed the beſt part of their Troops. Never. 
theleſs, we advanc d — charg d them with a great deal 
of Bravery, and by onr ſuperior Fire, pnſh'd them into 
the Vater; but they being ſupported by ſuch as Hour) 
landed on all fides, we were obliged to give way in ou 
Turn. Ve had di [poſed things in ſuch a manner, that the 
Horſe was to attack the Enemy in Flank, and if the 
had perform'd their Duty, tis protable we ſhould have 
bad Succeſs - Bat tho the Foot did all that could be 
expected from the beſt Troops, yet we could neter 

revail with the Cavalry to do the like, each 

lattoon giving way one after another. Thing 
being at this Paſs, it was not dificult for the 
Enemy to attack our Lines; however, they loft abux 
dance of Men, till upon certain Conſiderations, J 
order d the Troops to abandon the Intrenchment:, 
The Loſs we have ſuſtain'd in thoſe Attacks is nut 
fmall, We wereoblig'd to march through the moſt con- 
vement Places to favour our Retreat, and the Infantry 
being obliged totake ſeveral Routs, it is not yet poſſible 
for me to know what Number of Men are MY" In 
mean time, I have again poſted my ſelf in this Faſſage, 
in order to make all poſible Reſiſtance. The great 
Number of Roads and Paſſages had oblig d me to 
divide my Troops in ſuch manner, that I bad only 
with me Too Horſe and 1100 Foot to oppoſe the 
Landing. "This Day the Enemy advanc'd near this 
Place, and I am now in Expectatiou of their further 
Undertakings, &c. 


Tae Truth of this Matter was thus, that Gene- 
ral Abrenfield was entirely defeated, his Horle 


which indeed did not do their Duty were 3 
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heard of, till they were effectually ſecured at a- 
bout 60 Miles retreat North, and the General 
with that ſmall Remnant of his Infantry, wh 
out of 25000 Men, did not amount to above 8000, 
5133 being kill'd in the Action, and 512 taken 
Priſoners, quitted the whole Province, and made 
long Marches, tho? none purſued them into Lap- 
land, whence we heard of them no more; but 
ſuppoſe they got Boats to carry them over the 
Gulph of Bothnia into Swedeland, where they were 
at that time in Confuſion enough. 

Tux Conqueſt of this Province has been of great 
advantage to his Czariſh Majeſty's Affairs, for he 
was now ſufficiently ſeparated from Sweden, and 
under no Obligation to maintain a great Number 
of Troops upon his Frontier, as before the keep- 
ing of good Garriſons in Abo and Helſimngford, 
Places which he has made very ſtrong, and 
keeping a Number of Gallies always ready up- 
on that Coaſt, 1s ſufficient to keep all quiet on 
that Side. 

From hence alſo his Majeſty had drawn a vaſt 
Number of good Soldiers, the Finlanders being al- 
ways eſteem'd the beſt Men in the Swediſh Ar- 
mies, and eſpecially for Horſe, it being a Coun» 
try for breeding of Horſes, the Men are naturall 
good Horſe-men, and yet I underſtand that his 
Majeſty has not rms? any Men there, but ſuch 
as voluntarily Liſted into his Service. | 

Tur Czar had now finiſh'd the Conqueſt of 
the Swediſh Territories, as far as they lay con- 
tiguous to his own ; nothing could more be at- 
tempted againſt the Swedes, but by Naval Pre» 
parations for a Deſcent on the Kingdom of Swe. 
den it ſelf. His Czariſh Majeſty had, as I have 
mentioned already, very much improv'd his 

: Marine 
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Marine Affairs, as well as his Millitaty Affain 
oy Land, but not to ſuch Perfection, for his Land 
orces were brought to a Perfection not to be 
queſtion'd; his 3 we able to grapple with 
any of the Forces of his Neighbours Man for Man, 
nay, he has often beaten the Swedes when ou 
have been ſuperior in Number, and in the 
Action at the Siege of Stetin, where there were 
no Troops but Ruſſans, it appear'd how well they 
did their Buſineſs ; how regularly they carry 
on their Approaches; how boldly they ſtorm; 
how firmly they ſuſtain'd the Sallies of the 
Swedes; and how artfully they mannag'd the De- 
fence of their Trenches. We ſhall now ſee ſome 
Proceedings in which their naval Force was al- 
ways concern'd, | 
H1s Czariſþ Majeſty who knew the Diſpoſition 
of the King of Sweden, as well as any Man; 
knew there was no ſitting ſtill while he was in 
being; and the only way to reduce him to Rea. 
fon, was, to puſh his Kingdom of Sweden to the 
utmoſt Extremity, while he was Abſent, if poſi 
ble, to bring the Regency, newly eftabliſhd 
there, in the Princeſs Ulrica Eleonora, and the 
Senate, to the Neceſſity of making a Peace, 
before the King of Sweden return'd from Lſurkey, 
To this Purpoſe, the Czar cauſed a Project 
to be laid before the King of Denmark, for a ſe- 
cond and more effectual Invading of Schonen, an 
Undertaking, which he knew very well, would 


be very ageeable to the King of Denmark, who 


having receiv'd a terrible Diſgrace in his former 
Attempt there, at the Battle of Elſenburg, wo 
be very willing to retrieve that Blow, and all 
puſh the Swedes ; he having likewiſe puſh'd the 
War on this ſide the Sound, to the utmoſt, an 
compleat 
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compleated the the Conqueſt of Holſtein, Bre- 
men, and Verden; nothing remaining to the 
Swedes on this ſide the whole Baltick Sea, but 
Pmeren, and the City of Viſmar; which were at 
that time under a kind of Offer to be Seque- 
trated to the King of Pruſia, tho' afterwards 
the King of Sweden forbid it. 

HowEveR the King of Denmark did not re- 
ceive this Propoſal at firſt, in ſuch a manner 
as the Czar of Mnſcovy expected; and much 
Time was ſpent in debating upon the particu- 
lar Branches of the Undertaking, and the Quo- 
tas, and Expences neceſſary to be furniſhed. 
But at length his Czariſþ Majeſty who knew this 
was the only way by which the King of Sweden 
could be effectualy hnmbled, conquered all his 
Daniſh Majeſty's ObjeRions, and ofter'd ſuch Aſ- 
ſiſtance, as well of Land Forces, as of Shiping, 
that the King of Denmark (aw an evident Oppor- 
tunity on into his Hands, for recovering that 
Part of the old Kingdom of Denmark, which his 
Anceſtors had loſt to the Swedes, and which was 
given up by the Treaty of Roſchild, viz. Scho- 
nen, Bleaking, and Halland, Provinces extended 
on the Coaſt of the Sound and the North Sea, from 
Malmo to Gottenbro*, and which lye in the very 
Sight of his Pallace in Copenhagen, 

As the King of Denmark began at laſt to li- 
ſten to his Czariſh Majeſty's offer; ſo Troops were 
prepar'd,order*'d to march into Pomeren, and Meck- 
lemburgh, to be tranſported from thence to Copen- 
hagen, and in a Word, his Czariſh Majeſty made 
ſuch Preparations both by Land, and Sea, as con- 
vinc'd the King of Denmark, that he ſhould be put 
into a Poſture to humble Sweden effectually, and this 
brought him to come heartily into the thing, tho? 
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as it appear*d the Circumſtances of Denmark, were 
not at that time equal to the Undertaking. 

How EVER, as his Czariſh Majeſty ſtuck at no: 
thing in Reaſon to animate the King of Denmarh, 
to perſecute the War with a'ſuitable vigour, 300000 
Rixdollars were remitted . to Copenhagen, and 
200000 more afterwards to encourage the King of 
Denmark to haſten out his Fleet to Sea, and in the 
mean time the Czar fitted out hisown Fleet, con- 
fiſting of 30 Men of War, moſt of them bei 
brought and fitted up in England, and Holland, an 
having embark'd 24000 Men on Board, they fail 
for the Iſle of Aland, where oy re attack*d Ad. 
miral Ehrenſchild, and took his Ship, and ſix Gal 
lies, killed 327 Men, and took about 936 Priſ 
ners, and landed 16000 Men in that Iſland , which 
put the whole Kingdom of Sweden into the moſt 
terrible Surprize, and Conſternation imaginable 
the Iſle of Aland, being as it were at the Mouth 
of the River of Stockholm. 

Bur all this while the Danes did nothing, not- 
withſtanding the Aſſiſtance his Czari/h Majeſty had 
ſent them, they pretended indeed to fit out their 
Ships and joyn the Czar's Fleet, but they were ſi 
long in doing it, that the Swedes was at Sea, and 
rendezvous'd at the Iſle of Bourubolm before the 
Danes were in Condition to act, ſo that the expectel 
Con junction was prevented, which indeed was tie 
Diſappointment of all farther Opperations for that 
Summer, 

THe Czar ſeeing how little ſuch Allies were 


to be depended upon, put off his intended Deſcent 


upon Sweden, for the Swediſh Fleet was ſo ſtrong 
being 20 Men of War, and ſome of their Men 0 
War ſo large, for they had four or five three Deck 


Ships from 84 to 106 Guns, and his Nagl 


, A.. 
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Fleet, tho? well appointed, yet conſiſted chief 
of Ships, bought in England, and Holland, mo 
of them being from 44 to 60 Guns, three Ships or 
four of his Majeſty's own building might he there 
of 70 and 8 Guns, But was not adviſeable to 
come to a general Engagement with the Swedes, 
without the Conjun&ion of the Danes. 

Ir is to be remembered here, that his Czariſh 
Majeſty having for ſome Years, when he firſt ap- 

lyed his Thoughts to encreaſe his Naval ſtrength, 
hat his Eyes and all his Meaſures employ'd up- 
on building a Royal Navy for the Service of the 
Black-Sea, ſo he had now brought that Work to ſuch 
perfection, that he had a Fleet at Veronow:tz, on 
the Tanais, conſiſting of 44 Ships, from 30 to 90 
Guns, whereof 145 of them carried from 80 to 90 
Guns; all which Preparations were intirely loſt, 
and rendered uſeleſs, by the ſurrender of Aſopb, 
given back in Conſequence of the unhappy Cam- 
paign in Moldaviaa, s a above. 

Bur the opening a Navigation into the Bal- 
tick, by the taking the once impregnable Caftle of 
Notteburgh , the making a Harbour and Port at 
Croonſlot, and building the Imperial City of Pe- 
tersburgh, wich we find at the writing this Hiſto- 
ry to be rais'd in about 22 Years from a vacant 
piece of Ground, to a City of 50009 Houſes be- 
ſides publick Edifices, all theſe were at the time 
of this taking of the Iſland of Aland, but new 
things, and therefore, tho' the Progreſs the Czar 
bad made, was for the time ſurpriſing to the World, 
yet his Naval ſtrength was young, his Subjects 
not yet enur'd to Sea-· Service; and he was too wary 
a Prince to put the Succeſs of all his great De- 
Ius upon, the hazard - a general Engagement 

e ſo 
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ſo early, and as it were in the beginning of things; 
and for this Reaſon he withdrew from the Iſland 
of Aland, upon the Diſappointment of the Danes, 
and gave over his Enterprize for that Year, 

SINCE this, we have found his Czariſh Majeſty 
has improv'd his Marine ſtrength to ſnch a degree, 
and furniſh'd himſelf with fuch Capital Ships of 
his own building, that now he 1s a Match for the 
Swedes, and the Danes put together, and when- 
ever thoſe Powers apprehend his coming to attack 
them, thy are oblig'd to get the aid of a Squz 
dron of Men of War from Great-Britain to their 
Aſſiſtance, or rather as it may juſtly be call'd-for 
their Protection. 

Bu r to return to the Danes; the King o 
Denmark, began now to beſenſible of his Miſtake, 
and of his having loſt the Opportunity for tie 
humbling his Enemy the Swede; and now tot 
trieve it we find, that the (zar preſs'd him to ei- 
gage in a new Scheme for the ſaid ſecond Invaſion 
of Schonen, and offer'd him his Aſſiſtance, as wel 
by Sea as Land; alſo ſeeing how n 
the Czar went on, and how it might be probab 
that at one time or other, the Czar, by his Supe 
rior ſtrength would break in upon the Swedk 
without him, and then he might loſe the Oppot 
tunity, and have no ſhare at all of the Advar 
tage: This turned the Scale at the Court af 
Denmark; and as the Czar preſs'd him before, as | 
have ſaid to engage in ſuch an Attempt, and 


promis'd to Aililt and Support him; fo now he, i 
Daniſh Majeſty preſsd the Czar as much to come 
into that Scheme, as if it had been contriv'd al 
Copenhagen and not at Petersburgh, 
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In the mean time, the Czar, as J have ſaid, 
withdrew from Aland; and having order'd his 
Gallies and light Fregates to carry the Land 
Forces to Abo in Finland, he ſail'd with the Groſs 
of his Fleet, and the Ships, he had taken from the 
Swedes to Petersburgh, where he made his publick 
Entry, with almoſt as much Triumph as he did for 
merly at Muſcow, after the Victory at Paltowa. 

AND his Majeſty did this the rather, becauſe 
it was the firſt Snow of that kind, which had ever 
been made in his new City; and becauſe it was a 
heartening, and Encouragement to his Seamen, to 
merit by their Bravery, and to other of his Sub- 
jets to enter into the Sea-Service,which they might 
ſee had ſuch Honours, and Triumphs attending it. 
The Sum of which is as follows: As to a particular 
Deſcription of his Triumphal-Arches, and other 
Works for the Decoration of it, it is too long for 
this Work : I ſhall only ſay they were ſuch as 
ſhewed, that the Contrivers of them very well 
underſtood their Buſineſs, and if they had been in 
France or Holland, they would not have been out 
done by any : This Triumphal-Entry was 
made at Petersburgh, the 2oth of September, 1714, 
in the following Order:

N. The Muſcovite Rear Admiral, being the 
Czar bimſelf, with the reſt of the Regiment of 
Brebenszki. As ſoon as bis Majeſiy came un- 
der the Triumphal Arch, all the Senators, 
Grandees and Foreign Miniſters repaired there 
to Congratulate bis Majeſty upon bis Victory, and 
the Governor of Moſcow in the Name of the Em- 
pire of Muſcovy, Complimented him on his Bra- 
very, and thank'd him for his good Services, 
and as an Acknowledgement thereof, declared 
him Vice- Admiral, They proceeded then in the 
Order aforeſaid, and march'd into the Fort, 
and there was another general Diſcharge of the 
Cannon, &c. Then Prince Menzikoff took all 
the Foreign Miniſters into bis Shallop, and car- 
ried them to his Palace, before which there 
was a magnificent Triumphal Arch erected on the 
Water adorn'd with rich Hangings, and about | 
half an Hour after the Czar came thither, i 
being receiv'd at the ſaid Arch by that Prince, | 
and then conducted in to the Palace, where a 
moſt magnificent Entertaiment was prepared, 
which laſted till Nine at Night. The Swediſh 
Rear- Admiral Ehrenſchild ſat at Table be- 
tween bis Czariſh Majefly and Prince Menzi- 
koff; and during the Entertainment the Czar 
took the Opportunity to compliment that Ad- 
miral on his brave Defence in the Fight, aſſur- 
ing bim ſeveral times of his particular Efteem 
and Affection, and that be would take care to 
make him as eaſy as the could under his Mis- 
fortune. The other Swediſh Officers ſat at ano- 
ther Table, and were uſed with all poſible Civi- 
litzes, and ſa ended that great Solemnity, 


THERE 
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THERE was alſo a very Magnificent Fire work 
appointed to be performed or play'd off, at the 
Gate of the Royal Palace. But the Engineers 
repreſenting that they had not compleated the 
Deſign, and could not be ready under three or 
four Days, it was play'd off the Sunday after, 
when his Czarzþ Majeſty went publickly to the 
great Church, to give Thanks for the Surceſs\of 

bis Arms; and it was admirably perform d, 
without the leaſt Diſorder or Miſtake. 

Ir is to be noted, That this was not a Triumph 
for the bare taking of one Ship and ſome Gallies 
from the Swedes at the Ifle of Aland; but it wa 
upon a Concluſion of a long Series of ViRories 
obtain'd over the Swedes, and indeed, finiſhing 
the Conqueſt of all the Dominions which the 
Swedes had-poſlefs'd' on the Sonth and Ea, Sides 
of the Baltick Seas, viz. the whole Province of 
ELivoma, of Eafthonia', and of Carelia; and h. 
gar mania; the Town and Port of Narva; the 
City of Stetin; the Caſtle of Notteburg; the 
City of Vyburgb; the Ifle of Aland; and'the 
whole Country of Finland, a Province of tt 
felf, large enough, to be call'd a Kingdom, 
and ſeated upon the Sea Coaſt, for 300 Miles 
in Length, where it is to be noted that" the 
ſtrong Caſtle of Helſngvcs, the laſt and only Place 
which the Swedes held in that Province, was 
taken at the relanding of the Army there; -b 
that the whole Country was ſubdu'd, and the 
Swedes put into a terrible Fright, even in the 


Heart of Sweden. Nay, a Body of Muſcavites had 0 
tranſported themſelves over the Bothnick Gulp", N F. 


and had landed on the Main of Old Sven 


it CLF, that is to fay, in the Province of Veſt Both 
1 
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nid, where they had ravaged the Country, 
burnt. ſeveral conſiderable Towns and Villages, 
where they had taken Uma the Capital of that Part 
of the Country, and burnt it to the Ground; 
after which, they extended Northwards to Torne, 
and, deſtroy d the Iron Works, which are very 
Conſiderable that Way; and did incredible 
Damage. Another Body of their Troops, ad- 
vanced from Finland, Nortb, into the Country of 
Eaſt Bothnia, where the Swediſh General Abren- 
#eld Commanded, and endeavour'd to fight him; 
but he not daring to come to Action, retir'd North- 
ward, into a remote and inacceſſible, and indeed, 
barren and uninhabited Country, where it was 
not practicable to follow him, leaving the Coun- 
try of Eaſt Bot hnea open to the Spoil. 

THesEt things merrited a Triumph, as much 
as the Roman Generals merited a Triumph for 
the Conqueſt of the moſt powerful Nations they 
ſubdued. 

Bur to come tto the Progreſs of the War 
again, the Winter was no more paſt in Idle- 
neſs than the Summer; and the Czar an active 
and reſtleſs Genius, in all his great Underta- 
kings, kept his Enemies the Swedes in Continu- 
al Allarms, with the Rumour of an Attempt pro- 
jected to paſs the Bothnick Gulph in the Time 
of Froſt, with his whole Army over the Ice , 
thoſe who know the Country, and thoſe Seas, 
know very well, that as the Botbnick Sea is not 
deep, and conſequently not agitated much 
by Storms, and alſo, that there is very lit- 
tle Tide, or Current there, it is the fone 
Frozen of any part of the Baltick Sea, and 
then, as its Scituation is more Northerly than 


any 
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any other part of the Baltick, Tying extended 
to the 64th Degree of North Latitude; and 
is thereby infinitely colder than the reſt, ſo 
it is no ſtrange thing to find that Sea like 
one ſolid Rock of Ice, for four or five Months 
together, and the Country People trayel. 
ling over it themſelves, paſſing and re- paſ. 
ting as ſecurely as on dry Land, from the 
one Bothnea to the other : Hence it was no 
improbable thing, that the Czar might, if his 
Views had been that Way, have marched with 
his whole Army over that Sea, not excluding his 
Baggage, Cannon, and Waggons. | 
Bur tho his Czariſh Majeſty thought fit to 
allarm the Swedes with the daily Apprehen- 
ſions of ſuch an Attempt; yet, this was really 
none of his preſent View: However, jt had 
this Effect, it continually harraſs'd the Swediſ 
Army, in Marching, and counter Marching, 
as their own Fears directed them; nay, it went 
farther, for as the Swedes had tranſported two 
ſeveral Bodies of their regular Troops to the 
Iſle of Rugen and Pomerania, and a thind to 
Wiſmar; So that General Ducker who command- 
ed there, threatned to take the Field, and ad- 
vance into Holſtein, and Futland, as Count 
Steinboch had done, having this Advantage in 
ſuch an Enterprize, viz, that he had no Army 
of Ruſians and Saxons to follow him in the 
Rear. The Allarm given to the Swedes in their 


own Country, by his Czariſh Majeſty hovering i 


over their Coaſt, as above, had obliged them to 


ſend for 75000 Men back again from Pomere", 


to reinforce their Aimy at Home, and to de- 


fend the Capital of their Kingdom. 
Tabs 
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Tus the Danes were deliver'd, at once, by 
the powerful Fleet of the Czar, from an Enemy, 
which they dreaded in Holſtein, and from a War 
that would have perhaps been too heavy for them, 
as well for the Power of their Enemies, as the 
Expence of it; for the Swedes would, at leaſt, 
have ruin'd all the Danz/þ Dominions on the Terra 
Firma, by the Contributions. they would have 
drawn from thence, and the Ravages of the open 
Country, from whence the Capital City 1s fur- 
niſh'd with daily Proviſions. 

Ty1s very Vicw gave the King of Denmark 
an additional Vigour in his new Deſign of inva- 
ding Schonen, nothing could more effectually de- 
liver him from the juſt Apprehenſions of a Viſit 
from Pomerania, as a Deſcent upon Schonen, car- 
rying the War home into the Heart of Sweden, 
and finding the Swedes Employment to defend 
their own T owns, inſtead of giving them Leiſure 
to meditate the Invaſion of thoſe Abroad. | 
TH1s Winter the King of Sweden came from 
Turkey, and arriv'd incognito at the City of Stral- 
und 1n Pomerania, and the World had great Ex- 
xectations that his coming thither would give a 
ew Turn to the Affairs of Europe; but that 
Prince, whoſe poſitive Temper, averſe to the 
Advice of his beſt Friends, puſh'd him upon the 
nol deſperate and inconſiſtent Actions, which 
quickly made all his Neighbours eaſy, as to their 

pprehenſions of his Power, for embroiling him- 
elf with the King of Prufta, and his Pritannick 
lajeſty, then Elector of Hanover, he cempleated 
is own Ruin, by abſolutely refuſing the moſt 
onourable Propoſal for Peace that could be offter*d 
im, and engaging himſelf in a new War; for he 
| EL was 
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was beſieged both by Sea and Land, in his City 
of Stralſund, and at laſt forced to make his Eſcape 
in a ſmall Veſſel by Sea, which landed him in 
Sweden, leaving behind him all his Dominions, 
and all his Hopes in the Empire of Germany, in 
which he never ſet his Foot afterwards. | 

ABzouT four Months before his Czariſb Maje- 
ſty made his Triumphal Entry into Petersbourg, 
as above related, three Men of War, which he 
had order'd to be bought in England, arriv'd at 
Riga, and another, was launch'd at Petersbourg, 
upon which Occaſion, the CZ AR appear'd in x 
very good Humour, and diſcours'd with great 
Judgment on the proſperous Succeſs of his Ship- 
Building. Among many other notable and in- 
genious Difcourſes, which I heard held by his 
Czariſh Majeſty on the like Occurrences, theres 
one very remarkable, which he directed to his 
old Ruſians, ſitting round about him, on board 
that new launch'd Man of War, reproving them 
for not following the Example of other Rufen 
Miniſters and Generals, and taking Encourage- 
ment from their Experience. 


* BRETHREN, ſays he, who is the Man among 
* you, that thirty Years ago could have ſurmizd 
5 & ſhould have been employ'd with me in 
„ Ship-Carpenter's Work here in the Baltick; d 
* coming hither in a German Dreſs to ſettle in 
* theſe Countries, conquer'd by our Fatigues 
* and Bravery ; of living to ſee ſo many vali 
* and victorious Soldiers and Seamen ſprung up 
* from Ruſian Blood; to ſee our Sons, from 
foreign Countries, return home able Men; 
* to ſee ſo many foreign Artificers, and Arti 
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of all kinds, ſettling in our Dominions; and 
to ſee the remoteſt Potentates expreſſing for us 
the greateſt Eſteem? 
* HisTORIANs place the original Seat of 
Sciences in Greece, from whence, being expel- 
led by the Fatality of the Times, they flou- 
riſhed and ſpread in Italy, and afterwards 
diſpers'd themſelves all over Europe; but, by 
the Perverſeneſs of our Anceſtors, were hin- 
der'd from penetrating any farther than Poland, 
tho' the Poles, as well as the Germans, hereto- 
fore groaped in the fame Darkneſs, wherein 
we have, till this Time, lived. But at length 
their Eyes were open'd, by the indefatigable 
Care of their Governors, inſomuch, that they 
ſoon made themſelves Maſters of thoſe Arts, 
Sciences, and Improvements in Life, of which 
formerly Greece boaſted. It 1s now our Turn, 
if you will ſeriouſly ſecond my Deſigns, and 
add to your blind Obedience, a voluntary En- 
quiry, by applying yourſelves to the Know- 
ledge of Good and Evil. I can compare this 
Iranſmigration of Sciences, with nothing more 
properly, than with the Circulation of the Blood 
in human Bodies; and my Mind almoſt per- 
ſuades me, that they will ſome Time or other 
quit their Abode in England, France, and Ger- 
many, come to ſettle, for ſome Centuries, a- 
mong us, and perhaps afterwards return to 
Greece, their original Home. In the mean 
Time, Iearneſtly recommend to your Practice 
that Latin ſaying, OxA ET LAEORA, Pray 
and Work, and in this Caſe be perſuaded, that 
we may happen, even 1n our Life Time, to 
put other civiliz'd Nations to the Bluſh, and

Ar rER this Digreſſion, we are next to confi- 
der, that tho", in the Beginning of the Year 1715, 
the Troubles in Poland ſeem'd to be quieted by 
the Mediation of the Czar; and the Saxon 
Troops, which had given Occaſioh to the Conte 
deracy, whereby Poland was like to have been 
involv'd in a Civil War, having evacuated that 
Kingdom, the Poles flatter'd themſelves with the 
Enjoyment cf ſome Jranquillity. But, contre 
ry to their Expectations, the Troops of the Me- 
diator, which were to have evacuated the Terri 
tories of Poland immediately after the Exchange 
of the Rat ifications of the Treaty, remain'd there 
till the cloſe of the Year 1716; and the Room of 
the few that retarn'd home, was ſupply'd by the 
Mnfcovite Forces that quitted the Dutchy cf Meck 
lenburgh. 

I's the Year 1717, the Cz AR made a Journey 
into Holland, and from thence went to the Court 
of France, where reſiding for ſome Time, he at 
length return'd into his own Dominions, and ha- 
ving ma e ſome Stay at Peterſbourg, he went to 
Anjcooy, from which Place he had been abſent 
ten Years. But before he left Peterſbourg, he ap- 
pointed ſeveral Councils for the Adminiſtration 


of the Government, according to the Method « 
ha 
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had obſerv'd in France, viz. 1. For Foreign Af 
fairs. 2. For Finances. 3. For Juſtice. 4. For 
Reviſion. 5. For War. 6. For Naval Affairs. 
7, For Trade and Commerce. 8. For Receipts 
and Expences. 9. For Arts and Sciences, Mines, 
Buildings, &c. 

No ſooner was he arriv'd at Muſcow, than, 
being inform'd of ſeveral Miſmanagements in 
the Civil Adminiſtration during his Abſence, 
ne order'd the Conduct of his Miniſters to be 
enquir'd into; and made a terrible Example of 
Prince Welkonski, a Major-General of the Ar- 
my, who, having been appointed to regulate 
the Cuſtom-Houſe of Archangel, was convicted 
of corrupt Practices in the Diſcharge of his Of- 
fice, and ſentenced to be beheaded, but, up- 
on the Intercetlion of his Friends, and his own 
Choice, the Czar permitted him to be ſhot 
to Death, which was executed by the Soldiers 
of his own Regiment. The {ame Year, upon 
{ome Miſunderſtandings between the Czar and 
his Son, that Prince thought fit to withdraw 
out of his Father's Dominions without his Leave; 
and travelled thro' Germany and Switzerland into 
Italy, where he continu'd till the Beginning of 
the Year 1718, when, pailing thro' Dantzzck, 
in his way to Peterſbourg, he was met in Livonia 
by a Courier ſent to inform him, that the Cz Ax 
was ſet out for Muſcow, and expected him there. 
He proſecuted his Journey with the utmoſt Ex- 
pedition, and was attended by the Sieur Tol- 
toy; immediately after his Arrival, he waited 
upon the Czar, with whom he had a long Con- 
ference. We have not Room, in the intended 
Compaſs of theſe Memoirs, to give a 8 
Detai 
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Detail of the Proceedings againſt the Czarowitz, 
but muſt refer the Reader to the Account of 
that Proceſs, which the Czar order'd to be printed 
at the Hague in French, a "Tranſlation of which 
may he found in The preſent State of Ruſia, in 
2 Vols. 8vo. printed at London, 1722. It is 
well known, that the Effect of this Proceſs ter- 
minated in the Czarowitz's Renunciation of his 
Right to the Throne, His Excluſion was fol- 
low'd, in a few Months after, with the Death 
of that unfortunate Prince, whom his Father 
never deſiſted to perſecute, till he procurd a 
Sentence of Death to be formally pronounced 
againſt him. The Mother of the degraded Prince, 
from whom the Cz AR was divorc'd, and the 
Princeſs Mary, the CzAk's own Siſter, were 
brought from Muſcom to Peterſbourg, and ſent 
from thence to be confin'd in the Caſtle cf 
Slutelburgh. 

WIL E his Czarih Majeſty was meditating a 
Deſcent into Sweden in the Year 1719, the News 
of the King of Sweden's Death, CHARL Es the XII. 
was brought to him, as was, ſoon after, the 
Proclamation of Ulrica Eleonara to that Crown. 
That Princeſs notify'd to the Czar her Accel 
fion by Letters, and propoſed at the ſame Time 
to renew the ancient Friendſhip between the 
Two Crowns; and Conferences about the Peace 
were thereupon continu'd in the Ifle of Aland. 
But, having been broken off ſome Months at 
ter, his Czariſh Majeſty made the intended De. 
ſcent into Sweden, where he burnt ſeveral Cities 
and deſtroy'd their Copper, and other Mines 
In 1720, the Czar, and their Swediſh Majeſtis 
having agrecd upon the Preliminaries of . on 
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Treaty, it was ſign'd at Nieuſtadt in Finland, 
the 1oth of Septemb. 1721, by which the Czar 
remain'd Poſſeſſor of Livonia, Eftomia, Ingria, 
Part of Carelia, of the Diſtrict of Vybourg, and 
of almoſt all the Places he had conquer'd du- 
ring the Northern War. The 22d of October 
following, being the Day that Treaty was pub- 
liſhed, his Czariþ Majeſty was proclaim'd by 


the Senate, Father of his Country, Emperor of 


all Ruiha, and PETER the Great: Which Ti- 
tle has been ſince acknowledg'd by the King 
and States of Sweden, by the King of Pruſſa, 
by the Republick of Holland, and by the Grand 
Signior. In the two ſucceeding Years, 1722 
and 1723, he extended his Conqueſts, and car- 
ried his Arms as far as the Caſpian Sea, where 
he took the Cities of Derbent and Terkz, and 
ſubdu'd ſeveral Provinces, formerly ſubject to 
the Kings of Perſia, the Poſſeſſion whereof he 
ſecur'd to himſelf by the Treaty concluded at 
Conſtantinople, between his Miniſters and the 
Commithoners of the Grand Signior, the next 
Year, 1724. | 

Ox the 23th of January, 1724-5, the Czar 
having, for twelve Days, felt violent Pains, 
occatton'd by the Retention of his Urine, ſent 
for his Phyſicians, who preſcribed him ſeve- 
ral Remedies, but to no Purpoſe. On the 4th 
of February they reſolv'd to probe him, and 
having diſcoverd an Abſceſs in the Neck of 
his Bladder, they pierced it, which gave him 
lome Eaſe; but the Operation having been made 
too late, the Mortification appear'd, and the 
Czar, ſeeing all Hopes of his Recovery paſt, 


prepar'd himſelf for Death. He ſent for his 


chick 
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chief Miniſters, to whom he gave ſcveral ſe- 
cret Orders to difcharge ſeveral Perſons under 
Confinement. He afterwards comforted his Fa- 
mily with a great deal of Reſolution, and ha- 
ving deſir'd to be left alone, he ſpent the ſmall 
Remainder of his Time in Acts of Religion, 
And, at laſt, after ſome Hours of Agony, he 
died on the 8th of the ſame Month, at Five 
in the Morning, in the fifty third Year of his 
Age. | 

as Gracf of the Inhabitants of Peterſbourg 
was inexpreſlible, when they were acquainted 
with the Death of his Czar: Majeſty, for whom 
they had the extremeſt Love and Veneration. 
And what is ſingularly remarkable, an emi- 
nent French Writer, ſince his Deceaſe, has given 
him the following Character. The late Czar 
of Muſcovy, ſays he, being born and endowed 
with the greateſt Virtues and extraordinary 
“ Talents, he diſcovered in his carlieſt Youth 3 
* penetrating Genius, capable of exccuting the 
* moſt enterprizing Projects. Being ſatisfied 
* by the Hiftory of his Anceſtors, that the Form 
« of Government, as he found it conſtituted at 
* his Acceſſion to the Throne, was altogether 
* inſ{ufhcient to render his People fo Polite, in- 
duſtrious and skillfül as he would have them, 
* he made it the chief Bent of his Thoughts to 
improve that Scheme, but that he might not 
introduce any Change, the Succeſs whereof 
* he could not warrant by any Precedent, he 
* travelled into diſtant Countries to make Ob- 
* ſervations upon the beſt regulated Govern- 
* ments, where after having collected with the 


© utmoſt Exactneſs ſuch Memoirs as he con- 
& ceived 
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« ceived might be uſeful to his Deſign; he re- 
« turned Home, in order to proſecute his inten- 
« ded Plan for the Happineſs of his Subjects, 
« whoſe Obſtinacy in {ticking tenaciouſly to 
&« their old Cuſtoms, retarded the Execution of 
4 ſo good a Project, and obliged him ſometimes 
& to uſe Severities. Muſcovy is beholden to the 
© Czar for a ſettled Intercourſe with other Na- 
tions, which cannot but be of great Ad- 
vantage to its Commerce; for introducing 
Arts and Sciences among them, whereof, be- 
fore his Time, that Nation had but a very 
* {ſmall Tincture; for the Suppreſſion of ma- 
ny ſuperſtitious Cuſtoms ; and for a Mili. 
tary Diſcipline; that Prince having form'd 
the Infantry, which heretofore was only fit 
to defend the Country, into Soldiers every 
way qualify'd to make Conqueſts. His Name 
was reſpected by the Faſtern Nations; the Son 
of a dethroned Monarch implor'd his Atlt- 
ſtance, and thongh he has not liv'd long 
enough to revenge the Diſſoyalty of that 
unfortunate Prince's Subjects, yet he has ob- 
taind the Glory of having curb'd the Chief 
of the Rebels, and to re-take from the Uſur- 


per thoſe Provinces upon which he had fo 
unjuſtly ſeiz'd. 
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In the Year 1722, the Czar having made 
a Regulation, which provided, that he might 
ominate and appoint his Succeſſor by his laſt 
Will, the States of his Empire ſolemnly ſwore 
to obſerve that Regulation in 1723, and af- 
erwards renew'd that Oath at the Coronation 
f the Empreſs CaTHerINA ALEXOWINA, 
Gg on 
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on the 18th Day of March, 1724. As he 
had, by his Will, appointed that his Conſort 
ſhould be his Succeſſor, the Senate, the Sy- 
nod, and the General Officers, acknowledged 
her Empreſs of all Ruſia, and by their Ad. 
vice, and the Univerſal Conſent of her Sub- 
= ſhe has taken the Government upon 
er. |

Two Days before his Deceaſe, the Czar 
order'd, that all the Priſoners in his whole 
Monarchy, except thoſe for Murder and Rob 
bery, ſhould be ſet at Liberty, and that the 
whole Army ſhould be paid their Arrears. The 
Royal Body was expos'd for ſome Days in a Cohn 
made of pure Silver, weighing ſix hundred 
Pounds, and curiouſly wrought by a Hach 
Artiſt. 

TRE Princeſs Natalia Petrowna, the young: 
eſt of the CZ ARINA's three Daughters, ied 
on the 15th Day of March, 1724-5, in tie 
ſeventh Year of her Age. Her Corpſe wi 
interred with the Emperor her Father in tit 
Cathedral Church of St. Peter and St. Pa 
in the City of Peterſbourg, and their Obi 
quies were perform'd with the greateſt Pony 
and Solemnity.
